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FOREWORD 


The Digest of Public General Bills was prepared originally for the second session of the 
Seventy-fourth Congress and has been published for all subsequent Congresses. 

The purpose of the digests, to quote from the committee report on the appropriation for 
1936, is “. . . to furnish in the form of a brief synopsis the essential features of the introduced 
public bills and resolutions and a little fuller digest of reported measures in order that Members 
may have a weekly file from which they may follow the legislation when introduced and from 
which they may readily answer correspondents concerning these measures.” 

Beginning with this session we have for the first time been able to fulfill the purposes set 
forth in the foregoing report. On Monday of every week (except that in which the printed 
digest is issued) a mimeographed digest of the public general bills introduced tbe preceding 
week is delivered to each Member’s office. These weekly digests are cumulated and printed 
monthly with a section showing the status of all bills acted upon and with a section listing the 
public laws and resolutions in numerical order with bill numbers. This issue (Digest No. 15) 
contains digests of all bills introduced in the second session together with those introduced during 
the third session up to and including September 30, 1940; it supersedes Temporary Issues, 
Nos. 1-24; Printed Supplements 10-14, and is a supplement to Digest No. 9 which cumulates 
bills of the 76th Congress, 1st Session.

Wool Products Labeling Act—declares unlawful, and an unfair and deceptive act or practice, the intro- 
duction, or manufacture for introduction, or the sale, transportation, or distribution of misbranded wool 
products in interstate or foreign commerce. Exported products are exempt if meeting the requirements 
of the country to which exported. Products shall be deemed misbranded if falsely or deceptively labeled, 
if they fail to show percentages of wool, reprocessed or reused wool, other fibers, etc. The manufacturer, 
or person first introducing the product into commerce, shall affix the label which, or a substitute for which, 
shall remain affixed until sale to consumer. Imported wool products made 20 years prior to importation 
are exempt. The act shall be enforced by the Federal Trade Commission.

Water Pollution Control Act—Establishes a Division of Water Pollution Control in the Public Health 
Service to prepare (in cooperation with the Chief of Engineers of the War Department and State agen- 
cies) a comprehensive plan for prevention of pollution of navigable waters and tributaries, and to en- 
courage State pollution-control activities, uniform laws, interstate compacts, Congressional consent 
being given for compacts for abatement of water pollution and establishment of joint agencies therefor. 
The discharge of new sources of — without the approval of the Division is declared to be against 
the public — of the United States and a common nuisance. Construction of treatment works shall 
be financed by R. F. C. loans on recommendation of State health authorities and the Surgeon General.

In recognition of services not heretofore recognized by the act of March 4, 1915, any civilian officer or 
employee who served 3 or more years in connection with the construction of the Panama Canal between 
May 4, 1904, and March 31, 1914, and who was a citizen, shall be paid an annuity as follows: For 3 to 4 
years’ service—40 percent of his annual basic compensation; for 4 to 6 years’ service—50 percent of his 
annual basic compensation; for more than 6 years’ service—60 percent of his annual basic compensation. 
Where a deceased employee would have been entitled to an annuity hereunder had he lived, his surviving 
wife, if undivorced from him, shall receive his annuity for life if she was married to and lived with him 
during at least 1 year of his service. Likewise, the surviving undivorced wife of an annuitant shall 
receive his annuity for life.

required; (b) where an abnormal or sustained increase in the quantity of mail develops, necessitating 
larger capacity equipment; (c) where a change in schedule is ordered; (d) where it is found that compensa- 
tion is wholly inadequate and that the continuation of the contract would impose undue hardship upon 
the contractors.

Amends the Bankhead-Jones Farm Tenant Act (U.S. C., Sup. V, 7: 1000] by adding a new title thereto 
providing for the insurance until June 30, 1945, of farm tenant mortgages, by the use of a revolving fund 
composed of 5 percent of the annual appropriation for the year 1941 under the original act, and such 
further appropriations as may be necessary. The aggregate amount of principal insurance obliga- 
tions on mortgages outstanding at any one time is limited to $350,000,000 of which not more than $50,- 
000,000 shall be outstanding prior to July 1, 1941, and $150,000,000 prior to July 1, 1942. 

Mortgages must meet the loan eligibility requirements of the original act and the insurance is limited to 
90 percent of the value of the farm unless the cash-down payment was 15 or more percent of sale price. 
Insurance charges shall equal 1 percent of the principal of the mortgage and annually thereafter 1 percent 
of the unpaid balance. 

When the mortgagor is in default for more than 6 months the mortgagee, on assigning to the Secretary 
all his interest in the mortgage, may receive debentures bearing interest at not exceeding 3 percent and 
fully guaranteed as to principal and interest by the United States in the amount of the mortgage. 

pon the assignment of a mortgage to the Secretary he shall immediately foreclose it unless he finds 
that the mortgagor desires to remain in possession of the land and will agree to meet the defaulted pay- 
ments within 5 years from the maturity date or unless the mortgagor conveys the property to the 
Secretary free and clear of all liens. 

Further amends the Bankhead-Jones Farm Tenant Act [sec. 1004] by providing that State loan 
allotments shall be not less than $100,000.

Oppressive Labor Practices Act—Prohibits, as an oppressive labor practice, the use of labor spies, 
strikebreakers, or strikebreaking agencies, the use of private guards armed with guns or other dangerous 
weapons off the property of the company, the employment as guards of persons formerly convicted of 
crimes of violence, and the use of industrial munitions during a strike. he prohibition applies to such 
acts whether committed in a place of employment, or merely affecting commerce or involving employees 
presently (or before discharge in connection with a labor dispute) engaged in commerce, ete. Further, 

rohibits the furnishing of supplies for oppressive labor practices, discrimination against employees 
Conmnen of complaints under the act, etc. 


The Secretary of Labor may proceed through the local United States district attorneys to restrain 
violations of the act. 

Prohibits employers in interstate commerce from employing aliens to the extent of more than 10 per- 
cent of his employees or to pay more than 10 percent of his pay roll, etc., to aliens. Among aliens so 
employed, preference shall be given to declarants. No employer shall employ any communist or member 
of any Nazi Bund organization.

Enlarges the power of the Interstate Commerce Commission to permit routes for the purpose of pro- 
viding adequate or more economic transportation, but not for the purpose of assisting a carrier to meet 
its financial obligations. The burden of proof to show that the cancelation of a rate schedule would be 
in the public interest regardless of the short-haul clause is upon the party proposing cancelation. 
Requires the establishment of through routes by water carriers with other carriers (including rail), of 
reasonable operating facilities for such routes, and of the just and reasonable divisions of joint rates. 

Authorizes all carriers, with the approval of the Commission, to enter into agreements for pooling or 
the division of traffic, service, or earnings, if in the public interest. 

Extends the jurisdiction of the Commission to rates unduly favoring regions, districts, or territories. 

Limits the present rule of rate making to the effect on the movement of traffic by carriers for which 
rates are prescribed. Eliminates the equidistant provision.

Authorizes carriers to propose consolidations which must be approved by the Commission as in the 
public interest. Requires the Commission in approving consolidations to consider (1) the effect upon 
an adequate transportation system; (2) the public interest in the inclusion or noninclusion of other roads 
within the territory; (3) the total fixed charges; and (4) the interest of carrier employees. The Commis- 
sion may not approve a merger providing for a guaranty of dividends or an increase in the fixed charges 
on the funded debt unless it specifically finds that such guaranty or increase is not against the public 
interest. Holding companies are permitted with Commission approval. 

Extends the regulatory jurisdiction of the Commission to water carriers operating in the coastwise, 
inland, and intercoastal trades and to terminal services, but exempts water carriers of bulk commodities. 

Creates a board of three members to investigate the relative economy and fitness of carriers by rail, 
motor and water, the extent to which rights-of-way, facilities, and special services are provided from 
public funds for each type of carrier, and the extent to which each type is subject to Federal, State, and 
local taxation. 

Increases the authorized amount of outstanding loans of the R. F. C. to railroads from $350,000,000 
to $500,000,000, and authorizes the extension of the maturity of R. F. C. loans to industry generally, 
from 1945 to 1955.

Federal loans or 
grants or any such part thereof may be withheld permanently, temporarily, or conditionally, as deter- 
mined by the Civil Service Commission. All! District of Columbia employees (except the Commissioners 
and the Register of Deeds) are covered by the act. No political commitice is permitted to receive or 
expend more than $3,000,000 during any calendar year.

Credit shall 
be given in fixing such quotas for residents of each State already in the armed forces or who subsequently 
enter.

If private employers fail or refuse to comply with the act, district courts shall have jurisdiction to 
compel employers to comply with the rehirement provisions on petition of any person entitled to its 
benefits, the district attorney, upon application, shall represent such persons. 
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A Personnel Division is established to aid replacement in former positions or employment in new posi- 
tions, of members who have completed their service.

(1) Official cotton tare standards (including specifications and tolerances of weight, strength, etc., of 
materials used for bale coverings; but the bill fixes a maximum weight of fourteen ounces a square yard 
for bagging and twenty ounces for patches, and prohibits standardization of used material unless rewoven) ; 

(2) Standard specifications for markers or other tags to identify different types of bales of cotton. 

Such standards are to be promulgated at a date set by the Secretary, not later than January 15, 1941; 
and it is made unlawful thereafter (subject to a penalty of $500) (a) to ship in interstate or foreign com- 
merce bales of cotton ginned after such effective date not conforming to tare standards (but a shipper will 
be protected by a guaranty of the manufacture); or bales of American cotton so ginned not marked with 
standard identification; or (b) to buy or sell American cotton for shipment in interstate or foreign com- 
merce except by net weight, excluding bagging, etc. 

Same penalty imposed for interference with enforcing officers. The Secretary is authorized to test 
bale-covering materials, and generally to make all necessary investigations and regulations, etc., for 
enforcement of the act.

noncompetitive examinations, failing which they shall be separated from the service within 6 months. 
The President may, after submission of classification surveys by the Civil Service Commission, extend 
the p aon ms of the Classification Act of 1923 to any offices not included in said act except positions in 


the Postal Service, District of Columbia Board of Education, Fire and Police Departments, Government 
Printing Office, Public Health Service, Coast Guard, Coast and Geodetic Survey, Foreign Service, Cus- 
toms Service, Immigration and Naturalization Service, T. V. A., Army and Navy, and positions held by 
members of a ship’s crew, positions which call for the performance of work as an apprentice, helper, or 
journeyman in a recognized trade. 

No person now employed by the Federal Government shall be discriminated against because of his 
place of residence. 

The President is authorized to exclude by Executive order, from these provisions, positions on work 
financed jointly by the United States and a State, positions of which none or only part of the compensation 
is paid by the Federal Government, some positions in Government institutions, positions outside the 
United States filled by natives of Territories or possessions of the United States, emergency or seasonal 
positions, and positions filled locally on a fee, contract, or piece-work basis.

Canal pilot. The Governor shall adjust the damages by mutual agreement, compromise, etc., but in 
case the damages in waters other than locks exceeds $60,000 the Governor shall report to Congress with 
recommendations. 

The Postal Service—Specifically authorizes the Governor to maintain a Postal Service including money- 
order, parcel-post, and postal-savings systems and to prescribe rates, except that United States domestic 
postage rates shall apply to regular mail exchanged with the United States [Canal Zone Code 2: 271-275]. 

Criminal procedure—After a plea of guilty in the Magistrates’ Courts, the Magistrate may (at present 
“shall’’) hear testimony. The time within which a judgment of death must be executed is fixed at 90 to 
120 days (now 6 to 12 months) from the time of judgment [Canal Zone Code 6: 125, 521).

Persons committing acts in good faith in conformity with a rule which has been rescinded 
shall not be penalized therefor unless such act was committed more than 30 days after the recession of the 
rule was published in the Federal Register. Restricts the hearing by an agency of a controversy secking 
ee relief against the United States which arose more than 1 year prior to the filing of a request for 
such hearing. 

Authorizes the United States Court of Appeals for the District of Columbia, on petition within 30 days 
after publication of rules in the Federal Register, to determine whether such rule is in conflict with the 
United States Constitution or statutes. The court shall have no power except to render a declaratory 
judgment holding the rule valid or invalid. This shall not affect the determination of the validity of any 
rule involved in any suit or review of an administrative decision or order in any United States court. 

Sets up intradepartment or agency boards composed of three employees to hear the claims of persons 
aggrieved by decisions, acts, or failures to act. Persons having a substantial interest in the controversy 
shall have the right to intervene. The Board shall render its decision within 30 days after the hearing, 
and such decision shall be subject to the written approval, disapproval, or modification of the agency or 
department head. Where the delay of a hearing is contrary to the public interest, and action or inaction 
takes place which results in damage to the aggrieved person, the Board shall in its decision, state the 
amount of pecuniary damage, which, if approved by the department or agency head and the person 
aggrieved, shall be certified to the Congress for an appropriation with which to pay the same. It may be 
provided that matters arising out of the activities of any independent agency may be heard and deter- 
ee _ first instance by a trial examiner; rehearing before the agency members or a board may be 

emanded. 

Parties aggrieved by the final decision of the department or agency may petition the Circuit Courts of 
Appeals (or the Court of Claims if the cause is one within its jurisdiction) for a review thereof, and such 
decision shall be set aside if it appears: (1) that the findings of fact were clearly erroneous or not supported 
by substantial evidence; (2) that the decision was not supported by the findings of fact, was issued without 
due notice and hearing, was beyond the jurisdiction of the department or agency, infringed the Constitution 
or statutes, or was otherwise contrary to law. Judgments of such courts shall be final but may be 
reviewed on certiorari, or certification to the Supreme Court under U. 8. C. 28, 346, 347. Damages may be 
assessed where the decision of the department or agency is affirmed and it appears that the petition was 
filed merely for delay. 

The right of any person to have his controversy with the United States determined by the district or 
circuit courts, as now provided by law, shall not be repealed or modified by this act, nor shall this act affect 
matters relating to the conduct of the military or naval establishments, the Federal Reserve Board. Rail- 
road Retirement Board, National Mediation Board, National Railroad Adjustment Board, all Federal 
lending agencies, Federal Trade Commission, Comptroller of the Currency, the Federal Deposit Insurance 
ene the Interstate Commerce Commission, the Departments of Justice and State, or the offices 
of United States attorneys. Neither shall it affect matters relating to the internal revenue, customs,

Authorizes the Commission to 
reinsure companies with respect to marine and war risk and to be reinsured itself with respect to war risks. 

Authorizes the Commission to provide insurance for officers and crew of American vessels against loss 
of life, personal injury, or capture in the event such insurance cannot, with the aid of reinsurance provided 
herein, be obtained on reasonable terms commercially.

Authorizes the head of each Govern- 
ment Department, etc., to settle claims against the United States for personal and property damage not 
over $1,000, caused by Federal employees. Awards not over $500 shall be final, and those over that 
amount shall be submitted to the Attorney General for review. Awards shall be paid out of appropria- 
tions authorized therefor. 

Title II. Suits against the United States. Concurrent jurisdiction is conferred upon the court of 
claims and the district courts (without juries) to determine claims not exceeding $7,500. The United 
States is made liable in the same manner as a private individual, except for punitive damages. Priority 
in awards for death shall be (1) the widow; (2) children; and (3) dependent relatives. 

Title III. General Provisions. Claims shall be filed within 1 year after accrual or 6 months from 
departmental notice of final determination. No award shall be allowed in case of contributory negligence 
or if the proximate cause of the damage was the intoxication or willful misconduct of the injured or 
deceased person. In case the Government is a joint tort-feasor, awards shall be prorated. 

This act shall not apply to certain claims for which a remedy is already provided, assault and battery, 
libel and slander, interference with contract rights, etc. Repeals the act of December 28, 1922 (42 Stat. 
1066), dealing with the settlement of claims of not exceeding $1,000 by department heads.

1, 1940, and dividends received from domestic corporations. The adjusted excess-profits net income for 
taxpayers using the invested capital basis is the normal tax net income adjusted by making the same 
adjustments provided for the excess-profits net income basis with the following further adjustments: 
subtraction of dividends from foreign corporations, other than foreign personal holding companies, addi- 
tion of interest income from United States obligations and Federal instrumentalities not specifically exempt 
and from all other Federal, State, or local obligations treated by the taxpayer as admissible assets. 

Allows an excess-profits credit equal to $5,000 plus 95 percent of the average net earnings for the base 
period if taxpayer is on average earnings basis, and $5,000 plus 8 percent of the invested capital if on 
an invested capital basis. 

Permits consolidated returns if parent company owns 95 percent of all classes of voting stock. Author- 
izes the Commissioner of Internal Revenue to make adjustments for abnormalities of income. Authorizes 
complete amortization of certified plant facilities, completed after June 10, 1940, within 5 years. Suspends 
the profit limitations of the Vinson-Trammel Act can of the Merchant Marine Act of 1936.

SENATE BILLS

. 2983. Mr. Thomas of Oklahoma; October 10, 1939 (Indian Affairs). 
Provides that the lumber and other forest products produced by Indian enterprises from the forests 
on Indian reservations may be sold without advertising for proposals. 


. 2986. Mr. Johnson of Colorado; October 16, 1939 (Agriculture and Forestry). 

Authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture to cooperate with State and local agencies in carrying out 
operations or measures to eradicate and control the spread of plant and animal diseases and noxious 
insects and other pests affecting agriculture. The cooperating State shall be responsible for the authority 
necessary to carry out the operations or measures on all lands within the State. 


. 2989. Mr. Wheeler; October 19, 1939 (Public Lands and Surveys). 
Extends from February 14, 1940, to February 14, 1950, the time granting preference right of entry to 
war veterans under the homestead or desert land laws. 


. 2990. Mr. Walsh; October 26, 1939 (Naval Affairs). 

Guards, senior guards, and senior guard officers at navy yards shall be designated as policemen, ser- 
geants, and chiefs of police, respectively, and shall receive compensation as follows: Policemen, $1,500- 
$1,860; sergeants, $1,860-$2,400; chiefs of police, $2,400-$3,000; with annual automatic promotions of 
$60 for policemen and sergeants, and $100 for chiefs of police. 


. 2998. Mr. Mead; October 31, 1939 (Banking and Currency). 

Industrial Loan Corporation Act—Creates the “Industrial Loan Corporation” with powers: (1) To 
make loans to, to make discounts for, and to purchase obligations and sehen stock of, small businesses 
directly or through financing institutions; (2) to utilize the Federal Reserve banks as agents; (3) to issue 
notes, debentures and bonds unconditionally guaranteed as to principal and interest by the United States 
to not exceeding $500,000,000; (4) to borrow from Federal Reserve banks on promissory notes having 
maturities of not exceeding 4 months; (5) to set aside $25,000,000 of its surplus as an insurance fund for 
insuring member banks of the Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation against losses from loans made 
under the Act; and (6) to take steps to encourage and assist in the formation of committees of representa- 
‘tives of small businesses. 

No loan to, discount for, or purchase from, any one business shall exceed $1,000,000, or have a ma- 
turity in excess of 10 years, and no loan in excess of $25,000 or with a maturity in excess of 10 years shall 
be insurable under this Act. 

The Secretary of the Treasury, from the increment resulting from the reduction of the weight of the gold 
dollar, shall purchase from each Federal Reserve bank its stock in the Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corporation at the price paid therefor, less any amount paid by the Secretary on such stock. Upon 
such payment the United States shall become the sole owner of the stock of the Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corporation and all liabilities of such banks with respect to such stock shall cease. Each Federal Reserve 
bank shall pay over to the Corporation the amount so received for its stock in the Federal Deposit Insur- 
ance Corporation, whereupon the Corporation shall set aside $100,000,000 as capital and the remainder as 
surplus, and shall issue to and in the name of the United States all of such capital stock, and shall purchase 
from each Federal Reserve bank all assets held by it which were acquired under section 13b of the Federal 
Reserve Act prior to the date on which this Act becomes effective. 

Obligations of the Corporation shall be lawful investments for all fiduciary, trust, or public funds under 
the control of the United States, and may be dealt in by the Secretary of the Treasury as public-debt 
transactions. 

The Corporation may be designated a depositary of public moneys or a fiscal agent of the Government, it 
shall be entitled to the free use of the mails, and it shall prepare annually a full report of its operations, 
which report shall be included by the Board of Governors of the Federal Reserve in its report to the 
Speaker of the House. 

The Board of Governors of the Federal Reserve shall be the directors of the Corporation and may order 
the dissolution of the Corporation whenever there is no reasonable need of its continuance. 

The Securities Act of 1933 shall not apply to obligations issued by the Corporation nor to transactions 
in stocks acquired by the Corporation. Obligations issued by the Corporation shall be exempt from all 
taxes, except surtaxes, estate, inheritance, and gift taxes. Real property is made subject to State and 
local taxes. 

The penalties for false statements or over valuation of securities to obtain loans, for embezzling funds from, 
or receiving fees, commissions, or bonuses in connection with loans from Federal Reserve banks are made 
applicable with respect to such actions toward the Industrial Loan Corporation.

8. 3045. Mr. Hatch; January 8, 1940 (Privileges and Elections). 
The Federal Corrupt Practices Act [U. S. C. 2: 241 et seq.] is amended to prohibit the solicitation of 
contributions for candidates, political committees, or other political purposes from Federal officers or 
employees. 


S. 3046. Mr. Hatch; January 8, 1940 (Privileges and Elections). 

Amends the Hatch Act of August 2, 1939 [53 Stat. 1147] mainly as follows: (1) Makes it unlawful 
for any State administrative employee employed in connection with any activity financed in whole or 
in part by Federal loans or grants to use his official authority for the purpose of interfering with the 
election of any candidate for the office of President, Vice President, Presidential elector, Member of 
Congress, Delegate, or Resident Commissioner [amending § 2]; (2) prohibits the employees of the execu- 
tive branch of any State employed in connection with activities financed in whole or in part by the United 
States from using their official authority or influence for the purpose of interfering with an election or 
affecting the result thereof. Such employees shall not take an active part in political management or 
in political campaigns but shall retain their right to vote as they choose. and express their opinions on 
all political subjects. The governors, mayors, policy-determining and elective officers, etc., are exempt 
hereunder. Federal appropriations shall not be used to pay the compensation of persons violating 
this act. Federal agencies charged with granting funds may withhold them if a violator has not been 
removed from office in a reasonable time after notice. All employees of the D. C. Government shall be 
deemed employees of the executive branch of the United States for the purposes of this act, except the 
three D. C. Commissioners [adding three new sections after §11). 


S. 3047. Mr. Wiley; January 8, 1940 (Education and Labor). 

The exemptions from the minimum wage and the maximum hours provisions of the Fair Labor Stand- 
ards Act [U. 8. C. supp. IV, 29: 206, 207] granted with respect to employees of weekly or semiweekly 
newspapers with a 3,000 or less circulation, the major part in the county where printed, are extended 
to all newspapers with a circulation of less than 5,000, and such exemptions granted with respect to 
employees engaged in the area of production in handling, packing, canning, etc., of agricultural or horti- 
cultural commodities for market, or engaged in making cheese, butter, or dairy products are extended 
with respect to such employees regardless of where employed. The exemptions from the maximum 
hours provisions are also extended to cover employees in clerical capacities and in wholesale establish- 
ments, 


. 3048. Mr. Wiley; January 8, 1940 (Education and Labor). 
Exemption from the maximum hours provisions of the Fair Labor Standard Act [U. 8. C. supp. IV, 
29: 207] is granted with respect to employees engaged in the wholesale distribution or sale of agricultural 
products, when 50 percent or more of their employer’s business consists of such distributing and selling. 


. 3055. Mr. Byrnes; January 8, 1940 (Civil Service). 
No person who is qualified for examination or appointment in the Classified Civil Service shall be 
held ineligible because of having reached maximum age, however persons unable to serve a minimum 

of 15 years shall not be eligible for retirement. 


. 3060. Mr. Neely; January 8, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Directs the Secretary of War to acquire additional lands for the enlargement of existing national ceme- 
tery facilities in the vicinity of Grafton, West Virginia. 


. 3065. Mr. Walsh; January 8, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 
Authorizes the Secretary of the Navy to sell fuel, water and electric current to individuals and con- 
cerns residing at or in the immediate vicinity of isolated naval stations when such supplies are not obtain- 
able locally. 


. 3066. Mr. Walsh; January 8, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 
Authorizes citizens and others person subject to the laws of the United States to make gifts and bequests 
under certain regulations to the United States insofar as they are not prohibited by the domiciliary law 
of the donor or testator. 


. 3067. Mr. Walsh; January 8, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 

Authorizes appropriations for funeral expenses (including expenses of recovering bodies, cremation if 
requested by the relatives, preparation for burial, transportation to home or to designated cemetery) of 
officers and enlisted men of the Navy and Marine Corps, members of the Nurse Corps (female) of the 
Navy, members of the Naval or Marine Reserve on active or training duty, accepted applicants for 
enlistment, civilian employees of the Navy Department or the Naval Establishment on duty outside 
the continental limits of the United States, former enlisted men discharged while patients in hospitals 
— remain in hospitals until their deaths, and pensioners and destitute patients who die in naval 
1ospitals. 


. 3069. Mr. Brown; January 8, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 


Authorizes the R. F. C., on terms approved by the Federal Loan Administrator, to loan Finland 
$60,000,000 without restrictions as to its use. 


. 3075. Mr. Truman (for Mr. Clark of Missouri); January 10, 1940 (Commerce). 

During the effective period of a proclamation issued under the Neutrality Act of 1939 [54 Stat. 4] 
it shall be unlawful to sell, mortgage, lease, charter, or transfer in any manner to an alien, or to place 
under foreign registry or flag any vessel or interest owned in whole or in part by a citizen of the United 
States and documented under our laws. Any vessel transferred, etc., in violation of this act shall be 
forfeited to the United States and any person violating the act shall be fined not more than $5,000 or 
imprisoned for not more than 5 years or both. 
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. 83083. Mr. Ashurst (by request); January 10, 1940 (Judiciary). 

In any authorized suit against the United States by an Indian tribe, the Court of Claims is directed 
to consider and to offset against any amount found due all sums expended gratuitously for its benefit, 
with certain exceptions. Any claim for the taking of Indian property is limited to the determination 
of the value of property. 


. 3084. Mr. Ashurst (by request); January 10, 1940 (Judiciary). 

The penalties for purloining, stealing or injuring property of the United States [U. 8S. C. supp. IV, 18: 82] 
are extended to the protection of property subject to a mortgage, pledge, or lien securing any obligation 
in favor of or held by the United States or any branch or department thereof. 


. 3085. Mr. Ashurst; January 10, 1940 (Printing). 

It shall be the duty of the Printing Clerk of the Senate, whenever hearings are printed, to deliver to the 
clerk in charge of hearings (office hereby created under Secretary of the Senate) 25 copies of each of said 
hearings for the use of Senators and their staffs. 


. 3088. Mr. Glass; January 10, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 
Suspending for 4 years from February 1, 1939, the prohibition on interlocking bank directorates. 


. 3089. Mr. McKellar; January 10, 1940 (Finance). 
Cancels the indebtedness of the Republic of Finland to the United States as of December 1, 1939, 
and refunds payments made thereon since such date. 


. 3090. Mr. McKellar; January 10, 1940 (Appropriations). 

The Comptroller General is directed to prescribe, to revise from time to time, and to install a system 
of accounts for the Farm Security Administration. He is also directed to make an audit, at least annually, 
and to report each such audit to the President, to the Congress, and to the Farm Security Administration. 


. 3099. Mr. Ashurst (by request); January 11, 1940 (Judiciary). 
Extends the criminal jurisdiction of Federal courts to reservations over which the United States has 
concurrent jurisdiction [amending U. 8. C. 18: 451]. 


. 3104. Mr. Chandler; January 15, 1940 (Finance). 

In determining the preliminary amount and liquidating amount for each State to be transferred from 
the State’s account in the Unemployment Trust Fund to the railroad unemployment insurance account in 
the Unemployment Trust Fund, the Social Security Board is directed to disregard al] contributions from 
employees under the unemployment compensation law of such State. 


. 3105. Mr. Hayden; January 15, 1940 (Post Offices and Post Roads). 
“Highway Act of 1940’—Authorizes an appropriation of $ for the fiscal year 1942 and 
for 1943 for Federal aid to States under the Federal Highway Act [39 Stat. 355). 

“Highway Right of Way Act of 1940’’—Directs the Commissioner of Public Roads to cooperate with the 
States, etc., in providing appropriate and economical means for facilitating the construction of roads, 
highways, tunnels, etc. Authorizes the Commissioner to acquire, use, or dispose of any land necessary or 
desirable for a post road, to foster interstate commerce, or to aid national defense, etc. 

Authorizes the R. F. C., with approval of the Commissioner, to make loans to States, etc., for the acqui- 
sition of land. Such loans shall be repayable within 40 years with interest rates sufficient to reimburse the 
R. F. C. for the cost to it of the capital required for making such loans. The R. F. C. may issue its obli- 
gations, maturing within 40 years, to provide the Commissioner with the funds he requires and the Cor- 
poration with funds to make the loans. 


. 3106. Mr. Holman; January 15, 1940 (Post Offices and Post Roads). 
Authorizes the use of special canceling stamps and postmarking dies at the Portland, Oregon, post office 
in connection with the annual Portland Rose Festival and Air Mail Rose Show. 


. 3109. Mr. McCarran; January 15, 1940 (Education and Labor). 
Empowers the Secretary of the Treasury to secure a blanket bond covering all officials and employees of 
the Government, who are required to give bond for faithful performance of duties. 


. 3110. Mr. McCarran; January 15, 1940 (Post Offices and Post Roads). 

Longevity pay to postal employees except in third- and fourth-class post offices as follows: $100 in 
addition to base pay after 10 years’ service, and $100 additional for each 5 years’ service thereafter up to the 
thirtieth year of service—counting service already completed and substitute service. 


. 3119. Mr. Pepper; January 15, 1940 (Commerce). 
Appropriates $58,000 for construction of a fish hatchery near Marianna, Florida, on a site to be furnished 
ree. 


. 3120. Mr. Pepper; January 15, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 

Midshipmen graduated from the Naval Academy in 1939 and honorably discharged, may be appointed 
as ensigns within 6 months and shall take rank next after the junior ensign in the Navy at the time of 
appointment and among themselves in accordance with the order of merit at date of graduation. 


. 3121. Mr. Pepper; January 15, 1940 (Education and Labor). 
No executive department or other agency of the United States shall purchase any article in a State at 
a lower rate than the minimum established by State law. 
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S. 3124. Mr. King; January 16, 1940 (District of Columbia). 

Rewrites the provisions of the D. C. Code 20: 211-238 regulating the practice of dentistry and oral 
hygiene in.the District of Columbia. The new bill permits the Board of Dental Examiners to make rules 
to secure compliance with the Code of Ethics of the American Dental Association, to regulate professional 
announcements, to permit the use of dental interns (graduates of approved dental schools) in hospitals, 
etc. The powers and duties of the Board with respect to the practice of dentistry shall apply with respect 
to the practice of dental hygiene. Applicants for licenses as dentists and dental hygienists must be citi- 
zens. TSiceuee may be revoked for unprofessional advertising, hiring or permitting unlicensed persons 
to practice, practicing under a false or assumed name, etc. Public institutions and the Health Department 
may employ any number of dental hygienists and dentists may employ not to exceed two (except with 
permission of the Board) to remove calcic deposits, etc., only. 


. 3125. Mr. Pepper; January 16, 1940 (Finance). 
Directs the Surgeon General of the Public Health Service to conduct research in the cause, diagnosis, and 
treatment of the common cold, “flu,’”’ and pneumonia. Appropriates $100,000 therefor. 


. 3126. Mr. Sheppard; January 16, 1940 (Commerce). 

Any seaman injured in course of employment (or his personal representative, if death results from 
injury) may at his election maintain an action at law against his employer in the district or State where 
the latter resides or has his principal office, with right to a trial by jury, to which all Federal statutes 
applicable to similar suits by railway employees shall apply. Unless otherwise provided by treaty, the 
bill shall apply to seamen employed on foreign flag vessels while engaged in competitive commerce between 
foreign and United States ports in competition with American flag vessels. 


. 3127. Mr. Sheppard; January 16, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Provides that Reserve medical officers between the ages of 32 and 40 years, who are qualified flight 
surgeons, shall be eligible for appointment as medical officers, Regular Army, subject to examination. 


. 3128. Mr. Sheppard; January 16, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Retired commissioned or warrant officers of the Army not above the grade of colonel, who served during 
- Spanish-American and World War, shall be advanced one grade on the retired list, without increase 
of pay. 


. 3130. Mr. Sheppard; January 16, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Every contract entered into by the Quartermaster of the Army for the construction and installation of 
buildings, flying fields, and appurtenances thereto in the Panama Canal Zone shall provide that all em- 
ployees occupying skilled, technical, clerical, administrative, and supervisory positions shall be citizens 
of the United States. 


. 3131. Mr. Hill; January 16, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
The act of July 15, 1939 [53 Stat. 1042], which provides Government employees’ compensation to 
Reserve officers or enlisted men injured or killed, while on active duty, or when engaged in authorized 
travel or authorized training without pay, is made retroactive to February 28, 1925. 


. 3132. Mr. King; January 16, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 
Authorizes the R. F. C. to make loans to Finland, not exceeding $25,000,000 for the purchase of materials 
in the United States. 


. 3135. Mr. Johnson of Colorado; January 16, 1940 (Interstate Commerce). 
Permits war service in the armed forces of the United States to be counted as years of service under the 
Railroad Retirement Act [50 Stat. 308]. 


. 3136. Mr. O’Mahoney; January 16, 1940 (Irrigation and Reclamation). 
Authorizes the appropriation of $5,000,000 from “the reclamation fund” under the act of June 17, 1902 
[U. S. C. 43: 391] to be expended by the Secretary of the Interior for the construction of small storage 
reservoirs within the States at an estimated cost of not to exceed $50,000 each. 


. 3138. Mr. Thomas of Oklahoma; January 18, 1940 (Pensions). 
Naval cadets who received the campaign badge for the Spanish-American War, Philippine Insurrection, 
or China relief expedition shall be eligible for a war-time pension. The widow of any such person shall 
receive a pension of $30 per month, but must have married prior to January 1, 1933, the person who served. 


. 3140. Mr. Davis; January 18, 1940 (Finance). 

“Budget Act of 1940’’—Establishes a Budget Service as an agency of Congress to which the property 
and records of the Bureau of the Budget (which is abolished) is transferred, effective July 1, 1940. The 
Service shall formulate the Budget, study and investigate governmental expenditures, annually report 
expenditures in comparison with appropriations and revenues, and shall act in a liaison capacity to and 
in cooperation with the Treasury Department and the General Accounting Office. The Director shall 
submit the Budget to Congress on the first day of each regular session. overnment departments are 
required to furnish such information as is desired by the Service which in turn shall furnish aid and 
information to Congressional Committees. 


. 3141. Mr. Gillette; January 18, 1940 (Appropriations). 
Work Projects Administration funds may be used for the construction of non-Federal buildings where 
the Federal contribution exceeds $52,000, if the State legislature has made an appropriation therefor 
prior to July 1, 1939 [amending 53 Stat. 932]. 





. 3142. Mr. Gillette; January 18, 1940 (Pensions). 

Grants a pension to the widow or children of any Spanish-American War veteran who served between 
70 and 90 days as follows: Widow $20, with $4 for each child under 16 years of age; no widow, but one 
child $20. The widow must have married the veteran prior to September 1, 1922, and if remarried 
must be divorced. Continues the pension to a minor child who is mentally or physically helpless after 
16 years of age. 


. 3145. Mr. Russell; January 18, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Provides that the cadets and midshipmen now appointed by the President from among the sons of 
officers and enlisted men who were killed in action or have died prior to July 21, 1921, may now be ap- 
pointed from among the sons of officers, nurses, and enlisted men who have died or may die of injuries or 
disease contracted or aggravated in line of duty during the World War. 


. 3147. Mr. Mead; January 18, 1940 (Post Offices and Post Roads). 

Increases the rate of pay of substitute postal employees after 1,904 hours of service to that received by 
regular employees of the first grade; further increases shall be made upon the completion of each addi- 
tional period of 1,904 hours. Appointees to regular positions shall receive 1 year’s credit for each 1,904 
hours’ substitute service. 


. 3149. Mr. Sheppard; January 18, 1940 (Finance). 
Places on the roll of retired emergency officers any officer, who served during the World War as an 
emergency officer, who shall be found to be suffering from a service-connected 30-percent disability. 


. 8153. Mr. Bilbo; January 18, 1940 (Commerce). 

The act [U. 8S. C. 13: 81-84] to provide for the collection of cottonseed statistics by the Director of the 
Census is amended to include soybeans, peanuts, flaxseed, corn germs, copra, sesame seed, babassu nuts 
and kernels and other oilseeds, nuts and kernels. 


. 3154. Mr. Wiley; January 18, 1940 (Finance). 
Permits gifts to the Republic of Finland, if made in the taxable year 1940, to be deducted from gross 
income to the same extent as charitable contributions are deductible. 


. 3156. Mr. Tydings: January 18, 1940 (District of Columbia). 

Children of persons employed in the District of Columbia, or of persons employed outside the District 
of Columbia who are members of the armed forces or Federal employees shall be admitted free of charge 
to the District schools [amending D. C. Code 7: 163-165]. 


. 3160. Mr. McKellar; January 19, 1940 (Interstate Commerce). 

If prior to the date of enactment of the Railroad Retirement Act of 1937 [U. S. C. Supp. IV, 45: 228a] 
an individual shall have attained the age of 65 and have rendered 30 or more years of service to one or 
more aaa such individual shall be deemed an employee on such date and entitled to an annuity 
thereunder. 


. 3161. Mr. Davis; January 19, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

All Reserve officers of the Army who were or are called or ordered into the active military service and 
who suffer or have suffered disability or death in line of duty from disease or injury while so employed, 
shall be deemed to have been in active military service during such period and shall be entitled to the 
same pensions, compensation, retirement pay, and hospital benefits as officers in the Regular Army 
with corresponding grades and length of service. 


. 3162. Mr. MeNary; January 23, 1940 (Commerce). 
Authorizes $50,000 for the construction of. a fish cultural station on Rock Creek, a tributary of the 
Nehalem River, Oregon. 


. 3163. Messrs. McNary and Holman; January 23, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Authorizes the Secretary of War to establish and maintain a national cemetery at Portland, Oregon. 


. 3165. Mr. Davis; January 23, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

All Reserve officers of the Army who were or are called or ordered into the active military service and 
who suffer or have suffered disability or death in line of duty from disease or injury while so employed, 
shall be deemed to have been in active military service during such period and shall be entitled to the 
same pensions, compensation, retirement pay, and hospital benefits as officers in the Regular Army with 
corresponding grades and length of service. 


. 3167. Mr. Truman; January 23, 1940 (District of Columbia). 

Legalizes contracts in the District of Columbia between manufacturers, wholesalers, or retailers, 
licensed under the District of Columbia Alcoholic Beverage Control Act, which fix the sale or resale 
price of branded, trade-named, etc., beverages in free and open competition with beverages of the same 
general class and permits the Board to suspend or revoke the license of any licensee who violates the 
minimum resale price provisions cf his contract [adding to D. C. Code, supp. V, 20; Chap. 12]. 


. 3168. Mr. Thomas of Oklahoma (by request); January 23, 1940 (Indian Affairs). 

Restricted allotments of deceased Indians may be leased by reservation superintendents when the 
heirs, etc., have not been determined or when the heirs, etc., have been determined and such lands are 
not in use by any of them and they have been unable to agree upon a lease during a 3-month period. 





. 3169. Mr. Mead; January 23, 1940 (Immigration). 

Provides that field service positions in the Immigration and Naturalization Service shall correspond 
in pay, grade, etc., to those established by the Classification Act of 1923 [U. 8. C. 5: Ch. 13], and that 
employees being paid at 25 percent below the maximum of their grades shall be given within grade 
raises. 


. 3170. Mr. Murray; January 23, 1940 (Education and Labor). 

American Youth Act—The National Youth Administration is established to provide employment, on 
public works projects, for young persons (between 16 and 25 years of age) who are registered with the 
Bureau of Employment Security; to make available, with out charge, to young persons the services of 
vocational advisers; to aid in the placement of young persons desiring apprentice training in trades or 
vocations; to provide a system of academic works projects for college students and a system of Federal 
scholarships for needy students. 


. 3172. Mr. Johnson of California; January 23, 1940 (Public Lands and Surveys). 

Oil or gas prospecting permits issued under the act of February 25, 1920 [U. S. C. 30: 221] which expired 
between December 31, 1937, and January 1, 1940, because of lack of authority under the existing law to 
make extension, shall, upon application to the Secretary of the Interior, be extended to December 31, 1941. 


. 3175. Mr. Harrison (by request); January 23, 1940 (Finance). 
Operators of international toll bridges or tunnels are required to provide inspectional facilities for 
Federal agencies stationed at such places for the purpose of supervising foreign commerce. 


. 3180. Mr. Lucas; January 23, 1940 (Education and Labor). 
Exempts employees in wholesale establishments from the maximum hours provisions of the Fair Labor 
Standards Act [adding to U. 8. C. supp. IV, 29: 213]. 


. 3181. Mr. Downey; January 23, 1940 (Finance). 

State plans for unemployment compensation, in addition to present requirements, shall provide com- 
pensation for not less than 20 weeks in each 52 consecutive weeks; shall not require contribution in excess 
of 25 times the weekly rate of compensation nor more than 24 weekly payments; shall not make waiting 
period more than 7 consecutive days; shall not fix minimum weekly compensation at less than $6 for full 
time weekly earnings of $10 or less, or 60 percent for full time weekly earnings of more than $10 but not 
more than $40, or $24 for full time weekly earnings of more than $40; and shall not require total contri- 
bution in excess of 2.7 percent of total annual pay roll. 

States paying higher compensation benefits than the minimum required shall be allowed additional 
credit, by reducing the required contribution from 2.7 percent when 20 weeks of compensation are paid 
to 1.5 percent when 26 weeks of compensation are paid. 

Establishes in the Treasury of the United States a trust fund known as the ‘‘Federal Unemployment 
Reinsurance Fund.” The differences between the amounts collected under chapter 9 subchapter C of 


the I. R. C. and the amounts expended by the States under unemployment compensation plans during the 
years 1936-41, inclusive, shall be appropriated to said Fund, in addition to funds necessary for States 
to maintain the payment of unemployment compensation in accordance with plans complying with 
standards set forth in paragraph 1. 


. 3191. Mr. Johnson of Colorado; January 25, 1940 (Pensions). 

Amends U. S. C. 38: 288, which defines a widow of a veteran of the Civil War, for pension purposes, as 
a person having been married to a veteran prior to June 27, 1905, by striking the date and inserting May 
1, 1920. The widow must be 60 years of age at date of enactment and have lived with the veteran for 
10 years prior to his death, and must not have remarried. 


. 3198. Mr. Reynolds; January 25, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Reserve officers of the Army shall be entitled to an allowance for uniforms and equipment of $50 per 
annum upon completion, in separate fiscal years, of each of their first three periods of active-duty training 
of 3 months or less, following their original appointment. 


. 3199. Mr. Reynolds; January 25, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Reserve officers of the Army who are eligible for promotion, assignment, and active-duty training, 
shall be entitled to an allowance of $50 in each fiscal year in which they have qualified for active-duty 
training through inactive-status training credits. Officers who receive more than 30 days active-duty 
training are not eligible. 


. 83200. Mr. Reynolds; January 25, 1940 (Military Affairs). 


eens ret the rank of lieutenant general for the Commandant in the military departments of Panama 
and Hawaii. 


. 83201. Mr. Reynolds; January 25, 1940 (Immigration). 
Suspends the admission of quota immigrants for a period of 5 years except alien husbands, wives, or 
unmarried children of immigrants lawfully admitted for permanent residence. 


. 3202. Mr. King; January 25, 1940 (Judiciary). 

The malicious wrecking of a train operated in interstate or foreign commerce shall be punished by a 
fine of $10,000 or imprisonment for 20 years, or both, provided that when such crime results in death, 
the death penalty or life imprisonment may be imposed in the discretion of the court or the jury. The 
jurisdiction of State courts shall not be impaired but a conviction or acquittal in a State court on the 
merits bars further prosecution. 
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. 3203. Mr. King; January 25, 1940 (District of Columbia). 


Extends the garage keepers lien under D. C. Code 13:4 to all persons with charges for storage, repairs, 
or supplies of motor vehicles in the District of Columbia. Such liens, except for storage, shall have 
priority over any encumbrance on the motor vehicle whether recorded or unrecorded. 


. 3205. Mr. Clark of Missouri; January 25, 1940 (Commerce). 


Prohibits the payment of operating-differential subsidies provided for under U. S. C. 46: subch. VI, 
to any contractor, etc., who has any pecuniary interest in any foreign corporation, etc., to which any 
vessel purchased from the U. 8S. Maritime Commission and documented under the laws of the United 
States have been transferred, since approval of the Neutrality Act of 1939. 


. 3207. Messrs. Pepper and Andrews; January 25, 1940 (Agriculture and Forestry). 


If the Commonwealth of the Philippine Islands is unable to market its sugar quota the deficiency shall 
be allotted to the mainland area (now to other foreign countries) and such allotments shall be made 
first, to the producers who are also direct processors of sugarcane, who during the last preceding crop 
year maintained the highest seasonal wage and labor standards and had the lowest cost of production. 


. 3210. Mr. Danaher; January 29, 1940 (Appropriations). 


Repeals §16 (b) of the Emergency Relief Appropriation Act of 1939 [53 Stat. 933] which provides 
for the removal from employment on Work Projects Administration projects of relief workers, except 
veterans, who have been continuously employed on such projects for more than 18 months. 


. 83217. Mr. Johnson of Colorado; January 29, 1940 (Agriculture and Forestry). 
Provides for the creation of boards of local stockmen to advise and make recommendations to the 
Secretary of Agriculture respecting the administration of grazing lands located within national forests. 


. 8220. Mr. King; January 29, 1940 (District of Columbia). 


Amends the District of Columbia income tax provisions [D. C. Code Supp. V, 20: 980q, y] to require 
the filing of returns by April 15 instead of by March 15, and to authorize the payment of the tax in two 
installments, April 15 and October 15. 


. 8221. Mr. King; January 29, 1940 (District of Columbia). 


Rewrites the sections of the D. C. Code [20: 1821-1338] dealing with privies, etc., the most important 
change being an authorization to the District of Columbia Commissioner to regulate the construction, 
etc. of all disposal systems and repeal of specific specifications set forth in the code. 


. 3224. Mr. Bailey; January 29, 1940 (Commerce). 


In order to make effective the Minimum Age (sea) Convention (revised), 1936, ratified by the Senate 
June 13, 1938, it shall be unlawful to employ minors under 16 years in any capacity on vessels of or owned 
in the United States, or to permit minors under 18 years to work in the engine department of any vessel 
or in any capacity on vessels of 100 gross tons or more, except warships, vessels on which only members 
of the same family are employed, or school ships (minimum age, 17 years) under rules of the Secretary 
of Commerce. Masters of vessels shall keep registers of all minors employed on board who are not more 
than 2 years above the minimum ages so specified, along with evidence of date of birth. Continuous- 
discharge books or certificates of identification shall not be issued to seamen under 18 years [amending 
U. 8. C. Supp. IV, 46: 643]. The provisions of U. 8S. C. 46: 561, 562, providing for the apprenticing of 
boys 12 years of age, are repealed. 


. 3226. Mr. Smith, February 1, 1940 (Agriculture and Forestry). 


The Secretary of Agriculture shall make regulations for the administration of amounts due from the 
sale of products or for the use of lands of national forests. 


. 3227. Mr. Smith, February 1, 1940 (Agriculture and Forestry). 


National Poultry Improvement Plan—Directs the Secretary of Agriculture to adopt such a plan as will 
improve poultry, poultry products, flocks, and hatcheries and prevent the dissemination of pullorum and 
other diseases of poultry in interstate and foreign commerce. State agencies may issue regulations after 
they have been approved by the Secretary. Permits persons or firms complying with said plan to use the 
national poultry improvement plan emblem, and the prefix “U.S.” in connection with advertising, selling, etc. 


. 83228. Mr. Tydings, February 1, 1940 (Claims). 


Confers jurisdiction upon the Court of Claims and the United States District Court for Maryland over 
claims of persons for damages resulting from the establishment of the United States Aberdeen Proving 
Ground. Suits may be filed within 2 years notwithstanding any statute of limitations, settlement, release, 
etc. However, any payment heretofore made by the United States on any claim shall be deducted from 
the judgment. kthatons the Secretary of War to accept for proving-ground purposes any lands, 
properties, easements, or rights. 


. 3229. Mr. Walsh, February 1, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Navy to sell to the Commonwealth of the Philippine Islands such ma- 
terials, supplies, and equipment and perform such work as the Naval Establishment may be in a position 
to do at cost. Payments therefor shall be credited to appropriations or funds available for replacements.

S. 3237. Mr. Ellender; February 1, 1940 (Agriculture and Forestry). 





S. 3238. Mr. Vandenberg; February 1, 1940 (Finance). 





S. 3241. Mr. Andrews; February 1, 1940 (Claims). 


S. 3242. Mr. Andrews; February 1, 1940 (Military Affairs). 





S. 3244. Mr. Mead; February 1, 1940 (District of Columbia). 
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“National Hospital Act of 1940’”—Authorizes the appropriation of $10,000,000 for the fiscal year 1941 
and such sums as may be deemed necessary by Congress nenaiier. to the Public Health Service for use 
in providing hospital facilities to rural communities, ete. Establishes a National Advisory Hospital 
Council (the Surgeon General and six members appointed by him with approval of the Federal Security 
Administrator) to review applications, formulate standards, etc. The Surgeon General shall approve 
projects, make inspections, etc., and lease hospital projects to applicants for indefinite periods. On 
approval by the Surgeon General, the hospital project shall be certified to the Federal Works Agency by the 
Federal Security Administrator for construction with funds appropriated under this act. The President 
is authorized to allocate to the Public Health Service the necessary administrative funds from amounts 
appropriated under this act. 


S. 3236. Mr. Ellender; February 1, 1940 (Agriculture and Forestry). 


Provides that the Secretary of Agriculture shall deduct from the payment to any sugar producer $5 for 
any day during which a child under 14 years of age shall have been permitted to work, or a child between 
14 and 16 years of age shall have been permitted to work longer than 8 hours. Under § 301 (a) of the 
Sugar Act of 1937 [50 Stat. 909], no payments are allowed when children are employed under such condi- 


tions. 


Amends § 301 (a) of the Sugar Act of 1937 [50 Stat. 909], which prohibits payments to a sugar producer 
if a child under 14 shall have been permitted to work or a child between 14 and 16 shall have been permitted 
to work longer than 8 hours in any day, by authorizing payments when the child worked on the farm 
without the knowledge of the producer, or was employed by the producer without knowledge that the 
child was below the permissible age, or was employed without knowledge on the part of the producer of 
the conditions provided in § 301 (a). 


“Foreign Trade Board Act of 1940’—Establishes a Foreign Trade Board (six members) to which the 
functions and personnel of the Tariff Commission and the Foreign Agricultural and Commercial Services 
of the State Department are transferred. The Board shall coordinate foreign commercial activities; 
obtain information on world trade; advise the President and Congress; and approve, forbid, or modify any 
specific foreign trade transaction of a Government agency. 

Every person on request shall furnish the Board with information respecting his transactions in foreign 
exchange; transfer of bank credit; and exports and imports of gold, silver, or securities; and if the Board 
finds that a foreign country is discriminating against United States citizens with respect to such transac- 
tions, it shall report to the President, who shall prohibit or shall restrict such transactions under licensing 
conditions. 

Further, if the Board finds that an article ie imported at less than the parity price or domestic cost of 
production or has an undue competitive advantage, it may make recommendations to the President for 
modifications of import duties and restrictions. It also may make recommendations when duties unduly 
burden foreign commerce or prevent consumers from securing a sufficient quantity or are excessive. 

The Board, with the advice of the President, may negotiate agreements with foreign countries or 
nationals for exchange of commodities held by Government agencies. 

The President shall investigate the organization of all agencies dealing with foreign commerce and 
present a plan of reorganization to Congress within 2 years with a view to separating commercial and 
financial activities from diplomatic and political activities. 


The Court of Claims is granted jurisdiction over claims resulting from the construction and development 
of the Florida Intercoastal Waterway. 


Authorizes the Secretary of War to issue a flag to drape the coffin of any deceased member of the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps. 


S. 3243. Mr. Andrews; February 1, 1940 (Public Buildings and Grounds). 


Authorizes $750,000 for the erection of customhouse at Miami, Fla. 


Authorizes the incorporation of the St. George Association of America, a religious organization. 


S. 3246. Mr. Mead; February 1, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 


Health Security Act of 1940—Authorizes the Federal Works Agency to make loans to public bodies and 
nonprofit organizations for financing the construction, repair, etc., of hospitals, water and sewerage works 
and systems, stream-pollution-reduction works and systems, and other facilities to safeguard health. 
Repayment of the loans shall be made within 50 years and bear 2-percent interest. Such hospitals shall 
be made available to the United States during war or national emergency. All contractors shall pay the 
local prevailing wage, and match hour and wage provisions established by the Fair Labor Standards Act. 
Appropriates $300,000,000 therefor, of which not to exceed $100,000,000 shall be devoted to hospital 


projects. 


S. 3247. Mr. Bridges; February 1, 1940 (Judiciary). 


Declares the last Thursday in November as an annual legal public holiday to be proclaimed by the 
President as Thanksgiving Day.

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. 83248. Mr. Schwellenbach; February 1, 1940 (Immigration). 
The overtime pay for immigration inspectors and employees provided for by the act of March 2, 1931 
[46 Stat. 1467], shall not apply to inspections at designated ports of entry of passengers arriving by highway 
or motor carrier. 


. 83251. Mr. King; February 1, 1940 (District of Columbia). 

Amends the District of Columbia Life Insurance Act [D. C. Code Supp. V, 5: 217 n, o] to require the 
general deposit of domestic companies to be made in the District of Columbia and that $25,000 of such 
deposits of all companies, foreign or domestic, be in United States, State, county, or city bonds. 


. 8255. Mr. Downey; February 2, 1940 (Finance). 

“General Welfare Act’’—Levies a 2-percent tax on gross income over $250 per month; requires returns 
monthly and the payment of the tax within 2 months of accrual; exempts fraternal beneficiary societies, 
charitable and labor organizations, hospitals, ete., from payment of tax, provides a monthly annuity of 
not to exceed $200 per month for each citizen 60 years or more of age (which annuity shall be spent in the 
United States within 30 days of receipt), prohibits annuitants from working but permits them to collect 
rents or interest on their investments. 

Repeals the Federal Insurance Contributions Act and titles I and II of the Social Security Act. 


. 83260. Mr. Pepper; February 2, 1940 (Agriculture and Forestry). 

Amends the Federal Crop Insurance Act [U. 8S. C. supp. IV, 7: 1508] to add citrus fruit, beginning in 
1941, to the crops insured thereunder. Increases the annual appropriation for the purposes of the act from 
$6,000,000 to $7,000,000 and authorizes an appropriation of not to exceed $5,000,000 as a reserve to pay 
citrus-fruit indemnities [amending § 1516). 


. 3261. Mr. Murray; February 2, 1940 (Judiciary). 

Amends § 211 of the Criminal Code [U. 8. C. 18: 334], which makes unlawful the mailing of obscene 
matter, by declaring nonmailable every written or printed card, letter, circular, book, pamphlet, advertise- 
ment, or notice of any kind whether sealed or unsealed, giving information, directly or indirectly, how or 
by what means conception may be prevented. 

Directs postmasters to seize obscene matter, contraceptive articles, etc. Suit shall be instituted for their 
forfeiture or destruction, and a jury trial had on demand of any party. A public record shall be kept 
of such seizures, and in the case of written or printed matter a copy shall be transmitted to the Library 
of Congress where it shall be available for public inspection. Anyone knowingly depositing matter adjudi- 
cated as nonmailable within 5 years prior to such deposit, or taking such matter from the mail for circula- 
tion, is punishable by $5,000 fine, or 5 years’ imprisonment, or both. 


. 3263. Mr. Hayden; February 2, 1940 (Public Lands and Surveys). 
Twenty-five percent of the revenues derived from areas under the jurisdiction of the National Park 
Service shall be remitted to the States wherein located. 


. 3264. Mr. Ashurst (by request); February 6, 1940 (Judiciary). 
Punishes the wilful receiving, etc., of stolen property knowing the same to have been taken from a bank, 
by a $5,000 fine, 10 years’ imprisonment, or both [adding to U. 8. C. 12: ch. 5]. 


. 3265. Mr. Ashurst; February 6, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 
Increases the maximum limit of Federal land bank loans to any one borrower from $50,000 to $100,000 
[amending U. 8. C. 12: 771). 


. 3266. Mr. Hill; February 6, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Reserve officers of the Air Corps of the Army who were ordered into active military service for more than 
30 days on or subsequent to July 1, 1928, and who suffered disability in line of duty, shall be deemed to have 
been in active military service during such period and entitled to the same pensions, compensation, retire- 
ment pay, and hospital benefits provided officers of corresponding grades and length of service in the Regu- 
lar Army. The administration and payment of the benefits are vested in the Veterans’ Administration, 
but the administration of the retirement provisions, and the determination whether disability exists and 
was incurred in line of duty shall be made by the Secretary of War, in the manner provided for Regular 
Army personnel. 


. 83268. Mr. Mead; February 6, 1940 (Commerce). 

Requires the placing of a regular licensed officer respectively in charge of the deck and engineering depart- 
ments of a steam or motor driven, ocean or coastwise veses] when such vessel is in commission and made 
fast to a pier, etc. Prohibits any person, firm, etc., from changing by rule, etc., the title of any such officer 
while acting as night relieving officer or assigning him to a lower grade for the purpose of reducing his 
salary. Local inspectors of steam vessels shall enforce the act [adding to U.S. C. 46: 224). 


. 8269. Mr. Mead; February 6, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 

Health Security Act of 1940—Authorizes the Federal Works Agency to make loans to public bodies and 
nonprofit organizations for financing the construction, repair, etc., of hospitals, water and sewerage works 
and systems, stream pollution reduction works and systems, and other facilities to safeguard health.

. 3276. Mr. Pepper; February 6, 1940 (Appropriations). 

Repeals § 212 of the act of June 30, 1932 [U. S. C. 5: 59a], which limits to $3,000 the amount of pay 
received from both sources, by retired officers of the military establishments who hold civilian office, 
Amends § 2 of the act of July 31, 1894, as amended [U. S. C. 5: 62], which forbids holding two offices by 
yersons receiving $2,500 or more, by exempting officers of the Army who were retired under the War 

epartment Appropriation Act of June 30, 1922, as well as those retired for incapacity in line of duty, ete. 


. 3277. Mr. Pepper; February 6, 1940 (Civil Service). 

Provides a minimum of $600 a year to any civil employee retired after January 1, 1933, under the Civil 
Service Retirement Act, if such person has been honorably discharged from the military service and has 
a disability directly or presumptively incurred in or aggravated by such service. 


. 3279. Mr. Pepper; February 6, 1940 (Finance). 

Increases from $3,500,000 to $4,500,000 the annual appropriation for vocational rehabilitation under 
§ 531 (a) of the Social Security Act [53 Stat. 1381] and limits the use of the additional amount for aiding 
needy disabled persons to acquire artificial limbs, etc., regardless of their inability to engage in a re- 
munerative occupation. 


. 3283. Mr. Smathers; February 7, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 
Authorizes the R. F. C. to make loans upon the assets of building and loan associations which have 
been held for the benefit of shareholders, members, depositors, etc. 


. 3284. Mr. Russell; February 7, 1940 (Judiciary). 

Redistricts Georgia into four judicial districts—creating a north central district to which the present 
judge, district attorney, etc., of the present northern district shall be appointed and authorizes the appoint- 
ment of a new judge, etc., for the northern district [amending U. 8S. C. 28: 150]. 


. 3285. Mr. Wiley; February 7, 1940 (Finance). 
The rate of interest charged on any loan made and secured by a lien on Government life (converted) 
insurance shall not exceed 3 percent per annum. 


. 3313. Mr. Andrews; February 8, 1940 (Public Lands and Surveys). 
Redesignates the Fort Marion National Monument, Florida, as the Castillo de San Marcos National 
Monument. 


. 83315. Mr. Johnson of Colorado; February 8, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 

Amends § 8 of the Clayton Act [U. 8. C. supp. IV, 15: 19), which prohibits interlocking bank direc- 
torates, by exempting from such provision industrial banks and industrial banking companies 75 peicent 
of whose total loans and discounts are payable in installments or secured by pledged installment deposits 
or installment certificates and whose demand deposit liabilities do not exceed $1,000,000. 


. 3316. Mr. Brown; February 8, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Authorizes the Secretary of War to lend equipment to the American Legion Convention Corporation, 
for use at the American Legion Convention, to be held at Bay City, Mich., during the month of August 
1940. No expense shall be borne by the United States. 


. 3318. Mr. Sheppard; February 8, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Directs the Secretary of War to provide for the appointment in the Medical Department of the Army 
of female dietitians, and female physical-therapy aides. Fifty dietitians and 50 physical-therapy aides 
now employed by the Medical and Hospital Department of the Army shall be eligible for appointment 
upon passing a test. They shall rank with nurses in the Army Nurse Corps, and be entitled to the same 
pay, subsistence, allowances, leave, medical attention, retirement, and other benefits. 


. 3319. Mr. Andrews (for himself and Mr. Pepper); February 8, 1940 (Judiciary). 
Extends the jurisdiction of courts of bankruptcy over compositions of local taxing agencies and in- 
strumentalities to include counties or parishes and for the further period of 2 years (i. e. to June 30, 1942) 
{amending 50 Stat. 654, 659]. 


. 3323. Mr. McNary; February 9, 1939 (Pensions). 
Veterans (including contract nurses) of the Spanish American War, the Philippine Insurrection, or the 
China Relief Expedition who were honorably discharged after 90 days, or who were discharged for dis: 
me incurred in service, shall be entitled to a monthly pension of $75 [amending U. 8. C., supp. IV, 38- 
370). 
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. 3324. Mr. Maloney; February 9, 1940 (Commerce). 
Authorizes the revision of the flood protection project for East Hartford, Conn., authorized by the act 
of June 28, 1938 [52 Stat. 1216] and its prosecution in accordance with the plans in 8. Doe. No. 32, 76th 
Cong. 


. 8325. Mr. Byrnes; February 9, 1940 (Library). 
Directs the Librarian to transfer books from the duplicate files of the Library of Congress, to the Beau- 
fort Library, S. C., equal in value to those taken from the Beaufort Library Society in 1862 by the order 
of an officer of the United States and subsequently destroyed by a fire in the Smithsonian Institution. 


. 3330. Mr. Burke; February 9, 1940 (Finance). 
Levies a duty of 1 cent each and 50 percent ad valorem upon manicuring brushes or hair pencils, other 
than quills. 


. 3331. Mr. Sheppard; February 9, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Creates the grade of chief warrant officer, Army, at $175 per month base pay. Appointment to be 
made from warrant officers who have had 6 years’ service as warrant officers. 


. 3333. Mr. Pittman; February 9, 1940 (Foreign Relations). ° 
A Foreign Service officer who has elected to take a reduced annuity in order that his widow may be 
entitled to an annuity, may by taking an additional 5 percent reduction, assure himself the full annuity if 
he survives his wife. 


. 3334. Mr. Green; February 13, 1940 (Privileges and Elections). 

Committees attempting to influence, and persons contributing $50 or more in a calendar year for the 
purpose of influencing the election of a person to an office in a State or one of its subdivisions at an election 
at which a President or Members of Congress, etc., are being elected are brought within the purview of the 
Federal Corrupt Practices Act [U. 8S. C. 2: ch. 8). 


. 8340. Mr. Lee; February 13, 1940 (Education and Labor). 

Authorizes an appropriation of $50,000,000 annually for the fiscal years 1941 and 1942 and of not to 
exceed $100,000,000 annually for the next 8 succeeding fiscal years to provide a 10-year program of Federal 
aid to States in providing public-school buildings, ete. Ninety-eight percent of the 1941 and 1942 appro- 
priations and 99 percent of the remaining appropriations shall go to the Federal Works Agency to be 
used in making grants (which shall not exceed 50 percent of the cost) for the construction of school 
buildings, ete., and shall be allotted to the States on the basis of their financial need determined by com- 
puting the excess of the States’ educational load over 85 percent of its financial ability to support pub- 
lic education. Two percent of the funds for 1941-42 and 1 percent of the annual funds thereafter shall 
be appropriated to the Office of Education for the purposes of this act. _The Commissioner of Education 
may appoint a Technical Board of Review to advise him concerning policies, plans, etc. 


8. 3343. Mr. Mead; February 13, 1930 (Banking and Currency). 

The authorization [U. 8. C. 12: 352a as amended] to Federal Reserve banks to make industrial loans in 
exceptional circumstances is amended: (1) To permit such loans for purposes other than working capital 
and for periods longer than 5 years; (2) to require financing institutions discounting such loans with 
Federal Reserve banks to obligate themselves for 20 (now 10) percent of any loss; (3) to limit the total 
of such loans, discounts, etc., outstanding at any one time to twice the amount paid to the Federal Reserve 
banks (amount paid by such banks for Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation stock); (4) to repeal the 
proviso creating industrial advisory committees to investigate and recommend loans; and (5) to provide 
for the payment to the United States of the amount received from the Secretary of the Treasury here- 
under plus any net income derived from the use of such amount. 


8. 3345. Mr. Mead; February 13, 1940 (Pensions). 
For the purpose of granting pensions to veterans and dependents of deceased veterans of the War with 
Spain, the Philippine Insurrection, or the China Relief Expedition, continuous service entered into during 
the war, the insurrection, or the expedition shall be included although part thereof extended into the in- 
surrection or the expedition. 


8. 3346. Mr. Mead; February 13, 1940 (Post Offices and Post Roads). 
Requires the filling of all vacancies in the position of assistant postmaster in first- and second-class post 
offices within 60 days. 


S. 3347. Mr. Mead; February 7, 1940 (Education and Labor). 

Authorizes the payment to each State which has established or which establishes within 3 years an engi- 
neering experiment station in connection with its land-grant or state supported engineering college the 
annual sum of $10,000 plus a sum equal to the amount expended by the State for the support of engineering 
research by such station (not to exceed $15,000). Such appropriation shall be used to conduct researches 
and experiments relative to (a) engineering principles and practice; (b) development, utilization, and con- 
servation of natural resources and power; (c) transportation; (d) engineering and industrial procedures 
and management; (e) applications of machinery to efficient production; (f) invention of new and useful 
products or processes; (g) utilization of agricultural products and trade wastes; (h) improvement of work- 
ing conditions in industry and agriculture; (i) engineering problems involved in public works; (j) planning 
and management of engineering projects; (k) application of economics to engineering work. Bulletins or 
reports relative to such work shall be published from time to time. Vests in the Secretary of Interior 
the administration of the act ($50,000 being authorized therefor). 
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. 3348. Mr. Thoms of Oklahoma (by request); February 13, 1940 (Indian Affairs). 

No adopted person shall be recognized as an heir of a deceased Indian unless his adoption was by a 
judgment of a State or Indian tribal court, or by a written instrument duly recorded, or in accordance with 
tribal authority, or unless his adoption shall have been recognized by the Department of the Interior prior 
to effective date of this act or prior to distribution of a deceased Indian’s estate. This act shall not apply 
to the Osage and Five Civilized Tribes, or with respect to the distribution of estates of Indians who have 
died prior to the effective date of this act. 


. 83350. Mr. McCarran; February 13, 1940 (Education and Labor). 

Authorizes the employment by the Director of the Geological Survey, Department of the Interior, of 
unemployed citizens in the discovery and development of the mineral resources of the United States, 
Such persons shall be entitled to receive one-half the net proceeds derived from the development of any 
mineral producing land discovered. 


. 3356. Mr. Barkley; February 15, 1940 (Interstate Commerce). 
Provides for refunds to employees covered by the Railroad Unemployment Insurance Act of the amounts 
contributed by them to State unemployment compensation funds which have been transferred to the rail- 
road unemployment insurance account from the States’ accounts. 


. 3357. Mr. McCarran; February 15, 1940 (Appropriations). 
Authorizes the employment by the Work Projects Administration of unemployed citizens in the dis- 
covery and development of the mineral resources of the United States. Such persons shall be entitled to 
receive one-half the net proceeds derived from the development of any mineral producing land discovered. 


. 3359. Mr. Stewart; February 15, 1940 (Commerce). 
Authorizes the construction of flood-controi works on the Tennessee River at Chattanooga, Tenn., and 
Rossville, Ga., in accordance with the recommendations set forth in H. Doc. No. 479, 76th Cong. 


. 3360. Mr. Clark of Missouri; February 15, 1940 (Foreign Relations). 
Prohibits aircraft transporting United States mail from landing (other than a forced landing) at 
Bermuda, while the United Kingdom is at war [amends § 2, Neutrality Act of 1939 (54 Stat. 4)]. 


. 3365. Mr. Murray; February 15, 1940 (Finance). 

State plans for unemployment compensation, in addition to present requirements shall provide com- 
pensation for not less than 20 weeks in each 52 consecutive weeks; shall not require a waiting period longer 
than 1 week; shall not fix minimum weekly compensation at less than $7 for full time weekly earnings of 
$10 or less, or 60 percent for weekly earnings of more than $10 and less than $0, or $25 for weekly earn- 
ings of $40 or more [adding to § 1603 (a) I. R. C.]). 

Repeals the exemption of agricultural laborers, domestic servants, and insurance agents from the em- 
ployment tax provisions of I. R. C. 1607 (c) and limits the exemption of service performed for a corpora- 
tion, community chest, fund, or foundation to those organized and operated exclusively for religious 
purposes [amending 53 Stat. 1394]. 


. 3368. Messrs. Bulow and Frazier; February 15, 1940 (Civil Service). 

In determining the aggregate period of service of any employee (1) of the classified or unclassified 
civil service, (2) of the Panama Canal and the Panama Railroad Company, (3) of the Alaska Railroad 
and the Territory of Alaska, or (4) of the Foreign Service, for the purpose of retirement, all honorable 
military service of an employee who receives a pension or compensation on account of service-connected 
disability shall be included. 


. 3370. Mr. Barbour; February 15, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 
Provides a 2-year moratorium on foreclosure of Home Owners’ Loan Corporation mortgages, provided 
the mortgagor pays interest, taxes, and other assessments. 


. 3371. Mr. Barbour; February 15, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 
Reduces from 5 to 3 percent the interest rate on loans made under § 4 (d) of the Home Owners’ Loan 
Act [U. 8. C. 12, 1663 (d)]. 


. 3372. Mr. Barbour; February 15, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 

Home Loan Interest Reduction Act—Limits the interest rate chargeable, after this enactment, on 
home mortgage loans made by members and nonmember borrowers of Federal home loan banks to a 
rate not in excess of 2 percent of the rate paid by them for loans from such banks [amending U. 8. C. 12: 
1425]. Limits the interest rate chargeable, after this enactment, on advances made by Federal home 
loan banks to members and nonmember borrowers to a rate not in excess of one-half of 1 percent of the 
average rate paid on obligations issued by such banks during the 5 years immediately preceding the 
advances [amending U. 8. C. 12: 1430]. Directs the Home Owners’ Loan Corporation to reduce to 3 
percent the rate of interest on its outstanding loan balances secured by home mortgages or other liens 
upon real estate.. Prohibits, 90 days after this enactment, the insurance under the National Housing 
Act of any mortgage loan bearing interest in excess of 4 percent per annum on unpaid balances. 


S. 3373. Mr. Pittman; February 15, 1940 (Foreign Relations). 
Permits expenditure of State Department funds for transporting personally owned automobiles when 
ocean travel is necessary between points of origin and destination. 


S. 3376. Mr. Mead; February 15, 1940 (Finance). 
Officers and employees in the Veterans’ Administration or other Government agency may elect to 
refuse quarters, subsistence, laundry service, or other allowance and thereby obtain full salary. 
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. 3377. Messrs. Hatch and Chavez; February 15, 1940 (Military Affairs). 


Authorizes the Secretary of War to grant an easement to New Mexico for recreational purposes in the 
use and occupation of the land and water area at Conchas Dam and Reservoir. 


. 83395. Mr. Wiley; February 19, 1940 (Education and Labor).

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Requires hearings or meetings held by the Work Projects Administration with respect to grievances 
of relief workers be open to the public. 


. 3397. Mr. McKellar; February 19, 1940 Supedanenanss. 
Makes the Tennessee Valley Authority funds of 1940 and 1941 available for the reconstruction or 
relocation of highway bridges necessitated by the construction of a dam by the Authority. 


. 3408. Mr. Ashurst (by request); February 19, 1940 (Judiciary). 

Amends the laws relating to the counterfeiting of currency, stamps, etc. [U. 8. C., supp. IV, 18: ch. 7 
and §§ 328, 347-349, supp. IV, 349a] by providing that if one conspirator does an act to effect the object 
of the conspiracy, every conspirator shall be subject to the punishment applicable to convictions for 
violations of such laws. 


. 3410. Mr. Wagner; February 22, 1940 (Education and Labor). 

United States Mediation Board—Creates a board of three members in the Department of Labor, in 
order to prevent or minimize interruptions to the free flow of commerce growing out of labor disputes, 
to encourage employers and employees to exert every reasonable effort (1) to make and maintain agree- 
ments concerning rates of pay, hours, and working conditions, and (2) to settle all differences in conference. 
The services of the board may be invoked by the parties to any labor controversy affecting commerce, 
or the board may proffer its services in such cases transfers the Conciliation Service of the Department 
of Labor to the Board. 


. 8411. Mr. McNary; February 22, 1940 (Judiciary). 
A discharge in bank®iptcy will not release the bankrupt from debts for foodstuffs obtained for his per- 
sonal use or that of his family except to the extent of any such debt to any one creditor as may be in 
excess of $50 [amending U. 8. C. 11: 35]. 


. 3415. Mr. Schwellenbach; February 22, 1940 (Territories and Insular Affairs). 
Authorizes $2,500,000 to the Secretary of the Interior to construct and operate at Bellingham, Wash., 
a hospital for Alaskan insane. 


. 3416. Mr. Andrews; February 22, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 
Authorizes the Federal Housing Administrator to insure (up to 20 percent) banks, finance companies, 
etc., against losses on loans made (after enactment of this act and prior to July 1, 1942) to property 


owners and lessees for the purchase of equipment for the protection of growing crops against adverse 
weather conditions and for irrigation and drainage equipment, and wells in connection with agricultural, 
horticultural, and floricultural activities whose products have ap established commercial market. No 
insurance shall be granted on loans over $6,000. Increases from $100,000,000 to $150,000,000 the total 
liability which the Administrator may have cutstanding at any one time for the insurance of financial 
institutions [amending U. 8. C. 12: ch. 13]. 


. 3422. Mr. Burke; February 22, 1940 (Interstate Commerce). 
Grants the surviving spouse of an annuitant under the Railroad Retirement Act an annuity equal to 
50 percent, when the annuitant died without having filed an election to have a reduced annuity and an 
annuity after death to the surviving spouse. 


. 8423. Mr. Sheppard; February 22, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
The chiefs of infantry, cavalry, field artillery, and coast artillery of the Army shall be appointed from 
among the brigadier generals of the line, and the authorized number of brigadier generals shall be increased 
by four. 


. 83425. Mr. King; February 22, 1940 (District of Columbia). 

A general reorganization of the District of Columbia Government, providing for a ‘citizens’ advisory 
council”’ appointed by the Commissioners and a division of the Government into 12 departments, i. e., 
Finance, Law, Engineering, Personnel, Police, Fire, Health, Insurance, Licenses, Public Welfare, Taxa- 
tion, and Vehicles and Traffic. 


. 3426. Mr. Gillette; February 22, 1940 (Agriculture and Forestry). 

The ns changes are proposed with respect to the Agricultural Marketing Agreement Act of 1937, 
as amended, 

1. The base period for parity payments, etc., for all commodities except those for which the Secretary 
of Agriculture proclaims there are no available statistics for establishing the purchasing power during 
such base period, shall be fixed as the pre-war period, August 1909-July 1914. 

2. Handling orders with respect to milk shall fix minimum prices specifically or by formula and, except 
in cases applicable to milk products only, such orders shall be approved by three-fourths of the pro- 
ducers voting in a referendum. Orders may provide for paying reasonable compensation to bona fide 
cooperative marketing associations (all of whose operations are under the full control of milk producers) 
for marketing services, to operators of plants (not equipped for manufacturing) for service in diverting 
and disposing of surplus fluid milk during periods of excess supply, or to operators of condensing, evap- 
orating, or drying plants for services in furnishing fluid milk during periods of insufficient supply. 
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3. Handling orders with respect to all commodities may require nandlers subject to the order to sub- 
mit information necessary for the proper administration of the order and to keep adequate books and 
records. An issued order shall not be affected by the withdrawal of any or all signers or by the termina- 
tion or suspension of the marketing agreement by the Secretary with respect to any or all the signers. 
The Secretary may conduct a referendum to determine if a provision of an order is approved by the 

roducers. 
. 4. The provisions that orders, etc., with respect to California citrus fruits shall be approved by a 
larger percentage of the producers than is required with respect to other commodities are to be repealed. 

5. The Secretary of Agriculture shall be required to encourage producer-owned and producer-controlled 
cooperative associations, so as to promote efficient methods of marketing and distribution. 

6. General handling orders shall be applicable to all agricultural, dairy, and horticultural commodities, 
except apples other than those produced in the States of Washington, Oregon, and Idaho; and orders 
except those applicable to milk and its products shall be limited to one or more of the enumerated 
conditions. 


S. 3429. Messrs. Sheppard and Hatch (by request); February 26, 1940 (Irrigation and Reclamation). 

Whenever the expenditure of Federal moneys is contemplated for the construction or the increase in 
capacity of water-storage reservoirs in the 17 most westerly States, the Federal agency having charge 
shall make a study and report (1) to all Federal agencies having in these States water utilization or con- 
trol works, (2) to the State agencies having jurisdiction over the use of waters, and (3) to the commission 
in charge of waters of an interstate stream which is the subject of an interstate compact, that might be 
affected by the proposed works, and all shall be given a reasonable opportunity to file written objections. 
No expenditures of Federal moneys shall be made for actual construction of such works until it is found 
that the proposed works will not interfere with the operation of interstate compacts relating to waters of 
interstate streams, or with vested water rights. 


. 3430. Mr. Frazier; February 26, 1940 (Indian Affairs). 

Undivided interests in restricted allotments within any Indian Reservation may be purchased by the 
Secretary of Interior for an adult Indian heir upon his request, and such allotments without Indian 
Reservations may be acquired by the Secretary, with the approval of Congress, for sale to any Indian of 
the same tribe. Allotments acquired under either provision may be sold on time-payment basis. 


. 3435. Mr. Reynolds; February 26, 1940 (Finance). 
Authorizes the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs to furnish domiciliary care, medical and hospital 
treatment to veterans who were not dishonorably discharged and who are suffering with tuberculosis. 


. 3439. Mr. Walsh; February 26, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 
Provides the rank, pay, and allowances of a vice admiral, in the discretion of the President, for any 
naval officer designated by him to command a naval unit afloat organized for the purpose of performing 
& special or unusual duty or mission. 


. 3445. Mr. Neely; February 26, 1940 (Post Offices and Post Roads). 
Authorizes the Postmaster General to permit officers and employees in the Postal Service to make 
allotments from their pay, to provide protection for their families or relatives, or to establish saving 
funds, etc. 


. 3446. Mr. Mead; February 26, 1940 (Agriculture and Forestry). 

When it shall appear that a condition of emergency has resulted in any given area from fires, droughts, 
floods, or other acts of nature, the Farm Security Administration shall purchase such surplus subsistence 
forages, roughages, hays, straws, legumes, etc., as may be available within reasonable shipping distance 
from the emergency area and make provision for transportation thereto for resale. Such assistance shall 
not be given beyond a single growing season, except upon certification that emergency still exists. No 
quantities of such emergency subsistence shall be provided in excess of the amount ordinarily grown by 
the individual. 


. 3447. Mr. Mead; February 26, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 
Reduces from 5 to 3 percent the interest rate on loans made under § 4 (d) of the Home Owners’ Loan 
Act [U. 8. C. 12: 1663 (d)]; prohibits the taking of personal or deficiency judgments by the corporation in 
foreclosure proceedings (except for actual costs of the proceeding) and abolishes judgments previously 
taken; and provides a 2-year moratorium on foreclosures provided the mortgagor pays interest, taxes, 
and other assessments. 


. 3448. Mr. Mead; February 26, 1940 (Finance). 
The packing, stamping, and selling requirements of the internal revenue laws with respect to tobacco 
are amended to permit the packing of cigars weighing not more than 3 pounds per 1,000 cigars in boxes 
containing one cigar and to provide for special stamps for cigars and cigarettes. 


. 3450. Mr. Sheppard (by request); February 26, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Amends the act of May 7, 1932 [47 Stat. 150], which gives highest war-time rank to warrant officers 
and enlisted men upon retirement, by deleting the proviso that such personnel shall not be entitled to 
any other rank, while on active duty, than that in which they were serving at the time of retirement. 


. 3461. Mr. Murray; February 29, 1940 (Education and Labor). 

Provides for a Federal allotment to States with approved plans for the protection of workers from 
occupational diseases and for the control of industrial conditions hazardous to their health. Authorizes 
the appropriation of $1,000,000 for 1941, $2,000,000 for 1942, $3,000,000 for 1943 and the necessary sums 
annually thereafter. Allotments are to be based upon population, number of employed wage earners, 
special industrial health problems, and the financial needs of the States. 
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. 8464. Mr. McNary; February 29, 1940 (Agriculture and Forestry). 

Extends the Perishable Agricultural Commodities Act of 1930 [U. 8S. C. 7: ch. 20A] to include cherries 
in brine. Provides that any unfair or deceptive act in connection with the weighing, counting, or in 
any way determining the quantity of any perishable agricultural commodity in commerce shall be unfair 
conduct within the purview of the Act [amending § 2911). 


. 83465. Mr. George; February 29, 1940 (Judiciary). 

In forwarding certificates of electoral votes for President, ete., to Washington, the package thereof shall 
be sealed and shall contain a statement on the outside, signed by at least one elector, that the package 
contains such certificate. 

The provisions of R. 8. 139 [U. 8. C. 3: 10] dealing with the sealing and endorsing of such certificates 
are repealed. 


. 3469. Mr. Barbour; February 29, 1940 (Post Offices and Post Roads). 
Extends the use of the frank to scholastic aptitude materials which under certain conditions are to be 
used by blind persons. e 


. 8470. Mr. Sheppard; February 29, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

All enlistments in the military service in war-time or other emergency shall be in the Army without 
specification as to component and for the duration of the war or emergency plus 6 months. All persons 
enlisted in the Army during war-time or other emergency shall be available for assignment to any unit 
regardless of the status of the units involved. 


S$. 83471. Mr. Sheppard; February 29, 1940 (Finance). 

For the purpose of determining refunds of amounts collected under the Agricultural Adjustment Act 
processing taxes where the claimant was not in business for part of the tax period or his records were 
inadequate and if there were no representative firms engaged in a similar business, the average monthly 
margins determined for the part of the period before, during, or after the tax period shall be the monthly 
margins for the periods when the claimant was not in business or did not keep adequate records [adding 
to § 907 (c), Revenue Act of 1936, 49 Stat. 1752]. 


. 3476. Mr. Mead; February 29, 1940 (Post Offices and Post Roads). 
Authorizes the Postmaster General to pay additional compensation to rural carriers serving heavily 
patronized routes of not over 45 miles in length, but total compensation shall not exceed $2,100. 


’ 3478. Mr. Holman; March 4, 1940 (Immigration). 

Punishes persons escaping or-attempting to escape from the lawful custody of an immigration officer by 
imprisonment for not exceeding 5 years. If such escape or attempt was accompanied by violence the 
imprisonment is increased to not exceeding 10 years. 


8. 3479. Mr. Maloney; March 4, 1940 (Military Affairs). 


The provision for appointing cadets and midshipmen from among the sons of officers and enlisted men 
who were killed in action or have died prior to July 21, 1921, is extended to include sons of officers, nurses, 
and enlisted men who die of injuries or disease contracted or aggravated in line of duty during the World 
War, or sons of veterans who are in receipt of compensation for service-connected disabilities. 


S. 3480. Mr. Gillette and Others; March 4, 1940 (Select Committee on Government Organization). 

Farm Credit Act of 1940—Creates the Farm Credit Administration, under the direction of the Federal 
Farm Credit Board also created. The present Farm Credit Administration, the Federal Farm Mortgage 
Corporation, and the offices of Governor of the Farm Credit Administration, Land Bank Commissioner, 
Production Credit Commissioner, Cooperative Bank Commissioner and Intermediate Credit Commis- 
sioner, are abolished and their personnel and functions (except those relating to loans for crop production 
and harvesting) are transferred to the Federal Credit Board as are the duties of the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture with respect to these agencies. 


S. 3482. Mr. MeNary; March 4, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Authorizes the Secretary of War to establish a national cemetery at Roseburg, Oreg., on lands now 
used for cemeterial purposes by the Veterans’ Administration Facility. 


. 8485. Mr. McKellar; March 4, 1940 (Post Offices and Post Roads). 
Makes it unlawful for any person employed in the Postal Service to become interested in any contract 
or agreement with or any bid before the Post Office Department. 


. 83486. Mr. Neely; March 4, 1940 (Judiciary). 
Amends the original jurisdiction of the District Courts of the United States to permit citizens of the

U. 8S. C. 28: 41]. 


. 3490. Mr. Bailey; March 4, 1940 (Finance). 
The rate of interest charged on any loan made and secured by a lien on Government life (converted) 
insurance shall not exceed 4 per cent per annum. 


. 8491. Mr. McCarran; March 4, 1940 (Judiciary). / 
Provides that fines imposed and collected for failure to per license taxes in Alaska shall be disposed of 
a

mending U. 8. C. 48: 106). 
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8. 3494. Mr. Sheppard; March 4, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Amends the National Defense Act relating to the National Guard as follows: the commanding general, 
District of Columbia Militia, shall be federally recognized as an additional brigadier general in the National 
Guard; Federal employees shall be entitled to leave, without loss of pay, etc., during attendance at service 
schools; appropriations shall be available for the hire of caretakers and clerks, and payments heretofore 
made for such help are validated; authorized flights may be credited as attendance at drill, when such 
flights prevented attendance at regular drill; officers above the grade of captain shall receive compensation 
at the rate of %o of the monthly base pay for each drill, but not less than $500 per year; commanding 
officers of mounted units may sell stable refuse, empty grain sacks, and containers, and apply the proceeds 
for supplemental feed or equipment not issued. 

Any enlistment during war-time, etc., shall be without specification as to the component part of the 
Army and shall be for the duration of the war plus 6 months, and assignments may be made to any unit 
regardless of the status of the units involved. Hospitalization and medical treatment is extended to 
include surgical treatment and domiciliary care, and is granted to persons in the active military service, 
or National Guard while on active duty or in training, without reference to their line-of-duty status in 
either case. 


S. 3495. Mr. Sheppard; March 4, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Grants retirement with the rank of major general to National Guard officers, with 25 years’ service 
in any component part of the Army and who were appointed and served as Chief of the National Guard 
Bureau, or who are hereafter appointed and serve 4 years as Chief of the Bureau. 


. 3496. Mr. Sheppard; March 4, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Permanent professors of the United States Military Academy appointed from the commissioned officers 
of the Regular Army shall have the rank, pay, and allowances of colonel from the date they would nor- 
mally receive such rank, had they not accepted such appointment. 


. 3497. Mr. Sheppard; March 4, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Quarterly certificate of accounts issued by the Genera] Accounting Office to property and disbursing 
officers of the National Guard shall become final within 3 years from the date of expiration of the quarter. 


. 3499. Mr. King; March 4, 1940 (District of Columbia). 
Authorizes the District of Columbia Commissioners to accept the gift of a memorial fountain to the 
members of the Metropolitan Police Department. 


. 3500. Mr. King; March 4, 1940 (District of Columbia). 

Fire and Casualty Act—Regulates the business of fire, marine, casualty, and title insurance in the 
District of Columbia; requires a certificate of authority to engage in the insurance business; regulates 
receivership proceedings; establishes license requirements for agents and brokers; and fixes minimum 
capital and surplus requirements. 


. 3504. Mr. Byrd; March 4, 1940 (Public Lands and Surveys). 
Consolidates and provides uniformity in designations of certain historic areas, sites, battlefields, and 
buildings administered by the Secretary of the Interior, and places their protection under the National 
Park Service. 


5. 3509. Messrs. Wheeler, Bankhead, and La Follette; March 4, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 

Farm Credit Act of 1940—Reduces to 3 percent the interest rates on Federal land bank and Land 
Bank Commissioner loans made prior to June 30, 1946, guarantees unconditionally all farm-loan bonds 
by the United States, but no such bonds shall be issued in excess of the assets of the Federal land banks; 
provides for refinancing all farm-loan bonds which bear interest at a rate higher than the average rate of 
interest of other United States obligations; removes the requirement that borrowers subscribe to the 
capital stock of Federal land banks or national farm-loan associations and provides for the retirement of 
such capital stock; increases the functions and responsibilities of national farm-loan associations and 
county committees of farmers in respect of debt adjustment or refinancing proceedings between farm 
debtors and their creditors; provides for the refinancing of farm-mortgage debts over a period of 40 years; 
allows repurchase of foreclosed property and reamortization over a period of 40 years; and limits the 
institution of foreclosure proceedings and the taking of deficiency judgments. 


S. 3510. Mr. Thomas of Oklahoma; March 4, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 

The Surplus Gold Act of 1940—Empowers the Export-Import Bank under the direction of a board of 
management (The President, Secretaries of State and Treasury, Chairman of the Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem and The Federal Loan Administrator) to sell unobligated gold; to make loans thereof to the central 
banks of foreign countries; to accept custody for the account of central banks; to make advances to 
central banks against gold; to maintain current or deposit accounts with central banks; to accept deposits 
in connection with international settlements to which the United States is a party; and to accept such 
other deposits as will accomplish the purposes of the act. 

Authorizes the Secretary of the Treasury to coin United States gold to an amount not exceeding $2,000,- 
000,000. 


S. 3511. Mr. Pepper; March 4, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 

Industrial Loan Corporation Act—Creates the ‘Industrial Loan Corporation” with power: (1) To 
make loans to, to make discounts for, and to purchase obligations and preferred stock of, small businesses 
directly or through financing institutions; (2) to utilize the Federal Reserve banks as agents; (3) to borrow 
from Federal Reserve banks on promissory notes having maturities of not exceeding 4 months; and 
(4) to set aside part of its surplus as an insurance fund for insuring member banks of the Federal Deposit 
Insurance Corporation against losses from loans made under the act. 
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No loan to, discount for, or purchase from, any one business shall exceed $25,000, or have a maturity 
in excess of 10 years, and no loan in excess of $25,000, or with a maturity in excess of 10 years shall be 
insurable under this act. 

The Secretary of the Treasury, from the increment resulting from the reduction of the weight of the 
gold dollar, shall purchase, at cost, the stock of Federal Reserve banks in the Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corporation. Each Federal Reserve bank shall pay over to the Corporation the amount received for 
its stock in the Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation; the Corporation shall set aside $100,000,000 as 
capital and the remainder as surplus. 

The Board of Governors of the Federal Reserve shall be the directors of the Corporation and may 
order the dissolution of the Corporation whenever there is no reasonable need of its continuance. 

The Securities Act of 1933 shall not apply to obligations issued by the Corporation nor to transactions 
in stocks acquired by the Corporation. 

The penalties for false statements or overvaluation of securities to obtain loans, for embezzling funds 
from, or receiving fees, commissions, or bonuses in connection with loans from Federal Reserve banks 
are made applicable with respect to such actions toward the Industrial Loan Corporation. 


. 83512. Mr. Pepper; March 4, 1940 (Interstate Commerce). 

Requires notice of an application for a radio station license under the Communications Act of 1934 
{[U. 8. C. 47: 309] to be published once a week for four consecutive weeks in a newspaper of general circu- 
lation in the locality of the proposed station. During such publication period a public hearing will be 
held if requested. 


. 8513. Mr. Barbour; March 4, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 
Extends the authority of the Reconstruction Finance Corporation, under U. 8. C. 15: 606a, to permit 
the making of loans on or the purchase of the assets of closed building and loan associations. 


. 3514. Mr. Neely; March 4, 1940 (Finance). 

Extends eligibility, subject to limitations of the Economy Act, for emergency officers’ retirement 
benefits to disabled emergency officers of the World War entitled thereto, but who failed to make appli- 
cation within 12 months after May 24, 1928. Benefits are to begin from the date of application. 


. 3515. Mr. Bailey; March 5, 1940 (Interstate Commerce). 

Amends the Communications Act of 1934 [U. 8. C. 47: ch. 5, title III] mainly as follows: to provide for 
the protection of persons from governmental abridgement or interference with liberty of expression; to 
prohibit the President assigning a frequency to a government station which will cause objectionable 
interference with a licensed station; to grant licenses to broadcasting stations for not less than 3 years nor 
more than 10 years; to place the burden of proving the truth of its charges in revoking a license on the 
Commission; and to prohibit the revocation of a license, because of the character or contents of the 
program. - 


. 8518. Mr. Barbour; March 5, 1940 (Military Affairs), 


" Authorizes $122,000 for the establishment of one Infantry battalion of Negro troops, National Guard, 
New Jersey. 


. 8525. Mr. Neely; March 6, 1940 (Post Offices and Post Roads). 

Any postmaster at a first-, second-, or third-class post office on June 25, 1938, who, upon expiration of 
his term, is ineligible, by reason of his age, for appointment as a postmaster under the civil service rules, 
shall be granted retirement upon making contribution to the retirement fund. 


. 3526. Mr. Gillette; March 6, 1940 (Pensions). 
Grants a pension of $75 per month for 90-day or disabled veterans and nurses of the Spanish War, etc., 
upon reaching 75 years of age [adds to U. 8. C., Sup. V, 38: 370). 


. 83527. Mr. Pittman; March 6, 1940 (Foreign Affairs). 

Provides for the installation and use of telephones in residences leased or owned by the United States 
in foreign countries for the use of the Foreign Service; however, the restrictions relating to long-distance 
tolls shall apply. 


. 3528. Mr. Pittman; March 6, 1940 (Foreign Relations). 
Authorizes the accounting procedure for the Foreign Service to provide for a “State account of 
advances”’ account. 


. 8529. Mr. Reynolds; March 7, 1940 (Finance). 3 
Authorizes the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs to furnish domiciliary care and medical and hospital 
treatment to veterans who were not dishonorably discharged and who served one enlistment. 


. 8530. Mr. Byrd; March 7, 1940 (Agriculture and Forestry). ‘ 
Prohibits, under penalty of $5,000 fine and/or 1 year’s imprisonment, the exportation of tobacco seed 
or live plants, except for experimental purposes, and then only with consent of the Secretary of Agriculture. 


. 83532. Mr. Johnson of Colorado; March 7, 1940 (Public Lands and Surveys). : 

Provides for local grazing district advisory boards in National Forests (elected by the permittees of 
the range) to recommend modifications of permits and preferences; establishment of allotments; changes 
in management affecting grazing seasons, capacities, etc. 


. 8533. Mr. Bilbo; March 7, 1940 (District of Columbia). 7 

Authorizes the United States Attorney General, with the approval of the District Court of the United 
States for the District of Columbia, to appoint a commission of five members to prepare a new Code of 
Laws for the District of Columbia. 
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. 3535. Mr. Bulow (by request); March 8, 1940 (Civil Service). 
Grants compensatory leave for members of the Metropolitan Police and Fire Departments of the 
District of Columbia, the White House Police and the United States Park Police for duty performed on 
legal holidays. 


. 83536. Mr. McKellar; March 8, 1940 (Interstate Commerce). 
Extends the benefits of the Railroad Retirement Act of 1937 [U. S. C., Sup. V, 45: ch. 9] to an individual 
employed on or after January 1, 1930, whose employment was terminated by reason of the discontinuance 
of the operations, but who has been ready and willing ever since to serve such employer. 


. 3542. Mr. Lucas; March 9, 1940 (Immigration). 
Includes female ministers and professors within the definition of “nonquota immigrant” as used in the 
Immigration Act of 1924 [amending U. 8. C. 8: 204 (d)]. 


3. 3544. Mr. Downey; March 9, 1940 (Commerce). 

The port of San Francisco, for the purpose of establishing a marine school, shall embrace, in addition 
to the City of San Francisco, any locality on the San Francisco Bay or the Pable Bay or waters tributary 
thereto. 


. 3545. Mr. Downey; March 9, 1940 (Civil Service). 

Provides for the creation of a United States Civil Service Board of Appeals (one representative of the 
Civil Service Commission, one representative of the employee involved in the individual case, and a third 
to be selected by the two) to settle differences between employees of the United States and the District 
of Columbia and their official superiors. Complaints may be submitted by the employee himself or by 
the employee organization to which he belongs. The Board by a majority vote may modify or reverse 
any departmental action dismissing or suspending an employee, or any action reducing his rank or salary. 


. 3550. Mr. Ashurst; March 9, 1940 (Judiciary). 

Makes it unlawful ($1,000 fine or imprisonment for 1 year, or both) to transport or cause to be trans- 
ported in interstate or foreign commerce any goods, etc., manufactured, produced, or mined in part by 
convicts. 


. 3551. Mr. Mead; March 9, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Authorizes $10,000 to erect on the battlefield of Sackets Harbor, N. Y., a monument to Major General 
Jacob Brown. 


. 3552. Mr, Hill; March 11, 1940 (Commerce). 

Authorizes the Secretary of War to prosecute the construction of flood-protection works on Autauga 
Creek, Alabama, in accordance with the recommendations of the Chief of Engineers and subject to the 
conditions set forth in H. Doc. No. 657, 76th Cong., 3d Sess. 


S. 3553. Mr. Hill; March 11, 1940 (Military Affairs). 


Authorizes the President to bestow the decoration of the Purple Heart upon the unknown unidentified 
American buried in the Memorial Amphitheater of the Arlington National Cemetery, Virginia. 


3. 3554. Mr. Davis; March 11, 1940 (Judiciary). 

A transfer of accounts receivable, choses in action, and other intangibles, shall be deemed to have been 
perfected within the meaning of § 60a of the Bankruptcy Act [U. S. C., Sup. V, 11: 96a] when it has been 
fully consummated between the debtor and his transferee. 


. 8559. Mr. Byrnes; March 11, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Authorizes the Secretary of War to lease public property under his jurisdiction for periods not in excess 
of 20 (now 5) years [amending U. S. C. 40: 303]. 


. 3560. Mr. O’Mahoney; March 11, 1940 (Ordered to lie on the table). 

There shall be levied and collected, for taxable years beginning after December 31, 1940, a tax of — 
percent on the labor-differential income (gross income less cost of materials and supplies and wages, etc., 
up to $3,000 to any individual, paid in producing goods or service). Against such tax there shall be 
allowed a credit of — percent of the wages paid up to $3,000 to any individual. Producers whose credit 
exceeds their tax hereunder shall be paid the excess by the United States and producers who are not 
liable for a tax hereunder shall receive a payment equal to — percent of wages paid by them up to $3,000 
to any individual. 


. 3562. Mr. Barbour; March 12, 1940 (Finance). 
The rate of interest charged on any loan made and secured by a lien on Government life (converted) 
insurance shal) not exceed 3 percent per annum. 


. 3564. Mr. Bailey; March 12, 1940 (Agriculture and Forestry). 
Directs the Secretary of Commerce in cooperation with the Secretaries of State and Agriculture to 
investigate ways and means of promoting the sale, etc., in South and Central America of tobacco pro- 
duced in the United States. 


. 3566. Mr. Sheppard; March 12, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Reserve officers of the Air Corps (including flight surgeons and specialists) who perform training duties 
requiring participation in authorized aerial flights when not on active duty shall be entitled to flight pay 
equal to 25 percent of the monthly base pay of their respective rank. 

The Chief of the Air Corps is authorized to order to active duty for 1 year not to exceed 500 officers 
between the grades of captain and colonel in connection with administration of the Air Corps. 
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8. 3572. Mr. Davis; March 13, 1940 (Public Buildings and Grounds). 
Provides for acquisition, at a cost of $125,000, of the David Wills House, Gettysburg, in which Presi- 
dent Abraham Lincoln wrote the world-famed Gettysburg Address. 


8. 3575. Mr. Sheppard; March 13, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Provides the rank of captain for the leader of the Military Academy Band and the pay and allowances 
of an officer in the third pay period. 


. 3576. Mr. Pepper; March 13, 1940 (Commerce). 

Fish and fishery products before and during processing for interstate and foreign commerce shall be 
inspected by the Bureau of Fisheries. Those products found healthful and fit for human consumption 
shall be so marked, while products found unhealthful, etc., shall be either destroyed for food purposes or 
converted for nonfood purposes. Exempts products processed with preservatives under the direction of 
a foreign purchaser, and not in conflict with the laws of the country to which products are to be exported. 
Prohibits the interstate transportation of unlabeled fishing products, and the clearance of vessels having 
on board such products for export unless the owner or shipper has a health certificate therefor from an 
inspector. 


. 3577. Mr. Wagner (for Mr. King); March 13, 1940 (Territories and Insular Affairs). 
Alaska Development Corporation Act of 1940—Authorizes United States citizens to incorporate for the 
development of industries based on the natural resources of Alaska and for the promotion of permanent

ary. 5. 3579. Mr. Walsh; March 14, 1940 (Finance). 


Limits the exemption, with respect to old-age benefits, of service performed in the employ of charitable 
and religious organizations to service performed by duly ordained ministers and regular members of 
religious orders in the exercise of required duties [amending U.S. C., Sup. V, 42: 409 (b) (8); I. R. C. 26: 
i by 1426 (b) (8)]. Taxes imposed upon charitable and religious organizations and their employees shall be 
paid directly into the Federal old-age and survivors insurance trust fund but the remainder of the employ- 
ment taxes shall be paid into the Treasury as internal-revenue collections [amending § 1420 I. R. C.). 


Ss. 3580. Mr. Wagner; March 14, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 

Investment Company Act of 1940—Provides for the registration and regulation of investment companies: 
defined as issuers engaged primarily in the business of investing, reinvesting, owning, holding, or trading 
in securities; classified as face-amount certificate companies, unit investmnet companies, and manage- 
ment investment companies, the latter further subclassified as open-end and closed-end management 
investment companies and divided according to character of assets into diversified investment companies, 
securities trading companies, and security finance companies. Grants exemption to companies organized 
in foreign countries and possessions of the United States, and companies in receivership or bankruptcy 
under supervision of courts. Requires the filing of reports and the registration of the officers, directors, 
managers, investment advisers, etc. Limits the size (minimum and maximum) of securities companies, 
the compensation of the management, transactions with affiliated personnel and underwriters, the sale 
of stock to common stock, dividend distributions to net income from interest and dividends, unless notice 
is given of other source. Prohibits payment of dividends which undermine senior securities, the use of 
proxies and voting trusts, cross-ownership (ownership of more than 1 percent of the voting stock of each 
other) or circular ownership (between 2 companies within a group of 3 or more companies each owning 
1 or more percent of the voting stock of the others), and loans to natural persons. Restricts loans to 
companies, distribution and repurchase of securities, periodic payment plans to cases where sales load 
does not exceed 9 percent. Subjects registered companies to reasonable examination, and to the author- 
ized rules and regulations promulgated by the Commission. Hearings before Commission are reviewable 
by the courts. 

Investment Advisers Act of 1940—Requires registration of investment advisers using the mails or 
instrumentalities of interstate commerce. The applicant’s registration shall contain a list of his per- 
sonnel, his educational qualifications and experience, a statement of the scope of the business, and copies 
of the contracts, etc., he intends to use. 


8. 3582. Mr. Mead; March 14, 1940 (Territories and Insular Affairs). 
Declares all natives of the Virgin Islands who are residing in the continental United States or posses- 
sions and who are not subjects of any foreign country, regardless of their place of residence on July 17, 
1917, to be citizens of the United States [adding to U. 8. C. 8: 5b]. The Act of June 28, 1932, which pro- 
vided that any native of the Virgin Islands who was residing in any foreign country shall be a nonquota 
immigrant for admission, is revived [U. S. C. 8: 204a]. Provides for such naturalization without making 
a declaration of intention, and free registry of aliens entering prior to July 1, 1924. 


8. 3584. Mr. Burke; March 14, 1940 (Banking and Currency). : 
Authorizes the Administrator of the Federal Housing Administration to insure banks, trust companies, 
etc., against loss on loans for the purchase and installation of irrigation systems on farm lands [amending 
U. S. C., Sup. V, 12: 1703 (a), (b)]. 


8. 3585. Mr. Connally; March 14, 1940 (Judiciary). , : : 

Establishes a national board of shorthand reporting to hold examinations of applicants for certification 
as “Federal certified shorthand reporter.” Certificates are to be granted only to citizens over 21, of good 
moral character, with high school or equivalent education, who pass the examination—except that during 
the first year this last condition'may be waived in favor of personsfotherwise qualified who have been 
engaged in reporting for more than 5 years. Only certificate holders shall be employed in the executive, 
or judicial branch, or independent agency for shorthand reporting of ‘‘any oral testimony, proceeding, 
hearing, or trial, etc.” 
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S. 3588. Mr. Andrews; March 14, 1940 (Agriculture and Forestry). 
Provides that the laws relating to farm loans, etc., shall apply to persons engaged in horticultural and 
floricultural activities if they are the owner or lessee of land used therein, if they engage in such activities 
on such land, or if they derive the principal part of their income from such activities, etc. 


S. 3589. Mr. Andrews; March 14, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 

Public Works Administration Act—Authorizes a revolving fund of $300,000,000 for expenditure by the 
Public Works Commissioner (office hereby created in the Federal Works Agency) in making 50-year loans 
(a) to States, Territories, possessions, or political subdivisions, to finance projects which will provide 
new employment; (b) to nonprofit organizations to finance hospitals, schools, recreational facilities, or 
storage facilities for farm products, which will provide new employment; and (c) to public bodies and 
nonprofit organizations for temporary operation and maintenance of such projects. orkers on these 
projects shall be paid not less than the prevailing wage rates of the locality or the minimum wages under 
the Fair Labor Standards Act and shall not be worked in excess of the maximum hours provision of that 
Act. Continues the Public Works Administration under the Commissioner. 


. 3591. Mr. Brown; March 15, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 
Authorizes the Export-Import Bank in making loans to Finland, to make direct cash loans, unrestricted 
as to use, of any amount authorized by the act of March 2, 1940 (Public, No. 420, 76th Cong., 3d sess.). 


. 3592. Mr. Mead; March 15, 1940 (Civil Service). 

Provides for the creation of a United States Civil Service Board of Appeals (one representative of the 
Civil Service Commission, one representative of the employee involved in the individual case, and a 
third to be selected by the two) to settle differences between employees of the United States and the 
District of Columbia and their official superiors. Complaints may be submitted by the employee himself 
or by the employee organization to which he belongs. The Board by a majority vote may modify or 
reverse any departmental action dismissing or suspending an employee, or any action reducing his rank 
or salary. 


. 3595. Messrs. Walsh and Lodge; March 15, 1940 (Agriculture and Forestry). 
Requirement of disinfection as a condition of entry of cotton and cotton wrappings into the United 
States must be complied with before transportation over any railway or highway of the United States 
outside of the port of entry, but transportation shall be allowed of such material prior to disinfection 
from one port where the disinfection requirements can be met to another port for disinfection if such 
transportation between ports is by water carrier. 


. 8598. Mr. Holman; March 15, 1940 (Appropriations). 
Appropriates $30,000 to the Bureau of Fisheries for the construction of a diversion dam on the Sandy 
River, Oreg. 


. 3599. Mr. Bailey; March 15, 1940 (Commerce). 

Increases the Coast Guard personnel board from three to five officers all above the rank of commander. 
Limits the recommendations of the board to determining (a) which officers should be retired after 30 
years’ service, or retired after 10 years’ service (having been placed out of line of promotion), and (b) 
which lieutenant commanders should be placed out of line of promotion. If the officer recommended 
for retirement or for placing out of line of promotion protests in writing, he shall not be retired involun- 
tarily or placed out of line of promotion unless a subsequent annual board determines that such officer 
should be so retired or placed out of line of promotion [amending § 2, act of January 12, 1938 (52 Stat. 4)]. 


. 3600. Mr. Bailey; March 15, 1940 (Commerce). 
Authorizes the Secretary of the Treasury to acquire additional land for the enlargement of the Coast 
Guard depot at Seattle, Wash., and provides for the establishment of a Coast Guard servicing base at 
Chattanooga, Tenn. 


. 3601. Mr. Downey; March 18, 1940 (Public Lands and Surveys). 
Authorizes the use for general road and trail construction of the unexpended balance of $250,000 of 
funds paid by the city and county of San Francisco to the United States for maintenance of roads and 
trails in Yosemite National Park, Calif. 


. 3602. Mr. Shipstead; March 18, 1940 (Civil Service). 
Extends the benefits of the Civil Service Retirement Act [U. 8. C. 5: ch. 14] to all postmasters with 40 
years’ service. 


. 3605. Mr. Miller; March 18, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 

No financial institution (i. e., an institution doing a banking, savings and loan, or building and loan 
business, etc.) chartered under Federal law or whose shares, accounts, etc., are insured to any extent 
pursuant to Federal law shall hereafter establish any branch. State financial institutions converting into 
Federal institutions and reorganized Federal institutions may continue to operate branches established on 
date of this enactment. 


3. 3607. Mr. Murray; March 18, 1940 (Education and Labor). 
Authorizes $75,000 for 1941 with an annual increase of $10,000 for the next 5 years for use by the Public 
Health Service in conducting researches of the cause, diagnosis, and treatment of dental diseases. 


. 3608. Mr. Walsh; March 18, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 
Authorizes the exchange of lands between Puerto Rico and the United States for naval air station 
purposes, 
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. 3610. Messrs. McKellar and Stewart; March 18, 1940 (Agriculture and Forestry). 

Authorizes the use of Tennessee Valley Authority funds for the alteration, reconstruction, or relocation 
of any highway or railroad bridge necessitated by the construction of any dam by the Authority. Pro- 
vides for refunds in cases where the Authority has contracted with railroad companies for the relocation 
of bridges, ete., and the company has agreed to pay part of the cost. 


’. 3611. Mr. Lucas; March 18, 1940 (Agriculture and Forestry). 
Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to issue seasonal permits for the use of corn, wheat, and other 
grains for the feeding of migratory waterfowl during the open season. 


. 3612. Mr. Taft; March 18, 1940 (Commerce). 
Authorizes the Secretary of War to accept loans repayable without interest from States or political sub- 
divisions thereof for use in the prosecution of authorized flood-control work. 


. 3617. Mr. Barkley; March 18, 1940 (Commerce). 
Grants consent of Congress to an interstate compact between Illinois, Indiana, Kentucky, New York, 
Ohio, Pennsylvania, Tennessee, and West Virginia to control and to reduce pollution in the Ohio River 
drainage basin. 


. 3618. Mr. Sheppard; March 18, 1940 (Appropriations). 
Appropriates $100,000 to the Department of Agriculture for additional research with respect to the 
effects of the present wars upon agriculture. 


. 83619. Mr. Sheppard; March 18, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Amends the National Defense Act relating to the National Guard as follows: Appropriations shall be 
available for the hire of caretakers and clerks, and payments heretofore made for such help which now 
stands disallowed are validated; any authorized flight may be credited as attendance at drill, when such 
flight prevented attendance at regular drill; officers shall receive compensation at the rate of }40 of the 
monthly base pay for each drill; generals shall receive $500 a year for performance of their duties and 
other commanding officers shall receive not more than $240 a year for performance of administrative 
functions; commanding officers of mounted units may sell stable refuse, empty grain sacks, and con- 
tainers, and apply the proceeds for supplemental feed or equipment not issued. 

Any enlistment during wartime, etc., shall be without specification as to the component part of the 
Army and for the duration of the war plus 6 months, and assignments may be made to any unit regard- 
less of the status of the units involved. Hospitalization and medical treatment is extended to include 
surgical treatment and domiciliary care, and is granted to persons in the active military service, or 
National Guard while on active duty or in training, without reference to their line-of-duty status in either 
case. 


. 3620. Mr. McCarran; March 19, 1940 (Commerce). 

Aircraft Landing Area Development Act—Authorizes $125,000,000 to be expended by the Civil Aero- 
nautics Authority for the development of landing areas in order to meet the needs of national defense, 
the Postal Service, and civil aeronautics. Sums appropriated shall be apportioned among the States, 
Territories, and possessions for the development of said landing areas, but funds allocated to the States, 
etc., shall not be in excess of 80 percent of the cost of the project (except for national defense). 


. 83627. Mr. Downey; March 19, 1940 (Interoceanic Canals). 

Amends § 5 of the Panama Canal Act [U. 8. C. 48: 1315], to exempt from tolls, vessels engaged in the 
intercoastal trade which are suitable for economical and speedy conversion into naval or military auxiliary 
vessels in time of war or national emergency. 


. 3629. Mr. Johnson of Colorado; March 19, 1940 (Public Lands and Surveys). 
Provides that 20 percent of the annual grazing receipts from the National Forests, beginning in 1941, 
be used for making range improvements within such forests. 


. 3630. Mr. Lodge; March 19, 1940 (Education and Labor). 

Health Insurance Act of 1940—-Adds a new Title VI-A to the Social Security Act [U. S. C., Sup. V, 
42: ch. 7] authorizing appropriations to enable States with plans approved by the Social Security Board 
to furnish health insurance benefits to workers in severe economic distress. Benefits shall not exceed 
$40 annually and shall be available for workers and their families who have earned at least $50 in each of 6 
of the immediately preceding 12 calendar quarters, have been registered as unemployed for 4 consecutive 
weeks at a public employment agency, have made application for such benefits, and are not entitled to 
any other benefits under the old-age and survivors’ insurance benefit provisions of title II. 


3. 3632. Mr. Pepper; March 19, 1940 (Public Lands and Surveys). 
Provides for acquisition of lands on St. Johns River, Fla., for the development of the Fort Caroline 
National Monument. 


3. 3633. Mr. Sheppard; March 19, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Amends § 24e of the National Defense Act [U. S. C., Sup. V, 10: 123], by deleting the requirement that 
a graduate of a recognized dental college to be a candidate for appointment in the Dental Corps must 
have engaged in practice for 2 years. 


. 83634. Messrs. McKellar, Stewart, George, and Russell; March 19, 1940 (Commerce). a 
Authorizes the construction of flood-control works on the Tennessee River at Chattanooga, Tenn., 
and Rossville, Ga., in accordance with the recommendations set forth in H. Doc. No. 479, 76th Cong. 


. 83635. Mr. Donahey; March 20, 1940 (Special Committee on Conservation of Wildlife Resources). — 
Kstablishes Indian Lake in Ohio, with permission of the State, as an inviolate migratory bird refuge 
under the terms of the Migratory Bird;Treaty Act (40 Stat. 755). 
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S. 3636. Mr. Sheppard; March 20, 1940 (Military Affairs). 


Any officer who shall have served 4 years as assistant chief of a branch of the Army or 2 years as wing 
commander of the Air Corps, and who has been or may subsequently be retired in a grade below that of 
brigadier general, shall be retired with the rank, pay, and allowances authcrized by law for the highest 
grade held by him as such assistant chief or wing commander [adding to U. S. C., Sup. V, 10: 1026). 


S. 3637. Mr. Tydings; March 20, 1940 (Claims).

Authorizes sugar processors to file claims, prior to December 1, 1940, for the refund of processing taxes 
paid by them on behalf of planters, on showing that they were reimbursed by the planters who bore the 
burden of the tax. 


3640. Mr. Neely; March 20, 1940 (Civil Service). 
Amends the Civil Service Retirement Act [U. 8. C. 5: ch. 14] mainly as follows: (1) provides optional 
retirement for employees with 30 years’ service at the age of 55 (reduced annuity) or 60 (full annuity), 

or for employees with 15 years of service at age of 62; (2) revises the provision granting annuities to em- 
ployees involuntarily separated from the service before reaching the age of retirement and allows volun- 
tary separation in certain cases, with immediate or deferred annuities; (3) increases the deductions from 
employees’ salaries from 3% to 4% percent; (4) rewrites the section providing for return of deductions to 
employee on separation from service, transfer to position not under this act, on death, or on becoming in- 
competent; and (5) provides for resumption of annuities discontinued during time of reemployment upon 
termination of such employment. 


3641. Mr. Pepper; March 20, 1940 (Education and Labor). 

The American Standards Work and Assistance Act-——-Requires the Work Projects Administration 
(hereby extended until June 30, 1942) to employ immediately not less than 3,000,000 persons. Unem- 
ployed persons registered with the United States Employment Service shall be eligible but preference shall 
be given first to those without income, and second to those with incomes lower than those provided in this 
act. Wages shall be equal to those prevailing in the locality, etc., and the national average thereof shall 
be $70 monthly while hours shall be fixed between 120 and 130 monthly. Sets up a Labor Relations Board 
within the Administration to settle, impartially, labor problems. 

Creates an Unemployment Assistance Administration within the Social Security Board to distribute 
grants of unemployment assistance to the States with State relief plans approved by the Administration. 


. 3645. Mr. Wagner; March 21, 1940 (Library). 


Increases the annual appropriation to the Library of Congress for the purchase of sound-reproduction 
records for the adult blind, from $175,000 to $250,000 [amending U. 8. C. Sup. V, 2: 135a]. 


. 3650. Mr. Schwellenbach; March 22, 1940 (Education and Labor). 


Extends to Alaska and Hawaii the application of the act of March 3, 1931 [U. 8. C. 40: 276a] which 
requires that contracts in excess of $5,000 for the construction of public buildings shall contain a provision 
for the payment of the prevailing rate of wages to laborers or mechanics employed on such construction. 


. 3651. Messrs. Austin and Barbour; March 22, 1940 (Agriculture and Forestry). 


Directs the Secretary of Agriculture (1) to collect and disseminate information pertaining te production, 
marketing, and utilization of poultry and poultry products, (2) to establish standards and gr:ades, and (3) 
to issue grade certificates, on request, under regulations safeguarding the public interest in the’ use of grade 
labels. Authorizes the Secretary to cooperate with States, etc., and to establish a poultry division in the 
Agricultural Marketing Service. 


. 3654. Mr. Sheppard; March 22, 1940 (Military Affairs). 


Increases the authorized maximum number of enlisted men of the Medical Department of the Army 
from 5 to 7 percent of the average annual pay strength of the active list of the Army. 


. 3655. Mr. Sheppard; March 22, 1940 (Commerce). 


Any seaman injured in course of employment (or his personal representative, if death results from 
injury) may at his election maintain an action at law against his employer in the district or State where 
the latter resides or has an office or agent with right to a trial by jury, to which all Federal statutes appli- 
cable to similar suits by railway employees shall apply. Unless otherwise provided by treaty, the bill 
shall apply to seamen employed on foreign flag vessels while engaged in competitive commerce between 
foreign and United States ports in competition with American flag vessels. 


. 3656. Mr. Pepper: March 22, 1940 (Judiciary). 


Prohibits common or other carriers engaged in interstate commerce, whose rates are regulated by an 
agency of the United States, from owning or acquiring any interest in a newspaper published for profit in 
the United States. 


. 3658. Mr. MeNary; March 25, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 


Authorizes the R. F. C. to make loans to owners of timber or timberlands to enable them to defer the 
liquidation of their timber holdings without adversely affecting the market price. 


. 3660. Mr. Capper; March 25, 1940 (Education and Labor). 


Amends the Social Security Act [U. 8S. C.,Sup. V, 42: Ch. 7] by adding a new Title 12 providing for 
health insurance under State plans approved by the Board. The employer’s premium shall be 40 cents a 
week for each employee, the employee’s premiums range from 10 cents a week for those receiving a weekly 
wage of less than $15 to 40 cents for those receiving $25 or more, and the State’s premium ranges in the 
reverse order from 60 cents to 40 cents. Cash benefits range from $6 a week for those with no dependents 
who receive a weekly wage of less than $15, and $16 for those with three or more dependents who receive 
a weekly wage of $25 or more. 

Medical benefits are to consist of the services of a general practitioner, hospitalization, maternity care, 
the services of a surgeon when necessary, X-rays, home nursing service, and certain dental services. 
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§. 3661. Mr. Hatch; March 25, 1940 (Agriculture and Forestry). 
Appeals from reparation orders under the Perishable Agricultural Commodities Act, 1930 [U. S. C., 
Sup. V, 7: 499g (c)] in cases handled without hearing shall be to the United States district court for the 
district in which the party complained against is located. 


§. 3663. Mr. King; March 25, 1940 (District of Columbia). 
Authorizes the District of Columbia Commissioners to permit parking for a fee in any buildings now or 
hereafter erected in the Municipal Center. 


S. 3665. Messrs. Reed and Wheeler (by request); March 25, 1940 (Interstate Commerce). 

Freight Forwarder Act—Extends the regulatory power of the Interstate Commerce Commission to 
freight forwarders (persons other than rail, water, motor, or air carriers or express companies, who in the 
performance of a contract to transport property for the general public, employ the services of a rail, water, 
ete., carrier) so that the Commission may (1) require resonable rates, charges, tariffs, etc., (2) supervise 
consolidations, mergers, and acquisitions of control, (3) demand the keeping of accounts and records and 
the making of reports, (4) regulate the utilization of the services of other carriers, (5) prohibit unlawful 
operations, and (6) issue or refuse to issue certificates of public convenience and necessity under circum- 
stances which will best serve the public interest. 


$. 3666. Messrs. Reed and Wheeler (by request); March 25, 1940 (Interstate Commerce). 

Freight Forwarder Act—Delegates to the Interstate Commerce Commission jurisdiction over freight 
forwarders (those who, in the performance of a contract as a common carrier to transport property in 
commerce for the general public, employ the services of another carrier) with respect to (1) the institution 
or extension of forwarding operations, (2) the continuity and adequacy of service, (3) the rates, charges, 
classifications, divisions, and tariffs, (4) the maintenance of accounts, records, reports, and statistics, and 
(5) the consolidation, merger, or acquisition of control of forwarding carriers or their operations. 
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. 3667. Mr. Mead; March 25, 1940 (Post Offices and Post Roads). 
Provides for a 2-cent rate on first-class mail for local delivery, or delivery wholly within a county the 


population of which exceeds 1,000,000, provided such county is entirely within a corporate city [amending 
U.S. C., Sup. V, 39: 280). 


8. 3668. Mr. Miller; March 25, 1940 (Commerce). : 4 
Increases from $25,000,000 to $30,000,000 the amount authorized for reservoirs in the White River 
Basin, and provides that the Norfolk Dam on the North Fork be constructed to a height of 588 feet above 
sea level. 


§. 3669. Mr. Bulow (by request); March 26, 1940 (Agriculture and Forestry). 

Requires the Secretary of Agriculture annually to determine and fix the hog-certificate allotment (yearly 
average quantity consumed in the United States during the preceding 10 years, .adjusted for current trends 
in consumption, plus a normal year’s exports) and to sell such certificates to the persons required to fur- 
nish them under this act. The price of such certificates shall be based upon the amount by which the 
parity price or cost of production, whichever is greater, exceeds the estimated average farm price for hogs, 
live weight, for the next succeeding marketing year. 

Beginning with October 1940 each person including importers making the first sale of derivatives of 
slaughtered hogs shall make a monthly return showing the quantity sold and attach thereto certificates 
representing one hog-pound by live weight for each four-fifths of a pound of slaughtered carcass sold. 
Vendors of hogs, the first sale of which is for export, shall receive a refund of the amount represented by 
certificates attached to the return thereon. 

If the Secretary believes that a substantial majority of the producers of other animals favor the estab- 
lishment of a similar certificate allotment plan, he shall conduct a referendum among such producers and 
if two-thirds of those voting favor such plan he shall make recommendations to Congress therefor.

. 8672. Messrs. Walsh and Lodge; March 26, 1940 (Agriculture and Forestry). 
Authorizes $50,000 to establish a meteorological station at Boston, Mass. 


8. 3674. Mr. Sheppard; March 26, 1940 (Agriculture and Forestry). : 
Appropriates $100,000 to the Department of Agriculture for additional research with respect to the 
effects of the present wars upon agriculture. 


8. 3675. Mr. Sheppard; March 26, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Authorizes the Secretary of War to enter into agreements with the claimants of lands adjoining the 
Wilmington National Cemetery, N. C., to establish the location of the boundary lines, and he may give 
to or receive from such claimants quitclaim deeds. 


. 3676. Mr. Sheppard; March 26, 1940 (Military Affairs). ae 
Withdraws 6,450 acres of land from within the Hawaii National Park and transfers them to the juris- 
diction of the Secretary of War for use as an Air Corps bombing target range. 


8, 3678. Mr. Hatch; March 27, 1940 (Education and Labor). 

Authorizes $90,000,000 for 5 years to be apportioned to the States, Territories, and the District of 
Columbia, for the purpose of removing illiteracy among adults, and of training in citizenship and adult 
education. Not more than one-third of the sums appropriated shall be used by the Office of Education 
in cooperation with the States, etc., for the purpose of experiments, research, and teacher training.

8. 3681. Mr. Bulow (by request); March 28, 1940 (Civil Service). c oe 
Federal employees involuntarily retired under § 8 (a) of the act of June 16, 1933 [U. 8. C. 5: 736a) shall 
be reimbursed for deductions of 3% percent from annuities pending their reaching retirement age. 
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. 3683. Messrs. King and Wheeler; March 28, 1940 (Agriculture and Forestry). 
Removes the time limit (during the fiscal year 1940) for cooperation between the Bureau of Reclama- 
tion and the Farm Security Administration in the development of farm units on public lands. 


. 3685. Mr. Thomas of Oklahoma; March 28, 1940 (Commerce). 

Authorizes additional sums of $28,000,000 and $13,000,000 for continuing construction of flood control 
projects in the Arkansas River and the White River basins, respectively, under the Flood Control Act of 
1938. 


. 3686. Mr. Bone; March 29, 1940 (Territories and Insular Affairs) 
Authorizes Alaska to create an authority to undertake slum clearance and to provide dwelling accom- 
modations for families of low income. 


. 3695. Mr. Tobey; April 1, 1940 (Commerce). ; 
Amends the Census Act of June 18, 1929 [U. S. C. 13: 209] by repealing that part of the penalty for 
failure to answer census questions which provides for imprisonment for not exceeding 60 days. 


. 3698. Mr, Reynolds; April 1, 1940 (District of Columbia). 

District of Columbia Barbers’ Fair Trade Act of 1940.—Authorizes the District of Columbia Board of 
Barber Examiners to establish minimum prices and hours after an investigation as to their reasonableness 
and an agreement thereto by 70 percent of the licensed barbers. 


. 3699. Mr. King; April 1, 1940 (District of Columbia). 

The indeterminate sentence and parole provisions of the District of Columbia [D. C. Code, Sup. V, 6: 
451-459] are amended to provide, among other things, that the minimum period of an indeterminate sen- 
tence may be as much as one-third (now one-fifth) of the maximum sentence imposed; to provide that 
when the maximum sentence is life imprisonment there shall be imposed a minimum sentence of not more 
than 15 vears; and to delete the prohibition against parole of a life prisoner before he has served 15 years. 


. 3701. Mr. King; April 1, 1940 (Public Buildings and Grounds). 
Authorizes $50,000,000 for the construction and enlargement of public buildings outside the District 
of Columbia. 


. 8702. Mr. Mead; April 1, 1940 (Post Offices and Post Roads). 
Full-time special delivery messengers in the Postal Service shall be considered for all purposes as postal 
employees [amending U. S. C. 39: 169a]. 


. 3708. Mr. Brown; April 2, 1940 (Finance). 
Amends the National Firearms Act so as to exempt guns with two attached barrels 15 inches or more in 
length from which only a single discharge can be made of not to exceed a .22-caliber rifle bullet from one 
barrel, and a .410 shell from the other barrel, without manual reloading [U. 8. C., Sup. V, 26: 2733). 


. 3709. Mr. Brown; April 2, 1940 (Finance). 

Exempts from the employment tax provisions of the Internal Revenue Code [53 Stat. 1384] apostolic 
associations having a common treasury, even though engaged in business for the common benefit of their 
members. In such cases the term ‘employees’ shall include only persons employed by such associations 
who are not members thereof. 


. 3711. Mr. Guffey; April 3, 1940 (Interstate Commerce). 
Makes it unlawful ($2,000 fine, or 6 months’ imprisonment, or both) to transport in interstate commerce 
milk purchased at prices lower than the minima prescribed by law for producers within the State of des- 
tination, or milk not meeting the minima sanitary regulations governing in the State of destination. 


. 3712. Mr. rey oi April 3, 1940 (Military Affairs). 


Repeals § 2 of the act of July 31, 1935 [U. S. C., Sup. V, 10: 553b), which fixes the percent of promo- 
tion-list Army officers in field grades. Provides for promotion of captains, majors, and lieutenant colonels 
upon completion of 17, 23, and 28 years of service, respectively, provided that if the limitation of 705 
colonels prevents promotion they shall be retired in the grade of colonel or lieutenant colonel. Any 
officer who served in any capacity prior to November 12, 1918, shall upon his own application be retired 
with 75 percent of his active pay. Brigadier generals and promotion-list officers shall be retired at age 
of 62 and 60, respectively. Brigadier generals shall be appointed from officers of the line not below lieu- 
tenant colonel who have 28 years’ service [amending U.S. C., Sup. V, 10: 552a, 971b). 


. 3713. Mr. Walsh; April 3, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Retired officers of the Military Establishment, while not on active duty, shall not by reason of their 
status as such be subject to the provisions of § 113 of the Criminal Code [U. 8. C. 18: 203] which makes 
it unlawful to receive compensation for services rendered in relation to any proceeding, contract, claim, 
controversy, etec., in which the United States is a party. 


. 3715. Mr. Davis; April 3, 1940 (Executive Departments). 

Creates a Joint Committee on Appropriations, composed of five Representatives and five Senators 
from their respective appropriation committees, and also a Congressional Budget Service, under the 
direction of the committee, to act in a liaison capacity with the executive branch, to work closely with 
the Bureau of the Budget, the Treasury Department and the General Accounting Office and all other 
departments, and to conduct investigations when the Budget is submitted to Congress. 


3. 3718. Mr. Gillette; April 4, 1940 (Judiciary). 

Oil Tanker and Barge Divorcement Act—Provides that after January 1, 1941, it shall be unlawful for 
any person to engage in the transportation of petroleum products while such person or an affiliate of such 
person is also engaged in the production, refining, or marketing of such products. 
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. 3719. Mr. Schwellenbach; April 4, 1940 (Commerce). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior, through a corporation organized in Canada, to construct, on 
the Okanogan River, British Columbia, Canada, a fish hatchery, as part of the Grand Coulee Dam project 
and the incidental program for the rehabilitation of the migratory fish of the Columbia River. 


. 3720. Mr. Bilbo; April 5, 1940 (District of Columbia). 


Creates a Board of Funeral Directors and Embalmers of the District of Columbia for the purpose of 
examining and licensing persons desiring to engage in such business. 


. 3722. Mr. Connally (by request); April 5, 1940 (Public Buildings and Grounds). 


Authorizes an additional appropriation of $50,000,000 for the acquisition of land and the construction 
of publie buildings in the District of Columbia [amending 44 Stat. 630). 


. 3725. Mr. Clark of Idaho; April 8, 1940 (Education and Labor). 


Fair Labor Standards Act Amendments of 1939—Amends the Fair Labor Standards Act so as (1) to 
provide for the creation of special industry committees to determine minimum wages (which may be less 
than the minima provided in the act so eet as they do not give competitive advantages over United 
States industries) for Puerto Rico and the Virgin Islands; (2) to exempt the storage, etc., of grain or 
seasonal and perishable agricultural commodities at terminal markets, and the wholesale distribution of 
perishable or seasonal fruits and vegetables, from the maximum hours provisions and to limit the exemp- 
tions to 56 hours a work week unless overtime compensation is paid (except fora period of 14 work weeks 
during which the exemption is complete) and to repeal the existing ‘“‘area of production” limitation; (3) to 
exempt from the wage and hour provisions, persons with a guaranteed monthly salary of $150 or more 
and who are not required to work any minimum number of hours; (4) to repeal the exemption from wage 
and hour provisions accorded individuals employed within the area of production in handling, ginning, 
preparing, etc. (in their raw or natural state), or canning agricultural or horticultural commodities for 
market, or in the making of cheese, butter, or other dairy products; (5) to substitute for the foregoing an 
exemption to employees employed directly or incidentally in specified operations in connection with the 
preparation and movement of agricultural and horicultural commodities from the farm; (6) to exempt 
switchboard operators in public telephone exchanges having less than 500 stations; (7) to exempt from 
the hour provisions employees of employers subject to part I of the Railway Labor Act (refrigerator-car 
companies, etc.); (8) to give the Administrator authority to provide for the employment of telegraph 
messengers at wages lower than the minimum (but not less than 25 cents per hour); (9) to provide special 
treatment of home workers in rural areas by permitting wages lower than minimum; (10) to protect 
innocent purchasers of “hot goods;” (11) to give learners, apprentices, handicapped workers, and messen- 
gers the same right to sue for unpaid minimum wages and overtime compensation as is now accorded other 
employees; (12) to allow civil actions to restrain violations of the act to be brought in any district wherein 
the defendant may be found; and (13) to prohibit the transportation in interstate commerce of goods made 
by prison labor. - 


. 3728. Mr. Johnson of California; April 8, 1940 (Finance). 


Civilians who served under the jurisdiction of the Quartermaster General during the Spanish-American 
War, on public supply ships and who were discharged for service disability, shall be entitled to benefits of 
hospitalization granted veterans. 


. 3730. Mr. Reynolds; April 8, 1940 (Immigration). 


Establishes quotas for immigrants from North, Central, and South America and the islands adjacent 
thereto (at present immigrants from such localities are classed as nonquota immigrants) equal to the 
average number of immigrants admitted into the United States from such areas during the fiscal years 
1936 to 1939 [amending U. 8. C. 8: 204 (c)]. 


5. 3734. Mr. Thomas of Oklahoma; April 9, 1940 (District of Columbia). 


Authorizes the District Commissioners to accept $500,000 from the Federal Emergency Administration 
of Public Works for the construction of a new Recorder of Deeds office building. 


. 3735. Mr. Neely; April 9, 1940 (Judiciary). 


Prohibits any producer or distributor of motion-picture films engaged in commerce to own or control 
any interest in, or book films for or operate any motion-picture theater. 


3. 3739. 24.. Wheeler; April 9, 1940 (Agriculture and Forestry). 


Provides that title to any real or personal property acquired, constructed, or improved by any State 
through the use of funds paid to it under the Wildlife Restoration Projects Act of September 2, 1937, shall 
be vested in such State [amending U. 8. C., Sup. V, 16: 669g]. 


. 3744, Mr. Barbour; April 10, 1940 (Judiciary). 


Incorporates the “National Youth Brigade” for the purpose of furnishing opportunities for the educa- 


tion, discipline, and mental and physical development of Negro boys and girls between the ages of 8 and 
18 years. 


’. 3745. Mr. Barbour; April 10, 1940 (Interstate Commerce). 


Prohibits the Federal Communications Commission from regulating radio experimentation, research, or 
development, or the manufacture, sale, or use of radio apparatus for transmission or reception, or the 
business policies of radio broadcasters [amending U. 8. C. 47: 326]. 


. 3750. Mr. Thomas of Oklahoma (by request); April 10, 1940 (Indian Affairs). 

Authorizes payment of $3,000 to each enrolled Indian, or his heirs, who has agreed to accept the full 
responsibilities of American citizenship and release all prior or future claims against the United States 
as Indians. Where an Indian may have property rights in tribal lands or money, the Secretary of the 
Interior shall determine such interest and the Indian shall be paid in cash. 
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. 8753. Mr. Johnson of Colorado; April 11, 1940 (Interstate Commerce). 

Before a pipeline company may undertake the extension of its line or the construction of a new one or 
engage in interstate commerce it must secure a certificate of public convenience and necessity from the 
Interstate Commerce Commission [amending U. 8. C. 49: 1]. 


. 3754. Mr. Ashurst (by request); April 11, 1940 (Judiciary). 

Provides that when two or more defendants in the Canal Zone are jointly charged with any offense, they 
shall be tried jointly unless the court in its discretion orders otherwise. Specifically applies to the Canal 
Zone the provisions of U. 8. C. 18: 591 which deal with the arrest and extradition of fugitives from justice 
charged with any crime or offense against the United States. Authorizes the District Court for the Canal 
Zone to make rules of criminal procedure in matters not covered by the Code. [Canal Zone Code 6: 365, 
861, 7: 26]. 


. 3758. Mr. Barbour; April 11, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 

Authorizes Federal credit unions to invest their funds with any institution insured by the Federal Savings 
and Loan Insurance Corporation [amending Federal Credit Union Act, June 26, 1934, clause d, par. 7, 
sec. 7]. 


. 3759. Mr. Barbour; April 11, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 

Authorizes the investment of funds of the Federal government with any institution insured by the 
Federal Savings and Loan Insurance Corporation, subject to the same limitations applicable to invest- 
ment of such funds with Federal savings and loan associations. 


. 3764. Mr. Bridges; April 12, 1940 (Judiciary). 

Makes it unlawful ($2,000 fine, 2 years’ imprisonment, or both) in any Presidential or congressional 
election for any person to stuff or abstract from a ballot box, falsify the count, pad the registration lists, 
or vote more than once, etc. 


. 3766. Mr. Schwellenbach; April 15, 1940 (Indian Affairs). 
The title and interest of the Indians in lands within the Spokane and Colville Reservations, are granted 
to the United States for use in the Grand Coulee Dam project. 


. 3767. Mr. Schwellenbach; April 15, 1940 (Civil Service). 

Transfers the retirement of clerical employees of the Alaska Railroad from the Civil Service Retire- 
ment Act to the act for the retirement of employees of the Alaska Railroad, and requires the payment by 
such employees of an additional 1% percent of basic salary received from July 1, 1935, to date of this 
enactment. 


. 3768. Mr. Schwellenbach; April 15, 1940 (Military Affairs). 


Authorizes the Secretary of War to establish an infantry unit of the R. O. T. C. at the University of 
Alaska. 


. 3775. Mr. Bailey; April 15, 1940 (Commerce). Y 
Accepts the grant to the United States of certain lands donated by South Carolina for the use of the 
Coast Guard, and authorizes the purchase of any improvements on the land. 


. 3776. Mr. Bailey; April 15, 1940 (Commerce). 

The oath with respect to transshipment of cargo in port or on the high seas shall not be required of 
owners, ete., of vessels engaged in the coastwise trade, fisheries, or used solely for pleasure, and shall not be 
required of masters of such vessels except in the event of transshipment. No oath shall be required in 
case of vessels navigating inland waters and the Great Lakes [amending U. S. C. 18: 34]. 


. 3777. Mr. Harrison; April 15, 1940 (Finance). 

Authorizes the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs to apportion the pension, compensation, or emergency 
officers’ retirement pay of a pensioner when not living with his wife, or when the children are not in the 
custody of the pensioner; or when, in death cases, the children are not in the custody of the widow. 


. 3778. Mr. Harrison; April 15, 1940 (Finance). ; 

Authorizes the Customs Service to erect protective gates across, or fences in the vicinity of, inter- 
national highways, and increases the amounts which may be expended for border facilities of the Customs 
Service and the Immigration and Naturalization Service. 


. 3783. Mr. King; April 15, 1940 (Public Buildings and Grounds). : 
Authorizes $100,000 for the erection of a post-office building at Price, Utah. 


. 3785. Mr. Shipstead; April 16, 1940 (Agriculture and Forestry). 

Provides for the cancellation of feed loans made prior to January 1, 1936, by any United States agency 
to any farmer or livestock man, for the cancellation of liens securing such loans, and for the refund of 
any payments of principal or interest made on such loans. 


. 3786. Mr. McCarran; April 16, 1940 (Judiciary). 

National Animal Theft Act—Makes it a crime ($5,000 fine and/or 5 years’ imprisonment) to transport 
in interstate or foreign commerce any cattle, hogs, sheep, horses, or mules, their carcasses or hides, 
knowing them to have been stolen, or to receive or dispose of the same. 
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. 3787. Mr. Wagner; April 16, 1940 (Finance). 


Provides that the portion of the income of State employees paid directly or indirectly by the United 
States except that paid to the National Guard or Naval Militia of a State or to officers or employees of 
a university, college, or agricultural school, shall be exempt from liability for back income taxes under 
the Public Salary Tax Act [U. 8. C., Sup. V, 26: 22 note]. 


3. 3788. Mr. King; April 16, 1940 (Territories and Insular Affairs). 


Exempts water carriers plying between the ports of a State, Territory, etc., of the United States and 
the Virgin Islands or between ports in the islands from the rate fixing provisions of the Shipping Act of 
1916. Amends the Intercoastal Shipping Act to eliminate the Virgin Islands from its application [U. 8. C. 
46: 817, Sup. V, 46: 845]. 


S. 3793. Mr. Clark of Idaho; April 17, 1940 (Commerce). 


The Civil Aeronautics Authority is authorized to issue to student-pilots or private-pilots two aviation- 
training certificates, each of which shall be redeemed by the United States by the payment of $50 to the 
holders. The certificates of student-pilots shall be redeemed upon completion of a solo flight and 10 
hours of solo flight time, and the certificates of private-pilots shall be redeemed upon completion of 10 
hours and 20 hours of solo flight time. 


. 3795. Mr. Tydings; April 17, 1940 (Territories and Insular Affairs). 


Funds available to the Alaska Road Commission may be expended for the transportation of employees, 
and amounts heretofore made for such purposes and for furnishing subsistence and quarters to super- 
visors shall he allowed in accounts of paying officers, and amounts paid shall not be charged against 
the payees. 


S. 3798. Mr. Minton; Apri] 17, 1940 (Interstate Commerce). 


Makes it unlawful to permit a passenger to occupy between 6 p. m. and 8 a. m. a sleeping-car not 
supervised by a sleeping-car conductor. 


3. 3799. Mr. Lee; April 17, 1940 (Education and Labor). 


Extends the application of the Federal Employees Injury Compensation Act to State and local law- 
enforcement officers killed or injured while assisting Federal officers in hazardous law-enforcement work 


{amending U. S. C. 5: 751). 


. 8805. Mr. Lee; April 17, 1940 (Commerce). 

Amends the Flood Control Act of June 28, 1938, by authorizing the appropriations therein for soil- 
erosion work on the Rio Grande and Pecos Rivers to be used also for such work on Washita River, Okla- 
homa, Trinity River and North Conche River, Texas, Fountain River, Colorado, and the Kickapoo 
River in Wisconsin. Provides that the Secretary of Agriculture may also use the appropriation for such 
work in the War Department Civil Appropriation Act, 1939 [52 Stat. 667] for the purposes of this act 


{amending 52 Stat. 1225, § 7]. 


3. 3810. Mr. Mead (by request); April 18, 1940 (Civil Service). 


Authorizes the Secretary of Interior to appoint the assistant or deputy commissioners of the Bureau 
of Fisheries, the General Land Office, and the Bureau of Indian Affairs under the civil-service laws and 
the Classification Act of 1923. 


. 3812. Mr. Wagner; April 18, 1940 (Education and Labor). 


Designates February each year as the Month of American Music. 


. 3814. Mr. Davis; April 18, 1940 (Military Affairs). 


Provides that all candidates enlisted in the Reserve Officers’ training camps under § 54 of the National 
Defense Act [39 Stat. 194], shall be considered enlisted men and members of the military forces, but not 
entitled to any financial benefits. 


. 3818. Mr. Downey; April 18, 1940 (Civil Service). 


Provides that credit may be given for the purposes of the Civil Service Retirement Act [U. 8. C. 5: 707] 
for service performed by United States citizens under the government of the Philippine Islands after 
October 16, 1916, if the person performing the service was eligible for transfer to the classified service of 
the United States and is not eligible for a pension or annuity from the Philippine government for such 
service. 


. 8820. Mr. Schwellenbach; April 18, 1940 (Military Affairs). 


The minimum limitations prescribed [U. 8. C. 10: 381] upon the number of students in units of the 
R. O. T. C. shall not apply to any unit established at the University of Alaska. 


. 3821. Mr. Slattery; April 22, 1940 (Library). 


Authorizes an appropriation of $75,000 to assist in defraying the expenses of the American Negro 
Exposition at Chicago, July 4-September 2, 1940. 


. 3822. Mr. Hale; April 22, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 


Extends to any port in Maine designated by the State Legislature the benefits of the act of March 4, 
1911 (U. S. C. 34: 1121] which authorizes the Secretary of the Navy to furnish a suitable naval vessel for 
the use of any nautical schools established at specifically named ports, upon the condition that the State 
maintain a nautical school. 
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. 3825. Mr. McNary; April 22, 1940 (Finance). 
Imposes a tax of $20 per pound upon santonin and the salts thereof imported into the United States 
[amending I: R. C. § 2491]. 


. 3826. Mr Gibson (by request); April 22, 1940 (Immigration). 

Prohibits aliens from entering the United States for a period of 10 years from the date of this enactment 
except as visitors for a period not exceeding 6 months, during which period they shall be fingerprinted, 
registered, and report monthly to the Department of Justice. Aliens who have been in this country at 
least three years on the date of enactment, without becoming declarants shall be deported unless they are 
65 years of age or more and have been here at least 20 years and are not likely to become public charges 


. 3827. Mr. Adams; April 22, 1940 (Public Lands and Surveys). 

Authorizes the President to create national recreational areas throughout the United States; adminis- 
tration and regulation of such areas to be by the National Park Service. Nothing in this act shall prevent 
the establishment of Federal projects within the areas, nor shall it deprive any State, etc., of its jurisdic- 
tional rights, without its consent. [Repeals 34 Stat. 225, §§ 2, 4]. 


. 3829. Mr. Truman; April 22, 1940 (Interstate Commerce). 
Provides for the alteration, under the supervision of the Secretary of War, of bridges over navigable 
waters, and the apportionment of the cost of such alterations between the United States and the owners. 
Orders of the Secretary may be reviewed by the circuit court of appeals and the Supreme Court. 


. 3830. Mr. Tydings; April 22, 1940 (District of Columbia). 
Authorizes members of the police or fire departments of the District of Columbia to reside at a distance 
of not more than 12 miles from the nearest boundary line of the District of Columbia (now from the Capitol 
Building). 


. 3831. Mr. Neely; April 22, 1940 (Finance). 
Extends eligibility, subject to limitations of the Economy Act, for emergency officers’ retirement 
benefits to disabled emergency officers of the World War entitled thereto, but who failed to make applica- 
tion within 12 months after May 24, 1928. Benefits are to begin from the date of application. 


. 3833. Mr. George; April 24, 1940 (Finance). 

Enacts or amends laws and regulations affecting war veterans as follows: Prohibits recovery of pay- 
ments from any person by the Veterans’ Administration when recovery would defeat the purpose of 
benefits; removes certain restrictions upon the payment of funeral expenses of veterans; provides trans- 
portation of the body to the place of burial within the United States or a territory, and increases from 1 to 
2 years the time limit for filing for reimbursement; allows the Administrator to apportion pensions, etc., 
for the support of children of a veteran; authorizes hospitalization of citizen veterans temporarily residing 
abroad; prohibits collection by set-off of any benefits payable to veterans, or their dependents or estates; 
increases from $25 to $35 the additional award to World War veterans for the loss of the use of one hand or 
foot, ete.; and authorizes payments to dependents when service-connected disability pension has been 
forfeited by a veteran. 


. 3834. Mr. George (by request); April 24, 1940 (Finance). 
Grants pensions to dependents of a World War veteran who served 90 days and was honorably discharged 
(dying of a non-service-connected disability) as follows: Widow $20, with $8 for the first, $6 for the second, 
and $4 for each additional child; no widow but 1 child $12, 2 children $18, 3 children $24, with $3 for each 
additional child (equally divided); dependent parents $30, dependent parent $20; total compensation to 
widow or children $56. A widow must have married the veteran prior to July 3, 1921, unless a child was 
born of such marriage. 


. 3835. Mr. George (by request); April 24, 1940 (Finance). 
Directs the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs to make no financial payments to any veteran or de- 
pendent of a veteran residing outside the United States or its possessions, except under regulations which 
guarantee receipt and freedom of expenditure of the full amount of the benefits. 


. 3838. Mr. Walsh; April 24, 1940 (Education and Labor). 
Establishes, within the Department of Labor, a Bureau for the Welfare of the Deaf, which shall 
collect statistics, ascertain and create new fields of employment for the deaf, acquaint employers with 
their special capabilities,and cooperate with public and private agencies in their vocational rehabilitation. 


. 3839. Mr. Mead; April 24, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 

The authorization [U. 8S. C. 12: 352a as amended] to Federal Reserve banks to make industrial loans in 
exceptional circumstances is amended: (1) To permit such loans for purposes other than working capital 
and for periods longer than 5 years; (2) to require financing institutions discounting such loans with 
Federal Reserve banks to obligate themselves for 20 (now 10) percent of any loss; (3) to limit the total of 
such loans, discounts, etc., outstanding at any one time to twice the amount paid to the Federal Reserve 
banks (amount paid by such banks for Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation stock); (4) to repeal the 
provision creating industrial advisory committees to investigate and recommend loans; and (5) to provide 
for the payment to the United States of the amount received from the Secretary of the Treasury hereunder 
plus any net income derived from the use of such amount. 


S. 3840. Mr. Mead; April 24, 1940 (Public Lands and Surveys). 
Authorizes $3,500,000 for the establishment of the Adirondack National Recreational Area, New York. 


S. 3841. Mr. Byrnes; April 24, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 
No claim for authorized additional or increased compensation for services by civilian employees of the 
Federal or District of Columbia government between July 1, 1917, and June 30, 1924, shall be considered 
unless presented within 1 year (now 6 morths) from August 10, 1939. 
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. 3843. Mr. Clark of Idaho; April 24, 1940 (Irrigation and Reclamation). 


Directs the Secretary of Agriculture to make an investigation of means and methods to prevent or 
reduce the seepage of water from irrigation canals and to cooperate with irrigation districts in the further- 
ance of such a program, in order to alleviate pressing supplemental water requirements and prevent losses 
caused by lack of a cheap and effective method of canal lining. 


. 8848. Mr. Pepper; April 24, 1940 (Commerce). 
Appropriates $58,000 for the construction of a fish hatchery near Marianna, Jackson County, Florida. 


. 3851. Mr. King; April 24, 1940 (Public Buildings and Grounds). 


Directs the Commissioner of Public Buildings to acquire a site in Delta, Utah, and to erect thereon a 
United States post office at a total cost not to exceed $100,000. 


. 8853. Mr. Minton; April 25, 1940 (Civil Service). 


When a position in the classified civil service is to be filled, the Civil Service Commission shall certify 
to the appointing officer the names of 3 persons who are willing to accept appointment, have the highest 
ratings on the register, and are eligible for appointment under the apportionment provisions. 


8.. 3855. Mr. Bailey; April 25, 1940 (Finance). 


Amends the Social Security Act to provide money payments for needy blind individuals in lieu of the 
present provisions for aid, and provides an additional Federal contribution equal to one-half the total 
sums expended for rehabilitation, ete., of the blind [amending U. 8. C., Sup. V, 42: 1202 (a) (7), 1203 (a), 
1206}. 


. 3858. Mr. Mead; April 25, 1940 (Civil Service). 


Provides a five-day week for Federal employees of the Executive Branch, the Government Printing 
Office, the Botanic Garden, the Library of Congress, and the District of Columbia, except those appointed 
by the President with the advice of the Senate, those in the armed forces, those in the postal service, or 
those specifically exempted by Executive order of the President. 


S. 3859. Mr. Mead; April 25, 1940 (Civil Service). 


Authorizes the President by Executive order to establish a five-day workweek for all or any part of the 
year for all Federal and District employees, except members of the armed forces. 


. 3861. Mr. Clark of Missouri and Mr. Nye; April 25, 1940 (Military Affairs). 


Any officer of the Army, Navy, or Marine Corps who shall make any public statement or speech, or 
publish any article, discussing or relating to international affairs, without submitting a copy to the Secre- 
tary of War or Navy and receiving express approval, shall be tried by a court martial. 


. 3864. Mr. Bailey; April 26, 1940 (Commerce). 


Extends the laws covering the inspection of steam vessels to steam vessels not more than 65 feet in 
length (end to end over deck, excluding sheer) and to vessels propelled by machinery other than steam if 
carrying more than 16 passengers and to such vessels carrying more than 12 passengers on an international 
voyage as defined by the International Convention on the Safety of Life at Sea, 1929 [50 Stat. 1121.] 


$. 3865. Mr. Bailey; April 26, 1940 (Commerce). 


Amends and clarifies certain provisions pertaining to the Coast Guard as follows: Deletes the authori- 
zation for appointing the Engineer in Chief as a Commander (engineering) upon the termination of his 
term, and provides, upon retirement, that the Engineer in Chief and the Assistant Commander shall have 
the rank of rear admiral and the retired pay of a rear admiral (lower half); permits any discontinued sta- 
tion, light, etc., to be reestablished when required by the public interest; repeals certain duties of the 
Secretary of Commerce pertaining to Lighthouses; limits the provision for the retirement of the Lighthouse 
Service to former employees of the Lighthouse Service who met the requirements on June 30, 1939; de- 
fines the term “actual necessary expenses of operation” as applied to reserve vessels placed at the dis- 

sition of the Coast Guard; makes available to reserves the correspondence courses of the Coast Guard 

nstitute; and allows a ration to enlisted men and civilians of lightships and tenders. 


. 8867. Mr. Mead; April 26, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 


Authorizes the Board of Governors of the Federal Reserve System to fix the ratio (between 6 to 1 and 
12 to 1) of deposits to capital, surplus and undivided profits which members of the Federal Reserve or 
Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation shall maintain. 


. 3868. Mr. Burke; April 26, 1940 (Claims). 


Directs the Comptroller General to allow credit in the accounts of disbursing officers for payments 
made in good faith from appropriations available to the Civil Works and the Federal Emergency Relief 
Administrations, if the Commission of Work Projects certifies that such payments appear to have been 
made without fraud or collusion by such officers. 


. 3869. Mr. Hayden; April 26, 1940 (Public Lands and Surveys). 


Provides that 25 percent of all revenues received by national parks, monuments, or reservations shall 
be paid to the States wherein located. 


. 3870. Mr. King; April 26, 1940 (District of Columbia). 


Authorizes the D. C. Commissioners to furnish water free of charge to charitable institutions in the 
District which do not have inmates [amending D. C. Code 20: 1403]. 


. 3871. Mr. Neely; April 26, 1940 (District of Columbia). 


Authorizes the voluntary retirement of District of Columbia school teachers after 30 years’ service, 
provided 20 years thereof was rendered in the District. Permits retirement for disability after 10 years’ 
service in the District (at present—at the age of 45 after 10 years’ service or after 15 years’ service) [amend- 
ing D. C. Code 7: ch. 3). 
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. 3872. Mr. Wheeler; April 26, 1940 (Judiciary). 
Incorporates the Society of American Foresters for the purpose of stimulating and advancing the science, 
standard, and knowledge of forestry in America. 


. 3874. Mr. Burlow; April 29, 1940 (Civil Service). 
In any reduction of civilian personnel, employees shall be released in the inverse order of the length of 
their total Federal service, including service in the armed forces (amending U. 8S. C. 5: 669). 


. 3876. Mr. Barbour; April 29, 1940 (Judiciary). 
Matter tending to incite riot, forgeries or matter of a character fraudulent and scurrilous, tending to 
incite hate against any religious sect or creed or race is declared nonmailable [amending U. 8. C. 18: 334]. 


. 3878. Mr. Wiley; April 30, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 

Authorizes the Federal land banks, with approval of the Governor of the Farm Credit Administration, 
to adjust the mortgage indebtedness of any borrower in default when such adjustment is recommended 
by the national farm loan association through which the loan was made and where it appears that the 
amount of the indebtedness is for any reason excessive and the association would sustain a loss through 
foreclosure [amending U. 8. C. 12: 771). 


. 3879. Mr. Ellender; April 30, 1940 (Agriculture and Forestry). 
Extends the provisions of the Agricultural Marketing Act to moss, including moss which has been 
through the first cleaning process [amending U. 8. C. 12: 1141j (g)]. 


. 3880. Mr. Thomas of Oklahoma (by request); April 30, 1940 (Indian Affairs). 

When the holder of an Indian allotment of lands, or Indian homestead allotment on the public domain, 
dies intestate without heirs, the lands and profits therefrom may escheat to the tribe owning the land 
at the time of allotment or the United States, or be held in trust for such Indians as the Secretary of the 
Interior may designate. 


. 3884. Mr. Sheppard; April 30, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 
Authorizes the Reconstruction Finance Corporation to make loans to, or contracts with, unincorporated 
communities or associations properly authorized by State law to negotiate for such loans or contracts 


. 3885. Mr. Sheppard; April 30, 1940 (Foreign Relations). 

Extends the provisions of the National Stolen Property Act [U. 8. C. 18: 413-419], so as to include any 
property which has been seized in violation of international law, or which has been confiscated, by any 
foreign government. 


. 3886. Mr. Smith; April 30, 1940 (Agriculture and Forestry). 

Amends the Agricultural Adjustment Act of 19388[U.8. C., Sup. V, 7: ch. 35; 16: ch. 3B] as follows: Allows 
redetermination of the normal yield only after there has been a change of 5 percent in the actual 10-year 
average yield; authorizes use of county committees as purchasing agents; makes it clear that the act 
applies to marketing in a processed form; makes it possible to establish normal yields at an earlier date; 
allows a lien on cotton until penalties are collected; provides certain penalties, and increases from 1 to 2 
years the time within which to file for a refund; provides that conservation payments, in case of death, 
shall be made as the Secretary of Agriculture may determine to be fair and reasonable; authorizes the 
Commodity Credit Corporation to loan to the Secretary of Agriculture $50,000,000, to pay county expenses 
from January 1 to June 30, to make grants of aid pursuant to the conservation program, and to make crop 
insurance premium advances; and permits payments to other interested persons on a farm who did not 
apply for an adjustment contract prior to January 6, 1936. 


. 3888. Mr. George; April 30, 1940 (Agriculture and Forestry). ? 

Directs the Secretary of Agriculture to acquire a site, construct and maintain in the State of Georgia a 
laboratory for making diagnostic and other studies with respect to the diseases of domestic animals and 
poultry. 


. 8892. Mr. McNary; May 1, 1940 (Commerce). 
Directs the Secretary of Interior to establish a fish-cultural station at or near Clatskanie on the Clat- 
skanie River, Oreg. 


. 3894. Mr. Barbour; May 1, 1940 (Judiciary). 
Incorporates the Jewish War Veterans of the United States for the purpose of maintaining true alle- 
giance to the United States, fostering true Americanism, combating bigotry, etc. 


. 8895. Mr. Barbour; May 1, 1940 (Finance). 

Amends the Foreign Trade Zones Act by providing that no grant of such a zone shall be made except 
for the development and expedition of the reexport trade of the United States, the manipulation of im- 
ported dutiable goods primarily for reexport, and the custody of nondutiable goods, foreign or domestic, 
when required for mixing with dutiable foreign merchandise. 

The duty upon merchandise sent from a zone into a customs territory shall be either that in effect at 
the time of entry into the zone or entry into the territory, whichever is higher, and merchandise held in 
the zone without manipulation shall be subject to an additional 25 percent duty. Articles may be sent 
from the territory into the zones only for the purpose of mixing with dutiable foreign merchandise. _ 

Places the administration of the act with respect to rates and charges for zone services under the United 
States Maritime Commission and extends the application of the provisions of the Intercoastal Shipping 
_ of +0 Stat. 1425] relating to tariffs, charges, etc., to zone grantees and zone operations [amending 
48 Stat. le 
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. 3899. Mr. Van Nuys; May 1, 1940 (Expenditures in the Executive Departments). 
Authorizes the cost of returning to the United States the remains, families, and effects of employees 
dying abroad. 


. 3900. Mr. Ashurst (by request); May 1, 1940 (Judiciary). 
Repeals requirement that State legislatures must consent before land may be purchased by the United 
States; allows the acceptance of low-value lands with infirmities of title to be removed by condemnation, 
but places a limitation upon the construction of buildings on such lands; authorizes the Attorney General 
to approve title to easements or rights-of-way acquired by the United States. 


. 3902. Mr. Pepper; May 1, 1940 (Finance). 
Amends the old-age provisions of the Social Security Act and the employment tax provisions of the 
Internal Revenue Code to extend the benefits thereof to persons performing services in connection with 
the POL of fruits and vegetables for market [amending U S. C., Sup. V, 42: 409 (1) (4); 26: 
1607 (1) (4)]. 


. 3904. Mr. Mead; May 1, 1940 (Agriculture and Forestry). 

Authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture to establish five regional agricultural research centers for 
investigations and demonstrations in self-sufficing and part-time farming, the application of power-driven 
machinery on the farm and in the home, the organization of rural industrial plants, the preservation of 
plant and animal varieties, and the use of suburban land; and to provide for similar research to be con- 
ducted by State colleges of agriculture. 


. 3905. Mr. Tydings (by request); May 1, 1940 (Territories and Insular Affairs). 
Authorizes the admission to St. Elizabeths Hospital in the District of Columbia of insane persons who 
are permanent residents of the Virgin Islands and citizens of the United States and citizens who are not 
permanent residents but whose legal residence in one of the States cannot be determined. 


. 3906. Mr. Wagner; May 2, 1940 (Interstate Commerce). 

Amends the Railroad Unemployment Insurance Act mainly as follows: makes ineligible employees in 
the service of a local lodge or division of a railway-labor-organization; defines “registration period”’, 
“remuneration”, “‘subsidiary remuneration”, ‘“‘benefit year,” and “base year;’’ adds two brackets of 
unemployment benefit rates of $3.50 and $4 per day, based on annual compensaton of $1,300 and $1,600 or 
over; increases from 80 to 100 the number of days unemployment benefits may be paid; provides a method 
of set-off to recover incorrect or over-payments; revises the method of ascertaining a day of unemployment; 
provides a method of appeal when any claim has been denied upon the basis that the claimant is not a 
qualified employee; allows the Board to encumber the unemployment insurance fund; establishes in the 
Treasury a permanent administrative revolving fund of $1,000,000 for the Railroad Retirement Board; 
provides a classified civil-service status for employees of the Board; and authorizes compensatory time to 
Board employees for overtime. 


8. 3907. Mr. Harrison; May 2, 1940 (Public Lands and Surveys). 
Authorizes the acceptance of donations of lands for the Vicksburg National Military Park, Miss. 


8. 3909. Mr. Walsh; May 2, 1940 (Finance). 
In any case where there has been forwarded to the Veterans’ Administration an amount sufficient to 
reinstate any insurance and the insured has certified that he is in good health, such insurance shall not be 
considered to have lapsed during the period covered by such amount. 


8.3910. Mr. Walsh; May 2, 1940 (Finance). 

Directs the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs to furnish domiciliary, hospital and medical care (irre- 
spective of whether the disability was due to service), burial and funeral expenses, transportation of the 
body, and a flag to drape the casket, to any person who served during the World War on vessels of the 
United States Shipping Board and was honorably separated from such service. 


. 3911. Mr. Walsh; May 2, 1940 (Finance). 
Provides that the limitation on the additional credit against the Federal Unemployment Tax allowed 
under § 1602 (a) 1 of the Internal Revenue Code [U. 8. C., Sup. V, 26: 1602], shall be based on experience 
during 2 (now 3) consecutive years immediately preceding computation date. 


. 8913. Mr. Overton; May 2, 1940 (Commerce). 
Authorizes the making of revisions in the grades of main line Mississippi River levees, between the 
latitude of the Arkansas River and a point 20 levee-miles south of Deer Park, La., and to adjust and 
equalize the unequal freeboards which have resulted or will result from the increased channel capacities. 


. 3914. Mr. Pepper; May 2, 1940 (Education and Labor). 
Authorizes $3,000,000 to enable the Surgeon General to make allotments to the States, etc., upon the 
basis of population, for establishing adequate measures for the prevention, treatment, and control of 
pneumonia, influenza, and the common cold. 


. 3918. Mr. Mead; May 6, 1940 (Commerce). ue 
Authorizes certain improvement work on the East River, N. Y., under supervision of the Chief of 
Engineers, in accordance with H. Doc. No. 554, Seventy-sixth Congress. 


. 3919. Messrs. Hatch and Chavez; May 6, 1940 (Foreign Relations). 
Postpones for 1 year, i. e., from January 3, 1941 to January 3, 1942, the date of the transmission to 
Congress by the United States Coronado Exposition Commission of its statement of expenditures [amend- 
ing 53 Stat. 1048).

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S. 3920. Mr. Wagner; May 6, 1940 (Interstate Commerce). 

Amends the Railroad Unemployment Insurance Act mainly as follows: makes ineligible employees in 
the service of a local lodge or division of a railway-labor-organization; defines ‘‘registration period,” 
“remuneration,” “subsidiary remuneration,’ “benefit year,” and ‘‘base year;’’ sets up an unemployment 
benefit rate schedule ranging from $1.75 to $4 based on annual compensation of $150 to $1,600 or over; 
increases from 80 to 100 the number of days unemployment benefits may be paid; provides a method of 
set-off to recover incorrect or over-payments; revises the method of ascertaining a day or unemploy-

Permanent Disability Insurance Act of 1940. Amends the Federal old-age provisions of the Social 
Security Act so as to provide benefits for persons between the ages of 18 and 64 who have become totally 
and permanently unable to work by reason of illness or injury not arising out of, or in the course of em- 
ployment, and authorizes medical, surgical, institutional, rehabilitation, or other services, if such services 
may aid such individuals to return to gainful work. Limits expenditures for such services between 
January 1, 1942, and June 30, 1943, to $400,000 and thereafter annually to 2 percent of the amount 
expended during the preceding fiscal year for disability benefits [amending U.S. C., Sup. V, 42: Title II). 


S. 3925. Mr. Gurney; May 6, 1940 (Interstate Commerce). 

Amends the Railroad Unemployment Insurance Act mainly as follows: defines “registration period,” 
“remuneration,” ‘‘base year,’”’ and “benefit year’’; sets up an unemployment benefit rate schedule ranging 
from $1.50 to $4, based on annual compensation of $150 to $1,600 or over; provides benefits after 7 days 
of unemployment; revises the method of ascertaining a day of unemployment; reduces the contribution 
rate from 3 to 2 percent when the insurance assets have reached $100,000,000, and to 1 percent when 
the insurance assets have reached $125,000,000; authorizes appropriations from the fund for administrative 
expenses, instead of allowing the fund to be continuously available for such expenses; and transfers annu- 
ally the balance of the unemployment insurance fund in excess of $6,000,000 to the account. 


. 3927. Mr. Bailey; May 6, 1940 (Commerce). 
Provides for the administration of the Washington National Airport by the Civil Aeronautics Authority, 
and empowers the Administrator to lease space appropriate to the operation of the airport. 


. 3928. Mr. Bankhead; May 7, 1940 (Civil Service). 
Provides for optional retirement under the Civil Service Retirement Act after 35 years’ service. 


. 3930. Mr. Lucas; May 7, 1940 (Library). 
Creates a commission of three members to complete the Pioneer Memorial according to the design 
reproduced on the Pioneer Memorial half dollar, and to accept private and public subscriptions therefor. 


. 3931. Mr. Johnson of California and Mr. Hayden; May 7, 1940 (Indian Affairs). 
The title and interest of the Indians in lands within the Fort Mohave and Chemehuevi Reservations 
are granted to the United States for use in the Parker Dam project. 


. 3934. Mr. Brown; May 7, 1940 (Commerce). 
Authorizes Michigan, through its International Bridge Authority, to construct and operate a series of 
toll bridges and causeways across the Saint Marys River, from Sault Sainte Marie, Mich., to the Province 
of Ontario, Canada. 


. 3936. Mr. Sheppard; May 7, 1940 (Judiciary). 
Extends the provisions of the National Stolen Property Act [U. S. C. 18: 413-419], so as to include 
any property which has been seized in violation of international law, or which has been confiscated, by 
any foreign government. 


. 3937. Mr. Barbour; May 7, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 
Extends the authority of the R. F. C. under U. 8. C. 15: 606a, to permit the making of loans on or the 
purchase of the assets of closed building and loan associations. 


. 3938. Mr. Glass; May 7, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 

Authorizes the R. F. C. (upon approval of the Federal Loan Administrator) to purchase at par the 
stock of the Federal home-loan banks owned by the United States, and to make payments to the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury for the partial retirement of its capital stock at par or in payment of dividends; 
such retirement, notwithstanding the provisions of any other act, shall not affect the total amount of 
notes, debentures, etc., which the Corporation may have outstanding. The amount used for the fore- 
going purposes, not exceeding $300,000,000, shall be determined by the Secretary of the Treasury and 
the portion devoted to these different purposes shall be determined by the R. F. C., with the approval 
of the Federal Loan Administrator. Increases from $350,000,000 to $500,000,000 the total commit- 
ments which the R. F. C. may have with railroads, and extends the final maturity date of loans and ad- 
vances by the R. F. C. from January 31, 1945, to January 31, 1955. 

Authorizes national banks to make amortized real estate loans which provide for repayment of 60 
{now 40] percent of the loan within 15 [now 10] years. 


S. 3939. Mr. Bilbo; May 8, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 
Requires the publication within 60 days of approval of this act, of a list of the owners of deposits and 


of the owners of the contents of safe-deposit boxes in insolvent banks, trust companies, etc., in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia.

. 3940. Mr. Schwellenbach; May 8, 1940 (Territories and Insular Affairs). 
Authorizes the town of Sitka, Alaska, to purchase and enlarge certain light, power, and water utilities. 


s. 3941. Mr. Maloney; May 8, 1940 (Agriculture and Forestry). 

Extends the marketing quota provisions of the Agricultural Adjustment Act of 1938 to Connecticut 
Valley shade-grown tobacco; provides that the normal supply thereof shall be a normal year’s domestic 
consumption and exports plus 125 percent thereof; and levies a penalty of 25 cents per pound upon all 
such tobacco marketed in excess of the quota [amending U.S. C., Sup. V, 7: 1301, 1312, 1314]. 


. 3943. Mr. O’Mahoney; May 8, 1940 (Public Lands and Surveys). 

Provides for judicial review, by a circuit court of appeals, of any order of the Secretary of the Interior 
relating to the disposition of any part of the public domain and involving proprietary rights adverse 
to those of the party aggrieved; appeal may be had to the Supreme Court. 


. 3944. Mr. Sheppard; May 8, 1940 (Finance). 

Every veteran who has reached the age of 65 and served in the Spanish War, Philippine Insurrection, 
or Boxer Rebellion, and later served as an emergency World War officer, and whose present physical 
condition is 30-percent service-connected disability, shall be retired with the rank and pay of an emergency 
officer. 


. 3945. Mr. Wiley; May 8, 1940 (Finance). 
Amends the Public Salary Tax Act of 1939 to prohibit the collection after April 12, 1939, of income taxes 
on compensation for personal services as an officer or employee of a State, etc., for any taxable year begin- 
ning prior to January 1, 1939 [amending U. 8. C., Sup. V, 26: 22 note (§ 205)]. 


. 3950. Mr. Chandler and Mr. Thomas of Utah; May 9, 1940 (Education and Labor). 
Authorizes $1,000,000 for the first year and $5,000,000 for each year thereafter for allocation to the 
States, etc., for the maintenance of university extension work in the arts and sciences, in engineering 
and industry, in teacher education, in commerce and business, and in related fields, through the land- 
grant colleges and State universities. 


. 3951. Mr. Barbour; May 9, 1940 (Judiciary). 
Incorporates the Junior Cavalry of America to encourage good horsemanship for boys and girls. 


S. 3955. Mr. Bulow (by request); May 9, 1940 (Civil Service). 

Permits an employee of the Senate who has failed to exercise the option to come under the Retirement 
Act [U. 8. C. 5: ch. 14] to do so within 9 months from the date of enactment; repeals the prerequisite that 
such employee complete 7 years’ service, and repeals certain provisos relative to retirement of disabled 
Senate employees. , 


. 3957. Mr. Pepper; May 9, 1940 (Judiciary). 


Prohibits a district judge from presiding at a trial in which he is related within the third degree in 
consanguinity or affinity to any of the attorneys or counsel of either party, if there is another district 
judge in the district qualified to preside, but allows such disqualification to be waived by stipulation. 


. 3960. Mr. Sheppard; May 9, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Provides that the highest grade in the Medical Administrative Corps, Army Reserve, be advanced from 
captain to colonel. 


. 3968. Mr. Shipstead; May 13, 1940 (Agriculture and Forestry). 
Authorizes $3,155,000 to enable the Secretary of Agriculture to purchase for national-forest purposes 
- any owned lands within the Superior National Forest and the Kabetogama and Grant Portage 
urchase Units. 


. 3970. Mr. Clark of Missouri; May 13, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

No person shall be appointed a cadet at the Military Academy or a midshipman at the Naval Academy 
by a Member of Congress unless such person was for 2 years an actual and bona fide resident of the 
district, etc., of such Member of Congress. 


. 3971. Mr. Ashurst (by request); May 13, 1940 (Judiciary). 

Extends the prohibitions of the Criminal Code against setting fire to timber, etc., on the public domain 
to timber, etc., on Indian lands or in national parks or forests and increases the imprisonment therefor 
from 2 to 5 years and extends the prohibitions against failure to extinguish fires, etc., to national parks 
and forests [amending U. 8. C. 18: 106, 107]. 


. 3974. Mr. Johnson of Colorado; May 13, 1940 (Expenditures in the Executive Departments). 

The provisions of the act of June 25, 1910, requiring advertising for bids in the purchase of Government 
supplies and services shall not be construed as requiring such advertising with respect to transportation 
services when they can be procured from any common carrier lawfully operating in the territory where 
the services are to be performed [amending U. S. C. 41: 5]. 


. 3977. Mr. Townsend; May 14, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 

Makes it unlawful to acquire any gold coin or bullion unless shown to the satisfaction of the Secretary 
of the Treasury that it was not acquired as the result of the invasion, by the armed forces of a foreign 
state, of another foreign state. 


. 3979. Mr. Chandler; May 14, 1940 (Judiciary). 
Provides that after July 1, 1940, storekeeper-gaugers shall be rated not less than CAF-6. 
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. 3980. Mr. Gillette; May 14, 1940 (Finance). 
Provides that no tax shall be imposed upon spirits stolen from common or contract motor carriers 
{amending U. 8. C., Sup. V, 26: 2901 (ce)]. 


. 3981. Mr. Lundeen; May 14, 1940 (Finance). 

Grants pensions to de pendents of a World War veteran who served 90 days and was honorably dis- 
charged (dying of a non-service-connected disability) as follows: Widow $20, with $8 for the first, $6 for 
the second, and $4 for each additional child; no widow but 1 child $12, 2 children $18, 3 children $24 
with $3 for each additiona) child (equally divided); dependent parents $30, dependent parent $20; total 
compensation to widow or children $56. A widow must have married the veteran prior to July 3, 1921, 
unless a child was born of such marriage. 


. 3982. Mr. Sheppard; May 14, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Authorizes $15,000,000 for the construction, rehabilitation, and installation of utilities and buildings 
at certain military posts. 


. 3983. Mr. Sheppard; May 14, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Authorizes the adoption of the Johnson semiautomatic rifle, caliber .30, as the standard arm of the 
military and naval forces, to be known as the United States semiautomatic rifle, M2, caliber .30. 


. 3985. Mr. Brown (by request); May 14, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 

Amends the Securities Act of 1933 and the National Bankruptcy Act mainly as follows: (1) Securities 
Act of 1933— eliminates from the definition of “sale’”’ or “sell” all attempts or offers to sell or otherwise 
dispose of, or solicitations to buy, any securities; defines “qualified issuer’’ as corporations which among 
other qualifications, have securities registered under this act and the Securities Exchange Act oi 1934; 
authorizes the Commission to require registration statements to be brought up to date where the securities 
proposed to be sold thereunder have not been so sold within 12 months ot its effective date; provides 
procedural changes with respect to the effective date of incomplete or amended registration statements; 
permits damages to te recovered, in suits on false registration statements knowingly made, to the extent 
of the difference tetween the price at which the securities were offered to the public and their worth at the 
time of such offering; (2) National Bankruptcy Act—-exempts securities issued by receivers, ete., author- 
ized by the court under § 516 (2) hereof and securities issued pursuant to a plan in exchange for securities 
of, or claims against the debtor, from the prohibitions er to interstate commerce and the mails 
under § 5 5 of the Securities Act of 1933 [amending U. 8. C. 15: ch. 2A; U.S. C., Sup. V, 11: 665). 


. 3987. Mr. Pepper; May 14, 1940 (Library). 

Establishes a Youth Reference Service in the Library of Congress to turnish bibliographical, research, 
and reference assistance with respect to the needs, problems, interests, activities, and attitudes of young 
people. 


. 38988. Mr. Pepper; May 14, 1940 (Immigration). 
Includes female ministers, teachers, and professors within the definition of “non quota immigrant” 
as used in the Immigration Act of 1924 [amending U. 8. C. 8: 204]. 


3990. Mr. Tydings; May 15, 1940 (Judiciary). 
Transfers and reenacis the exact language of § 518, title IV, of the Tariff Act of 1930 (which continues 
the United States Customs Court) into the Judicial Code of the United States [amending U.S. C. 19: 1518] 


. 3991. Mr. Walsh; May 15, 1940 (Agriculture and Forestry). 
Authorizes the transfer of tools and equipment on the New England hurricane damage project to the 
various New England States for continuance of said work and for forest-fire protection. 


S. 3993. Mr. King; May 15, 1940 (District of Columbia). 


Provides that Federal or District Government employees called upon to serve as witnesses in court on 
behalf of either Government shall not be paid wifness fees, put such service shall be without loss of salary 
or leave. 


3997. Mr. Reynolds; May 16, 1940 (Finance). 
Authorizes the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs to grant domiciliary care, medical and hospital 
treatment to veterans who received such care or treatment prior to enactment of the Economy Act of 
March 19, 1933. 


. 3998. Mr. Byrnes; May 20, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 
Increases the aggregate amount of obligations which the Commodity Credit Corporation may incur 
from $900,000,000 to $1,400,000,000 [amending 53 Stat. 510). 


. 4003. Mr. Bone (by request); May 20, 1940 (Commerce). 

Authorizes an appropriation to assist in defraying the expenses of the Columbia River International 
<xposition, during 1942, celebrating the 100th anniversary of the discovery of the Columbia River and 
the completion of the Bonneville and Grand Coulee hydroelectric projects. 


. 4004. Mr. Mead; May 20, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Authorizes the Secretary of War to provide for the marking, care, and maintenance of the Mount of 
Victory plot in the Cypress Hills National Cemetery, in Brooklyn, 'N. Y 


5. 4005. Mr. Sheppard; May 20, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Provides that 90 percent of the Air Corps officers and all commanders of flying units shall be qualified 
as pilots of service types of aircraft. Authorizes officers detailed for training and duty as aircraft observers 
to be designated as flying officers for pay purposes. 
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. 4006. Mr. Johnson of California; May 20, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 
Increases from $100,000 to $1,000,000 the aggregate amount of an issue of securities offered to the 
public which may be exempt from the provisions of the Securities Act of 1933 [amending U. 8. C. 15: 77c]. 


3. 4007. Messrs. Johnson of California, Ashurst, Hayden and Downey; May 20, 1940 (Agriculture and Forestry). 
Extends the application of the Agricultural Adjustment Act of 1938 to lettuce and melons by providing 
for quotas, allotments, referenda, etc. [amending U. 8. C., Sup. V, 7: ch. 35]. 


s. 4008. Mr. Murray (and 10 others); May 20, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Authorizes the R. F. C. to make loans to individuals, etc. engaged in the development of ledges, veins, 
etc. containing any strategic or critical mineral, or other metallic or nonmetallic mineral (the present 
authorization U. 8. C., Sup. V, 15: 606d is limited to gold, silver, and tin). 


. 4009. Mr. Sheppard; May 20, 1940 (Education and Labor). 

Amends the act of June 20, 1936, which provides added opportunities for the blind as follows: The 
exclusive privilege to sell merchandise in Federal buildings shall be granted to blind persons; if a State 
agency that licenses blind persons having vending stands ceases to exist or fails to comply with certain 
terms, the Commissioner of Education may make provisions for the supervision of the blind vending 
stands under its supervision until another agency is designated; changes the definition of a blind person 
and defines Federal buildings; authorizes allotments annually to the States on the basis of population for 
the establishment of blind persons in vending stands, such funds to be distributed to States having 
approved plans and matching the Federal contribution dollar for dollar. 


. 4010. Mr. King; May 20, 1940 (Public Buildings and Grounds). 
Directs the Commissioner of Public Buildings, under the supervision of the Federal Works Adminis- 
trator, to acquire a site and to erect thereon a United States post office at Fillmore, Utah, at a cost not 
to exceed $100,000. 


S. 4013. Messrs. McCarran and Ashurst; May 20, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Empowers the R. F. C. to make Class C mining loans to owners and operators of mines of strategic 
metals or minerals essential to the national defense, in sums not to exceed $5,000 to any one borrower. 
All limitations upon the R. F. C. to grant loans upon certain classes of mineral properties are removed. 
Provides for issuance of silver certificates against the seigniorage deducted under act of July 6, 1939, to 
the amount required to make such loans. 


s. 4014. Mr. Gurney; May 20, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Authorizes a separate commission for the Army Air Corps for the purpose of inducting on a commis- 
sioned statute Reserve officers who are serving on extended active duty with the Air Corps, who are not 
eligible through age or physical waiver for a Regular commission, and who are graduates of the Air Corps 


Training Center. Such commission to comprise the grades of junior flight, flight, and senior flight 
officers, with the pay and allowances of second lieutenant, first lieutenant, and captain, Air Corps, re- 
spectively; but senior flight officers after 17 years’ service will receive the pay privileges of a major, Air 
Corps. All flight officers are given constructive credit toward retirement for all service in the Air Corps 
after graduation from the Air Corps Training Center, and may be retired when they can no longer be 
reasonably expected to pass the physical examination for flight duty. 


. 4017. Mr. Nye; May 21, 1940 (Finance). 
War veterans, who were not dishonorably discharged, shall be entitled to out-patient treatment for non- 


service-connected disabilities. 


5. 4018. Mr. Nye; May 21, 1940 (Post Offices and Post Roads). 
Directs the Postmaster General to prepare and issue 3-cent postage stamps in commemoration of the 
9 years of continuous defaulting on the part of certain European goveruments in making payments on their 
indebtedness to the United States. 


. 4022. Mr. Lundeen; May 21, 1940 (Interstate Commerce). 
Creates a Department of Air Service to promote, develop, and regulate the navigation of the air, and 
transfers to it the Army Air Corps, the Naval Flying Corps and Bureau of Aeronautics, the Bureau of 

Air Commerce, and the military and naval air stations. 


8. 4024. Mr. Walsh; May 21, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 
Authorizes (1) the construction and maintenance of 10,000 naval airplanes and 48 nonrigid airships, 
(2) the training of 16,000 naval aviators and enlisted pilots, and (3) the establishinent, development, or 
increase of naval aviation facilities to a worth of $124,132,000. 


8. 4025. Mr. Sheppard; May 22, 1940 (Military Affairs). } a, 

Authorizes the Secretary of War to construct facilities out of national-defense appropriations for 1941, 
for the manufacture, maintenance, or storage of military equipment, munitions, and supplies, and for 
shelter. Suspends the limitations on (a) expenditures on individual projects, (b) the number of flying 
cadets, (c) the number and rank of Reserve Air Corps officers ordered to extended active duty, (d) the 
strength of officers and men assigned to any particular branch of the Army, (e) the number of serviceable 
airplanes, airships, and balloons which may be equipped and maintained, and (f) employment of additional 
personnel. Authorizes the President to use $66,000,000 and to enter into contracts for $66,000,000 for 


emergencies affecting the national security and defense. 
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. 4026. Mr. Walsh; May 22, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 

Consolidates the Bureau of Construction and Repair and the Bureau of Engineering, of the Navy 
Department, into one bureau to be known as the Bureau of Ships. Provides for an Under Secretary of 
the Navy, who shall succeed to the duties of the Secretary of the Navy during his absence or disability. 
The Chief of Naval Operations shall be charged with coordinating the industrial activities of the naval 
shore establishment. 


. 4027. Mr. Walsh; May 22, 1940 (Naval Affairs). al 

Transfers the officers of the Construction Corps of the Navy to the line of the Navy as additional 
numbers and designates such officers for engineering duty. Provides for the adjustment of the status in 
the line of the officers so transferred, and for convening engineering selection boards for the promotion 
or retirement of such officers under the act of June 23, 1938 [52 Stat. 946). 


. 4033. Mr. Holman; May 23, 1940 (Commerce). 
Authorizes the Secretary of the Treasury to establish a Coast Guard air station in the vicinity of 
Astoria, Oreg. 


. 4034. Mr. Maloney; May 23, 1940 (Agriculture and Forestry). : : 

Amends subsection 15 of § 301 (b) of the Agricultural Adjustment Act of 1938 [U. 8. C., Sup. V, 7: 
1301 (b) (15)], which defines tobacco by placing cigar-filler tobacco, type 41, on a par with cigar-filler, 
types 42—46. 


. 4035. Mr. Mead; May 23, 1940 (Commerce). : ‘ 
Authorizes improvement works at Oswego Harbor, N. Y., in accordance with plans recommended in 
H. Doc. No. 96, 76th Cong. 


. 4036. Mr. Mead; May 23, 1940 (Commerce). , ; 
Authorizes improvement works at Cape Vincent Harbor, New York, in accordance with plans recom- 
mended in H. Doc. No. 363, 76th Cong. 


. 4038. Mr. Bridges; May 24, 1940 (Immigration). ’ f ; ; 
Prohibits aliens residing in the United States or its Territories from bearing, owning, leasing, concealing, 
buying, or selling arms, ammunition, implements of war, etc. 


. 4039. Mr. Hayden (and 12 others); May 24, 1940 (Irrigation and Reclamation). 

Boulder Canyon Project Adjustment Act—Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to charge for 
electrical energy generated at Boulder Dam in order to meet the cost of operation, maintenance, and 
replacements of the project during the period June 1, 1937, and May 31, 1987, and to repay construction 
cost with interest to the Treasury. 


. 4041. Mr. McCarran; May 24, 1940 (Education and Labor). 

Establishes a Division of Aviation Education within the Office of Education of the Federal Security 
Agency, to conduct research in, furnish information about, cooperate with public institutions with respect 
to, stimulate interest in aviation education, etc. Authorizes the Commissioner to appoint an advisory 
committee of 15 members containing representatives of certain specifically named aviation organizations, 
to give advice with respect to developing programs of education. 


. 4043. Mr. Lee; May 24, 1940 (Education and Labor). 

Authorizes $15,000,000 for 4 years to assist the States, etc., in the development of programs for adult 
civie education, removal of illiteracy, naturalization education, and public affairs forums. Federal 
funds shall be matched with 25 percent of State funds. 


. 4045. Mr. Barkley; May 27, 1940 (Publie Lands and Surveys). 2 
Authorizes the Secretary of interior to accept donations of land for the purpose of developing an entrance 
road to the Mammoth Cave National Park. 


. 4047. Mr. Ellender; May 27, 1940 (Public Lands and Surveys). ; 
Establishes the Tensas Swamp Nationa) Park in Louisiana, to consist of not exceeding 60,000 acres. 


S. 4050. Mr. Clark of Missouri; May 27, 1940 (Military Affairs). 


National Defense Reorganization Act—Establishes a Department oi National Defense by transfer of 
the War and Navy Departments, and creates new offices of Secretary of National Defense, and Under 
Secretaries of the Navy, War, and Air Force. Establishes the Air Force as a separate branch. All 
orders, rules, regulations, and other privileges made or issued in the War and Navy Departments shall 
continue in effect until modified, superseded, or repealed. All unexpended appropriations in War and 
Navy Departments shall be treated as if the National Defense Department had been names in the laws 
making the appropriations. Act to take effect when Secretary of National Defense has taken office. 


. 4053. Mr. Smith; May 28, 1940 (Finance). : : 
Requires every individual in making an income tax return to indicate under oath the location of his 
domicile and place of residence [amending I. R. C. 51 (a)]. 


. 4054. Mr. Mead; May 28, 1940 (Post Offices and Post Roads). ; 

Requires substitute positions in the motor-vehicle service of the Postal Service to be filled by classified 
employees compensated as substitute driver-mechanics and resulting vacancies to be filled by the pro- 
motion of substitute garagemen-drivers. 


. 4055. Mr. King; May 28, 1940 (Public Buildings and Grounds). 
Authorizes $75,000 for the erection of a post-office building at Manti, Utah, 
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. 4056. Mr. Schwellentach; May 28, 1940 (Irrigation and Reclamation). 
Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to maintain and operate the fish hatcheries built or to be built 
at the Grand Coulee Dam project or to contract therefor with State or other Federal agencies. 


35. 4057. Mr. Sheppard; May 28, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Authorizes $3,500,000 for the acquisition of additional land for the establishment, enlargement, and 
essential improvement of certain military reservations, posts and facilities. 


. 4059. Mr. Connally; May 28, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Provides for military instruction and training for enrollees of the Civilian Conservation Corps. 


. 4061. Mr. Hughes; May 29, 1940 (Commerce). 
Extends the jurisdiction of the Civil Aeronautics Authority over autogiro shuttle air-mail services; 
repeals the provision which authorizes the Postmaster General to provide such service. 


. 4062. Mr. Bridges; May 29, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Establishes a National Home Defense Force as auxiliary troops for the national defense, composed of 
war veterans, C. C. C. enrollees, and male civilians between 17 and 21, and over 36. The force shall 
receive instruction in military tactics, etc., and be utilized in the construction, repair, and maintenance of 
buildings, fortifications, and equipment and perform other duties at military posts, etc. Enlistments 
shall be for 2 years, and allotments of pay to dependents shall be required. Insofar as practicable, veterans 
shal] be instructors. 


. 4064. Mr. McNary; May 29, 1940 (Public Lands and Surveys). 
Provides for the establishment of the Oregon Coast National Park within an area of not to exceed 
30,000 acres in Oregon. 


. 4065. Mr. Maloney; May 29, 1940 (Commerce). 
Directs the Secretary of War to proceed with the improvement of the main harbor at New Haven, Conn., 
in accordance with H. Doc. No. 307, 76th Cong. 


. 4066. Mr. McCarran; May 29, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Provides for the establishment of a fortified military post, including antiaircraft units and airplanes, 
for the adequate protection of Boulder Dam against injury or destruction. 


. 4067. Mr. Lucas; May 29, 1940 (Patents). ° 
The power of the Commissioner to withhold the publication of an invention affecting the national defense 
or safety during wartime is extended to permit such withholding at any time. 


. 4070. Messrs. Wheeler and Schwartz; May 29, 1940 (Interstate Commerce). 

Any individual engaged, by a carrier, in the mining of coal, the preparation of coal, the handling (other 
than movement by rail with standard railroad locomotives) of coal not beyond the mine tipple, or the 
loading of coal at the tiple shall receive the benefits of the Social Security Act (Title VIII) and Federal 
Insurance Contributions Act instead of the benefits of the Railroad Retirement and Railroad Unem- 
ployment Insurance Acts. 


. 4071. Mr. Lee; May 30, 1940 (Immigration). 

Directs the Secretary of War to establish such number of observation posts as may be necessary to have 
the entire length of the Mexican border within clear view by day and by night to prevent illegal entry 
of aliens from Mexico by land or airplane. 


. 4074. Mr. Mead; May 31, 1940 (Post Offices and Post Roads). 
Places postmasters at fourth-class post offices on an annual-salary basis of from $72 to $1,100 based on 
gross postal receipts of less than $50 to less than $1,500. Provides allowances for rent, fuel, light, and 
equipment. 


. 4075. Mr. McCarran; May 31, 1940 (Commerce). 
Extends the jurisdiction of the Civil Aeronautics Authority over autogiro shuttle air-mail services; 
repeals the provision which authorizes the Postmaster General to provide such service. 


. 4076. Mr. McKellar; May 31, 1940 (Post Offices and Post Roads). 

Authorizes the Postmaster General to establish postal agencies at such foreign seaports or airports as in 
his judgment will best promote the efficiency of the foreign mail service [amending U. 8. C. 39: 672 which 
specifically names certain ports]. 

Repeals U. S. C. 39: 674 which provides for establishment of postal agencies in China and Japan. 


. 4078. Mr. Minton (by request); May 31, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Authorizes $200,000 for the construction of an aviation school at Indianapolis, Indiana, for the purpose 
of training Negro citizens to become aviators in the Army, Navy, and other governmental departments. 
Upon graduation they shall be duly admitted into the United States Aviation Corps, and eligible for 
admission into the Regular Aviation Corps. 


. 4079. Mr. Bridges; May 31, 1940 (Public Buildings and Grounds). . 
Directs the Federal Works Administrator to dispose of certain specifically described land in Woodsville, 
New Hampshire, and to build a United States Post Office on certain other land therein.

S. 4082. Mr. Downey; June 3, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Authorizes $35,000,000,000 for the fiscal years 1941-46 to be expended jointly by the Secretaries of 
War and Navy for national defense; $1,500,000,000 for the fiscal years 1941-45 to be expended by the 
Secretary of Commerce for purchasing, developing, etc., strategic war materials; and $2,500,000,000 for 
the fiscal years 1941-45 to be expended jointly by the Secretaries of State and Commerce in constructing 
a highway from the United States to the Panama Canal subject to the consent of the nations involved.

. 4086. Mr. Radcliffe; June 3, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Authorizes the Interstate Commerce Commission to regulate the interstate shipment of fireworks 
defined by it as dangerous for use by the general public [amending U. 8. C. 18; 383). 


. 4088. Mr. Johnson of California; June 4, 1940 (Civil Service). 
Extends the provisions of the Civil Service Retirement Act to permanent Chinese, Japanese, and 
Hindu citizen interpreters in the Immigration and Naturalization Service [amending U. 8. C. 5: 693). 


5. 4089. Mr. Johnson of California; June 4, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 
etired pay of Navy and Marine Corps officers upon completion of recall to active duty shall be in- 
creased at the rate of 2% percent multiplied by the number of years of additional service. 


. 4093. Mr. Mead; June 4, 1940 (Finance). 

Exempts from the provisions of the Railroad Retirement Act of 1937 any carrier owned and operated 
by any State or municipality or by any agency thereof if the employees of such carrier are subject to the 
provisions of a compulsory State retirement plan, the benefits of which are determined upon an actuarial 
basis. 


. 4095. Mr. Wagner; June 4, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 

Amendments to the Federal Home Loan Bank Act, the Home Owners’ Loan Act, and title IV of the 
National Housing Act are made as follows: (1) To permit home-loan banks to accept from members a 
mortgage as collateral for an advance of not exceeding 50 percent of the unpaid balance of such mortgages 
or 40 percent of the value of the underlying real estate; (2) to prohibit home-loan banks from accepting a 
mortgage as collateral for an advance if it has more than 25 years to run or exceeds $50,000; (3) to permit 
the Secretary of the Treasury to purchase debentures of the Federal home-loan banks and the Federal 


Savings and Loan Insurance Corporation as public-debt transactions in amounts not greater than three 
times the aggregate outstanding capital stock, reserves, and surplus of the banks or the corporation; 
(4) to provide procedures to enable both the Federal Home Loan Bank Board and the Federal Savings 
and Loan Insurance Corporation to issue complaints, hold hearings, ‘take testimony, issue orders, etc., 
in the enforcement of their respective rights, orders, etc.; (5) to extend the criminal provisions protecting 
Federal home-loan banks to members thereof and to the Federal Savings and Loan Insurance Corporation; 
(6) to empower the Board to authorize the larger Federal savings and loan associations in the larger cities 
to lend up to an additional 15 percent of their assets but not to exceed $50,000 per loan, however associa- 
tions with less than $500,000 [sic.] in assets may not make loans in excess of 10 percent of its share capital 
or $5,000 whichever is greater; (7) to permit Federal associations to invest in securities which are legal 
investments for fiduciary and trust funds; (8) to permit a Federal association to reconvert to a State 
association and to provide that conversion from State association to Federal association shall not contra- 
vene State laws; (9) to relieve the Federal Savings and Loan Insurance Corporation from payment of a 
cumulative 3 percent dividend to the Home Owners’ Loan Corporation on its Government capital and to 
require payment of a 3 percent noncumulative dividend after a 5 percent reserve has been established; 
(10) to extend the Federal tax exemption now or hereafter applicable to Federal Savings and Loan Asso- 
ciations to State savings and loan, ete., associations; (11) to reduce the insurance premium from one- 
eighth to one-twelfth of 1 percent; and (12) to remove certain provisions with respect to the termination 
of the insurance of an association, by requiring the continuation of insurance for 2 years and the giving 
of an equitable notice of termination. 


. 4096. Mr. White; June 4, 1940 (Interstate Commerce). 
Amends the Motor Carrier Act of 1935 to extend to freight forwarders the application of its provisions 
with respect to rates, tariffs, bills of lading, unlawful operation, etc. [amends U. 8. C., supp. V, 49: ch. 8] 


. 4097. Mr. Pittman; June 4, 1940 (Foreign Relations). 

Provides that it shall be the duty of diplomatic officers, as well as consular officers to take possession 
and dispose of the personal estate left by any citizen of the United States at the time of his death within 
the officer’s jurisdiction, and to become conservator thereof, insofar as the laws of the foreign country 
permit.

. 4113. Messrs. Andrews and Pepper; June 6, 1940 (Judiciary). 
sions Amends the provisions of the Bankruptey Act [U. 8. C., supp. V, 11: ch. 9] dealing with the composition 
h. 8] of the indebtedness of local taxing agencies as follows: (1) Extends their application to counties and 
. parishes [§ 401]; (2) eliminates the provision authorizing apportionment among the parties of fees and ex- 
; penses in preparing plans, etc. [§ 403 (b)]; (3) requires determination, prior to the conclusion of the 
SS1ON hearing, by the judge as to whether or not a profit could accrue to any party, and a dismissal of the pro- 
‘ithin ceedings upon an affirmative finding [§ 403 (e)]; and (4) continues the jurisdiction of the courts over com- 
intry positions of local taxing agencies for 2 years, i. e., until June 30, 1942 [§ 404]. 


8. 4114. Mr. King; June 6, 1940 (District of Columbia). 
Fixes the boundary line between the State of Virginia and the District of Columbia as the present mean 
»CCSS- high-water mark of the Potomac on the Virginia shore and provides that when the shore line is altered by 
artificial fills, erosion, etc., the boundary shall follow the new mean high-water mark. 


S. 4115. Mr. McKellar; June 10, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
‘men, Colonels in the Officers’ Reserve Corps transferred to the inactive reserve who, for 10 years prior to such 
transfer, have held certificates of capacity for promotion to the grade of brigadier general shall have such 
rank in the inactive reserve. 
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. 4116. Mr. Bulow (by request); June 10, 1940 (Civil Service). 
Provides for the appointment of postmasters who are not residents of the delivery zone of the post office, 
but who reside in the surrounding or adjacent area. 


. 4117. Mr. Bilbo; June 10, 1940 (Finance). 
Includes service in the Students’ Army Training Corps in computing adjusted service credit to which 
veterans are entitled [amending U. 8. C. 38: 602 (c)]. 


. 4119. Mr. Bilbo; June 10, 1940 (Public Lands and Surveys). 
Provides for the transfer of certain lands in the DeSoto National Forest to Camp Shelby State Military 
Reservation, Miss., upon request of the Secretary of War. 


. 4121. Mr. Clark of Missouri; June 10, 1940 (Interoceanic Canals). 

Authorizes the Secretary of War to set aside within the Canal Zone an area in which the natural features 
shall be left in their natural state, including the flora and fauna, for scientific observation and investiga- 
tion. Creates a board of seven directors to determine the policy, establish and maintain laboratories, etc.; 
authorizes $10,000 annually. 


. 4122. Mr. Tydings; June 10, 1940 (District of Columbia). 

Provides educational opportunities for children (in the District of Columbia) of soldiers, sailors, and 
marines who have died since or may hereafter die as a result of World War service, as well as for those 
who lost their lives during the World War [48 Stat. 1125]. The authority to appropriate funds, which 
expire in 1943, is made permanent. 


. 4125. Messrs. Truman, Hatch, Gillette, and Mead; June 11, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 

Farm Credit Act of 1940—Provides, commencing July 1, 1940, for a semiannual adjustment of interest 
on national farm-loan associations or Federal land-bank loans so that the rate shall be the average rate 
on Federal land-bank bonds outstanding plus 1% percent for administrative expenses, the whole adjusted 
to the nearest lower multiple of one-tenth of 1 percent; but not to exceed 3'4 percent for the period up to 
July 1, 1945. No reimbursement, payments to Federal land banks for amount lost by interest reduction 
shall be made with respect to any period after June 30, 1946. Reduces the interest rate on outstanding 
Land Bank Commissioner loans from 4 to 34 percent for interest payable between June 30, 1940, and July 
1, 1946. 

Directs the Federal Farm Mortgage Corporation to surrender to the Land Bank Commissioner all farm- 
loan bonds held by it and to receive in exchange consolidated farm-loan bonds of an equal face amount, 
the yield on which shall not exceed one-fourth of 1 percent of the yield of similar bonds of the Corporation 
sold on the open market. 

Provides for the payment of semiannual dividends by Federal land banks to national farm-loan asso- 
ciations equal to 75 percent of the amount by which the average rate of interest received on loans made 
through such associations over the average rate of interest accrued on the outstanding bonds of the bank 
exceeds 1% percent. 

Authorizes Federal Reserve banks to make 12-month loans to Federal] land banks on their promissory 
notes secured by consolidated farm-loan bonds. 

Permits the Federal Farm Mortgage Corporation to purchase or make loans upon consolidated farm- 
loan bonds and to make loans to Federal land and joint-stock land banks on real-estate mortgages, provided 
the outstanding loans to joint-stock land banks do not exceed $10,000,000 in the aggregate at any one time. 

Establishes a Federal Farm Credit Commission of five members appointed by the President with the 
advice of the Senate and transfers thereto the functions and personnel of the Farm Credit Administration 
and the Federal Farm Mortgage Corporation. 


3. 4129. Mr. Capper; June 12, 1940 (Commerce). 
Authorizes the construction of cut-offs at the Liberty Bend of the Missouri River in accordance with 
House Document 722, Seventy-sixth Congress. 


. 4130. Mr. Hayden; June 12, 1940 (Public Lands and Surveys). 
Establishes the Coronado International Monument, in Arizona, in commemoration of the explorations 
of Francisco Vasquez de Coronado. 


8. 4131. Mr. Sheppard; June 12, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

National Industrial Defense Corps Act of 1940—Provides for the creation, during the continuance of 
wars abroad or when the President calls out extra military or naval forces, of the National Industrial 
Defense Corps, composed of employees engaged in national-defense industries, to guard and protect 
against subversive and unlawful activities. Unit organization applications are to be filed with the corps 
area commander wherein the plant, factory, etc., is located. Enlistment shall be voluntary, and limited 
to citizens 21 or older. Industries having units shall be assessed fees payable to the Internal Revenue 
Department. 

The employees who enlist shall have the right to bear arms; however, enlistment shall not carry any 
remuneration nor shall it exempt members from the selective draft law. 


S. 4132. Mr. Reynolds; June 12, 1940 (Judiciary). 
Prohibits the advocacy of doctrines that existing forms of constitutional government should be over- 
thrown by force or violence or by unlawful means, or by assassination of officials of the Government of the 
United States or the several States. 


S. 4133. Mr. O’Mahoney; June 12, 1940 (Judiciary). 
Amends the Bankruptcy Act with respect to arrangements, corporate reorganizations, etc., by limiting 
the decrease in the basis of any particular property (other than money) for income-tax adjustment pur- 
poses, to the fair-markct value of the property [amending U. 8. C., supp. V, 11: 670, 796, 922). 
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. 4137. Mr. McKellar; June 13, 1940 (Post Offices and Post Roads). 

Provides a simplified method for the settlement of accounts in all cases where the United States is re- 
quired by the Civil Aeronautics Act of 1938 [U. S. C., supp. V, 49: 401] to collect compensation, on ac- 
count of air carriers, from foreign countries for the carriage of their mails by air, by authorizing the Post- 
master General to set off balances due, ete. 


. 4138. Mr. Downey; June 14, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Creates as a reserve component of the Regular Army a Home Defense Organized Reserve to be volun- 
tarily composed of men over 35 years of age. The Reserve shall be limited in size to 1,000,000 men and 
shall be called to active service only in times of national emergency. Enlistment shall not exempt mem- 
bers from constription in any other branch of the Regular Army. 


. 4140. Mr. Thomas of Utah; June 15, 1940 (Public Lands and Surveys). 
Permits certain conservation functions transferred to the Secretary of the Interior pursuant to Reor- 
ganization Plan [V to be exercised by him either on departmental lands or lands adjacent thereto. 


. 4141. Mr. Connally; June 15, 1940 (Finance). 

War Emergeney Act—Upon declaration by Congress that war exists creating a grave national emer- 
gency, the following acts (titles) shall become effective. 

Title I—War Revenue Act—Imposes a normal income tax on individuals at the rate of 10 percent, and 
a surtax at rates ranging from 6 percent to 80 percent, the maximum applying on income in excess of 
$50,000; nonresident alien individuals will be taxed 20 percent. Personal exemptions are fixed at $800 
for single persons, $1,600 for married persons, and $250 for dependents. The rate of tax on corporations 
with income less than $25,000 is increased by 2 percent, while the rate on those with incomes in excess of 
$25,000 is increased by 3 percent. 

Title I1—Industrial Management Act—The President may require registration of persons engaged in 
managing or controlling industry, subject them to War Department control and may if necessary draft 
them for service in the War Department. 

Title If1[—War Resources Control Act—The President may regulate the production and distribution 
of commodities, fix prices, quotas, priorities, etc., close or regulate commodity exchanges, etc. 

Title [V—War Securities Exchange Control Act—-The President may close any or all securities ex- 
changes, and prevent public or private sale of securities. 

Title V—War Finance Control Act—Creates the War Finance Control Commission with power to 
regulate new issues of securities. Appropriates $500,000,000 to a revolving fund for making loans to indus- 
tries with inadequate plant, ete. 


8. 4143. Mr. Walsh; June 17, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 


Increases by 399,600 tons the authorized composition of the Navy in under-age vessels as established 
by the acts of May 17, 1938 [52 Stat. 401] and June 15, 1940 [Public, No. 629, 76th Cong.], making the 
increase in category as follows: Aircraft carriers, 79,500 tons; cruisers, 198,000 tons; destroyers, 80,100 
tons; and submarines, 42,000 tons. 

Authorizes an appropriation of not to exceed $50,000,000 for essential equipment. and facilities at either 
private or naval establishments for building or equipping any ships authorized. 


§. 4145. Mr. Sheppard; June 17, 1940 (Military Affairs). 


Establishes a Diesel Engine Aircraft Division in the War Department. 


8. 4146. Mr. McCarran; June 17, 1940 (Commerce). 


Civil Airport Act of 1940—Provides for a $25,000,000 annual appropriation to aid State and local 
governments in the construction and development of civil airports. 


8. 4149. Mr. Russell; June 18, 1940 (Immigration). 


Amends the Immigration Act [U. S. C. 8: 215] so as to require resident foreign governmental officials 
to maintain their status as such or to depart. 


. 4152. Mr. Smith; June 19, 1940 (Agriculture and Forestry). i 
Authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture to make analyses of fiber properties, spinning tests, ete., of the 
quality of cotton samples submitted by cotton breeders and others (amending U. 8. C., supp. V, 7: ch. 19}. 


. 4155. Mr. Mead; June 19, 1940 (Commerce). a 
Requires all carrier pilots to be members of the Air Line Pilots’ Reserve unless excused by the Civil 
Aeronautics Authority. Thirty days’ training is required annually. 


. 4157. Mr. Hatch; June 19, 1940 (Privileges and Elections). 


Makes it unlawful for any officer of election to refuse to count, certify, etc., the vote of any lawful voter 
or to give effect to any false vote, certificate, report, etc. Also makes it unlawful for any person (1) to 
prevent a voter from voting, (2) to maintain or procure the registration of false names upon the election 
rolls, (3) to compel or induce any officer of election to receive the vote of an unqualified voter or to make a 
false count, report, ete., (4) to obstruct, hinder, etc., any officer of election in the lawful discharge of his 
duties, or (5) to impersonate a voter at any election. Violation shall be punishable by a fine not to exceed 
$5,000 and/or imprisonment not to exceed 10 years. 


. 4161. Mr. King; June 19, 1940 (District of Columbia). 

Amends the inheritance and estate tax provisions of the District of Columbia Revenue Act [D. C. Code, 
supp. V, 20: 969-969aa] by providing that the situs for tax purposes of intangible property within the 
District not used for business shall be deemed to be the domicile of the owner. Such property held in 
trust shall not be deemed located in the District solely because the trustee is domiciled therein. The 
property of alien decedents is excepted herefrom. 
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S. 4162. Mr. Mead; June 19, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 

Prohibits the Home Owners’ Loan Corporation from taking any deficiency judgiments in connection 
with foreclosures except in Arizona, California, Idaho, Illinois, lowa, Kansas, Montana, Nevada, Utah, 
Washington, or Wyoming. Requires all such judgments heretofore taken to be marked satisfied and 
those taken in the States enumerated to be so marked at the end of the period of redemption of the fore- 
closed property. 

Directs the Corporation before instituting foreclosure to appoint a board of three residents of the locality 
in which the property is located to determine if sueh proceedings should be instituted. 


S. 4164. Mr. Burke; June 20, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Selective Training and Service Act of 1940—Requires all male citizens and aliens between 18 and 69 
to register for military and naval service with the Selective Training Service. Those between 21 and 45, not 
within an exempted class, shall be liable for service in the military and naval force; those between 18 and 21 
and 45 and 65 shall be liable for service in home-defense units. Those selected by lot for military service, 
during peacetime, shall serve for 8 consecutive months after which they shall become members of the 
Enlisted Reserve Corps; those seeking exemption must appear before local boards for the determination 
of requests. Individuals violating or aiding in the violation of this act shall be subject to imprisonment 
not to exceed 5 years and/or to a fine not to exceed $10,000, or if subject to military law to court martial, 


. 4165. Mr Walsh; June 20, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 
Provides for the construction of a graving drydock, large enough for the largest naval ships built or 
building, in New York Harbor in cooperation with the Port of New York Authority. 


. 4167. Mr. Wheeler; June 20, 1940 (Irrigation and Reclamation). 

Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to construct water conservation and utilization projects in 
the Great Plains and arid areas of the United States. Construction costs shall be limited to $1,000,000 
per unit; amounts charged to irrigation shall be met through payments by water users on contracts which 
shall not exceed 40 annualinstallments. The Secretary of Agriculture is authorized to cooperate with the 
Secretary of the Interior in effective rehabilitation and stabilization programs in connection with these 
projects. 

. 4170. Mr. Sheppard; June 21, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Authorizes the Secretary of War to accept donations of land for military or other public purposes. 


. 4171. Mr. Wheeler; June 21, 1940 (Agriculture and Forestry). 
Establishes the Fort Peck National Recreational Area in the State of Montana out of lands now re- 
served in connection with the Fort Peck Dam and Reservoir and other adjacent lands. 


1174. Mr. Magner; June 22, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 
Authorizes the Federal Reserve banks to open accounts for foreign banks or states for the purposes of 


open-market operations [amending U. 8. C. 12: 358]. 

Provides that when war or insurrection exists in a foreign state, or when the United States restricts 
trading in the property or credits of a foreign state, the Federal Reserve banks shall be discharged from 
all liability for the credits or property of such states held by them upon the payment, delivery, etc. thereof 
to the person certified for receipt by the duly accredited representative of such state [amending U. S. C. 
12: 632]. 


. 4175. Mr Sheppard; July 1, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Amends § 61 of the National Defense Act so as to permit States to organize military units not a part of 
the National Guard [U. 8. C. 32: 194]. 


. 4179. Mr. Walsh; July 3, 1940 (Education and Labor). 

National Physical Fitness Institute Act—Creates the Nationa) Physical Fitness Institute to conduct 
research with respect: to physical fitness tests, to methods of cooperating with agencies engaged in medi- 
eal and health work, to training specialists, to conservation and increase of physical fitness, to organiza- 
tions and industries providing physical-fitness services for their members and employees, and to govern- 
mental programs designed to conserve and increase the physical fitness of their officers and employees. 


. 4181. Mr. Schwellenbach; July 3, 1940 (Education and Labor). 

Amends the National Housing Act with respect to mortgage insurance [U. 8. C., supp. V, 12: 1713] so 
that a building in a town of 3,000 or less inhabitants shall be considered designed principally for residential 
use if not more than 40 percent of the gross estimated income from such building will be derived from the 
business portion. 


. 4182. Mr. Schwellenbach; July 3, 1940 (Post Offices and Post Roads). 
When required by the Postmaster General, any air carrier engaged in the transportation of mail in 
Alaska shall, in addition to air mail on which postage shall have been paid, transport other classes of mail 
bearing the appropriate postage for its respective class. 


. 4184. Mr. Andrews; July 5, 1940 (Finance). 
Permits credit against the employment tax under I. R. C. 1600 et seq. for the taxable year 1939 for 
contributions to a State unemployment fund if such contributions are paid prior to January 31, 1941, but 
if paid after the last day for filing a return under the act (January 31, 1940), the credit shall not exceed 90 
percent. 


. 4189. Mr. Neely; July 8, 1940 (Commerce). 

Authorizes $10,000,000 for the Maritime Commission to recondition, as rapidly as possible, certain 
vessels in order that they be sold or chartered pursuant to § 2 of Public Resolution No. 74, Seventy-sixth 
Congress. Reconditioned vessels not so disposed of are to be operated by the Commission for the purpose 
of carrying American commodities to foreign ports. 
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. 4191. Mr. Clark of Idaho; July 8, 1940 (Irrigation and Reclamation). 


Authorizes $1,500,000 for each of the 1941-50 fiscal years for use by the Secretary of Agriculture in 
preventing water seepage from irrigation canals and in assisting irrigation districts and canal companies 
in the furtherance of such a program. 


. 4192. Mr. Mead; July 8, 1940 (Commerce). 


Authorizes the construction of flood-control works on the Oswego Watershed, N. Y. 


5. 4194. Mr. Downey; July 9, 1940 (Immigration) 


Provides for the issuance of immigration visas to British, French, Dutch, Belgian, Norwegian, Finnish, 
Danish, and Polish children without regard to any existing law. 


. 4195. Mr. Downey; July 9, 1940 (Military Affairs). 


Authorizes the President with the cooperation of the War Department and the R. F. C. to construct 
and maintain a system of supersafety highways together with accompanying air fields and military bases. 


3. 4196. Mr. Walsh; July 9, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 


Establishes the overtime rate of compensation at time and one-half for certain field employees of the 
Navy Department and the Coast Guard. 


. 4198. Mr. Davis; July 10, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 


Amends § 203 of the National Housing Act so as to permit the payment, out of the National Mortgage 
Insurance Fund, of installments owed by mortgagors called into military or naval service during a national 
emergency, upon agreements by mortgagor to reimburse the fund. 


. 4199. Mr. Barbour; July 10, 1940 (Military Affairs). 


Increases to 6 the number of West Point cadets allowed to each Member of Congress. 


. 4200. Mr Barbour; July 10, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 


Increases to 6 the number of midshipmen allowed to each Meimber of Congress. 


. 4201. Mr. McCarran; July 10, 1940 (Judiciary). 


Extends the term of office for the district judge, district attorney, and marshal of the Canal Zone from 
4 to 8 years [amending C. Z. C., title 7, § 42). 


. 4202. Mr. Lodge; July 10, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Increases the size of the Regular Army to 750,000 men. Such increase is to be met by registering 
all men between 21 and 25 years of age. The President is then authorized to select by lot the number 
desired to meet the increase. 

Active duty is to be limited to 1 year, after which, service in the Organized Reserves is required until"45. 


. 4203. Mr. Sheppard; July 22, 1940 (Military Affairs). 


Authorizes the President, while the United States is at peace, to assign retired personnel of the Regular 
Army to active duty with their consent, and while the United States is at War, to assign such personnel 
to active duty without their consent. 


. 4204. Mr. Glass (for Mr. Wagner); July 22, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 


Authorizes the Export-Import Bank of Washington, upon written request of the Federal Loan Admin- 
istrator with the approval of the President and subject to such conditions and limitations set forth in the 
request or approval, to make loans to any country of the Western Hemisphere or its agencies or nationals. 

The Reconstruction Finance Corporation is authorized to supply not exceeding $500,000,000 to such 
bank for these loans. The authorized outstanding obligations of the Reconstruction Finance Corporation 
and of the Export-Import Bank are both increased to permit the foregoing financing. 

The life of the Export-Import Bank is extended from June 30, 1941, to January 22, 1947. 


. 4205. Mr. Glass; July 24, 1940 (Foreign Relations). 


Authorizes the transportation of refugee children not over 12 years of age in American vessels proceeding 
under safe conduct granted by all States named in the proclamations issued under section 1 (a) of the 
Neutrality Act of 1939. Such vessels must be in ballast, unarmed, not under convoy, and properly 
marked as refugee-child rescue ships of the United States [amending U. 8. C., Supp. V, 22: 245j-3]. 


. 4206. Mr. Thomas of Oklahoma; July 25, 1940 (Indian Affairs). 


Creates the Indian Claims Commission for the purpose of investigating the claims against the United 
States of any Indian, tribe, band, or other communal group of American Indians residing within the 
United States or Alaska, and of determining all facts relating thereto. 


. 4207. Mr. Sheppard; July 25, 1940 (Military Affairs). 


Authorizes the appointment of an officer of the Regular Army to a higher temporary grade, in a national 
emergency determined by the President, without vacating his permanent appointment [amending 48 Stat. 
161, § 20). 


. 4208. Mr. Sheppard; July 25, 1940 (Military Affairs). 


Until June 30, 1942, unless the Congress should otherwise provide, per annum employees of the War 
Department, its field services, and the Panama Canal Zone shall receive time and one-half for hours in 
excess of 40 per week and may receive pay at regular rate for any vacation time they forego. 


. 4213. Mr. Lee, July 25, 1940 (Military Affairs). 


Provides that the President shall set up a plan for drafting the use of money according to each indi- 
vidual’s ability to lend. Such a plan shall not permit profits, high interest rates, or tax exemptions. 
The same penalties shall apply for noncompliance to the draft of money as apply for noncompliance to 
the draft of men. 
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S. 4214. Mr. Lee; July 25, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

When the President determines that it is necessary to draft manpower, he shall determine the ability 
of each citizen and resident alien to lend money to the United States. Then as it becomes necessary for 
the United States to borrow to equip and maintain its military and naval forces, each citizen and resident 
alien shall purchase the amount of bonds designated as his share, under penalty of a $10,000 fine and/or 


imprisonment for 5 years. 







S. 4218. Mr. Tydings (by request); July 29, 1940 (Insular Affairs). 

Provides that the Virgin Islands may share in the benefits of the Act of February 23, 1917 [39 Stat. 929], 
dealing with Federal aid to the States for vocational education, by authorizing an appropriation of $40,000 
to be allotted to the Islands for the fiscal year 1941. The Islands shall be required to match 50 percent 
of the allotment until June 30, 1945, with an annual increase of 10 percent, reaching 100 percent in 1950. 

The Act of June 2, 1920 [41 Stat. 735], providing for the vocational rehabilitation of persons disabled in 
industry is also extended to the Islands by authorizing an annual appropriation of $10,000 for a period of 
5 years commencing July 1, 1940. 


S. 4219. Mr. MeNary; July 29, 1940 (Commerce). 
Authorizes the prosecution of flood-protection works on the Walla Walla River and tributaries in 


Oregon and Washington in accordance with House Document No. 719, 76th Congress, 3d Session. 












S. 4220. Mr. Barkley; July 29, 1940 (Public Lands and Surveys). 
Authorizes $250,000 to enable the Secretary of the Interior to acquire lands, etc., for the completion of 


the Mammoth Cave National Park, Ky. 







§S.4223. Mr. Reynolds; July 29, 1940 (Judiciary). 
Makes unlawful the transmission in interstate commerce by mail, radio, telegraph, telephone, or other 
means, of matter in furtherance of an activity or conspiracy tending to subvert or change the form of 
government of the United States or a State from the republican form guaranteed by the Constitution. 








S. 4224. Mr. Sheppard; July 30, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
In time of war or a national emergency declared by Congress, examinations (except physical) for pro- 
motion of officers of the Medical, Dental, and Veterinary Corps in the Regular Army may be waived. 







S. 4225. Mr. McCarran; July 30, 1940 (Commerce). 
Enacts into public law the provisions of the Aviation Salvage at Sea Convention, regarding the salvage 


of and the saving of life from aircraft at sea. 







. 4230. Mr. Sheppard; August 1, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 
Amends the Federal Credit Union Act mainly as follows: (1) Limits subscriber charter costs to $25; 
(2) permits shares to be issued in joint tenancy; (3) prohibits consideration of payments on shares for the 
purpose of calculation of monthly dividends unless received before the 5th of the month; and (4) subjects 
to fine and/or imprisonment officers or employees of Federal Credit Unions who are found guilty of em- 


bezzlement, theft, etc., of union funds or pledges.

. 4234. Mr. Thomas of Oklahoma; August 1, 1940 (Indian Affairs). 
Creates the Indian Claims Commission for the purpose of investigating the claims against the United 
States of any Indian, tribe, band, or other communal group of American Indians residing within the 
United States or Alaska, and of determining all facts relating thereto. Findings of law are subject to 
review by the Court of Claims. 


. 4244. Mr. Walsh; August 6, 1940 (Finance). 

Amends the World War Veterans’ Act of 1924 [43 Stat. 607], by providing that all the commissioned and 
warrant officers of the armed forces of the United States may secure government life insurance notwith- 
standing the 120-day limitation, provided application is filed therefor within 6 months of the publication 
of premium rates hereunder by the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs.

. 4245. Mr. Walsh; August 6, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 
Authorizes the Secretary of the Navy to establish naval hospitals at the naval air station at Jackson- 
ville, Fla. and San Juan, P. R., and the submarine base, Coco Solo, C. Z., the naval station, Guantanamo 


Bay, Cuba, and the Marine Barracks, Quantico, Va.

. 4246. Mr. Walsh; August 6, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 
Authorizes the appointment of commissioned warrant, warrant officers, and enlisted men of the Regular 
Navy and enlisted men of the Fleet Reserve as commissioned or warrant officers in the Naval Reserve, 







S. 4247. Mr. Walsh; August 6, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 
Amends the Naval Appropriation Act of 1941 [Public, No. 588, 76th Cong., 3d Sess.], by repealing the 
limitation upon the use of the appropriation for the expenses of a naval district containing an active navy 
yard, training station, or operating base unless the commandant of the district is also the commandant 


of one of such establishments. 











. 4252. Mr. Vandenberg; August 8, 1940 (Judiciary). 

Amends the Federal antitrust acts of July 2, 1890, and October 15, 1914(U. 8S. C. 15: 4, 25, 26], by author- 
izing the district attorneys to institute civil and criminal proceedings on their own initiative for violations 
of the acts. Further amends the act of October 15, 1914 [§ 25] by providing that where the violation is 
the result of the acquisition of stock, etc., of a corporation the court shall order a complete divestiture 
thereof, but its judgment shall not authorize a continuation of the acts of monopoly subject to the control 
of the Attorney General nor permit him to nominate or to appoint any officers or personnel of a corporation 
or exercise a veto power over such appointments. Amends the 1914 act [§ 26] to authorize States and 
political subdivisions to sue for injunctive relief and provides that bonds required for such relief shall not 
be set so high as to deprive the plaintiff of relief. 
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. 4254. Mr. Walsh; August 8, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Navy to detail annually 15 civilian emplovees of the Naval Establish- 
ment to various institutions for scientific education and research. 


. 4260. Mr. MeNary; August 12, 1940 (Military Affairs). 


Provides that applicants for appointment in the Army Air Corps under the Act of August 5, 1940 
[U. 8. C. 10: 292 b-3] who were found qualified by examination in the fiscal year 1940 but failed of 
appointment during that vear because of insufficient vacancies, may be appointed during 1941 and 1942 in 
addition to the number authorized for appointment for those years. 


. 4261. Mr. Hill; August 12, 1940 (Military Affairs). 


Authorizes the President in the interest of national defense to requisition military equipment, muni- 
tions, supplies, ete., request for the exportation of which has been denied under the provisions of the 
Act of July 2, 1940, Public, No. 703 (to expedite the national defense). The owner of such articles shall 
be paid such sums as the President shall deem fair and just, and, if unwilling to accept such amount, he 
shall be paid 50 percent thereof and shall be entitled to sue the United States for an additional amount, 


. 4263. Mr. Clark of Missouri; August 12, 1940 (Immigration). 


Directs the deportation of aliens, eligible for citizenship, who have been in the United States for 5 
years and who have not, within a period of 7 years prior to enactment of this act, filed a declaration of 
intention or who do not so file within 6 months thereafter. 


. 4267. Mr. Tydings; August 14, 1940 (Library). 


Authorizes the Twenty-ninth Division Association, American Expeditionary Forces to erect a suitable 
memorial to its dead in the public grounds of the United States in the District of Columbia. 


. 4268. Mr. Schwellenbach; August 14, 1940 (Commerce). 


Authorizes the prosecution of flood-protection works on the Walla Walla River and tributaries in 
Oregon and Washington in accordance with House Document No. 719, 76th Congress, 3d Session. 


. 4269. Mr. Wagner; August 14, 1940 (Finance). 


Provides that the old-age and survivors’ insurance provision of the Social Security Act shall be extended 
to all agricultural and domestic workers, State employees, non-civil-service employees of the Federal 
Government and employees of nonprofit, religious, charitable, and educational institutions except ordained 
ministers and members of religious orders performing duties in such order. 

Extends the coverage for the unemployment compensation provision to non-civil-service employees of 
the Federal Government, nonprofit institutions, and enterprises employing fewer than 8 employees. 

Increases the amount of Federal aid for old-age assistance payments to poorer States by changing from 
a flat to a variable basis predicated upon the ratio of the per capita income of the United States to the 
per capita of the State, but in no event in excess of three-fourths of the total expended by the State. 


. 4270. Mr. Overton; August 14, 1940 (Military Affairs). 


Reenacts most of the provisions of the 1918 act of the same name. Among other things it insures 
adequate legal representation for defendants absent in military service; authorizes opening of judgments 
entered against persons in military service so as to allow meritorious defenses; provides for stay of actions 
or proceedings where either conduct or defense is materially affected by absence in military service; 
restricts eviction during period of military service, if rent is not over $80 per month; prohibits the rescind- 
ing of installment contracts except by court action; prevents the lapse of insurance (to a total of $5,000) 
for nonpayment of premiums during military service; and restricts tax sales of property occupied by 
dependents of persons in military service. 


. 4271. Mr. Walsh; August 14, 1940 (Naval Affairs) - 


Authorizes the President until September 1, 1940, to appoint to the Naval Academy those competitive 
and alternate candidates designated for admission during 1940 who were mentally qualified but were not 
accepted for reasons other than physical disqualification. 


S. 4272. Mr. Walsh; August 14, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 


Increases the authorized strength of the Naval Reserve Officers’ Training Corps from 2,400 to 7,200 
{amending U.S. C., Sup. V, 34: 821]. 


. 4274. Mr. Sheppard; August 14, 1940 (Commerce). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Treasury to order retired commissioned and warrant officers of the 
Coast Guard to active duty during a national emergency under U. 8. C. 14: 164 and 34: 423. Such 
retired personnel may at any time be so ordered with their consent. 


. 4275. Mr. Sheppard; August 14, 1940 (Military Affairs). 


Provides that for each Army mine planter in service or under construction there shall be one master, 
one first mate, one second mate, one chief engineer, one assistant engineer, and one second assistant 
engineer, all of whom shall be warrant officers. 


. 4277. Mr. Sheppard; August 15, 1940 (Military Affairs). 


Inventors who have been ordered by the Commissioner of Patents to keep their inventions secret 
and persons with Government contracts to manufacture such inventions may testify before the Senate 
or House Military Affairs Committees. The Commissioner in connection with such orders and the 
Department heads using such inventions shall make detailed reports to the Committees, and the Com- 
mittees may reveal any matters in such reports at appropriate times 
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. 4279. Mr. Johnson of Colorado; August 19, 1940 (Interstate Commerce). 
Amends U. 8. C., Supp. V, 49: 304 (1) and (2) to cover specifically all employees of common and con- 
tract carriers by motor vehicles in the regulations of the Interstate Commerce Commission with respect 
to qualifications and maximum hours of service. 


. 4281. Mr. Hatch; August 19, 1940 (Privileges and Elections). 
The provisions of the Hatch Act are amended to extend them to all elections, general, special, and 
primary. Only contributions by national political committees of national political parties to State or 
local political committees of their own party are exempt from the $5,000 limitation. 


. 4290. Mr. Pittman; August 21, 1940 (Education and Labor). 
Lessees whose operations of mining property are not under the control of the lessors shall not be con- 
sidered employees under the Fair Labor Standards Act. 


S. 4292. Mr. Mead; August 22, 1940 (Education and Labor). 

Authorizes an appropriation of $2,000,000 for the fiscal year 1941 and for each of the next 3 fiscal years 
to enable the Office of Education to aid the States in making surveys to provide adequately for emer- 
gency vocational training for defense and in the preparation of plans for a permanent vocational training 
program. Such appropriations shall be allotted to the States on the ratio that the total school population 
of each State between 5 and 19 years of age bears to the total school population of the United States in 
that age group. 


. 4296. Mr. Clark of Missouri; August 23, 1940 (Agriculture and Forestry). 
Directs the Secretary of Agriculture to establish and maintain a cotton classing office in the State of 
Missouri under the act of April 13, 1940 [50 Stat. 62]. 


. 4297. Mr. Sheppard; August 23, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Iixtends the application of the anti-sabotage act of April 20, 1918 [40 Stat. 533], to national defense 
material, premises, and utilities; makes it an offense to injure or destroy any national defense material, 
premises, and utilities, or to manufacture any defective material with intent to obstruct the United 
States in strengthening its national defense during a period of national emergency declared by the 
President. 


. 4298. Mr. Chavez; August 23, 1940 (Public Lands and Surveys). 
In the case of lands not within any known geological structure of a productive oil or gas field, the 
Secretary of the Interior shall waive the rentals in oil and gas leases issued subsequent to August 21, 1935, 
for the first and second [now second and third] lease vears [amending Public, No. 726 of the 76th Cong.] 


. 4299. Mr. Overton; August 23, 1940 (Commerce). 

Authorizes the United States Maritime Commission to furnish one suitable vessel (vessel to be supplied 
by the Navy and the Coast Guard) each to the States of New York, Massachusetts, Pennsylvania, and 
California, for the benefit of their respective nautical schools. The Commission is further authorized 
to construct 4 vessels to replace the vessels supplied hereunder. Increases the maximum Federal annual 
contribution to State nautical schools from $25,000 to $50,000 [amending U. S. C. 34: 1122]. Provides 
that as a condition to such aid the school must conform to standards prescribed by the Commission, and, 
to receive more than $25,000, must admit residents of other States. 


S. 4801. Mr. Walsh; August 24, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 

Naval Reserve Officers Training Corps graduates commissioned in the Naval Reserve shall be eligible 
for appointment to commissioned rank in the line of the Regular Navy in such numbers as deemed neces- 
sary by the President. Such appointees shall be less than 26 years of age and shall have completed at 
least 1 year’s continuous active duty on ship board before appointment. 


8S. 4303. Mr. Clark of Missouri; August 26, 1940 (Commerce). 
Authorizes the construction of dams and reservoirs at Bull Shoals and Table Rock, on the White 
River, Arkansas and Missouri respectively in accordance with the report of the Chief of Engineers on 
August 7, 1940, to the House Flood Control Committee. 


S. 4305. Mr. Gibson; August 27, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Authorizes the President to designate with its consent, one nonsectarian military college in each corps 
area as a military college of the United States. The Secretary of War shall determine the course of 
instruction, detail officers and provide equipment for the purpose of qualifying graduates thereof to be 
commissioned officers in the Regular Army. 


S. 4310. Mr. Lee; August 28, 1940 (Education and Labor). 

Authorizes an appropriation of $2,000,000 for the fiscal year 1941 and for each of the next three fiscal 
years to enable the Office of Education to aid the States in making surveys to provide adequately for 
emergency vocational training for defense and in the preparation of plans for a permanent vocational 
training program. Such appropriations shall be allotted to the States on the ratio that the total school 
population of each State between 5 and 19 years of age bears to the total school population of the United 
States in that age group. 


S. 4311. Mr. Bankhead; August 28, 1940 (Agriculture and Forestry). 
Amends the Agriculture Adjustment Act of 1938 [U. S. C., supp. V, 7: 1301 (b) (18) (E), so as to require] 
the determination of farm normal yields for corn, wheat, and cotton on the basis of the same period of 
years used in the determination of county normal yields of such commodities. 
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. 4313. Mr. Hill; August 29, 1940 (Agriculture and Forestry). 


Authorizes the Tennessee Valley Authority, in the name of the United States, to convey or lease any 
real property in the possession or control of the Corporation or to transfer such property to any other 
department, agency or instrumentality of the United States. No land shall be conveyed or leased upon 
which there is located a dam or a power, fertilizer or munitions plant, except that munitions plants may 
be transferred to the War Department. Conveyances or leases for terms exceeding 20 years must be 
approved by the President [amending U. 8. C., supp. V, 16: 831e (k)]. 


. 4314. Mr. Hill; August 29, 1940 (Finance). 


Kix-servicemen with a tuberculosis diseases of compensable degree who have been hospitalized for 2 
years and who, in the judgment of the Director, will not reach a condition of arrest by further hospitali- 
zation may be discharged from hospitalization and rated as permanently totally disabled. 


. 4316. Mr. Bailey; August 29, 1940 (Commerce). 


Repeals the provisions of law [U. 8. C. 46: 686, 687] providing for the issuance of citizenship certificates 
to American seamen, and voids all such certificates heretofore issued. 


. 4318. Mr. Andrews; August 29, 1940 (Military Affairs). 


Widows (who have not remarried) of officers or enlisted men who died between July 15, 1919, and 
December 17, 1919, while on the active list of the Army or on active duty if retired from wounds or disease 
contracted subsequent to July 15, 1919, not the result of their own misconduct, shall receive the benefits 
of the act of December 17, 1919 [41 Stat. 367] (payment of 6 months’ pay) to the same extent as widows 
of such men who died subsequent to December 17, 1919. 


. 4320. Mr. Byrd; August 30, 1940 (Military Affairs). 


Persons who have filed claims under the War Minerals Relief Act of March 2, 1919 [40 Stat. 1272], 
with respect to which the Secretary of Interior has rendered a decision under the act of May 18, 1936 
[49 Stat. 1355] may obtain a review thereof by petition to a United States District Court within 1 year 
of the decision or the enactment of this act whichever is later. The findings of fact by the Secretary 
shall be final if supported by substantial evidence. If the decision of the Secretary is affirmed the costs 
shall be assessed against the claimant but if otherwise, against the United States. 


. 4325. Mr. Sheppard; September 5, 1940 (Military Affairs). 


Provides that no Army officer on the active list shall be detailed for recruiting duty if officers on the 
retired list can be secured who are competent for such duty. Provides further that retired officers below 
the rank of Brigadier General and retired warrant officers and enlisted men shall receive full pay and allow- 
ances when on active duty [amending U. 8. C. 10: 386]. 


. 4326. Mr. Sheppard; September 5, 1940 (Military Affairs). 


Provides that enlisted men of the“armed forces and the Coast Guard shall be continued in the service 
beyond their enlistment period while suffering from service-connected disease or injury for the purpose 
of medical care and hospitalization. Such men shall receive full pay and allowances and shall be dis- 
charged on recovery. 


. 4328. Mr. Barbour; September 5, 1940 (Education and Labor). 


Employers having contracts with the United States for the manufacture of supplies or equipment 
shall not discriminate against an applicant for employment because of his physical disability, if he has 
successfully completed a course of vocational training directed or financed by an United States agency 
and has been certified as competent for work. In case of a dispute between agency and employer as to 
competency of the employee, such employee shall be given a test by the employer in the presence of a 
representative of the agency and if again certified as competent, the employer’s failure to hire applicant 
subjects him to a fine of $1,000. 


. 4330. Mr. Barbour; September 6, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 


The Home Owners Loan Corporation shall not foreclose on any property occupied by a family in 
which a member who has contributed to its support for 6 months has been drafted, if the mortgagor pays 
interest, taxes, and assessments. 


. 4334. Mr. Andrews; September 9, 1940 (Judiciary). 


Provides that extraditions may be had on informations filed by prosecuting officers [amending U. S. C. 
18: 662). 


. 4338. Mr. Thomas of Oklahoma; September 10, 1940 (Indian Affairs). 


The limitation to 2 years as the term of enrollment in the Civilian Conservation Corps is amended to 
exempt Indians therefrom [amending U. 8. C., supp. V, 16: 584 g). 


. 4340. Mr. Barkley; September 10, 1940 (Judiciary). 


Amends the provisions of law prohibiting the assignment of claims against the Government or interests 
in Government contracts [U. 8. C. 31: 203 and 41: 15], to permit assignments to a bank, trust company, 
or a financing institution in cases where moneys are due under a contract providing for payments aggre- 
gating $3,000 or more. 


. 4341. Mr. Bailey; September 10, 1940 (Commerce). 
Suspends, during the national emergency declared by the President on September 8, 1939, or until 
June 30, 1942, unless otherwise provided by Congress, all laws ee more than 8 hours labor per 


day for persons engaged upon work covered by United States Maritime Commission contracts for the 
construction, alteration, or repair of vessels; however at least time and one half shall be paid for overtime 
and this act shall not affect adversely contracts between management and labor in shipyards which are 
more favorable to labor than its provisions. Authorizes the Ocemmission to modify existing contracts 
to expedite the national defense.

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S. 4343. Mr. Pepper; September 11, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Authorizes the President with the advice of the Senate, to appoint as commissioned officers in the 
armed forces, graduates of the Military and Naval academies who were honorably separated from the 
service after at least 2 and 3 years’ service respectively since graduation but who have not been separated 
for more than 10 years. 


S. 4344. Mr. Wagner; September 12, 1940 (Education and Labor). 

In any contract for a loan and annual contributions, the authority may retain such rights and remedies, 
including the withholding or postponing of payments; may define the conditions upon which it will exer- 
cise any right or remedy reserved; may make covenants necessary to assure fulfillment of the purposes of 
the act; may require the public housing agency to sell to it at a prescribed price; and may assume out- 
standing obligations and make annual contributions for the project. 

Authorizes National Banking Associations to deal in or purchase obligations of public housing agencies 
(as defined by the United States Housing Act) if they are secured by a pledge of payments under an an- 
nual-contributions contract between such agency and the United States Housing Authority [amending 
U. 8. C., supp. V, 12: 24). 


S. 4345. Mr. Mead; September 12, 1940 (Foreign Relations). 
Amends the Neutrality Act of 1939 to permit the transportation by American vessels of mail, passengers, 
or materials to any port in the Western Hemisphere if such transportation is necessary for the construc- 


tion, operation, or maintenance of naval or air bases acquired or leased by the United States [amending 
U. S. C., supp. V, 22: 245j-1). 


S. 4347. Mr. Sheppard; September 13, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Retired Army personnel ordered to active duty under the act of August 27, 1940, Public Res. No. 96, 
Seventy-sixth Congress, shall be restored to active duty with the same rank which they had on the 
retired list. 


S. 4349. Mr. Thomas of Oklahoma; September 14, 1940 (Indian Affairs). 
Creates the Indian Claims Commission for the purpose of investigating the claims against the United 
States of any Indian, tribe, band, or other communal group of American Indians residing within the United 
States or Alaska, and of determining all facts relating thereto. Findings of law are subject to review by 
the Court of Claims. 


S. 4350. Mr. Walsh; September 14, 1940 (Commerce). 
Authorizes the United States Maritime Commission to make construction loans on fishing vessels with- 


out regard to tonnage or speed on payment by the applicant of 124 per centum of the cost [amending 
U. 8. C., supp. V, 46: 1159]. 


S. 4352. Mr. Taft; September 18, 1940 (Post Offices and Post Roads). 


Permits franking of the absentee ballots of the officers and enlisted men in the armed forces of the United 
States. 


S. 4353. Mr. George; September 18, 1940 (Finance). 

Provides that no check drawn against funds of the United States shall be sent for delivery in a foreign 
country in cases where the Secretary of the Treasury determines conditions to be such that there is no 
reasonable assurance that the payee will actually receive it or be able to negotiate it for full value. Such 
checks are to be deposited in the Treasury in a special account. In the case of Veterans’ Administration 
checks, the excess over $1,000 in an individual payee’s account (except insurance checks) shall be covered 
into the Treasury as miscellaneous receipts. 

Payment of amounts in special deposit shall be made only after the claimant has established his right 
and the Secretary is satisfied that there is reasonable assurance he will actually receive the check and be 
able to negotiate it for full value. 

This act shall extend to checks withheld under Executive Order No. 8389 of April 10, 1940, as well as 
to all checks withheld by administrative action, which action is hereby ratified and confirmed. 


S. 4354. Mr. Walsh; September 18, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 
Authorizes the Secretary of the Navy to appoint naval agents to assist the civilian authorities in the 
enforcement of the laws with respect to espionage, counterespionage, and sabotage. 


S. 4355. Mr. Gillette; September 18, 1940 (Agriculture and Forestry). 

Repeals the provisions requiring that handling orders, etc., with respect to California citrus fruits shall 
be approved by a larger percentage of the producers than is required with respect to other commodities. 
Makes such orders applicable to all agricultural, dairy, or horticultural commodities or products or to 
any regional or market classification thereof, except apples not produced in Washington, Oregon, and 
Idaho. Provides that the terms and conditions now required in handling orders for fruits, vegetables, 


a shall be required for all agricultural or horticultural commodities, except milk and its 
products. 


8. 4356. Mr. Sheppard; September 18, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Provides that Federal employees ordered to active duty with the armed forces shall be paid for 15 days 
(military leave) and for any accrued annual leave to their credit. 


S. 4859. Mr. Barkley; September 19, 1940 (Agriculture and Forestry). 
Changes the base period for Burley and flue-cured tobacco with respect to loans, parity, and quotas 
under the Agricultural Adjustment Act of 1938 from August 1919-July 1929 to August 1934-July 1939 
{amending U.S. C., supp. V, 7: 1301 (a) (1)). 
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S. 4361. Mr. Walsh; September 19, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 
Provides that the minimum authorized active enlisted strength of the Marine Corps shall be 50,000, or 
20 percent of the total authorized active enlisted strength of the Navy, whichever is smaller. 


. 4862. Mr. Maloney; September 19, 1940 (Commerce). 
Modifies the flood-control plan for the Connecticut River Basin to include the project at East Hartford, 
recommended by Chief of Engineers in H. Doc. No. 653 of the Seventy-sixth Congress; and appropriates 
therefor $1,640,000. 


. 4364. Mr. Clark of Missouri; September 19, 1940 (Commerce). 
Directs the Civil Aeronautics Authority to provide facilities for the housing and maintenance of the 
personnel, property, and equipment of the District of Columbia National Guard Air Corps Squadron at 
the Washington National Airport. 


. 4365. Mr. Sheppard; September 19, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Army Aviation Cadet Act—Substitutes an enlisted grade of aviation cadet in the Air Corps, Regular 
Army, for the grade of flying cadet created by the act of July 11, 1919 [41 Stat. 104]. Authorizes the 
establishment of one or more schools to train such cadets, and the appointment of cadets from the enlisted 
personnel of the Army and male citizens of the United States who agree to accept a commission as second 
lieutenants and to serve for a continuous period of three years. Provides for compensation of $75 per 
month base pay, and extra flying pay, $1 per day subsistence; quarters, hospitalization, clothing, and 
equipment, and $10,000 worth of Government life insurance. On being commissioned in the Reserve, 
they may continue the policies at their own expense, and shall, at that time, be paid a uniform allowance 
of $150. Air Corps Reserve officers when relieved from active duty shall receive a lump sum payment in 
an amount equal to $500 for each complete year of active service as a Reserve officer, in substitution for 
the payments under § 11 of the act of April 3, 1939 [53 Stat. 555). 


. 4366. Mr. Sheppard; September 19, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Provides that Army enlisted men of the first, second, or third grade in the active service who have 
dependents, shall receive, for any period during which quarters are not provided for their dependents, 
the money allowance for quarters authorized to be granted to enlisted men not furnished quarters in kind. 


. 4370. Mr. Sheppard; September 20, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Authorizes the President to appoint, with the advice of the Senate, an Under Secretary of War to serve 
during any national emergency. 


3. 4871. Mr. Schwellenbach; September 23, 1940 (Commerce). 
Directs the Public Health Service to provide for the care and relief of sick and disabled persons em- 
ployed on board any registered, enrolled, or licensed vessel of the United States, performing duties of a 
workshop character or employed in commercial fishing on board any such vessel. Such care and relief 
shall be of the same character as that provided for sick and disabled seamen under R. 8. 4803. 


. 4873. Mr. McKellar; September 23, 1940 (Post Offices and Post Roads). 
When a postmaster is called to military duty the Postmaster General is authorized to grant leave of 
absence without pay and to fill the vacancy by a substitute. On release from service, the postmaster may 
be reinstated [amending U. 8. C., sup. V, 39: 39a]. 


. 43874. Mr. Smith; September 23, 1940 (Agriculture and Forestry). 
Further clarifies the definition of tobacco for the purposes of the Agricultural Adjustment Act of 1938 
by specifying type 37 by name, “Virginia sun-cured tobacco.”’ [amending U. S. C., sup. V, 7: 1301 9b (B) 
(15)]. 


. 4375. Mr. Smith (by request); September 23, 1940 (Interstate Commerce). 
Changes the composition of the National Railroad Adjustment Board so that instead of 36 members, 
18 representing the carriers; and 18 representing the employees, there are now 30 members, 10 representing 
the carriers, 10 the employees, and 10 the public. Rewrites the procedural provisions; makes provision 
for paying the members representing the public; ete. 


. 4377. Mr. Wheeler; September 24, 1940 (Indian Affairs). 
Repeals the provision of law which requires recoupment by the United States of Federal sums advanced 
for school-construction to certain school districts furnishing facilities for Indian pupils. 


. 4378. Mr. Walsh; September 24, 1940 (Commerce). 

Permits any citizen to apply to the United States Maritime Commission for aid in the construction of a 
new vessel to engage in the fisheries. The Commission shall construct the vessel but no construction 
differential shall be paid, except the Commission shall pay the cost of the national defense features. The 
applicant shall deposit 12% percent of the cost and pay the balance (secured by a preferred mortgage) in 
twenty equal annual installments. If the cost of the vessel does not exceed $100,000 the Commission may 
waive the national defense features [amending U. S. C., sup. V, 46: 1159]. 

The profit limitations of U. 8. C., sup. V, 46: 1155 (b) shall not apply if under the contract the total 
compensation to be paid the shipbuilder does not exceed the total cost plus an amount not exceeding 11% 
percent of the cost. 


S. 4882. Mr. Mead; September 26, 1940 (Post Offices and Post Roads). 
Provides that special clerks of the first grade in first-class post offices shall be promoted after one year’s 
satisfactory service to special clerks of the second grade. 
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S. 4383. Mr. Mead; September 26, 1940 (Commerce). 

“Shipyard Workers’ Training Program Act of 1940’’—Directs the United States Maritime Commission 
to provide marine training centers with a view to building up a source of skilled civilian personnel that may 
be employed in supplying the needs of plants engaged in shipbuilding and ship maintenance which are 
essential to the national defense. Training shall be limited to young men, 18 or over, who are citizens. 
Trainees shall receive compensation and the benefits of the Employees Compensation Act. 


S. 4885. Mr. Sheppard; September 27, 1940 (Education and Labor). 
Exempts daily newspapers with circulations of 3,000 or under from the wage and hour law in the same 
manner as weekly and semi-weekly papers are exempt. 


S. 4386. Mr. Walsh; September 27, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 
Lieutenants of the line of the Navy who served in the Navy or Naval Reserve Force prior to November 
12, 1918, and who, between May 29, 1934, and June 23, 1938 while on the promotion list, were retired for 
physical disability, shall be advanced on the retired list to the grade for which they were selected for 
promotion. 


S. 4387. Mr. Wiley; September 27, 1940 (Public Buildings and Grounds). 

Requires that sketch plans for the construction of public buildings after enactment of this act, shall be 
submitted to the War Department for its recommendations as to such features as may be advisable in 
the interest of national defense, but such recommendations shall not be obligatory upon the department 
or agency constructing the building. 


S. 4389. Mr. Davis; September 27, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 

A mortgagee under the National Housing Act shall be compensated for any loss which it may have 
sustained on account of interest on debentures and the payment of insurance premiums by reason of its 
having postponed the institution of foreclosure proceedings or the acquisition of the property of the 
mortgagor during the period of his military training or service and six months thereafter [amending U. 8S. 
C., sup. V, 12: 1710 (a)]. 


S. 4390. Mr. Bone; September 30, 1940 (Interstate Commerce). 

Establishes a Columbia Power Administration within the Department of the Interior with an adminis- 
trator appointed by the Secretary. The Administration shall integrate and coordinate the electric fa- 
cilities of the Bonneville and Grand Coulee Dam projects and be a permanent agency for the distribution 
and marketing of the electric energy they make available. Reserves 50 percent of the energy available, 
for sale to public bodies and cooperatives until July 1, 1948. Authorizes the Administrator to issue obli- 
gations, not exceeding $200,000,000 outstanding at any one time, for the purpose of acquiring the electric 
facilities necessary for the operation of this act. 


S. 4391. Mr. King; September 30, 1940. 

Authorizes the President: (1) to negotiate for the immediate acquisition by lease or otherwise of posses- 
sions of Great Britain bordering on the Pacific Ocean; (2) to make loans and extension of credit to Great 
Britain and its political subdivisions; and (3) to reduce the indebtedness of the British Government to 
the United States, equivalent to the reduction granted Italy by the act of April 28, 1926. Exempts Great 
Britain and its political subdivisions from the prohibitions against financial transactions with, or the 
solicitation and collection of funds and contributions for countries named in proclamations under the 
Neutrality Act [Pub. Res. 54, 76th Cong.] and from the prohibition against financial transactions with 
debt-defaulting countries contained in the Johnson Act [48 Stat. 574]. 





SENATE JOINT RESOLUTIONS 
SECOND SESSION (NOS. 187-189) 


. Res. 187. Mr. Pepper; October 6, 1939 (Foreign Relations). 
Establishes a joint congressional committee (five members of each House) to investigate ways in which 
the United States may contribute to the improvement of the economic, commercial, and cultural relations 
between the various American republics. The expenses of the committee shall not exceed $100,000. 


. Res. 188. Mr. Frazier; October 10, 1939 (Banking and Currency). 

Operation of national banks and Federal Reserve System is declared without constitutional authority 
and each is prohibited from issuing money or controlling credits; neither shall be granted credit by 
United States except on terms granted to other institutions and individuals. A joint committee to 
formulate a plan for the future regulation of money is provided. 


. Res. 189. Mr. Lundeen; November 3, 1939 (Foreign Relations). 

Resolves that we adhere to the policy of no foreign entanglements as enunciated by Washington in 
his Farewell Address and that we will not authorize the sending of American armed forces to foreign 
soil; that our armed forces be used only to protect the United States against invasion; that this joint 
resolution shall not be construed to affect the Monroe Doctritrfe. 


THIRD SESSION (NOS. 190-301) 


. Res. 190. Mr. Ellender; January 4, 1940 (Agriculture and Forestry). 

In the administration of the Sugar Act of 1937 [U. 8S. C. supp. IV, 7:1151-1183] the proportionate 
share for any farm for 1940 in the mainland cane-sugar area shall be so fixed or adjusted that the share 
of such crop for such farm shall be an amount not less than the smaller of the following: (1) The sum 
of the acreage planted in the fall of 1937, and in the spring and fall of 1938 and 1939, and in the spring 
of 1940, or (2) 60 percent of the cropland on such farm which was suitable for the production of sugarcane 
during the 1939 crop season. - 


. Res. 191. Mr. Maloney; January 4, 1940 (Judiciary). 
Authorizes the President to invite by proclamation the observance of October 11, 1940, as General 


Pulaski’s Memorial Day. 


. Res. 192. Mr. Brown; January 8, 1940 (Judiciary). 
Authorizes the President to invite by proclamation the observance of October 11, 1940, as General 
Pulaski’s Memorial Day. 


. Res. 1938. Mr. Wiley; January 8, 1940 (Judiciary). 
Requests the President to invite by proclamation the observance of General Pulaski’s Memorial Day 
on October 11 annually. 


. Res. 195. Mr. Minton; January 11, 1940 (Judiciary). 
Authorizes the President to invite by proclamation the observance of October 11, 1940, as General 
Pulaski’s Memorial Day. 


. Res. 196. Mr. Walsh; January 11, 1940 (Judiciary). 
Authorizes the President to invite by proclamation the observance of October 11, 1940, as General 
Pulaski’s Memorial Day. 


. Res. 197. Mr. Barbour; January 15, 1940 (Agriculture and Forestry). 

Directs the President to call a national farm conference to consider national and regional farm prob- 
lems. Such conference shall set up a continuing advisory farm council to study production and control, 
distribution and marketing, conflicts in land utilization, crop controls in relation to loans and trade agree- 
ments, scientific aids and surpluses, irrigation and reclamation, and contraction of Federal agencies dealing 
with farm problems. Authorizes $100,000 for expenses. 


. Res. 199. Mr. Pepper; January 16, 1940 (Audit and Control the Contingent Expenses of the Senate). 
Extends the life of the Joint Committee to Investigate the Adequacy and Use of Phosphate Resources 
of the United States and the time for making its fina] report to Congress until January 15, 1941. 


. Res. 200. Mr. Johnson of California (for himself and Mr. Downey); January 18, 1940 (Foreign Relations). 

Extends the act of July 9, 1937 [50 Stat. 488] to provide for the continued participation of the United 
States in the Golden Gate International Exposition at San Francisco for 1940. Authorizes a further ap- 
propriation of $250,000 therefor. Repeals the act of June 15, 1938 (52 Stat. 684] authorizing the sale of 
etchings, souvenir books, ete 


. Res. 202. Mr. Van Nuys; January 23, 1940 (Judiciary). 
Authorizes the President to invite by proclamation the annual observance of October 11, as General 
Pulaski’s Memorial Day. 
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. Res. 203. Mr. Mead; January 23, 1940 (Judiciary). 
Authorizes the President to invite by proclamation the observance of April 19 annually as National 
Youth Citizenship Day. 


. Res. 204. Mr. Mead; January 23, 1940 (Judiciary). 
Authorizes the President to invite by proclamation the observance of October 11, as General Pulaski’s 
Memorial Day. 


. Res. 206. Messrs. Clark of Idaho and Bone; January 29, 1940 (Library). 

Creates a joint committee to arrange for the celebration on April 10, 1940, of the sesquicentennial 
anniversary of the signing, by President George Washington, of the first United States patent law, and 
requests the President to set aside such date as Inventors’ and Patent Day. 


. Res. 207. Mr. Maloney; February 1, 1940 (Foreign Relations). 
Authorizes $10,000,000 for the purchase, in the United States, of foodstuffs, clothing, ete., for the relief 
of the people of Poland. 


. Res. 208. Mr. Downey; February 6, 1940 (Appropriations). 
Provides for amending the Work Relief and Public Works Appropriation Act of 1938 [52 Stat. 809] so 
as to extend the construction time on certain projects authorized or now in process until January 1, 1941. 


. Res. 209. Mr. Smathers; February 13, 1940 (Library). 
Provides for the annual observance of February 11 as National Inventors’ Day. 


Res. 213. Mr. Mead; February 19, 1940 (Foreign Relations). 

Authorizes the President to accept the invitation extended by Italy to the United States to participate 
in the Rome Universal Exhibition, in 1942; provides for the erection of buildings, etc., to house Federal 
and private exhibits; authorizes $2,000,000 for participation; permits the acceptance of contributions to 
aid in carrying out the purposes; and makes the New York World’s Fair’s and the Golden Gate Interna- 
tional Exposition’s exhibits and materials available for exhibit purposes. 


. Res. 214. Mr. Davis; February 26, 1940 (Library). 

Establishes a United States University of Pennsylvania Bicentennial Commission to assist in the ob- 
servance of the two-hundredth anniversary of the founding of the University of Pennsylvania by Benja- 
min Franklin and the beginning of university education in the United States. 


. Res. 215. Mr. Byrd; Febrary 26, 1940 (Library). 

Establishes a commission (composed of the President and 18 commissioners) for the celebration, on 
a“ he — of the two-hundredth anniversary of the birth of Thomas Jefferson; $10,000 being author- 
ized therefor. 


. Res. 216. Mr. Mead; February 29, 1940 (Foreign Relations). 
Authorizes $15,000,000 to the President for the purchase, in the United States, of foodstuffs, clothing, 
etc., for the relief of Poland. 


. Res. 217. Mr. Mead; March 4, 1940 (Foreign Relations). 
Authorizes an additional appropriation to continue the New York World’s Fair of 1940 of $425,000, of 
which $150,000 shall be a reserve against contingencies and $275,000 shall be for rehabilitation of foreign 
government pavilions and to promote friendly relations with Latin-America and other foreign countries. 


. Res. 218. Mr. King; March 4, 1940 (District of Columbia). 
Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to allocate space in public buildings under his supervision for 
the purpose of quartering troops participating in the inaugural ceremonies January 1941. 


- Res. 219. Mr. King; March 4, 1940 (District of Columbia). 
Authorizes $25,000 to enable the Commissioners of the District of Columbia to maintain public order 
and protect life and property in connection with the Presidential inaugural ceremonies of 1941. 


. Res. 220. Mr. King; March 4, 1940 (District of Columbia). 
Authorizes the President-elect to appoint a Committee on Inaugural Ceremonies, 1941, to erect all 
stands or platforms on public space. rovides for illumination and decoration of the public streets along 
the line of march from the Capitol to the Executive Mansion, display of fireworks, etc. 


. Res. 221. Mr. Reynolds; March 4, 1940 (Foreign Relations). 
Requests the President to negotiate with Great Britian for the acquisition of British islands in the 
Caribbean and of British Honduras in part payment for British indebtedness to the United States. 


. Res. 222. Messrs. Tydings and Radcliffe; March 5, 1940 (Commerce). 

Provides that any interstate compact between Maryland, Virginia, West Virginia, Pennsylvania, and 
the District of Columbia creating the Potomac Valley Conservancy District under the act of August 31, 
1937 [50 Stat. 884], shall be binding when approved by the legislatures of two or more of the States, the 
District of Columbia Commissioners, and the Congress (at present by each legislature and the Congress). 


. Res. 223. Messrs. Nye and Gillette; March 6, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

_ Authorizes $25,000 to establish a special committee of 10 members to investigate the possibilities of 
liquid oxygen carbon as a military explosive or explosive for aerial bombs. No patent rights shall accrue 
to the United States, and no employee shall lose any patent rights which he might otherwise have. 


- Res. 225. Mr. Ellender; March 7, 1940 (Agriculture and Forestry). 

Sugar Act payments for 1940 crop shall not be withheld from mainland cane-sugar area producers be- 
cause of excess marketing of sugarcane if the acreage of cane grown and marketed in such year is not 
in excess of the acreage planted prior to January 1, 1940, 
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. Res. 227. Mr. Hill; March 11, 1940 (Education and Labor). 
Requests the President to set aside annually the third Sunday in May as Citizenship Recognition Day. 


. Res. 228. Mr. Pittman; March 11, 1940 (Foreign Relations). 
Provides for an annual appropriation to meet the share of the United States toward the expenses of 
the International Technical Committee of Aerial Legal Experts, by repealing § 2 of the act of August 7, 
1935 [49 Stat. 540], which authorizes appropriations until June 30, 1941. 


. Res. 229. Mr. McKellar; March 12, 1940 (Public Buildings and Grounds). 
Determines that the exterior material of public buildings to be erected in “‘the northwest triangle” 
shall be marble with a sand-rubbed finish. 


. Res. 230. Mr. Townsend; March 13, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 
Appropriates $500,000,000 from the stabilization fund under the Gold Reserve Act of 1934 [48 Stat. 
337] for the purchase abroad during a period of 5 years (under the supervision of the Army and Navy 
Munitions Board) of strategic and critical materia!s essential for national defense, etc., which are not 
produced in adequate quantities in the United States. 


. Res. 231. Mr. Andrews; March 15, 1940 (Commerce). 
Establishes the United States Florida Centennial Commission to provide for Federal participation in 
a sana of the one-hundredth anniversary of the admission of the State of Florida into the Union 
in ’ 


. Res. 232. Mr. Pepper; March 18, 1940 (Irrigation and Reclamation). 
Authorizes $300,000 for use in investigating the feasibility of extending the activities of the Bureau of 
Reclamation to the Southern States. 


. Res. 233. Mr. Mead; March 20, 1940 (Judiciary). 
Requests the President to set aside annually the third Sunday in May as New Citizens’ Day. 


. Res. 234. Mr. Wheeler (by request); March 20, 1940 (Interstate Commerce). 

Amends the Railroad Retirenené Acts of 1935 and 1937 and the provisions of the Internal Revenue 
Code with respect thereto [U. S. C., Sup. V, 45: 215, 228a (c) (d); I. R. C. § 1532 (b) (d)] to provide that 
railroad employees, not citizens or United States residents, shall not be deemed in the service of an em- 
ployer when rendering such service outside the United States to an employer required by foreign law to 
employ in such service, in whole or in part, foreign citizens or residents. 


. Res. 235. Mr. Pepper; March 26, 1940 (Commerce). 
Establishes the United States Florida Centennial Commission and authorizes $1,000,000 for Federal 
participation in the observance of the one-hundredth anniversary of the admission of the State of Florida 
into the Union in 1945. 


. Res. 236. Messrs. Johnson and Downey of California; April 1, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 


Authorizes the coinage of not more than 1,000,000, silver 50-cent pieces to indicate the interest of the 
Federal Government in the ideals and purposes of the Golden Gate International Exposition, 1940. 


. Res. 237. Mr. Frazier; April 1, 1940 (Judiciary). . 
Constitutional amendment—The Congress shall have power to regulate commerce with foreign nations 
‘'s among the several States [and with the Indian Tribes). (Omitting the bracketed words from Art. I, 
, el. 3). 


. Res. 238. Mr. Reynolds; April 1, 1940 (Foreign Relations). 

Disclaims any desire upon the part of the United States to interfere in the international controversies or 
domestic concerns of any European, Asiatic, or African power and provides for the recognition of de facto 
governments in control, if the rights of American citizens are observed and no attempt is made to extend 
their territory, system of government, or political ideology to any portion of the Western Hemisphere. 


- Res. 239. Mr. Pepper; April 4, 1940 (Appropriations). 
Amends the Emergency Relief Appropriation Act [53 Stat. 927] to increase by $150,000,000 the appro- 
priation for work relief for the year ending June 30, 1940. 


J. Res. 240. Messrs. George and Russell; April 5, 1940 (Library). 


Authorizes the Director of the Civilian Conservation Corps to erect a museum of conservation in the 
Robert Fechner Memorial Park, Chatham County, Ga., as a memorial to the accomplishments of the 
Civilian Conservation Corps and the achievements of Robert Fechner, its first director. 


. Res. 241. Mr. Bridges; April 8, 1940 (Public Buildings and Grounds). . 
Determines that the public buildings to be erected in “the northwest triangle” shall be faced on their 
exteriors with granite. 


. Res. 242. Mr. Reynolds; April 8, 1940 (Immigration). 

Restricts the number of Mexican aliens residing or employed in the United States to the number of 
United States citizens gainfully employed in Mexico and requires the deportation of the excess within 1 
year; however all Mexican citizens who have become declarants within the last 12 months shall be accepted 
by the United States unless they are likely to become public burdens. 


. Res. 243. Mr. Gibson; April 9, 1940 (Library). . 
Authorizes $150,000 for the purchase by the Librarian of Congress of the William H. Herndon collection 
of original papers of Abraham Lincoln. 


- Res. 244. Mr. Frazier; April 9, 1940 (Library). : p 
Grants authority to any committee, organized within 2 years, to erect a replica of the statue of Leif 
Erickson by A. Stirling Calder on public grounds of the United States in the District of Columbia. 
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. Res. 245. Mr. Bone (and 19 others); April 9, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Authorizes the participation of those in charge of Government establishments in the celebration of 
National Aviation Day, August 19, 1940. 


. Res. 246. Mr. Johnson of California; April 10, 1940 (Commerce). 

Suspends the provisions of the Merchant Marine Act of 1936 (which restrict the use in commercial 
operations of the vessels in the laid-up fleet of the Maritime Commission) until the President’s proclama- 
tion under § 1 (a) of the Neutrality Act of 1939 is revoked [amending U. 8. C., Sup. V, 46: 1160 (g)]. 


. Res. 247. Mr. Reynolds; April 11, 1940 (Foreign Relations). 

Directs the President to negotiate with the Republic of France for the acquisition by the United States 
of the Island of Martinique, Guadeloupe, Saint Pierre, and Miquelon in part payment of its indebtedness 
to the United States. 


. Res. 249. Mr. Mead; April 18, 1940 (Foreign Relations). 
Authorizes $15,000,000 for the purchase of medical supplies, foodstuffs, and clothing in the United 
States for the relief of the distressed people of Poland and similarly afflicted areas. 


. Res. 250. Mr. Pepper (for himself and 11 others); April 22, 1940. 

Authorizes the Commissioner of the Work Projects Administration to use available funds to maintain 
in employment not less than the number of persons employed by the Administration on April 1, 1940 
[amending 53 Stat. 932, § 10 (a)]. 


. Res. 251. Mrs. Caraway; April 24, 1940 (Judiciary). 
Directs the attention of American women to the coming Nation-wide celebrations of National Aviation 
Day on August 19, 1940, and urges their cooperation. 


. Res. 252. Mr. Wagner; April 24, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 

Amends § 5 (b) of the Trading with the Enemy Act [U. 8. C. 12: 95a], which allows the President, during 
war or national emergency, to investigate, regulate, or prohibit transactions in foreign exchange, etc., by 
extending the provision to payments to banking institutions, and to any transfer, withdrawal, or exporta- 
tion of, or dealing in, any evidences of indebtedness or ownership of property in which any foreign state or 
national has any interest. 


. Res. 253. Mr. Walsh; May 6, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 

Establishes the United States Naval Academy Centennial Commission composed of 14 members to 
provide for the celebration in 1945 of the 100th anniversary of the founding of the Naval Academy, at 
Annapolis, Md. 


. Res. 254. Mr. Wiley; May 6, 1940 (Agriculture and Forestry). 
Authorizes the President to designate a day in June 1940, as National Dairy Day. 


. Res. 255. Mr. Bailey; May 13, 1940 (Commerce). 

The United States Maritime Commission for a period of one year from enactment of this act or until 
revocation within such period of the President’s proclamations under § 1(a) of the Neutrality Act of 1939 
shall make the determinations under the Merchant Marine Act of 1936, of the estimated foreign cost of 
vessels covered by construction contracts executed after September 3, 1939, upon the basis of conditions 
existing prior to that date [amending U. 8. C., Sup. V, 46: 1152 (b))]. 


. Res. 256. Mr. Bilbo; May 15, 1940 (Library). 
Designates June 22 each year as Doctor’s Day. 


. Res. 257. Mr. Bilbo; May 20, 1940 (Appropriations). 

Appropriates $100,000,000 to the Federal Surplus Commodities Corporation to acquire the stocks of 
major agricultural commodities necessary to stabilize agricultural prices. The Corporation shall imme- 
diately acquire $10,000,000 worth of hog lard and cottonseed oil for export. In the event that such prod- 
ucts cannot be profitably exported the Corporation shall subsidize their sale into the soap kettles of the 
United States in amounts sufficient to relieve the burden upon domestic prices. 


. Res 258. Mr. Walsh; May 20, 1940 (Library). 
Provides for the preparation and publication of a memorial volume of the writings of Justice Oliver 
Wendell Holmes, and for the acquisition of land and the erection of a memorial garden to him. 


. Res. 259. Mr. Pepper; May 21, 1940 (Foreign Relations). 

Authorizes the President to sell and deliver to Great Britain, France, Austria, Czechoslovakia, Poland, 
Norway, Denmark, Belgium, and other invaded countries in Europe such aircraft, aircraft parts, or 
carpmant, belonging to the United States, as can be sold and delivered without imperiling our national 

efense. 


. Res. 260. Mr. Bailey; May 22, 1940 (Commerce). 

Provides emergency maintenance for essential vessels affected by the Neutrality Act of 1939 by author- 
izing lay-up of such vessels, postponement of the maturity date of installments on account of the principal 
obligations to the United States, extension of the 20-year life limitation, the temporary employment of 
such vessels in lieu of lay-up, ete. Defines such vessels as those which are security for mortgage indebted- 
ness to the United States, those constructed under the Merchant Marine Act, 1936, or under contract 
with the Maritime Commission to operate on essential foreign-trade routes or those that are necessary 
for prompt use in the interest of commerce or the national defense. 


. Res. 261. Messrs. Maloney and Mead; May 24, 1940 (Foreign Relations). 

Authorizes the President to purchase $15,000,000 worth of foodstuffs and clothing for the relief of the 
people of Poland, Norway, Holland, Belgium, Finland, and other similarly afflicted areas. Such supplies 
are to be distributed by American citizens under such agreements with foreign countries as the President 
deems necessary. 
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. Res. 262. Mr. Byrnes; May 24, 1940 (Select Committee on Government Organization). 


Provides that the President’s Reorganization Plans No. III, submitted to Congress April 2, 1940, and 
No. IV, submitted on April 11, 1940, shall take effect on June 30, 1940, notwithstanding the Reorganization 
Act of 1939. 


. Res. 263. Mr. Pepper; May 24, 1940 (Foreign Relations). 


Authorizes the President to give aid to the Allies by selling and delivering within the United States such 
aircraft, ships, artillery pieces, and other war supplies as can be spared without imperiling the safety of 
the United States; all contracts that these governments have with American manufacturers shall be 
assigned to United States. 


. Res. 264. Mr. Townsend (for Mr. Barbour); May 27, 1940 (Military Affairs). 


Limits, to the period of the national emergency declared by the President to exist, any authority con- 
ferred by Congress on any executive officer or agency, in the public interest or for any period of emergency, 
to suspend, modify, or change any existing restriction of law relating to (a) hours of labor, (b) rates of 
pay, or (ce) working conditions of persons employed by the United States, or by any person having con- 
tractual relations with the United States. The authority to limit civil liberties under any emergency 
powers conferred by Congress shall cease when such national emergency shall have ended, or within 
one year from the date set aside. 


. Res. 265. Mr. Reynolds; May 27, 1940 (Post Offices and Post Roads). 


Directs the Postmaster General to issue an air mail National Aviation Day stamp on next August 19, 
at Kitty Hawk, N. C., as representing the State in which the first successful airplane flight was made. 


. Res 266. Mr. Byrd; May 28, 1940 (Laid on the table). 


Kstablishes a Temporary National Fiscal Commission composed of three Senators, three Representatives 
and three business men, to investigate, the elimination of nonessential expenditures, the impounding in 
the Treasury of unexpended appropriations made for nonessential purposes, and the revision of the tax 
system in order to provide for the national defense. 


. Res. 267. Mr. Johnson of Colorado; May 28, 1940 (Interstate Commerce). 


Requires all employers subject to the Railroad Retirement Act of 1937 to furnish, prior to June 30, 
1943, to the Railroad Retirement Board all employee service and compensation data prior to January 1, 
1937. Authorizes payment of compensation to such employers not in excess of 50 cents multiplied by 
the aggregate number of man-years of service established and verified by the employer. 


. Res. 269. Mr. Gillette; June 3, 1940 (Foreign Relations). 
Requests the consultative features of policies of unified, cooperative, and coordinated action among 
the American republics to be invoked to meet any probable contingency. 


3. J. Res. 270. Mr. King: June 3, 1940 (District of Columbia). 


Authorizes the Commissioner of Public Works to reduce the interest rate on loans to the District for 
public works to the lowest rate that would be available to the District if it was authorized to issue and 
sell its obligations for the repayment thereof in equal annual installments over a 15-year period. 


J. Res. 271. Mr. Pittman; June 3, 1940 (Foreign Relations). 


Provides that the United States would not recognize any transfer, and would not acquiesce in any 
attempt to transfer, any geographic region of the Western Hemisphere from one non-American power 
to another non-American power; and should such attempt appear likely, the United States shall consult 
with the other American republics, in addition to other measures. 


. Res. 272. Mr. Vandenberg; June 4, 1940 (Finance). 


Authorizes the postponement, during 1940, of payment of amounts due the United States by the 
Republic of Finland on its indebtedness. 


J. Res. 273. Mr. Lodge; June 5, 1940 (Foreign Relations). 


Amends § 2 (g) of the Neutrality Act of 1939[U.S. C., supp. V, 22: 245j—1 (g)] so as to exempt American 
vessels from the prohibition upon carrying passengers or any articles or materials to Canadian ports. 


. Res. 274. Mr. Walsh; June 10, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 


Authorizes the President to enter into contracts with or without advertising or competitive bidding 
for the acquisition of machine tools, ete., needed for national defense. National defense appropriations 
shall be available unless this use is specifically excluded. Such contracts shall not be considered open 
market purchases under the act of June 30, 1936 [U. 8S. C., supp. V, 41: 35-45]. 


. Res. 275. Mr. Reynolds; June 10, 1940 (Education and Labor). 


Prohibits any labor organization representing persons employed by businesses engaged in interstate 
commerce or producing goods for national defense, etc., from having as an officer or agent any person who 
is not a citizen, who is or has been within the past 2 years a Communist, Fascist, or a member of a Nazi 
Bund organization, who is ineligible to hold public office, or who has lost his rights of citizenship through 
conviction of a felony. 


. Res. 276. Messrs. Pepper and Lee; June 11, 1940 (Foreign Relations). 


Authorizes the President to use all means short of war including the temporary suspension of the 
Johnson Act of April 13, 1934 [48 Stat. 574] and of the Neutrality Act of November 4, 1939 {Public, 
No. 54, 76th Cong., 2d sess.] to promote and preserve the peace and safety of the Western Hemisphere. 


. Res. 277. Messrs. Gillette and Truman; June 12, 1940 (Appropriations). 


Appropriates $500,000 for the Secretary of Agriculture to combat the chinch-bug menace in the Corn 
Belt. 


. Res. 278. Mr. Pepper; June 15, 1940 (Military Affairs). 


Authorizes the President to place immediately orders for 50,000 war*planes. 
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. Res. 279. Mr. Pittman; June 17, 1940 (Foreign Relations). 

Amends § 4 of the Neutrality Act of 1939 [Public Res. No. 54, 76th Cong., 2d sess.] so as to permit 
American Red Cross ships to proceed into restricted zones without safe conduct assurances from 
belligerents. 


. Res. 280. Mr. Pepper; June 18, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Confers full wartime powers upon the President in order to expedite the national-defense program. 


. Res. 281. Mr. Mead; June 19, 1940 (Education and Labor). 

Directs the Secretary of Labor to investigate (1) conditions which tend to discriminate against indi- 
viduals because of their age, (2) the extent to which age is an efficiency factor, (3) the effect of pension 
systems and workmen’s compensation upon the employment of older workers, and (4) the social and 
economic effects of preemployment physical examinations with respect to older workers. 


. Res. 282. Mr. Lundeen; June 20, 1940 (Foreign Relations). 

Authorizes the President to acquire, by negotiation and purchase, the possessions of non-American 
nations in the Western Hemisphere and in the event of failure, to acquire such vital and necessary islands 
and possessions by the armed forces of the United States. 


. Res. 284. Mr. Davis; June 22, 1940 (Patents). 

Requires amounts due from persons in the United States to foreign nationals, with respect to any 
patent, to be paid to the Secretary of the Treasury; such payments fully discharge liability therefor; 
amounts received shall be used to pay claims of persons in the United States (which have accrued since 
January 1, 1934) against foreign nationals with respect to patents. 


. Res. 285. Mr. McKellar; July 10, 1940 (Appropriations). 
Appropriates an additional $25,000,000 to the Tennessee Valley Authority for the 1941 fiscal year in 
order to provide facilities to expedite the national defense. 


. Res. 286. Mr. Sheppard; July 30, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Authorizes the President until June 30, 1942 to order any or all reserve components of the Army and 
retired personnel of the Regular Army to active duty for a period not to exceed 1 year. Such personnel 
shall not be employed beyond the limits of the Western Hemisphere, except in Territories, and possessions 
of the United States. 


. Res. 287. Mr. Barbour; August 1, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

The power of the President or any executive officer during any national emergency, tos uspend, modify, 
or change existing restrictions of law relating to hours of labor, rates of pay, or working conditions, or 
in any way to limit the civil liberties of citizens shall cease when the emergency is over or within 1 year, 
whichever is earlier. 


. Res. 288. Mr. King; August 1, 1940 (Judiciary). 


Constitutional Amendment—Congress shall have power to provide representation in Congress and 
among the electors of President and Vice President for the people of the District of Columbia no greater 
than that of the people of the States, and may delegate to such government as it may establish therein

= air travel under the supervision of the Civil Aeronautics Authority. Requests the aid of the States 
erein.

. 7542. Mr. Dimond; September 25, 1939 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 


No boat, net, or seine of a person residing in Alaska shall be seized and held for forfeit for violation of 
the Alaskan fishing laws until after conviction of the owner or operator thereof [adding to U. 8S. C. 48: 226]. 


. 7543. Mr. Cannon of Florida; September 25, 1939 (Naval Affairs). 


Directs the Secretary of the Navy to accept the real estate granted to the United States by the city 
* Miami, Florida, in accordance with resolution No. 15635 adopted by the City Commission, on Septem- 
r 20, 1939. 


. 7544. Mr. Voorhis of California; September 25, 1939 (Foreign Affairs). 


Provides that (a) payment for all goods purchased for export to belligerents shall be made to the 
Munitions Control Board in tangible wealth located in the Western Hemisphere, or certificates of owner- 
ship therefor (no payments shall be made in gold, silver, or foreign exchange) ; (b) the Board shall deposit 
all such tangible wealth or certificates with the Secretary of the Treasury who shall issue non-interest- 
bearing obligations of the United States in equivalent amounts and deposit them with a Federal Reserve 
bank, such bank to establish a credit in favor of the Board in amounts equal to the obligations deposited; 
and (c) upon presentation of invoices the Board shall pay exporters the amounts due them. 


. 7545. Mr. Voorhis of California; September 25, 1939 (Ways and Means). 


Levies an 80 percent tax on all net profits in excess of the average realized in the 24 months immedi- 
ately preceding the passage of this act upon manufacturers, exporters, or dealers in arms, ammunition, 
or implements of war as defined in the proclamation of the President No. 2349, September 5, 1939. 


. 7546. Mr. Voorhis of California; September 25, 1939 (Judiciary). 


Makes it unlawful ($5,000 fine, 2 years’ imprisonment, or both) for any person who has filed a regis- 
tration statement with the Secretary of State under U. 8S. C. Supp. IV, 22: 233a-233g, which provides 
for registration of foreign propagandists, to disseminate in any public manner, whether directly or through 
any other person, by public utterance or through written or printed material of any kind, any information 
or propaganda on behalf of any foreign principal. 


. 7550. Mr. Mundt; September 28, 1939 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 


Authorizes the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs to erect in the First Congressional District of South 
Dakota, a memorial hospital (in honor of the late Royal C. Johnson, first chairman of the World War 
Veterans’ Committee), with domiciliary and out-patient dispensary facilities; $1,000,000 being author- 
ized therefor. 


. 7556. Mr. Case of South Dakota; October 2, 1939 (Judiciary). 
The last Thursday in November of each year, known as Thanksgiving Day, which shall hereafter be 
proclaimed by the President as a day of prayer and thanksgiving, is made a legal public holiday. 


. 7557. Mr. Murdock of Arizona; October 2, 1939 (Ways and Means). 


Levies a tax of 75 percent (in addition to any other tax on net income) upon that portion of the net 
income derived from transactions in munitions. 


. 7558. Mr. Rankin (by request); October 2, 1939 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 


World War veterans otherwise entitled to the statutory award under the provisions of the last para- 
graph of § 202 (3), World War Veterans’ Act as amended [U. 8S. C. 38: 473], for the loss of the use of one 
or more —_ | hands, shall be paid $35 per month additional compensation in lieu of $25 per month 
now authorized. 


. 7559. Mr. Rankin (by request); October 2, 1939 (Appropriations). 


Amends the Work Relief and Relief Appropriation Act, 1940 (act of June 30, 1939, Public, No. 24, 76th 
Cong., Ist sess., § 16a) so as to grant employment and retention preference on Work Projects Adminis- 
tration work projects to the wives of disabled veterans and to the widows of deceased veterans.

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H. R. 7560. Mr. Rankin (by request); October 2, 1939 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

World War veterans entitled to compensation for service-connected disability, shall be rated as tem- 
porarily totally disabled during any period of hospitalization for the disability, and any veteran shall be 
entitled to compensation benefits in accordance with such temporary rating. 

Repeals the provision that where any disabled veteran without dependents is being furnished hospital 
or domiciliary care by the United States or any political subdivision thereof, the pension, compensation, 
or emergency officers’ retirement pay shall not exceed $15 per month insofar as it pertains to compensa- 
tion and emergency officers retirement pay being received by World War veterans for service-connected 
disabilities (amending Veterans’ Regulations 6 (C), par. VI (A), U. 8. C. 38: p. 1701). 

When any disabled insane veteran without dependents is hospitalized and his estate exceeds $1,500, 
payments will be suspended until the estate is reduced to $500. 

rovides for 100 percent (rather than 75 percent) compensation for veterans of the World War, whose 
an were reestablished as service connected under the act of March 28, 1934 (amending U. S. C. 
38: 722). 

Reenacts conclusive presumption of soundness provision, which shall apply to all claims of World War 
_ and their dependents for compensation on account of service-connected disabilities (U. 8. C. 38: 
471). 

Emergency World War officers, who were granted retirement with pay and have heretofore been re- 
moved from the retired list because of inability to meet the requirements of the Economy Act of March 
20, 1933, shall, if the disability was incurred in or aggravated during active service (in fact in line of duty 
without benefit of any statutory or regulatory presumption, then it will be considered to have directly 
resulted from performance of duty), be entitled to continue to receive retirement pay at the monthly 
rate paid on March 19, 1933, beginning at the effective date of this act (amending U. 8. C. 38: 710). 

Directs the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs to place service-connected disability ratings on a per- 
manent basis whenever possible. Defines “permanent disability’ as a disability which is reasonably 
certain to continue unimproved throughout the disabled person’s life. All impairments which persist for 
5 years shall be placed on a permanent basis. 

Service-connected compensation payable to any World War veteran shall be increased 10 percent upon 
reaching 45, 55, and 60 years of age, respectively. 

Permanent and total service-connected disability compensation ratings in effect for 5 consecutive years 
shall not be reduced. 

The rate of interest to be charged on premiums for reinstated insurance under § 304 of the World War 
Veterans’ Act shall be 3% percent. 


. 7568. Mr. Alexander; October 9, 1939 (Public Buildings and Grounds). 

Authorizes any Government department in charge of erection of Government buildings to employ, 
with compensation, private engineers and architects to prepare designs, plans, etc. Such department is 
also authorized to employ private engineers and architects to prepare alternate plans for new buildings 
where the estimated cost exceeds $200,000. Full compensation is to be paid in case such plans, being 
accepted, show a saving of twice the amount of fees; otherwise, out-of-pocket costs are authorized. 


. 7569. Mr. Ludlow; October 9, 1939 (Immigration and Naturalization). 

Eligible aliens, except those with temporary visitors’ permits, who fail to declare their intentions of 
becoming citizens, within 1 year of enactment of this act, shall be deported. When during a war between 
foreign nations an alien engages in propaganda activities, other than the legitimate exercise of free speech, 
seeking to win the favor of the United States for one or more belligerents or to interfere with the neu- 
trality of the United States he shall be deported. 


. 7578. Mr. Maloney; October 10, 1939 (Military Affairs). 
Authorizes the Secretary of War to acquire suitable lands in the vicinity of New Orleans, La., for the 
establishment of a national cemetery; $200,000 are authorized. 


. 7582. Mr. Hoffman; October 12, 1939 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 

Makes it unlawful for any person to interfere with the production or transportation of any article 
which, if completed and entering interstate commerce, would affect such commerce; but this shall not 
be construed to interfere with the right of any person to quit work or to strike, provided he does not 
interfere with any other person continuing work or accepting work or employment. 


. 7588. Mr. Carter; October 17, 1939 (Post Office and Post Roads). 
Grants to the Vice President and Members of Congress the privilege of franking by air-mail official 
matter or correspondence which does not exceed one ounce in weight. 


. 7589. Mr. Coffee of Nebraska; October 19, 1939 (Ways and Means). 
Requires Senate ratification (as in the case of treaties) of foreign trade agreements entered into under 
§ 350 of the Tariff Act of 1930. 


. 7590. Mr. Woodruff of Michigan; October 19, 1939 (Ways and Means). 

Prohibits the importation of the following articles when the domestic producers’ current average selling 
price of the comparable domestic commodity is less than the parity price therefor: (1) articles dutiable 
under schedule 7 (agricultural products) of the Tariff Act of 1930 [U. S. C. 19: 1001, par. 701-783), (2) 
articles dutiable under schedule 5, pars. 501, 502 (sugar or molasses) of such act, (3) cotton (except long 
staple) not further advanced than ginning, flax, hemp, and wool, and (4) any fish, animal (including marine 
animal) or vegetable oil, fat or grease.

The parity price shall be that price which will give the commodity the same purchasing power, with 
respect to articles producers buy, as such commodity had from Aug. 1909 to July 1914 but where the 
Secretary of Agriculture has ascertained the fair exchange value or parity price under any agricultural 
adjustment or conservation program in effect since Dec. 31, 1932, the parity price shall be the latest price 
so ascertained. 

Foreign trade agreements negotiated under § 350 of the Tariff Act of 1930 inconsistent herewith, shall 
not be effective with respect to any article during any period when the importation thereof is prohibited 
hereby.

After a Presidential proclamation under § 1 (a) of the Neutrality Act amendments of May 1, 1937

poration, the First and Second Export-Import Banks of Washington or any other government agency or 
instrumentality to make loans to or purchase the notes, bonds, etc. of any government, etc., named 
therein. 

Amends the Gold Reserve Act of 1934, § 10a (48 Stat. 341) by requiring the Secretary of the Treasury 
to make monthly reports of the transactions, etc., of the Exchange Stabilization Fund to Congress. Such 
reports shall be open to members of Congress and three months after the filing date, to the public: Pro- 
hibits the Secretary from investing any of the fund in the currency of a country named as a belligerent 
in a Presidential proclamation under the act of May 1, 1937. 


. 7592. Mr. Angell; October 23, 1939 (Ways and Means). 
Requires Senate ratification (as in the case of treaties) of foreign trade agreements entered into under 
sec. 350 of the Tariff Act of 1930. 


. 7593. Mr. Rankin (by request); October 23, 1939 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

World War Widows’ and Dependent Children’s Act, 1940—Provides a pension for the widow or children 
of a World War veteran who served 90 days or was discharged for disability incurred in line of duty (and 
who dies of a nonservice disability) as follows: Widow $30 with $8 for the first child, and $4 for each 
additional child; no widow but one child $15, two children $22, three children $30, with $3 for each addi- 
tional child (equally divided); total compensation hereunder shall not exceed $64. No payments shall 
be made to a widow without a child or to a child whose income exceeds $1,000, or to a widow with a child 
whose income exceeds $2,500. A “widow’’ shall mean a person who was married to the veteran prior to 
date of enactment. The term “child’’ shall mean an unmarried person under 18 years of age, etc., but 
payment may be made until completion of education or training (but not after reaching 21 years of age). 


. 7599. Mr. Chandler; October 25, 1939 (Judiciary). 

Whenever the constitutionality af a State statute is drawn in question in any United States court, 
and the State is not a party to the suit, the court shall certify such fact to the attorney general of the 
State, and permit the State to become a party to the proceeding and to present evidence and argument 
on the constitutional question. The State, in any proceeding in which it is a party or in which it has 
intervened and the decision was against the constitutionality of a State law, may within 30 days appeal 
directly to the Supreme Court, the record to be made up within 60 days after the allowance of the appeal. 
Such cases shall have precedence over all matters except appeals to review validity of a Federal statute. 


. 7600. Mr. Burdick; October 25, 1939 (Banking and Currency). 

In order to set up a scientific monetary system based on potential productivity of the people which 
will reflect the needs of consumers and producers, the Secretary of the Treasury shall issue noninterest 
bearing national credit certificates which shall circulate as legal tender. Such certificates shall not be 
based on a gold or silver reserve but upon the ability of the United States to produce and consume goods. 


Establishes a Credit Authority, composed of members of Congress to carry out monetary legislation,

The standard of values for the new medium of exchange shall be measured by a monetary unit of a 
minimum wage of $1 per hour for unskilled labor. Wages for skilled and professional services shall be 
graduated up from the basic minimum wage of $1 per-hour.

For the purpose of determining refunds of amounts collected under the Agricultural Adjustment Act 
processing taxes where the claimant was not in business for part of the tax period or his records were 
inadequate and if there were no representative firms engaged in a similar business, the average monthly 
margins determined for the part of the period before, during, or after the tax period shall be the monthly 
margins for the periods when the claimant was not in business or did not keep adequate records [adding 
to § 907 (c), Revenue Act of 1936, 49 Stat. 1752). 


. 7603. Mr. Celler; October 27, 1939 (Judiciary). 
Persons transmitting communications (written, printed, or oral), in interstate commerce or foreign 
commerce or through the mails, defamatory of any religious, racial, labor, or other group of persons 
subject to the jurisdiction of the United States shall be liable for damages to the members thereof. Any

. 7604. Mr. Celler; October 27, 1939 (Judiciary). 

Punishes the transmission, in interstate or foreign commerce or through the mails, of communications 
(written, printed, or oral) defamatory of any religious, racial, labor, or other group of persons subject 
to the jurisdiction of the United States by a $5,000 fine, 1 year’s imprisonment, or both. The defenses 
of truth and privilege shall be available. 


. 7605. Mr. Leavy; October 27, 1939 (Agriculture). 
Cooperation of Secretary of Agriculture with States in eradicating plant and animal diseases, ete.— 
similar to S. 2986. 


. 7606. Mr. Hoffman; October 27, 1939 (Judiciary). 

No appropriated funds shall be used to pay the compensation or expenses of a Government employee 
who (1) advocates the overthrow of the United States Government by force, (2) joins or remains a mem- 
ber for 20 days of an organization advocating such overthrow, (3) remains a member of an organization 
founded or controlled by an individus! or organization advocating such overthrow, (4) or becomes or 
continues a member of an organizatica directed or controlled by a foreign government or which is founded 
or controlled by an organization so directed or controlled. 


. 7607. Mr. Vinson of Georgia; October 27, 1939 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 
Extends for 90 days the period for filing suits for claims on insurance contracts under the World War 
Veterans’ Act. Any suit which has been dismissed solely on the ground that the period for filing suit had 
elapsed may be reinstated at any time within 90 days. 


. 7609. Mr. Collins; October 30, 1939 (Agriculture). 
Directs the Governor of the Farm Credit Administration to forego the accumulated expense account 
(warehouse charges, interest, and insurance) on all loan cotton stili in the ownership of the original bor- 
rower (adding to U. S. C. Supp. IV, 12: 1020j). 


. 7610. Mr. McCormack; October 31, 1939 (Naval Affairs). 

Guards, senior guards, and senior guard officers at navy yards shall be designated as policemen, ser- 
geants, and chiefs of police, respectively, and shall receive compensation as follows: Policemen, $1,500- 
$1,860; sergeants, $1,860-$2,400; chiefs of police, $2,400-$3,000; with annual automatic promotions of 
$60 for policemen and sergeants, and $100 for chiefs of police. 


. 7611. Mr. Snyder; October 31, 1939 (Military Affairs). 

Provides for the rank of lieutenant general of the Regular Army for the major generals specifically 
assigned to command the Panama Canal and Hawaiian Departments (the rank of lieutenant general is 
now limited to the commanders of the Army areas). 


. 7616. Mr. Coffee of Nebraska; November 3, 1939 (Agriculture). 

Directs the Secretary of Agriculture (1) to collect and disseminate information pertaining to produc- 
tion, marketing and utilization of poultry and poultry products, (2) to establish standards and grades, and 
(3) to issue grade certificates, on request, under regulations safeguarding the public interest in the use 
of grade labels. Authorizes the Secretary to cooperate with States, etc., and to establish a poultry division 
in the Agricultural Marketing Service. 


. 7617. Mr. Bradley of Michigan; November 3, 1939 (Agriculture). 

Authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture to expend annually not to exceed 5 percent of Federal-aid 
highway moneys for acquiring forest lands adjacent to highways or trails constructed with Federal funds 
in order to preserve or restore their natural beauty. Lands within any Federal reservation are subject to 
the provisions of this act. Places such forest lands adjacent to Federal-aid highways under State control. 
It is optional with the various State highway departments whether the act shall be in force within their 
jurisdiction. 

. 7618. Mr. Schiffler; November 3, 1939 (Military Affairs). 
Directs the Secretary of War to acquire suitable lands for the enlargement of existing national cemetery 
facilities in the vicinity of Grafton, West Virginia. 


. 7619. Mr. Case of South Dakota; November 3, 1939 (Public Lands). 
Authorizes the establishment of the Bear Butte National Monument upon the transfer to the United 
States of certain lands in South Dakota. 


. 7620. Mr. McCormack; November 3, 1939 (Ways and Means). 

Provides for automatic promotion within grade and reclassification of salaries of field employees of Customs 
Service: (1) Laborers, $1,440-$1,680 (now—$1,500); (2) Clerks, $1,700—-$2,300 (now—$1,700—$2, 100) ; 
(3) Inspectors classified in grades 1-13 at present salary rates, $2,100-$3,300. Promotions of inspectors 
above grade 7 not to exceed 50 percent of force and to be made in discretion of Secretary of Treasury on 
basis of seniority. P 


. 7621. Mr. Patrick; November 3, 1939 (Public Lands). 
Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to sell unappropriated lands in Florida which were originally 
erroneously meandered and shown as water-covered areas. Citizens who have improved the land shall 
have a preferred right of purchase, with reservation to the United States of minerals. 


. 7622. Mr. Poage; November 3, 1939 (Agriculture). 

Directs the Secretary of Agriculture, through the Farm Credit Administration, to make loans to farm- 
ers, for carrying out approved soil-conservation and soil-building practices. Such loans shall bear interest 
at such rates, not in excess of 3 percent, and have such maturities, not in excess of 10 years, as the Secre- 
tary may prescribe and shall be secured by such security as he shall deem sufficient (including first or 
second liens on the land). No loan shall exceed $4,000 to any borrower nor shall such loan together with 
the unpaid principal of prior loans exceed $5,000. 
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. 7623. Mr. Poage; November 3, 1939 (Agriculture). 

Establishes a cotton research award fund for distribution of awards to citizens who develop new com- 
mercial uses for domestic cotton. Authorizes appropriations to maintain the fund at $100,000. The 
awards shall not exceed $50,000 and shall be distributed by a board composed of the Secretaries of Agri- 
culture, Commerce, and a person designated by the President. 


. 7624. Mr. Stefan; November 3, 1939 (Ways and Means). 
Prohibits importation of certain agricultural products until the comparable domestic article attains the 
parity price—similar to H. R. 7590.

. 7630. Mr. Hook; January 3, 1940 (Ways and Means). 
Authorizes the Secretary of the Treasury with approval of the President, to negotiate a $60,000,000 
loan without restrictions to Finland to meet that country’s general requirements. 


. 7631. Mr. Hook; January 3, 1940 (Ways and Means). 


‘ Directs the Secretary of the Treasury to refund to Finland all interest paid on its debt to the United 
tates. 


. 7632. Mrs. Rogers of Massachusetts; January 3, 1940 (Ways and Means). 
Extends for 2 years, i. e., from January 2, 1940, to January 2, 1942, the time within which applications 
for ee anes the World War Adjusted Compensation Act [U. 8. C. Supp. IV, 38: ch. 11 and 114A] 
may ed. 


. 7633. Mr. Snyder; January 3, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 
Directs the Secretary of War to collect, for the use of all Government-built, -owned, and -operated 
locks on all rivers of the United States, a toll at the rate of 1 cent per long ton of freight for each lock 
through which such freight is transported. 


. 7634. Mr. Dimond; January 3, 1940 (Judiciary). 
Provides that fines angen and collected for failure to pay license taxes in Alaska shall be disposed of 
as provided by law for the disposition of such license taxes [amending U. 8. C. 48: 106}. 


. 7635. Mr. Alexander; January 3, 1940 (Public Buildings and Grounds). 

Authorizes any Government department in charge of erection of Government buildings to employ, 
with compensation, private engineers and architects to prepare designs, plans, etc., or to prepare alternate 
plans for new buildings of which the estimated cost exceeds $200,000. Full compensation shall be paid 
for accepted plans showing a saving of twice the amount of fees and out-of-pocket costs for other accepted 

lans. Such alternate designs may apply to structural designs or any division of the work, but the 
bids on alternate designs and base plans shall be for the complete building or structure in each case and 
shall be compared on that basis. 


. 7636. Mr. Barry; January 3, 1940 (Post Office and Post Roads). . 
Provides for a 2-cent rate on first-class mail for local delivery, or delivery wholly within a county 
the population of which exceeds 1,000,000 provided such county is entirely within a corporate city 
{amending U. 8. C. Supp. IV, 39: 280]. 


. 7637. Mr. Bland; January 3, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 

Compensation for damages to vessels, or persons and things on board thereof, arising from collisions, 
shall be settled as follows: 

If collision is due to inevitable accident or force majeure, or its causes cannot be determined, the damages 
shall be borne by those who suffered them. 

If collision is due to fault of one vessel, liability for damages shall attach to such vessel. 

If two or more vessels are in fault, liability shall be apportioned according to the degree of such fault, 
if determinable, otherwise equally. Where injuries are to third parties, the vessels, their owners or opera- 
tors shall be jointly and severally liable with the right to demand contribution according to the degree of 
fault. The liability in this paragraph shall attach in cases where the collision was due to the fault of a 
pilot even when the carrying of a pilot is obligatory. : 

The statute of limitations shall run after 2 years from the date of the casualty and in case of the right 
to demand contribution, after 1 year from date of payment. 

This act shall extend to damages caused by the execution or nonexecution of a maneuver or by the non- 
observance of regulations, even though no collision actually takes Ee 

The Harter Act of Feb. 13, 1893, the Carriage of Goods by Sea Act of 1936 [U. S. C. 46: 1300-1315], 
U. 8. C. 33: 367, 368 (duty to give aid in a collision), Public Vessels Act [U. S. C. 46: 741-752], death 
oF angen act statute [U. 8. C. 46: 761-768] and legal presumptions created by law shall not be affected 

ereby. 


. 7639. Mr. Bland; January 3, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 
Private civilian nautical schools, charging fees, shall be subject to inspection by the U. 8. Maritime 
Commission, The Commission may rate and certify such schools as to the adequacy of the course, the 
competency of instructors, etc. a 
Steam vessel inspection laws, under regulations prescribed by the Board of Supervising Inspectors of 
Steam Vessels, shall apply to all vessels and floating equipment used in connection with such schools. 
The Bureau of Marine Inspection and Navigation is directed to prescribe and enforce minimum stand- 
ards for size, ventilation, plumbing, and sanitation of quarters on such vessels. 
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. 7640. Mr. Caldwell; January 3, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Authorizes the Secretary of War to issue a flag to drape the coffin of any deceased member of the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps. 


. 7641. Mr. Crowe; January 3, 1940 (Appropriations). 
Appropriates $15,000,000 for the 1941 fiscal year for the acquisition of forest lands under the act of 
March 1, 1911 [U. 8S. C. 16: 513-9, 521). 


. 7643. Mr. Doxey; January 3, 1940 (Agriculture). 

Requires the determination and collection of amounts due for sale of national-forest products and use 
of national-forest lands to be made in accordance with regulations prescribed by the Secretary of Agri- 
culture. Instruments providing for paying such amounts shall not be required to be deposited with the 
General Accounting Office when they call for payments of less than $300 annually. 


. 7644. Mr. Doxey; January 3, 1940 (Ways and Means). 

For each quarter beginning with the quarter commencing April 1, 1941, the Federal contribution for 
old-age assistance is to be two-thirds of the amount up to $10 plus one-half of the amount paid in excess 
of $10 by the States. 


. 7645. Mr. Voorhis of California; January 3, 1940 (Ways and Means). 

War Excess-Profits Tax Act of 1940—Imposes on corporations the adjusted declared value of whose 
capital stock exceeds $100,000 a graduated war excess-profits tax on income which exceeds a base net 
income. The base shall be the average annual income for any 3 income-tax taxable years ending during 
the calendar years 1935 to 1938, unless the corporation elects to accept as a base an amount equal to 5 

ercent of the adjusted declared value of the corporation’s capital stock or unless the Commissioner of 
nternal Revenue establishes as the base an amount equal to 15 percent of the adjusted declared value of 
the corporation’s capital stock. ; 

The rates shall be 10 percent of any excess income up to 10 percent of the base, 25 percent of any 
excess income of more than 10 percent and not more than 25 percent of the base, 50 percent of any excess 
income of more than 25 percent and not more than 50 percent of the base, and 75 percent of any excess 
income of more than 50 percent of the base. 

There shall be allowed for the purpose of the tax hereby imposed a credit against net income in the 
amount of $10,000. 


. 7646. Mr. Flannery; January 3, 1940 (Post Office and Post Roads). 

Reduces from 10 to 9 the consecutive hours in which the 8-hour day of employees in first- and second- 
class post offices and the carriers in the City Delivery Service shall be performed, and extends the pro- 
visions thereof to the Village Delivery Service. 


. 7647. Mr. Flannery; January 3, 1940 (Post Office and Post Roads). 


Authorizes the Postmaster General to grant employees in the Postal Service 30 days’ annual and 30 
days’ sick leave (exclusive of Saturdays, Sundays, and holidays) with pay each fiscal year. The sick 
leave shall be cumulative but not more than 6 months shall be granted in any one year. 


. 7648. Mr. Flannery; January 3, 1940 (Post Office and Post Roads). 
Directs the Postmaster General to grant leave with pay to a postal employee whose house is quarantined 
because of sickness in’ the family. 


. 7649. Mr. Guyer of Kansas; January 3, 1940 (Library). , 
Authorizes $50,000 to the Secretary of War for the erection of a monument to the Lewis and Clark 
Expedition at Kansas City, Kans. 


. 7650. Mr. Hobbs; January 3, 1940 (Roads). 
Aid to the States in making toll bridges free shall be extended to bridges on highways becoming a 
part of the Federal-aid system prior to March 3, 1942 [amending 50 Stat. 640, ch. 626). 


. 7651. Mr. Kean; January 3, 1940 (Judiciary). 

Whenever the President declares the existence of a national or limited national emergency, he shall 
convene Congress in extraordinary session to meet within 14 days, unless Congress would normally meet 
within 30 days of such declaration. 


. 7652. Mr. McAndrews; January 3, 1940 (Invalid Pensions). 

Increases the pension to the dependents of peacetime veterans who died of injury or disease incurred in 
or aggravated by active service as follows (present rates in brackets): Widow under 50, or over 50 years 
of age, $38 or $45, respectively [widow under 50, between 50 and 65, over 65 years of age, $22, $26, and 
$30], with $10 for the first and $8 for each additional child under 10 years of age, and $15 for the first 
and $13 for each additional child over 10 years of age ($7 for the first and $6 for each additional child 
under 10 years of age, and $11 for the first and $9 for each additional child over 10 years of age]; no 
widow but one child $20 [$15], two children $33 [$24], three children $46 [$34], with $8 [$6] for each addi- 
tional child (equally divided); dependent parent $45 [$15]; dependent parents $25 [$11] each. The 
maximum for widow and children is $83. The dependents of such veterans retired for age, length of serv- 
ice, or disability, or disability incurred in or aggravated by active service shall be entitled to receive above 
rates [amending Veterans’ Regulation No. 1 (g) § 2, U. S. C. Supp. IV, 38: p. 666). 


. 7653. Mr. McCormack; January 3, 1940 (Ways and Means). 

Extends for 5 years, i. e., from January 2, 1940, to January 2, 1945, the time within which applications 
for a the World War Adjusted Compensation Act [U. 8. C. Supp. IV, 38: ch. 11 and 11A] 
may ° 





. 7656. Mr. Shanley; January 3, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

World War Widow’s and Dependent Children’s Act—Provides that a widow or child of an honorably 
discharged World War veteran who served 90 days or was sooner discharged for service-incurred dis- 
ability or died from disease or disability not service connected shall receive the following compensation: 
Widow $30, with $8 for the first and $4 for each additional child under 18 years of age (21 if attending 
school); no widow but one child $15, with $7 for the second, $8 for the third, and $3 for each additional 
child (equally divided). Total compensation hereunder shall not exceed $64. All marriages shall be 
proved according to the law of the place of residence at the time of marriage or where the parties resided 
when the right to compensation accrued. The pension shall continue as long as a child has a mental 
or physical defect. 


. 7657. Mr. Sheppard; January 3, 1940 (Ways and Means). 

U. 8. C. Supp. IV, 19: 1201 par. 1798 is amended by deleting the provision allowing the Secretary of 
the Treasury to make special regulations with respect to the free importation of personal articles (includ- 
ing distilled spirits and cigars) of a value not exceeding $100 which are acquired in a contiguous country 
as an incident of a foreign journey. 


. 7658. Mr. Smith of Connecticut; January 3, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Makes it unlawful after 60 days ($500 fine, imprisonment for 1 year, or both) to export any iron or 
steel scrap, except by license issued, upon such conditions as the President may find necessary in the 
public interest. 


. 7659. Mr. Smith of Washington; January 3, 1940 (Ways and Means). 4 
Relieves Finland of making further payments on its debt to the United States until Congress requires 
resumption of payments; sums heretofore paid by Finland shall be reloaned. 


. 7660. Mr. Sumners of Texas; January 3, 1940 (Judiciary). 

Makes it unlawful ($500 fine, 2 years’ imprisonment, or both) to purchase or receive in pledge from any 
person any arms, equipment, clothing, or other property knowing it to have been furnished an ex-service 
man by any hospital, home, or facility maintained by the United States [adding to U. S. C. 18: 86). 


. 7661. Mr, Sutphin; January 3, 1940 (Education). 

Provides for a survey of the country’s resources in facilities and personnel for the purpose of improving 
our efforts in the field of physical education and athletic participation and incorporating a program to 
enable the youth of the nation to participate in supervised physical activities planned to meet their needs. 


. 7662. Mr. Sweeney; January 3, 1940 (Post Office and Post Roads). 

Provides for five grades in the City and Village Delivery Services, and clerks in first- and second-class 
post offices, at salaries as follows: first grade, $2,600; second grade, $2,700; third grade, $2,800; fourth 
grade, $2,900; fifth grade, $3,000. Substitutes are to receive $1 per hour [amending U. 8. C. 39: 103). 


. 7663. Mr. Sweeney; January 3, 1940 (Post Office and Post Roads). 

Amends §1 of the Act of July 18, 1939 (53 Stat. 1062], which provides that substitutes in the Postal 
Service shall be rated as employees and shall be granted the same annual and sick leave benefits as regular 
employees in proportion to the time actually employed, by deleting the following words: “Sick leave shall 
computed on the basis of illness or disability incurred during the period of actual employment in the 

‘ostal Service.” 

Further, amends §2 of the aforesaid act by deleting the bracketed words and adding the italicized words: 
No substitute shall be entitled to sick leave for an illness or disability incurred at a time when [while] such 
substitute is on leave of absence, other than annual leave, granted at his request [is not on active duty or on 
annual leave]. 


. 7664. Mr. Tenerowicz; January 3, 1940 (Ways and Means). 

Extends for 2 years, i. e., from January 2, 1940, to January 2, 1942, the time within which applications 
for yin the World War Adjusted Compensation Act [U. 8. C. Supp. IV, 38: ch. 11 and 11A] 
may ed, 


. 7665. Mr. Vinson of Georgia; January 3, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 

Increases by 400,000 tons the authorized composition of the Navy in under-age vessels as established 
by the act of May 17, 1938 [52 Stat. 401]. This increase shall apply only to the aggregate of the ton- 
nages of aircraft carriers, cruisers, destroyers, and submarines, as determined by the President. Provides 
for the construction and maintenance of the same. 

Increases the number of naval airplanes to 6,000 and the number of lighter-than-air craft to 36. 

Authorizes the President to acquire and convert or to construct 200,000 tons of auxiliary vessels of 
such size, type, and design as he may consider best suited for the purposes of national defense. All laws 
requiring allocation of contracts for construction of naval vessels, etc., to either Government or privately 
owned building activities are repealed. 


. 7666. Mr. Voorhis of California; January 3, 1940 (Flood Control). 

Authorizes the Secretaries of War and Agriculture to consider the conservation of water in connection 
with the construction of flood-control projects authorized under the Omnibus Flood Control Act of 1936 
[49 Stat. 1570] or other similar legislation and expend up to 5 percent of the flood control appropriation 
for water conservation. 


. 7692. Mr. Alexander; January 8, 1940 (Ways and Means). 
Instructs the Secretary of the Treasury to set up a credit for Finland to purchase airplane equipment 
and antiaircraft guns in an amount equal to the original credit granted May 1, 1923, and prior thereto 
($9,499,300) together with such interest as has already been paid.

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H. R. 7693. Mr. Alexander; January 4, 1940 (Pensions). 
Honorably discharged veterans of the regular military and naval forces who served in the zones of up- 
risings against the United States in the Philippine Archipelago, between July 5, 1902, and December 31, 
1913, shall receive a pension based on the same considerations granted other veterans who served in other 
uprisings and campaigns. 


H. R. 7694. Mr. Bland; January 4, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 

Specifically exempts undocumented vessels of less than 5 net tons, if built in and wholly owned by 
citizens of the United States, if operated by crews at least 50 percent of which (including the person in 
charge) shall be citizens, and if engaged in the coasting trade and fisheries, from the penalty of forfeiture 
under U. S. C. 46: 251-356. Also exempts for 6 years from date of approval American-built vessels owned 
by alien residents engaged solely in the fisheries. 

For the purposes of the documentation and navigation laws of the United States the term citizen is 
limited to: (1) American-born or naturalized individuals, (2) firms, partnerships, etc., solely owned or 
controlled by United States citizens, and (3) corporations chartered under United States or State law, the 
officers and directors of which are citizens and 51 percent of the stock of which is owned by citizens, but 
in case of operations in the coasting trade or fisheries, 75 percent of the stock must be owned by citizens. 

Yachts licensed under U. S. C. 46: 103 shall be deemed vessels of the United States if owned in accord- 
ance with definition of citizens above. Officer vacancies below grade of master on foreign voyages may be 
filled by aliens until the first return to a United States port [now home port). 

Limits American registry under U. S. C. 46: 11 to vessels owned by citizens as defined above and limits 
the award of numbers under U. S. C. 46: 288 to vessels owned by citizens or corporations, 75 percent of the 
stock of which is owned by citizens. 


. 7695. Mr. Cartwright; January 4, 1940 (Roads). 

“Highway Act of 1940”—Authorizes an appropriation of $ for the fiscal year 1942 and 
$ for 1943 for Federal aid to States under the Federal Highway Act [39 Stat. 355). 

“Highway Right of Way Act of 1940’’—Directs the Commissioner of Public Roads to cooperate with 
the States in facilitating the construction of roads, etc. The Commissioner is to acquire the necessary 
lands through gift, ete., or from funds furnished by the Reconstruction Finance Corporation but no such 
land shall be acquired until after a State contracts to purchase it at a price and in a manner to permit 
recovery of the cost thereof by the United States within 40 years. 

Authorizes the Reconstruction Finance Corporation, with the approval of the Commissioner, to make 
loans (repayable within 40 years and with interest rates sufficient to reimburse it for the cost) to States, 
etc., for financing road projects. The funds necessary to finance this act shall be obtained through the 
issuance of obligations, maturing within 40 years. 


. 7696. Mr. Dirksen; January 4, 1940 (Agriculture). 
Makes the United States Grain Standards Act [U. 8S. C. 7: 74, 79] applicable to soybeans. Deletes the 
provision for the automatic licensing of employees of State grain inspection departments as Federal in- 


spectors. 


. 7697. Mr. Engel; January 4, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 
Extends the time limit for filing suit on yearly renewable term insurance for 1 year. Any suit dis- 
missed, after July 2, 1930, on the ground that the period for filing has elapsed, may be reinstated. 


. 7698. Mr. Gearhart; January 4, 1940 (Ways and Means). 
Provides for the payment of adjusted service credit to veterans’ dependents in the full amount in one 
payment. 


. 7699. Mr. Edwin A. Hall; January 4, 1940 (Judiciary). 

Amends § 313 of the Federal Corrupt Practices Act [U. 8. C. 2: 251] to prohibit political contributions 
by labor unions in connection with Federal elections. Also makes it unlawful for officers or employees 
of labor unions or political committees of which officers of labor unions are members to knowingly solicit 
or receive contributions from labor union members in connection with Federal elections. 


. 7700. Mr. Jones of Texas; January 4, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 

Creates the American Airship Corporation under the direction of the Administrator of the Civil Aero- 
nautics Authority with a capital stock of $15,000,000 to be subscribed by the Government. The Cor- 
poration is authorized to acquire two lighter- than-air ships to be used on transoceanic trade routes and 
the Administrator is authorized to sell or lease flight equipment and terminals when available. Creates 
an advisory board of six members to be appointed by the Administrator. 


. 7701. Mr. Jones of Texas; January 4, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 

The Maritime Commission, upon a finding by the Civil Aeronautics Authority that the Federal Gov- 
ernment should participate in developing commercial lighter-than-air craft, may have constructed two 
such ships for use as transoceanic carriers and naval auxiliaries. It may operate them on its own ac- 
count or through American operators, train American personnel and, if necessary, charter or purchase 
one foreign-built ship. The Commission may utilize $15,000,000 of its construction funds. 


7702. Mr. Kramer; January 4, 1940 (District of Columbia). 

Inspection fees under the District of Columbia Motor Vehicle Inspection Act of February 8, 1938 
[52 Stat. 78], shall be refunded if at the time designated for such inspection, by reason of change of resi- 
dence, etc., there is no longer any duty to have such motor vehicle inspected. 


7703. Mr. Rankin (by request); January 4, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 
The rate of disability allowance payable to a World War veteran on account of non-service-connected 
permanent total disability shall be $50 [now $30] per month. 
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. 7704. Mr. Rankin (by request); January 4, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

There shall be paid to any World War veteran who, as the result of service-incurred disability, has 
suffered the anatomical loss or the loss of the use of 1 foot, or 1 hand, or 1 eye, compensation at the rate of 
$35 per month independent of other compensation which may be payable in those cases in which service 
connection was continued or reestablished or which may later be established. 


. 7705. Mr. Rankin (by request); January 4, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Directs the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs to insert in the rating schedule of the Veterans’ Adminis- 
tration a minimum rating of permanent partial 1 per centum for any service-connected disability incurred 
during the World War. Further, directs the Administrator to insert in the rating schedule a minimum 
aan of Pumanent partial 10 per centum for wounds incurred in line of duty in active service during 
the Wor ar. 


. 7706. Mr. Rankin (by request); January 4, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Directs the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs to award payment of compensation or pension not 
exceeding $1,000 on behalf of a deceased World War veteran based upon a post mortem rating for a period 
of 1 year prior to the death of said veteran. 


. 7707. Mr. Rankin (by request); January 4, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

When rating of any World War veteran to whom disability compensation is allowed under the Act of 
March 20, 1933, as amended and supplemented [U. 8. C. 38: Ch. 1; Supp. IV, 38: Ch. 12] has been in 
effect for 10 years, such rating shall become permanent, except in cases of fraud. 


. 7708. Mr. Sabath; January 4, 1940 (Expenditures in the Executive Departments). 
Officers and employees in the Veterans’ Administration or other Government agency may elect to refuse 
quarters, subsistence, laundry service, or other allowance and thereby obtain full salary. 


. 7709. Mr. Vincent of Kentucky; January 4, 1940 (Ways and Means). 

Authorizes the Commissioner of Internal Revenue to redeem strip stamps (for distilled spirits) by ex- 
change or refund, in amounts of $5 or more [amending I. R. C. § 2803 (c), which now authorizes (a) ex- 
change only in case of spoilage by fire or water, or by erroneous overprinting or cutting, and (b) refund, only 
in case stamps are useless because owner has discontinued business]. 


. 7724. Mr. Bland; January 8, 1940 (Judiciary). 

The act granting compeneatiee for injuries to Federal employees [U. 8. C. 5: 751-793], is extended to 
employees of the Federal Civil Works Administration upon the following conditions: (1) That total com- 
pensation shall not exceed $3,500 and monthly compensation shall not exceed $25 to any person; (2) that 
the minimum monthly limit fixed by the extended act shall not be applicable; (3) that the United States 
Employees Compensation Commission shall establish a special schedule of death and disability benefits 
for such employees; and (4) that nontraumatic injuries heretofore received under conditions which are 
now covered by the Act shall be compensated for hereunder. 


. 7725. Mr. Bland; January 8, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries.) 

When the U. 8. Maritime Commission finds that the construction of commercial lighter-than-air craft 
is desirable for the transportation of passengers and freight and the development of the Merchant Marine, 
it is authorized: (1) To have constructed two such air craft for use as transoceanic carriers and as naval 
or military auxiliaries; (2) to operate such craft in foreign commerce on its own account or through Amer- 
ican operators; (3) to train American personnel in the operation of such crafts; and (4) to utilize $15,000,000 
of its construction funds for such purposes. 


. 7726. Mr. Dingell; January 8, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Directs the Secretary of War to sell to Finland 10,000 Garand automatic rifles with suitable ammuni- 
tion. The price of each rifle shall not exceed $1; nor the price of the ammunition the cost. 


. 7727. Mr. Hendricks; January 8, 1940 (Invalid Pensions). 

Ex-service men, not dishonorably discharged, who are disabled by a service-incurred or service- 
aggravated injury or disease shall receive a monthly pension of $10 (now $7.50) for each 10 percent of 
disability rating; equalizing the service-incurred rates of Regular veterans with those of War veterans. 


. 7728. Mr. Izac; January 8, 1940 (Invalid Pensions). 
Increases by $10 the pension paid a widow or a remarried widow of any Civil War veteran. 


. 7729. Mr. Izac; January 8, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Authorizes the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs, with presidential approval, to erect at San Diego, 
Calif., a 200-bed fireproof veterans’ hospital with domiciliary and out-patient dispensary facilities— 
$1,000,000 being authorized therefor. 


. 7730. Mr. Lesinski (by request); January 8, 1940 (Invalid Pensions). 
Directs the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs to increase by $10 per month the pension otherwise pay- 
able to veterans of the Regular Establishment during hospitalization periods. 


. 7731. Mr. Lesinski (by request); January 8, 1940 (Invalid Pensions). 

The authority of the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs to pay not exceeding $100 for funeral expenses 
and transportation of the body to the place of burial, of honorably discharged veterans or pensioners of 
any war, is extended to permit such payments for regular veterans discharged for disability incurred in 
line of duty. Omits the provision that the burial allowance is not payable when the veteran’s net assets 
at time of death, exclusive of debts, pension, or insurance equal $1,000. 
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. 7732. Mr. Lesinski (by request); January 8, 1940 (Invalid Pensions). 


Provides the same pensions for the dependents of any deceased veteran who died of a non-service-con- 
nected disability while on the retired list of the Regular Establishment at rates provided for dependents 
of veterans of the Regular Establishment dying of service-connected injury or disease. 


. 7733. Mr. Lesinski (by request); January 8, 1940 (Invalid Pensions). 


Provides increased pensions for veterans of the Regular Establishment with service-connected disa- 
bility incurred in or aggravated by service prior to April 21, 1898, so that the pensions paid will equal 
those for service-connected disability incurred in or aggravated by service after that date. 


. 7734. Mr. Lesinski (by request); January 8, 1940 (Invalid Pensions). 


Equalizes the pensions payable to dependents of veterans of the Regular Establishment in a period 
other than War with those payable to dependents of veterans of the World War who died as a result of 
injury or disease incurred in or aggravated by active service [amending § 2, Veterans’ Regulation 1 (g)]. 
Dependents of veterans of the Regular Establishment who qualify shall receive pension provided in par. 
2, § 5, act of July 19, 1939 (53 Stat. 1070), and if ineligible for such rates shall be entitled to rates provided 
in § 1, Veterans’ Regulation No. 1 (g) [U. 8. C. Supp. IV, 38: p. 646). 


. 7736. Mr. Michener; January 8, 1940 (Public Lands). 


The Secretary of the Interior, on the payment of $1.25 per acre, may issue patents for lands in Michigan 
(not to exceed 160 acres) to citizens who show within 5 years of this enactment that they have held the 
land in good faith under color of title and in adverse possession for more than 20 years prior to this enact- 
ment and that valuable improvements have been made thereon or a part thereof has been reduced to 
cultivation. 


. 7737. Mr. Satterfield; January 8, 1940 (Judiciary). 


Whenever the constitutional validity of the exercise of any power by the United States is drawn in 
question in a Federal court and the question involves a conflict with the exercise by a State of a govern- 
mental power or results in the impairment of a governmental power customarily exercised by a State, the 
court shall certify such fact to the Attorney General of the affected State and permit the State to become 
a party. 

In suits to which the United States or a State is a party or in which a State has intervened, either party 
may appeal directly to the United States Supreme Court on notice within 30 days of the entry of a final 
or interlocutory judgment or order. Such cases shall have precedence over all other matters except 
appeals to review decisions holding acts of Congress unconstitutional. This act shall apply to pending 
suits as well as those instituted after enactment. 


. 7739. Mr. Vinson of Georgia; January 8, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 


Authorizes appropriations for funeral expenses (including expenses of recovering bodies, cremation if 
requested by the relatives, preparation for burial, transportation to home or to designated cemetery) of 
officers and enlisted men of the Navy and Marine Corps, members of the Nurse Corps (female) of the 
Navy, members of the Naval or Marine Reserve on active or training duty, accepted applicants for en- 
listment, civilian employees of the Navy Department or the Naval Establishment on duty outside the 
continental limits of the United States, former enlisted men discharged while patients in hospitals and who 
remain in hospitals until their deaths, and pensioners and destitute patients who die in naval hospitals. 


. 7741. Mr. Vinson of Georgia; January 8, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 


For a 2-year period after date of enactment the Secretary of the Navy is permitted to require per diem 
employees of the Naval Establishment to work more than 8 hours a day, under certain limitations, in 
order to prevent financial loss to the Government or delay in the movements of naval vessels. Compensa- 
tion for such overtime shall be at a time and one-half rate. 


. 7757. Mr. Brewster; January 9, 1940 (Ways and Means). 


Requires Senate ratification (as in the case of treaties) of foreign trade agreements entered into under 
§ 350 of the Tariff Act of 1930. 


. 7758. Mr. Dempsey; January 9, 1940 (Judiciary). 


Amends the Hatch Act of August 2, 1939 [53 Stat. 1147], mainly as follows: (1) Makes it unlawful for 
any State administrative employee employed in connection with any activity financed in whole or in part 
by Federal loans or grants to use his official authority for the purpose of interfering with the election of 
any candidate for the office of President, Vice President, Presidential elector, Member of Congress, Dele- 
gate, or Resident Commissioner [amending § 2]; (2) prohibits the employees of the executive branch of 
any State employed in connection with activities financed in whole or in part by the United States from 
using their official authority or influence for the purpose of interfering with an election or affecting the 
result thereof. Such employees shall not take an active part in political management or in political cam- 
paigns but shall retain their right to vote as they choose and express their opinions on all political subjects. 
The governors, mayors, policy determining and elective officers, etc., are exempt hereunder. Federal 
appropriations shall not be used to pay the compensation of persons violating this act. Federal agencies 
charged with granting funds may withhold them if a violator has not been removed from office in a 
reasonable time after notice. All employees of the District of Columbia government shall be deemed 
employees of the executive branch of the United States for the purposes of this act, except the three 
District of Columbia Commissioners [adding three new sections after § 11]. 


7759. Mr. Dempsey; January 9, 1940 (Judiciary). 
The Federal Corrupt Practices Act [U.S. C. 2: 241 et seq.] is amended to prohibit the solicitation of 


contributions for candidates, political committees, or other political purposes from Federal officers or 
employees. 
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H. R. 7760. Mr. Hartley; January 9, 1940 (Post Office and Post Roads). 
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Fixes the compensation of substitute employees in the Postal Service at 65, 70, 75, 80, and 85 cents 
per hour for the first, second, third, fourth, and fifth years of service, respectively. Upon appointment 
to a regular position employees shall receive credit for actual service performed as substitutes on the 
basis of 1 year for each 2,080 hours of service and shall be promoted to the grade to which they would 
have progressed had their original appointments been to grade 1. 


7761. Mr. Lesinski (by request); January 9, 1940 (Invalid Pensions). 

Exempts disabled veterans who are without dependents and who are furnished hospital treatment at 
the Soldiers’ Home, Washington, D. C., or at the Naval Home, Philadelphia, Pa., from the provisions of 
Veterans’ Regulations, No. 6 (ce), § 3, VI (A) [U. 8. C. 38: 1701] which reduces to $15 and $6 per month 
the pensions of veterans who are without dependents while they are receiving hospital treatment at 
Government hospitals. 


7762. Mr. McCormack; January 9, 1940 (Ways and Means). 

State plans for unemployment compensation, in addition to present requirements shall provide: (1) 
Compensation shall not be paid for less than 20 weeks within a period of 52 consecutive weeks; (2) that 
contributions required shall not exceed 25 times the weekly rate of compensation nor more than 24 
weekly payments; (3) that waiting period shall not exceed 7 consecutive days; (4) that minimum weekly 
compensation shall not be less than $6 for full-time weekly earnings of $10 or less, 60 percent for full- 
time weekly earnings of more than $10 but not more than $40, and $24 for full-time weekly earnings of 
more than $40; (5) that disqualification shall not continue for more than 6 consecutive weeks; (6) that 
total contribution required shall not exceed 2.7 percent of total annual pay roll with respect to which 
contributions are required. 

States paying higher compensation benefits than the minimum required shall be allowed additional 
credit against their required contributions, the required contribution being reduced from 2.7 percent 
when 20 weeks of compensation are paid to 1.5 percent when 26 weeks of compensation are paid. 

There is also established in the Treasury of the United States a trust fund to be known as the ‘Federal 
Unemployment Reinsurance Fund. The differences between the amounts collected under chapter 9, 
subchapter C, of the I. R. C. and the amounts expended by the States under unemployment compensa- 
tion plans during the years 1936-41, inclusive, shall be appropriated to said fund, in addition to funds 
necessary for States to maintain the payment of unemployment compensation in accordance with plans 
complying with standards set forth in paragraph 1. 


. 7763. Mr. Rankin (by request); January 9, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 


Any veteran of the Regular Army, Navy, Marine Corps, or Coast Guard who was not dishonorably 
discharged shall be granted hospitalization by the Veterans’ Administration subject to the same restric- 
tions and limitations as are now applicable to war veterans. 


. 7764. Mr. Rankin (by request); January 9, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 


Any veteran of the Regular Army, Navy, Marine Corps, or Coast Guard who was not dishonorably 
discharged shall be granted domiciliary care by the Veterans’ Administration subject to the same restric- 
tions and limitations as are now applicable to war veterans. 


. 7765. Mr. Robinson of Utah; January 9, 1940 (Irrigation and Reclamation). 


Authorizes $75,000 to the Secretary of the Interior to investigate and report to the President and 
Congress upon the feasibility and estimated cost of constructing, operating, and maintaining a reclamation 
and hydroelectric project to be known as the Colorado River-Great Basin Project. Such investigation is 
to be made in accordance with the provisions of the Reclamation Project Act of 1939 [53 Stat. 998]. 


. 7766. Mr. Welchel; January 9, 1940 (Agriculture). 


County committees shall designate the county surveyor as the officer to survey and measure acreage 
for the purposes of § 8—B of the Soil Conservation Domestic Allotment Act [U. S. C. Supp. IV, 16: 590h]. 

Those entitled to cotton acreage allotments shall be advised of the acreage they will be allotted by 
December 1 for the following year [amending U. S. C. Supp. IV, 7: 1345). 


. 7767. Mr. Whelchel; January 9, 1940 (Post Office and Post Roads). 


Increases the rate of pay of substitute postal employees after 1,904 hours of service to that received by 
regular employees of the first grade; further increases shall be made upon the completion of each addi- 
tional period of 1,904 hours. Appointees to regular positions shall receive 1 year’s credit for each 
1,904 hours’ substitute service. 


. 7768. Mr. Cannon of Florida; January 9, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Creates a Scientific Research Commission of three members to be appointed by the President with 
Senate confirmation. 

The Commission shall analyze inventions, products, and processes submitted to it and shall certify 
to a Scientific Research Division of the National Bureau of Standards those found practicable and with 
reasonable likelihood that their development would promote the establishment of new industry or the 
expansion of old in United States. A Scientific Research Division is established in the National Bureau 
of Standards to conduct the necessary research into such material as is certified by the Commission. 


. 7769. Mr. Mott; January 9, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Treasury to convey to the State of Oregon the Tillamook Lighthouse 
Reservation for park and recreational purposes. 


. 7805. Mr. Taylor; January 10, 1940 (Appropriations). 


“Emergency Supplemental Appropriation Act, 1940’—Carries supplemental appropriations for the 
ane and Naval Establishments, Coast Guard, and Federal Bureau of Investigation, for the 1940 
year, 
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. 7806. Mr. Austin; January 10, 1940 (Coinage, Weights, and Measures). 
Authorizes the Director of the Mint to strike 50,000 medals commemorative of the three-hundredth 
anniversary of the founding of Greenwich, Conn. 


. 7807. Mr. Barry; January 10, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 
Authorizes $600,000 for the construction of two Coast Guard cutters suitable for ice breaking and for 
rendering assistance to marine commerce, for duty on Jamaica Bay, Connecticut River, and waters 
adjacent to Long Island Sound and the port of New York. 


. 7810. Mr. Healey; January 10, 1940 (Judiciary). 

The maximum monthly compensation payable for total disability under § 6 of the Federal Employees’ 
Compensation Act [U. S. C. Supp. IV, 5: 756] is increased from $116.66 to $175, and the minimum 
monthly compensation thereunder is increased from $58.33 to $87.50 for all employees earning more than 
$87.50 per month. 


. 7811. Mr. Norrell; January 10, 1940 (Judiciary). 
Establishes the Hot Springs division of the western Judicial District of Arkansas. 


. 7812. Mr. Whelchel; January 10, 1940 (Invalid Pensions). 

Grants an increase of pension to certain veterans who were placed on the pension roll in omnibus bill 
in 1922, paying them $100 per month in lieu of what they are now receiving, with dependents’ pay at 
the following rates: Wife $16.50, with $12.50 for the first, $10.50 for the second, and $8.50 for each addi- 
tional child under 18 years of age. Widows shall receive pension at $30 per month, and orphan children 
at rates provided for dependents. Directs the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs to provide domiciliary 
care, medical and hospital treatment, and burial benefits to such veterans. 


. 7818. Mr. Pfeifer; January 10, 1940 (Agriculture). 
To safeguard the breeding and training of homing pigeons for use in time of war, the killing or cap- 
turing of such birds when the name of the owner is stamped on their wings or tails or when they are 
wearing a leg band with registered number, is prohibited. 


. 7832. Mr. Durham; January 11, 1940 (Post Office and Post Roads). 
Grants to post offices of the third-class an allowance for additional clerk hire during the period of 
vacation of the postmaster (amending U. 8. C. 39: 823). 


. 7833. Mr. Buckler of Minnesota; January 11, 1940 (Indian Affairs). 
Transfers certain lands from the Chippewa National Forest to the Minnesota Chippewa Tribe of 
Indians with their consent, payment therefor to be made by withdrawal of tribal funds. Further, au- 


os exchange of Indian allotted, restricted, and tribal lands for lands in the Chippewa National 
orest. 


. 7836. Mr. Sumners of Texas; January 11, 1940 (Judiciary). 
The penalties for pas, stealing, or injuring property of the United States [U. 8. C. Supp. IV, 18: 
82] are extended to the protection of property subject to a mortgage, pledge, or lien securing any obligation 
in favor of or held by the United States or any branch or department thereof. 


. 7837. Mr. Maas; January 11, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 
Retired commissioned or warrant officers of the Navy or Marine Corps not above the grade of captain 
of the Navy or colonel in the Marine Corps who served in the Spanish and World War, shall be promoted 
to the next higher rank or grade, without increase of pay. 


. 7838. Mr. Peterson of Georgia; January 11, 1940 (Invalid Pensions). 


Grants pensions of $50 per month to peacetime veterans of the Regular Establishment suffering from 
arrested tuberculosis contracted while in the service in line of duty. 


. 7863. Mr. Bland; January 12, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). E 
Extends from December 31, 1939, to January 1, 1941, the time within which the Federal Communica- 


tions Commission shall report to Congress upon the radio requirements for ships on the Great Lakes and 
inland waters. 


. 7865. Mr. Cochran; January 12, 1940 (District of Columbia). 

Rewrites the provisions of the D. C. Code 20: 211-238 regulating the practice of dentistry and oral 
hygiene in the District of Columbia. The new bill permits the Board of Dental Examiners to make rules 
to secure compliance with the Code of Ethics of the American Dental Association, to regulate professional 
announcements, to permit the use of dental interns (graduates of approved dental schools) in hospitals, 
etc. The powers and duties of the Board with respect to the practice of dentistry shall apply with respect 
to the practice of dental hygiene. Applicants for licenses as dentists and dental hygienists must be citi- 
zens. Licenses may be revoked for unprofessional advertising, hiring or re unlicensed persons to 
practice, practicing under a false or assumed name, etc. Public institutions and the Health Department 
may employ any number of dental hygienists, and dentists may employ not to exceed two (except with 
permission of the Board) to remove calcic deposits, etc., only. 


H. R. 7866. Mr. Izac: January 12, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Any officer or enlisted man of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, or Coast Guard who has been advanced 
on the retired list of his branch and promoted to the highest grade of his wartime rank, who has served 
honorably in three wars or insurrections, and who bore the responsibility of his highest rank, shall be 


granted the retire pay and allowancesfof his highest wartime rank [amending § 8, act of June 24, 1936 
(49 Stat. 1900)]. 
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H. R. 7867. Mr. Kean; January 12, 1940 (Judiciary). 
Whenever the President declares the existence of a national or limited national emergency, he shall 
convene Congress in extraordinary session to meet within 14 days, unless Congress would normally meet 
within 30 days of such declaration. 


. 7868. Mr. Kefauver; January 12, 1940 (Judiciary). 

Divides Tennessee into four judicial districts—eastern, mountain, middle, and western—and prescribed 
the times and places for holding regular terms within each district. (At present [U. S. C. 28: 188] Ten- 
nessee is divided into an eastern, middle, and western district.) Authorizes the President, with consent 
of the Senate, to appoint a district attorney, and a marsha! for the mountain district. The district judge 
appointed under the act of May 31, 1938 [52 Stat. 584] for the eastern and middle districts shall be judge 
for the mountain district. 


. 7869. Mr. May; January 12, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

In time of peace the number of promotion-list officers of the Army of field grade shall not exceed 4,701, 
including 705 colonels, 1,058 lieutenant colonels, and 2,938 majors, until 4,701 equals 34 percent of the 
aggregate number of promotion-list officers for whom pay is provided in the then current annual appro- 
= act, at which time the number of promotion-list officers in the grade of colonel shall be 5 percent, 
ieutenant colonel 9 percent, and major 20 percent, of such aggregate number; thereafter the number 
authorized from year to year in each grade shall be determined in similar manner from each succeeding 
appropriation act. No reduction in the number of officers shall necessitate the discharge of any officer; 
surplus officers shall be carried as extra numbers in grade [amending U. 8. C. 10: 553 (b)]. 

If during any fiscal vear separations from the promotion list do not reach 4.35 percent, the President 
shall retire a sufficient number of officers in order of age from 63 to 50 years to attain the 4.35 percent 
attrition (colonels less than 60 years of age, lieutenant colonels less than 58, majors less than 55, and 
officers below major less than 50 years of age shall not be retired hereunder). In any year in which 
retirements include all promotion list officers 62 years of age, the President shall retire in order of age 
such number of brigadier generals of the line 62 years of age as may be necessary in attaining the 4.35 
percent attrition for the fiscal year, but no officer holding temporary rank as a general officer shall be 
retired hereunder. Officers retired shall receive retired pay of 75 percent of active-duty pay if they 
have served 23 years; if not they shall be retired at the rate provided for officers who have completed 
23 years of service. World War officers below colonel in the Army or Marine Corps or captain in the 
naval forces shall be advanced upon the retired list one grade. Any officer who is scheduled for retire- 
ment hereunder may elect to be carried as surplus in grade until he reaches 58 years of age when he shall 
be retired, and an officer so carried as surplus in grade shall be entitled to promotion, pay and allowances, 
but shall not be assigned to command troops. Exempts the Judge Advocate General’s Department 
until July 1, 1954. 


. 7870. Mr. Mott; January 12, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 
Fxtends to the port of Astoria, Oregon, the benefits of the act of March 4, 1911 [U. S. C. 34: 1121] 


authorizing the Secretary of the Navy to furnish a suitable naval vessel for the use of any nautical schools 
established at specifically named ports. 


. 7871. Mr. O’Conner; January 12, 1940 (Public Lands). 
All entrymen and purchasers of opened lands of certain Indian reservations under the act @f January 
14, 1889 [25 Stat. 642], who are delinquent in the payment of purchase money or interest due on the land, 
shall be granted 60 days within which to pay the delinquent sums. 


. 7872. Mr. Pearson; January 12, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 
“Federal Sales Act’””—Applicable in the District of Columbia and in interstate commerce—similar to the 
Uniform Sales Act, with the addition of new sections on “F. O. B.,” “C. I. F.,” and “C. F.” shipments, 
and the omission of the sections of the Uniform Act dealing with negotiable documents of title. 


. 7873. Mr. Rankin (by request); January 12, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Provides for adjudication of any claim for compensation, pension, or emergency officers’ retirement 
pay upon evidence in file at time of death of veteran or furnished within the period for filing and completing 
claim, and any amount found due under such post mortem rating shall be awarded and paid, except that 
the aggregate sum allowed in any case shall not exceed $1,000 [amending par. V, pt. I, of Veterans’ Regula- 
tion No. 2 (a) (U. S. C. 38: p. 1696)]. 


. 7874. Mr. Rankin (by request); January 12, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Redefines the terms “permanent and total” or “total permanent” whenever used in laws relating to 
compensation to veterans of the World War, as any reasonably permanent impairment or defect of mind 
or body which prevents the individual from following a substantially gainful occupation, and provides 
that the permanent loss of the use of both feet, of both hands, or both eyes, or of one foot and one hand, or 
of one foot and one eye, or of one hand and one eye, or the loss of hearing or speech shall be deemed total 
permanent disability. Increases from $30 to $50 the pension for non-service-connected ‘permanent 
total disability” [amending Veterans’ Regulation 1 (a), pt. ITI, par. (f) (U. 8. C. 38: p. 1694)), 


. 7875. Mr. Seccombe; January 12, 1940 (Immigration and Naturalization). 

For the duration of hostilities in Europe and Asia immigration for permanent residence into the United 
States is suspended except as to countries of the Western Hemisphere having reciprocal agreements with 
the United Btates and as to aliens holding unexpired immigration visas. Violators are to be deemed 
felons and punishable by fines not to exceed $10,000 and/or imprisonment not to exceed 5 years. 


. 7876. Mr. Somers of New York; January 12, 1940 (Invalid Pensions). 
The widow or former widow of a Civil War veteran, who married the veteran 2 years prior to his death 
and lived with him continuously from date of marriage to date of his death, shall be paid a monthly 

pension of $40 if under 65 years of age, or $50 if over 65 years of age. 
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H. R. 7877. Mr. Whelchel; January 12, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 
“Individuals who are 65 years of age and have had 10 years or more service from any date to the present 
time shall receive a minimum of $40.” [sic: amending par. 3 of §2A of the Railroad Retirement Act of 
June 24, 1937.] 


. 7878. Mr. Jones of Texas; January 12, 1940 (Agriculture). 
Liens given by tenants or sharecroppers to secure crop loans under the act of January 29, 1937 [50 Stat. 
5] shall relate to only so much of the crop, etc., as represents their interest under their operating agreement 
with the landlord. 


. 7891. Mr. Cartwright; January 15, 1940 (Roads). 
“Highway Act of 1940’’—Authorizes an appropriation of $._.------- for the fiscal year 1942 and 
for 1943 for Federal aid to States under the Federal Highway Act [39 Stat. 355]. 

“Highway Right of Way Act of 1940’’—Directs the Commissioner of Public Roads to cooperate with 
the States, etc., in providing appropriate and economical means for facilitating the construction of roads, 
highways, tunnels, etc. Authorizes the Commissioner to acquire, use, or dispose of any land necessary 
or desirable for a post road, to foster interstate commerce, or to aid national defense, etc. 

Authorizes the R. F. C., with approval of the Commissioner, to make loans to States, etc., for the 
acquisition of land. Such loans shall be repayable within 40 years with interest rates sufficient to reim- 
burse the R. F. C. for the cost to it of the capital required for making such loans. The R. F. C. may 
issue its obligations, maturing within 40 years, to provide the Commissioner with the funds he requires 
and the Corporation with funds to make the loans. 


. 7893. Mr. Fulmer; January 15, 1940 (Ways and Means). 
For each quarter beginning with the quarter commencing April 1, 1941, the Federal contribution for 
old-age assistance is to be two-thirds of the amount up to $10 plus one-half of the amount paid in excess 
of $10 by the States. 


. 7894. Mr. Alexander; January 15, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Redefines the term “child” to include (in addition to a legitimate or legally adopted child) a foster 
child; a stepchild, if a member of the household; an illegitimate child, if acknowledged in writing or 
judicially decreed to be the veteran’s. Further, continues payments after the age of 18 years and until 
completion of education if the course of instruction is entered into before the child reaches his 21st birth- 
day [amending par. VI, § 1, Veterans’ Regulation No. 10 (a) (U.S. C. 38: p. 1704)]. 


. 7895. Mr. Alexander; January 15, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 
No disbursing or certifying officer of the Veterans’ Administration shall be held liable for any amount 
paid to any person where the recovery of such amount from the payee is waived by the Administrator. 


. 7896. Mr. Alexander; January 15, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Redefines the term “‘parent’’ to include (in addition to the natural mother or father, and mother or 
father through adoption) the natural grandmother or grandfather, and persons who have stood in loco 
parentis to the person who served. The natural parent shall take precedence over the stepparent unless 
thg natural parent failed to accept the responsibility of caring for the child. 


. 7897. Mr. Scrugham; January 15, 1940 (Labor). 
Authorizes the employment by the Work Projects Administration of unemployed citizens in the dis- 
covery and development of the mineral resources of the United States. 


. 7900. Mr. McLeod; January 15, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 
Authorizes the Secretary of the Navy to acquire the property known as the Grosse Ile Airport, located 
in the Detroit River, Mich.; $400,000 authorized therefor. 


. 7902. Mr. Kerr; January 15, 1940 (Judiciary). 
The Statute of Limitations with respect to actions under the Federal Employers’ Liability Act [U. 8. C. 
45: 56] is changed to correspond to that for negligent personal injury in the State where the action is 
brought. Actions accrued within 5 years prior to enactment may be brought within 1 year thereafter. 


. 7903. Mr. Case of South Dakota; January 15, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Repeals that portion of § 5, act of July 19, 1939 [53 Stat. 1070], which precludes payment of the amount 
of compensation provided for thereunder in the event that the monthly payment of compensation under 
Veterans’ Regulation No. 1 (g) and the monthly payment of yearly renewable term or automatic insurance 
equal or exceed the amount of compensation therein authorized. 


. 7904. Mr. Lesinski (by request); January 15, 1940 (Invalid Pensions). 
The widow of any veteran otherwise entitled to a pension shall be entitled thereto notwithstanding the 
date of marriage to the veteran, if married to and living with the veteran for 2 years immediately preceding 
his death, or if she gave birth to a child by the veteran. 


. 7905. Mr. Lesinski (by request); January 15, 1940 (Invalid Pensions). , ; 
Provides pensions at wartime rates for disability or death in accidents involving the operation of a 
submarine or an airplane, or in salvaging operations required by such accidents. 


. 7906. Mr. Faddis; January 15, 1940 (Ways and Means). : ee 
Extends for 10 years (i. e. from January 2, 1940, to January 10, 1950) the time within which applications 
for ae sate the World War Adjusted Compensation Act [U. S. C. Supp. IV, 38: ch. 11 and 11A] 
may . 
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. 7922. Mr. Woodrum of Virginia; January 16, 1940 (Appropriations) 


Independent Offices Appropriation Act. 


. 7923. Mr. Cannon of Florida (by request); January 16, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 


A Naval officer on the retired list who served honorably in both the Spanish-American and World War 
shall receive the retired pay of the permanent rank that he holds on the retired list. 


. 7924. Mr. Spence; January 16, 1940 (Military Affairs). 


Authorizes the acceptance of 500 acres of land in Kentucky as a site for a domiciliary home for depend- 
ent widows and orphans of Kentucky veterans, and $700,000 for the construction of such home if Kentucky 
agrees to maintain it without expense to the United States. 


. 7925. Mr. Rankin (by request); January 18, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 


Miscellaneous amendments to laws and regulations affecting war veterans as follows: Increases the 
disability pension to certain World War veterans; redefines non-service-connected “permanent total 
disability” for war veterans; increases the pensions to widows of certain World War veterans; equalizes 
the pensions to dependents of certain veterans; provides wartime pensions for submarine or airplane 
accidents; continues payments to children of Spanish-American War veterans until reaching 18 years 
of age and until completion of education; provides minimum rating of permanent partial 1 percent disa- 
bility for war veterans; grants pensions to veterans wounded, gassed, or injured in a zone of hostilities; 
increases the pension for loss of the use of one hand or foot; increases the pensions to disabled veterans of 
the Regular Establishment; defines felonious misconduct; extends the time for filing suit under the Adjusted 
Compensation Act; extends the time for filing application for Government life insurance and for filing 
suits thereunder; provides hospitalization and domiciliary care for campaign or expedition veterans; 
eliminates deductions for quarters, subsistence, and laundry for veterans’ facility employees; grants 
honorable discharges for misrepresentation of age in enlistment for war service; authorizes travel allow- 
ances for veterans to and from facilities; etc. 


. 7926. Mr. McGehee; January 16, 1940 (District of Columbia). 


A general revision of the District of Columbia Unemployment Compensation Act of August 28, 1935 
[49 Stat. 946] with the following important changes: (1) Reduces the employers’ contribution from 3 to 
2.7 percent of the worker’s wages; (2) increases the maximum weekly benefit payments from $15 to $20; 
(3) increases the maximum benefit period from 16 to 20 weeks; and (4) decreases the waiting period 
from 3 to 2 weeks. 


. 7927. Mr. Voorhis of California; January 16, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Pays $10 per month to any person wounded, gassed, injured, or disabled by an instrumentality of war 
in a zone of hostilities in the active military or naval service. Any war veteran or deceased war veteran 
entitled to such $10 per month shall be deemed to be or have been entitled to 10 percent disability at 
the time of his death for purposes of granting pensions to widows and children [U. S. C. 38: 503-509a]. 


. 7928. Mr. Bates of Kentucky; January 16, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 


Increases the monthly yaa to widows of World War veterans who died from an injury or disease 
incurred in or aggravated by active service to $50 [now $38 for those under 50 years of age and $45 for 
those over 50 years of age). 


. 7929. Mr. Bates of Kentucky; January 16, 1940 (World Wor Veterans’ Legislation). 


Authorizes the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs to pay the travel expenses, including lodging and 
subsistence, or in lieu thereof a mileage allowance, to any person (and required attendant) to or from 
veterans’ facility for the purpose of examination, treatment, or care. 


. 7931. Mr. Costello; January 16, 1940 (Military Affairs). 


Retired commissioned or warrant officers of the Army not above the grade of colonel, who served during 
the Spanish-American and World War, shall be advanced one grade on the retired list, without increase 


of pay. 


. 7932. Mr. Celler; January 16, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 


Authorizes the R. F. C. to loan through the wapert-s mport Bank not exceeding $50,000,000 to Finland 
for the purchase of war materials in the United States, including the Army Garand semiautomatic rifle 
which the Secretary of War shall sell at cost. 


. 7933. Mr. Celler; January 16, 1940 (Ways and Means). 


Directs the Secretary of the Treasury to transfer to Finland $234,000 (the latest payment made | it 
on its debt to the United States) for the purpose of purchasing war materials in the United States including 
the new Army Garand semiautomatic rifle, etc. 


. 7934. Mr. Darden; January 16, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 


Authorizes $5,725,000 for modernizing U. S. 8. New York, Texas, and Arkansas. 


. 7935. Mr. Havenner; January 16, 1940 (Ways and Means). 


Redefines ‘agricultural labor” for the purposes of the old-age and unemployment provisions of the 
Social Security Act, as service by a farm hand in the employ of a farmer to do work connected with 4 non- 
industrial farm; extends the application of the taxes on employers of eight or more to all employers, and 
includes in covered employments, insurance agents on a commission basis [amending 53 Stat. 1377, 1386, 
1395, and 1396]. 
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. 7936. Mr. Hobbs; January 16, 1940 (Roads). 

Extends to States the benefits of the toll bridge provisions of the Federal-aid Highway Act [53 Stat. 
1066] for bridges on highways which have become a part of the Federal-aid highway system since August 
14, 1937, and prior to March 3, 1942. Amends the Federal Highway Act of 1938 [52 Stat. 636] so that 
the use of apportioned funds for surveys, plans, etc., must be with the approval of the Federal Works 
Administrator instead of the Secretary of Agriculture. 


. 7937. Mr. Lanham; January 16, 1940 (Ways and Means). 

Service performed in the employ of fraternal beneficiary societies, operating under the lodge system, in 
connection with a home for the care of children or indigent or aged individuals is exempt under Title IJ 
(old-age and survivor insurance) of the Social Security Act [53 Stat. 1376], and sections 1426, 1607 (em- 
ployment taxes) of the I. R. C. [53 Stat. 1386, 1395] effective as of August 14, 1935. 


. 7938. Mr. Lesinski (by request); January 16, 1940 (Invalid Pensions). 
Grants pensions of $50 per month to peacetime veterans of the Regular Establishment suffering from 
arrested tuberculosis contracted while in service. 


. 7939. Mr. McCormack; January 16, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 
World War veterans entitled to the statutory award [U. 8. C. 38: 473] for the loss of the use of one or 
more feet or hands, shall be paid $35 per month additional compensation in lieu of $25 now authorized. 


. 7940. Mr. McCormick; January 16, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Suit on automatic, yearly renewable term, or Government life (converted) insurance may be brought 
at any time. No state or other statute of limitations shall be applicable to suits filed, and suits thus 
barred may be reinstated. 


. 7941. Mr. May; January 16, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Every contract entered into by the Quartermaster of the Army for the construction and installation of 
buildings, fiying fields, and appurtenances thereto in the Panama Canal Zone shall provide that all em- 
ployees occupying skilled, technical, clerical, administrative, and supervisory positions shall be citizens 
of the United States. 


. 7942. Mrs. Norton; January 16, 1940 (Labor). 
Certain designated employees are granted the general powers of notaries public in the conduct of 
Civilian Conservation Corps operations [amending U. S. C. supp. IV, 16: 584d]. 


. 7943. Mr. Peterson of Florida; January 16, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Any World War veteran who suffers any mental or physical disability of a permanent character which 
totally incapacitates him for the preformance of manual labor so as to render him unable to earn a support 
shall be rated as permanently and totally disabled for compensation and pension purposes. 


. 7944. Mr. Peterson of Florida; January 16, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Honorably discharged veterans of the Spanish-American War, Boxer Rebellion, Philippine Insurrection, 
or World War are entitled to a pension of $30 for non-service-connected ‘‘permanent total disability” 
which is redefined (deleting the bracketed words and adding italicized words) as such impairment of mind 
or body as renders it impossible for the individual [average person] to earn a support by the performance 
of manual labor [follow a substantially gainful occupation] and where it is reasonably certain that such 
nant will continue throughout the life of the disabled person. The Administrator of Veterans’ 
Affairs is authorized to classify as permanent and total those diseases and disorders, the nature of which 
san i004] justify a determination. [Amends Veterans’ Regulation No. 1 (a), pt. III, par. 1 (e), U.S. C. 

: p. 4). 


. 7945. Mr. Randolph; January 16, 1940 (District of Columbia). 

Extends the garage keepers lien under D. C. Code 13: 4 to all persons with charges for storage, repairs, 
or supplies of motor vehicles in the District of Columbia. Such liens, except for storage, shall have 
priority over any encumbrance on the motor vehicle whether recorded or unrecorded. 


. 7946. Mr. Routzohn; January 16, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 
Provides that a disability, injury, or disease will be held to have resulted from misconduct when it is due 
to felonious misconduct [amending par. IX, Veterans’ Regulation No. 10, U. 8S. C. Supp. IV, 38: p. 666). 


. 7947. Mr. Routzohn; January 16, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

War, campaign, occupation, or expedition veterans honorably discharged after 90 days’ service, or 
discharged for disability incurred in service in line of duty, shall be entitled to receive a pension for non- 
service-connected permanent total disability not the result of their felonious misconduct [adding the italic- 
ized word to Veterans’ Regulation 1 (a), pt. III, § 1 (a) as amended—U. 8. C. 38: 1695]. 


. 7948. Mr. Sasscer; January 16, 1940 (Civil Service). 
Allows double credit in computing length of service under the Civil Service Retirement Act [U. 8. C. 5: 
707] for service in our armed forces outside the continental United States prior to August 25, 1912. 


. 7949. Mr. Shafer of Michigan; January 16, 1940 (District of Columbia). 

Legalizes contracts in the District of Columbia between manufacturers, wholesalers, or retailers, 
licensed under the District of Columbia Alcoholic Beverage Control Act, which fix the sale or resale price 
of branded, trade-named, etc., beverages in free and open competition with beverages of the same general 
class and permits the Board to suspend or revoke the license of any licensee who violates the minimum 
resale price provisions of his contract [adding to D. C. Code, Supp. III, 20: chap. 12]. 
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. 7950. Mr. Peterson of Florida; January 16, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Grants a pension to the widow and children of a World War veteran who served 90 days and died of a 
non-service-connected disability as follows: Widow $30, with $6 additional for each child {adds a new par. 
IV, to pt. III, Veterans’ Regulation No. 1 (a) (U. 8S. C. 38: 1694)]. 


. 7951. Mr. Gilchrist; January 16, 1940 (Appropriations). 

Permits the use of Work Projects Administration funds in the construction ot non-Federal buildings 
for which the Federal contribution exceeds $52,000, if a State legislature made an appropriation therefor 
prior to July 1, 1939 [amending 53 Stat. 932). 


. 7952. Mr. White of Idaho; January 16, 1940 (Irrigation and Reclamation). 

Authorizes the appropriation of $5,000,000 from “‘the reclamation fund”’ under the act of June 17, 1902 
[U. 8. C. 43: 391] to be expended by the Secretary of the Interior for the construction of small storage 
reservoirs within the States at an estimated cost of not to exceed $50,000 each. 


. 7953. Mr. Voorhis of California; January 16, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Honorably discharged veterans of the Spanish-American War, Boxer Rebellion, ee Insurrection, 
or World War shall be entitled to a pension of $60 (now $30) for “permanent total disability” which is 
redefined (deleting the bracketed words and adding the italicized words) as such impairment and/or 
defect of mind or body as renders it impossible for the individual [average person] to follow a substantially 
gainful occupation, and where it is reasonably certain that such impairment will continue through the 
life of the disabled person. The Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs is authorized to classify as permanent 
and total those diseases and disorders, the nature of which is such as to justify a determination [amending 
Veterans’ Regulation No. 1 (a), Pt. III, par. 1 (e) and (f), U. S. C. 38: p. 1694]. 


. 7954. Mr. Gwynne; January 16, 1940 (Judiciary). 
Permits the President to veto items of an appropriation bill [amending U. 8S. C. 1: 25]. 


. 7971. Mr. Mundt; January 17, 1940 (Rivers and Harbors). 

Navigable Waters Antipollution Act— Authorizes $250,000 annually for use by the Chief of Engineers 
(in cooperation with the Surgeon General, Chief of the United States Biological Survey, and the Com- 
missioner of Fisheries) in cooperation with the States: in preventing and abating water pollution; in en- 
couraging uniform laws and interstate compacts; in making water pollution surveys, etc. e is authorized 
also to collect and disseminate information, to make known to States the results of surveys, to arrange 
loans for sewage-disposal works, to classify the navigable waters of the continental United States into 
sanitary water districts and to fix rules and standards of purity. 

Provides for district boards with authority to prevent water pollution within their districts by voluntary 
methods, to investigate the desirability of making loans for construction of sewage-disposal works, and 
to institute Poa for the prevention and abatement of water pollution. 

The Chief of Engineers, on the recommendation of a State agency, may recommend loans or grants 
(to be made by the Federal Works Administrator for not exceeding 30 years with interest at a rate % of 
1 percent more than the interest of the latest issue of direct obligations of the United States having a matu- 
rity of 20 years or more) to persons or corporations for the construction or improvement of sewage-disposal 
plants or works for the treatment of trade wastes, subject to the approval of Congress and the President. 


. 7975. Mr. Angell; January 17, 1940 (Post Office and Post Roads). 
Authorizes the use of special canceling stamps and postmarking dies at the Portland, Oregon, post office 
in connection with the annual Portland Rose Festival and Air Mail Rose Show. 


. 7976. Mr. Bryson; January 17, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). : 
The compensation, pension, or emergency officer’s retirement pay of a hospitalized veteran without 
dependents shall not be less than $25 per month. 


. 7977. Mr. Bryson; zoom &. 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 
Veterans’ regulations relating to proofs and evidence, shall give due regard to lay and other evidence 


not of a medica] nature unless rebutted by other evidence {amending U. 8. C. 38: 426]. 


. 7978. Mr. Claypool; January 17, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Increases the monthly pension to the widow of a World War veteran (dying of non-service-connected 
disability) who at time of death had any disability, directly or presumptively incurred in or aggravated 
by World War service, for which compensation would be payable if 10 percent in degree, from $30 to $40 
if without children and from $38 to $48 if with one child [amends § 2 (a), act of July 19, 1939(53 Stat. 1069)] 


. 7979. Mr. Grant of Alabama; January 17, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Directs the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs to insert in the Schedules of Disability Ratings, provisions 
for a minimum rating of permanent partial 1 percent for any injury, disease, ailment, or disability in- 
curred or aggravated in line of duty during any war, campaign, etc., and any such disability shall be 
considered as one for which compensation or pension would be payable if 10 percent or more in degree. 


. 7980. Mr. McCormack; January 17, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Authorizes a disability pension to any honorably discharged World War Veteran who served 90 days 
or was sooner discharged for disability incurred in service in line of duty and suffers non-service-connected 
disability which incapacitates him for the performance of manual labor as follows: 10, 25, 50, 75 percent 
and total permanent disability, $20, $25, $35, $50, and $60 per month, respectively; $100 for helplessness 
or blindness. Such veterans who become 65 years of.age shall be deemed totally disabled. 
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. 7981. Mr. Lesinski; January 17, 1940 (Invalid Pensions). 
Amends U. 8. C. 38: 288, which defines a widow of a veteran of the Civil War, for pension purposes, as 
a person having been married to a veteran prior to June 27, 1905, by striking the date and inserting May 1, 
1920. The widow must be 60 years of age at date of enactment and have lived with the veteran for 10 
years prior to his death, and must not have remarried. 


. 7982. Mr. McArdle; January 17, 1939 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 
Forbids deductions from the earnings of civilian officers and employees of the Veterans’ Administration 
for subsistence, quarters, or laundry, unless such services are voluntarily accepted and used. Facilities 
furnished shall be at cost. 


. 7983. Mr. McArdle; January 17, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

When a forfeiture of rights, claims, or benefits is adjudged under [U. 8S. C. 38: 555] by the Administrator 
of Veterans’ Affairs, he shall cause a complaint to be filed against such alleged offender, and if acquitted, 
or not brought to trial within 1 year, such person shall be reinstated to all rights, claims, and benefits 
lost from the date of forfeiture. 


. 7984. Mr. Randolph; January 17, 1940 (Invalid Pensions). 

Persons who served with the American Red Cross as civilian ambulance drivers in France during the 
World War and who contracted injury or disease incurred in or aggravated by active service shall receive 
the pensions provided for war-time veterans in par. I], Pt. I, Veterans’ Regulation No. 1 (a) as amended 
[U. 8S. C. 38: pp. 1693, 1694). 


. 7985. Mr. Cooper; January 17, 1940 (Ways and Means). 
Provides for the duplication of adjusted-service certificates which have been lost, destroyed, etc. 


. 7986. Mr. Bates of Kentucky; January 17, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 

In determining the amount to be transferred from State Unemployment Compensation Funds to the 
Railroad Unemployment Compensation Funds the amount paid by employees shall not be considered; 
however, the amounts paid over and above that, that would have been required under the Railroad 
Unemployment Insurance, shall be refunded. 


. 7987. Mr. Dimond; January 17, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 

Permits regulations granting priority of employment to Alaskan residents in the fisheries and fishing 
industries of the Territory and requires the Secretary of the Interior, by annual regulations, to insure 
such priority [amending U. 8. C. 48: 222]. 


. 7988. Mr. Dimond; January 17, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 
Grants priority of employment in the Alaskan fisheries to bona fide residents of the Territory in an 
increasing percentage until 1946 when such employment shall be closed to nonresidents. 


. 7990. Mr. Smith of Virginia; January 17, 1940 (Judiciary). 
The provisions of the Hatch Act [53 Stat. 1147] shall not prohibit Federal or State employees from 
active participation in local elections. 


. 7991. Mr. Scrugham; January 17, 1940 (Appropriations). 
Authorizes the employment by the Work Projects Administration of unemployed citizens in the dis- 
covery and development of the mineral resources of the United States. 


. 8016. Mr. Cannon of Florida; January 18, 1940 (Judiciary). 

Extends the jurisdiction of courts of bankruptcy over compositions of local taxing agencies and instru- 
mentalities to include counties or parishes and for the further period of 2 years (i. e. June 30, 1942) [amend- 
ing 50 Stat. 654, 659). 


. 8018. Mr. Randolph; January 18, 1940 (Appropriations). 
Appropriates $7,500,000 for the 1941 fiscal year for the acquisition of forest lands under the act of 
March 1, 1911 [U. 8. C. 16: 513-9, 521). 


. 8020. Mr. Shanley; January 18, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Provides that the cadets and midshipmen now appointed by the President from among the sons of 
officers and enlisted men who were killed in action or have died prior to July 21, 1921, may now be ap- 
pointed from among the sons of officers, nurses, and enlisted men who have died or may die of injuries 
or disease contracted or aggravated in line of duty during the World War. 


. 8021. Mr. Youngdahl; January 18, 1940 (Judiciary). 
Authorizes the court to fix compensation at not exceeding $15 per diem for attorneys assigned to defend 
persons indicted for capital crime [amending U. 8. C. 18: 563]. 


. 8022. Mr. King; January 18, 1940 (Ways and Means). 

Applies the internal revenue law provisions as to natural wines to papaw, papaya, and pineapple wines 
in the same manner as they now apply to citrus fruit wines under § 3045 Internal Revenue Code and the 
following sections: § 3031 (a) (tax on brandy or spirits used in fortification); § 3032 (c) (fortification); 
§ 3036 (c) (wine spirits and pure sweet wine); § 2825 (exemption of distillers of fruit brandy from certain 
requirements); and § 3038 (a) (grape and like wines for industrial use). 
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. 8023. Mr. Youngdahl; January 18, 1940 (Immigration and Naturalization). 


The overtime pay for immigration inspectors and employees provided for by the act of March 2, 1931 
(46 Stat. 1467], sb"! not apply to inspections at designated ports of entry of passengers arriving by highway 
or motor carrier. 


. 8024. Mr. Rogers of Oklahoma (by request); January 18, 1940 (Indian Affairs). 


Restricted allotments of deceased Indians may be leased by reservation superintendents when the 
heirs, etc., have not been determined or when the heirs, etc., have been determined and such lands are 
not in use by any of them and they have been unable to agree upon a lease during a 3-month period. 


. 8025. Mr. Robsion of Kentucky; January 18, 1940 (Ways and Means). 


In determining the preliminary amount and liquidating amount for each State to be transferred from 
the State’s account in the Unemployment Trust Fund to the railroad unemployment insurance account 
in the Unemployment Trust Fund, the Social Security Board is directed to disregard all contributions 
from employees under the unemployment compensation law of such State. 


. 8026. Mr. Vinson of Georgia; January 18, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 


Increases by 218,000 tons the authorized composition of the Navy in under-age vessels as established 
by the act of May 17, 1938 [52 Stat. 401], making the increased category totals as follows: Aircraft carriers, 
250,000 tons; cruisers 522,524 tons and submarines, 114,956 tons. 

Increases the number of naval airplanes to 6,000 and the number of lighter-than-air craft to 36 and 
authorizes the President to acquire or to construct 125,000 tons of auxiliary vessels. 


. 8045. Mr. Casey of Massachusetts; January 22, 1940 (Labor). 


Exempts employees in wholesale establishments from the maximum hours provisions of the Fair Labor 
Standards Act [adding to U. 8. C. supp. IV, 29: 213). 


. 8046. Mr. Dimond: January 22, 1940 (Civil Service). 


Includes clerical employees within the provisions of the Alaska Railroad Retirement Act of June 29, 
1936 [49 Stat. 2017]; now covered by Civil Service Retirement Act of 1920 [U. 8S. C. 5: 691-738]. 


. 8048. Mr. May (by request); January 22, 1940 (Military Affairs), 


Amends the act of May 7, 1932 [47 Stat. 150], which gives highest war-time rank to warrant officers 
and enlisted men upon retirement, by deleting the proviso that such personnel shall not be entitled to 
any other rank, while on active duty, than that in which they were serving at the time of retirement. 


. 8049. Mr. Oliver; January 22, 1940 (Appropriations). 


Authorizes the Commissioner of the P. W. A. to allot unexpended funds, on a 45 percent grant and 55 
percent loan basis, in order that public bodies may be assisted in the reconstruction of public buildings 
destroyed by disaster. 


. 8050. Mr. Sacks; January 22, 1940 (Public Buildings and Grounds). 


Provides for the establishment of the Gloria Dei (Old Swedes’ Church) National Park in Philadelphia, 
Pa. 


. 8051. Mr. Alexander; January 22, 1940 (Invalid Pensions). 


Increases the special pension, Army and Navy medal of honor roll, as follows (present rates in brackets): 
Pensioner under 65 years of age, $30 [none], over 65, $40 [$10]; surviving widow or child or children, $40 
{none] (amending U. 8. C. 34: 365; 38: 391-394). 


. 8067. Mr. Taylor; January 23, 1940 (Appropriations). 


Urgent Deficiency Appropriation Act, 1940—Carries the appropriations supplying urgent deficiencies 
in certain appropriations for the 1940 fiscal year. 


. 8068. Mr. Ludlow; January 23, 1940 (Appropriations). 


Carries the appropriations for the Treasury and Post Office Departments for the 1941 fiscal year. 

Permits the payment of travel expenses for Government employees transferred by departmental orders. 
Prohibits the use of any part of the 1941 appropriations for executive departments or independent estab- 
lishments for (1) the purchase of pleasure automobiles costing in excess of $750, (2) the maintenance of 
Government-owned automobiles not used exclusively for official purposes, and (3) the maintenance of 
such Government-owned automobiles in excess of one-third of the market price of a new automobile of 
the same make. Prohibits the use of money appropriated under this act from being used for the payment 
of individuals (1) filling positions after the Senate has failed to confirm their nomination, and (2) whose 
posts are in the continental United States unless they are United States citizens or being now employed 
have filed citizenship papers. Within-grade promotions for officers and employees shall not exceed the 
amount determined by the Bureau of the Budget to be available for such purpose. 


. 8071. Mr. Dimond; January 23, 1940 (Military Affairs). 


Authorizes $250,000 to construct two National Guard armories, in Alaska. 


. 8072. Mr. Harter of Ohio; January 23, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Reserve Officers of the Army who are eligible for promotion, assignment, and active-duty training, shall 
be entitled to an allowance of $50 in each fiscal year in which they have qualified for active-duty training 
through inactive-status training credits. Officers who receive more than 30 days active-duty training 
are not eligible. 
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. 8073. Mr. Harter of Ohio; January 23, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Reserve officers of the Army shall be entitled to an allowance for uniforms and equipment of $50 per 
annum upon completion, in separate fiscal years, of each of their first three periods of active-duty training 
of 3 months or less, following their original appointment. 


. 8074. Mr. Johns; January 23, 1940 (Ways and Means). 
Permits gifts to the Republic of Finland, if made in the taxable year 1940, to be deducted from gross 
income to the same extent as charitable contributions are deductible. 


. 8075. Mr. Kilday; January 23, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Enlisted men of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, and Coast Guard who served during the World War 
shall, upon retirement, be promoted to their highest noncommissioned war-time grade and shall receive 
the retired pay and allowances of such grade. 


. 8079. Mr. Rankin; January 23, 1940 (Ways and Means). 

Extends for 10 years, i. e., from January 2, 1940, to January 2, 1950, the time within which applications 
for benefits under the World War Adjusted Compensation Act [U. 8. C., supp. IV, 38: ch. 11 and 11A] 
may be filed. Authorizes annual appropriations for the adjusted service-certificate fund after 1946. 
If a deceased veteran who failed to make application for adjusted compensation is not survived by a 
dependent widow, child, or parents, payments shall be made to (1) dependent sisters, (2) dependent 
brothers, or (3) his estate [amending u &. C. 38: 661-662). 


. 8080. Mr. Voorhis of California; January 23, 1940 (Ways and Means). 

National Credit for Defense Act—Provides for the issuance of currency (which shall be legal tender 
but shall not be eligible as cash reserves for banks) equal to the difference between appropriations for the 
Military and Naval Establishments and the net increase in revenue resulting from wartime taxes which 
shall equal as nearly as possible the anticipated rate of final consumption of all supplies used by the armed 
forces. At the conclusion of the war such wartime taxes shall be repealed and any balance of unexpended 
currency issued hereunder shall be divided pro rata among all citizens 21 years of age. 


. 8081. Mr. Whelchel; January 23, 1940 (Appropriations). 
Repeals § 16 (b) of the Emergency Relief Appropriation Act of 1939 [53 Stat. 933] which provides 
for the removal from employment on Work Projects Administration projects of relief workers, except 
veterans, who have been continuously employed on such projects for more than 18 months. 


. 8082. Mr. Creal; January 23, 1940 (Civil Service). 
Former employees in the classified civil service, 55 years of age or older, with 15 years’ service, and 
who were separated from the service either before or after the Retirement Act of 1920[U. 8S. C. 5, ch. 14] 


are made eligible to receive the annuity applicable to each individual case as now provided in the Retire- 
ment Act. 


. 8083. Mr. Faddis; January 23, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Directs the Secretary of War, in any case where he is authorized by law to mark the graves of soldiers, 
to furnish for use on graves in cemeteries where stone markers are not acceptable, a headstone or marker 
within the limit of costs of the standard World War type headstone. 


. 8084. Mr. Vinson of Georgia; January 23, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 
Authorizes the Secretary of the Navy to sell fuel, water, and electric current to individuals and con- 


cerns residing at or in the immediate vicinity of isolated naval stations when such supplies are not obtain- 
able locally. 


. 8086. Mr. Walter; January 23, 1940 (Judiciary). 

The malicious wrecking of a train operated in interstate or foreign commerce shall be punished by a 
fine of $10,000 or imprisonment for 20 years, or both, provided that when such crime results in death, 
the death penalty or life imprisonment may be imposed in the discretion of the court or the jury. The 
jurisdiction of State courts shall not be impaired and a conviction or acquittal in a State court on the 
merits bars further prosecution. 


. 8115. Mr. Dimond; January 24, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 
Limits the employment of salmon fishermen in the Bristol Bay fishing area of Alaska in 1940 to those 
who have been bona fide residents since June 1, 1939. 


. 8116. Mr. Faddis; January 24, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Rates per kilowatt-hour for the sale of T. V. A. power are fixed: For primary power at 2.5 mills to 
municipalities, at 3.25 mills to industrial customers, and at 2.75 mills to private utilities; for secondary 
power at 1.75 mills to industrial customers and at 1 mill to private utilities; and for so-called dump power 
at 1.1 mills to all purchasers. Funds obtained for such power shall be apportioned: one-third for the 
expansion of the facilities of the authority used in the production of nitrates, one-third for the purpose 
of retiring the public debt, and one-third for distribution to the various States, counties, etc., in pro- 
portion to the land, water, or corporation property removed from taxation by the operation of the Au- 
thority. Under the amended section [U. 8. C. 16: 8311] Alabama and Tennessee are to receive 5 percent 
each of the gross received for the sale of power from dams in operation in such States at the time of enact- 
ment plus 2% percent of the gross received from the sale of power from any later constructed dams. 
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H. R. 8117. Mr. Izac; January 24, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 
Provides for the reinstatement within 2 years of lapsed United States life-insurance policies issued to 
World War veterans upon the payment of all premiums in arrears with 5 percent interest, the payment 
of any indebtedness with interest outstanding against such policy, and the submission of a statement 
of good health. Reinstated policies shall be in full force and effect upon the payment of the first install- 


ment, and if the insured dies before repayment of any part of the amount due, it shall be deducted from 
the amount payable to the beneficiary. 












H. R. 8118. Mrs. O’Day; January 24, 1940 (Ways and Means). 
Limits the exemptions granted to charitable organizations, etc. under the old-age and unemployment 
provisions of the Social Security Act and the employment tax provisions of the I. R. C. [53 Stat. 1374, 

1384, 1393] to churches, synagogues, etc., used exclusively for worship. 






. 8119. Mr. Sumners of Texas; January 24, 1940 (Judiciary). 


Extends the criminal jurisdiction of Federal courts to reservations over which the United States has 
concurrent jurisdiction [amending U. 8S. C. 18: 451). 


H. R. 8121. Mr. Burdick; January 24, 1940 (Indian Affairs). 
Confers jurisdiction upon the Court of Claims to hear all legal and equitable claims by Indian tribes 

or bands against the United States regardless of the lapse of time, nature of the treaty, or previous adju- 
dication. Provides for set-off of sums paid for direct benefit of Indians. After the expiration of 10 years, 
claims shall not be considered, the Indian Bureau shall be abolished, Indian lands shall be transferred to 

the States (for the use and benefit of the Indians), and full citizenship shall be granted to the Indians. 


H. R. 8122. Mr. Reed of New York; January 24, 1940 (Census). 
Repeals the act of August 11, 1939 [53 Stat. 1406], providing for a national census of housing. 


H. R.,8125. Mr. Mott; January 24, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Authorizes the Secretary of War to establish and maintain a national cemetery at Portland, Oreg. 


H. R. 8126. Mr. Mott; January 24, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 


Authorizes $50,000 for the construction of a fish cultural station on Rock Creek, a tributary of the 
Nehalem River, Oreg. 


H. R. 8127. Mr. Marcantonio; January 24, 1940 (Ways and Means). 

World War Puerto Rican Industrial Workers Compensation Act—Directs the Administrator of Veter- 
ans’ Affairs to pay $1.25 per day to each native Puerto Rican industrial war worker who served volun- 
tarily between April 5, 1917, and July 1, 1919, as a civilian worker in the continental United States in 
the prosecution of war work. Application shall be filed within 1 year. In case of death, the sum shall be 
paid in the following order: Widow or widower, children, dependent mother, dependent father. 































H. R. 8128. Mr. Voorhis of California; January 24, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Where a war veteran’s service-connected disability has caused a severe industrial inadaptability, 
rendering him unemployable or incapable of following continuously any gainful occupation (proved by 
sound medical evidence and other evidence in fact), the veteran shall be considered as permanently and 
totally disabled for pension and other benefits. 


H. R. 8148. Mr. Beckworth; January 25, 1940 (Ways and Means). 
The Federal contribution for old-age assistance under the Social Security Act [53 Stat. 1361) shall be 
four-fifths of the amount up to $30 and one-half of the amount between $30 and $40 paid by the State, 
instead of the present one-half up to $40 of amount paid by the State. 


H. R. 8149. Mr. Cannon of Florida; January 25, 1940 (Agriculture). 

If the Commonwealth of the Philippine Islands is unable to market its sugar quota the deficiency shall 
be allotted to the mainland area (now to other foreign countries) and such allotments shall be made first, 
to the producers who are also direct processors of sugarcane, who during the last preceding crop year 
maintained the highest seasonal wage and labor standards and had the lowest cost of production. 


H. R. 8150. Mr. Cochran; January 25, 1940 (Expenditures in the Executive Departments). 
All claims against the United States, cognizable by the General Accounting Office under U. S. C. 31: 
71 and 236 shall be barred unless received by such office within 10 full years from accrual. Claims of 
persons in the armed forces in time of war, or when war intervenes within 5 years of accrual, may be 
presented within 5 years after peace is established. 





H. R. 8151. Mr. Cochran; January 25, 1940 (Expenditures in the Executive Departments). 
Provides travel expenses for civilian officers and employees upon official change of station. 





H. R. 8152. Mr. Cochran; January 25, 1940 (Expenditures in the Executive Departments). 
Authorizes procurements to be made by the Departments, etc., including the District of Columbia, 
without advertising when the aggregate amount involved is less than $100. 












H. R. 8153. Mr. Colmer; January 25, 1940 (Ways and Means). 
The Federal contribution for old-age assistance under the Social Security Act [53 Stat. 1361) shall be 
four-fifths up to $25 instead of the present one-half up to $40. 


H. R. 8154. Mr. Van Zandt; January 25, 1940 (Judiciary). 


Authorizes the President to invite by proclamation the observance of October 11, 1940, as General 
Pulaski’s Memorial Day. 
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H. R. 8156. Mr. Lesinski (by request); January 25, 1940 (Invalid Pensions). 

Equalizes the pensions payable to dependents of veterans of the Regular Establishment in a period 
other than War, with those payable to dependents of veterans of the World [War (1) who died as a 
result of injury or disease incurred in or aggravated by active service, or (2) who died from non-service- 
connected disease or disability (while suffering with some service-connected disability). 












. 8157. Mr. Peterson of Georgia; January 25, 1940 (Public Lands). 

Establishes a national land policy under which the Secretary of the Interior shall purchase farm mort- 
gages and farm lands held by mortgagees under foreclosure concluded after January 1, 1920, at not exceed- 
ing the amount of indebtedness thereon or for which foreclosed. 

Land so acquired which is suitable for farm purposes shall be divided into 50-to 160-acre tracts and 
made available (at the valuation price put upon the land when acquired) as homesteads to citizens who 
own no farm lands and have not heretofore been granted a homestead. Preference shall be given farm 
families and mortgagors living on encumbered lands. 

Homesteads shall be paid for in 40 annual installments. Deeds shall contain specific stipulations 
prohibiting sale or encumbrance and the cutting or removal of timber and other natural resources. Ex- 
change under rules promulgated by Secretary, is allowed. 

















. 8170. Mr. Bland; January 29, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 

Increases Canal Zone retirement annuities for Isthmian Canal Commission and Panama Railroad 
employees who served on the Isthmus between May 4, 1904, and April 1,1914. The total annuity granted 
to any employee who served 3 years during the construction of the Canal shall not be less than 55 per- 
cent of his base pay if he has 30 years’ service, 50 percent if he has 25 years’ service, and 40 percent if he 
has 20 years’ service [amending title 2, § 96 of the Canal Zone Code]. 













. 8171. Mr. Burch; January 29, 1940 (Post Office and Post Roads). 
Requires the filling of all vacancies in the position of assistant postmaster in first- and second-class 
post offices within 60 days. ' 














. 8172. Mr. Dimond; January 29, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 
Permits salmon fishing by hook and line during weekly closed periods in Alaskan waters where such 
fishing is otherwise permitted [amending U. S. C. 48: 234). 











. 8173. Mr. Dimond; January 29, 1940 (Post Office and Post Roads). 

Provides that custodial-service employees of the Post Office Department in Alaska shall receive a 
salary 25 percent greater than that paid custodial-service employees of the Post Office Department per- 
forming similar duties in the several states. 












. 8174. Mr. Hendricks; January 29, 1940 (Post Office and Post Roads). 
Grants to employees in the Postal Service employed on a 40-hour, 5-day week basis additional time off 
in cases where a holiday falls on Saturday. 











. 8175. Mr. Kerr; January 29, 1940 (Agriculture). 
Prohibits, under penalty of $5,000 fine and/or 1 year’s imprisonment, the exportation of tobacco seed 
or live plants, except for experimental purposes, and then only with consent of the Secretary of Agriculture. 










. 8176. Mr. Pearson; January 29, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 

‘“‘Federal Sales Act’’—Applies to the sale of goods shipped in interstate and foreign commerce, with 
specific rules pertaining to the various subjects involved in such sales, among which are the following: 
Sales contracts, warranties, rules for ascertaining intention of the parties as to time of passage of title, 
delivery, and payment, “F. O. B.,” “C. I. F.,” and “C. F.”’ shipments, remedies and specific performance, 
and constitutes a revision of Mr. Pearson’s earlier bill H. R. 7872. 













. 8177. Mr. Peterson of Florida; January 29, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Provides that no reductions may be made of the compensation, pension, or emergency officers’ retire- 
ment pay of a World War veteran during his hospital treatment or institutional or domiciliary care by 
the United States or any political subdivision. 











. 8178. Mr. Sacks; January 29, 1940 (Appropriations). 
Public Works Administration Act of 1940—Appropriates $500,000,000 of which $450,000,000 is to be 
used by the Federal Works Administrator, with approval of the President, in making secured loans to 
public agencies engaged in the construction of useful self-liquidating public works. Such loans shall , 
bear interest at 2 percent. In case of war the President may require any oa eee to be turned over 
to the Government at a reasonable compensation for the duration of the war. orkers on these projects 
shall be paid not less than the prevailing wage rates of the locality or the minimum wages under the Fair 
Labor Standards Act and shall not be worked in excess of the maximum-hours provision of the Fair 
Labor Standards Act. The Administrator may sell the bonds and obligations securing the loans and 
may guarantee payment thereof, for which the remaining $50,000,000 of the appropriation may be used. 
Appropriates a further $20,000,000 for administration of this act. 














H. R. 8179. Mr. Scrugham; January 29, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 

Empowers the Reconstruction Finance Corporation to make class C mining loans to owners and opera- 
tors in sums not to exceed $5,000 to any one borrower. All limitations upon the R. F. C. to grant loans 
upon certain classes of mineral properties are removed. Provides for issuance of silver certificates against 
the seigniorage deducted under act of July 6, 1939, to the amount required to make such loans. 
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. 8180. Mr. Sheppard; January 29, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 


Requires 75 percent of the crew of vessels of 5 or more net tons engaged in the fishing and coasting trade 
to be citizens. The Secretary of Commerce may reduce this percentage if he finds there are insufficient 
citizen fishermen or seamen to fulfill the requirement. 


. 8181. Mr. Havenner; January 29, 1940 (Civil Service). 


Grants retirement benefits to Chinese, Japanese, and Hindu interpreters in the Immigration and Naturali- 
zation Service whose tenure of employment is not intermittent nor of uncertain duration. 


. 8182. Mr. Hope; January 29, 1940 (Agriculture). 


Extends for 2 years (i. e. to July 1, 1942) the period during which interest on loans made through 
national farm loan associations or Federal land banks will be 3% percent. No payments to Federal land 
banks for reimbursement for amount lost by interest reduction shall be made with respect to any period 
after June 30, 1942 [amending U.S. C. Supp. IV, 12: 771]. The rate of interest on outstanding loans made 
to farmers by the Land Bank Commissioner shall not exceed 4 percent per annum for all interest payable 
on — dates occurring prior to July 1, 1942 [now July 1, 1940] [amending U. S. C. Supp. IV, 12: 
1016 (i)]. 


. 8183. Mr. O’Toole; January 29, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 


The National Housing Administrator shall not insure repair or mortgage construction loans unless the 
principal contractor files a bond to secure the borrower or mortgagor against faulty workmanship or the 
use of defective materials [amending U.S. C. Supp. IV, 12: 1703, 1709 as amended]. 


. 8202. Mr. Cannon of Missouri; January 30, 1940 (Appropriations). 
D 


Carries the 1941 fiscal year appropriations for the Department of Agriculture. 


. 8203. Mr. Cannon of Florida; January 30, 1940 (Public Buildings and Grounds). 


Authorizes $750,000 for the erection of a customhouse at Miami, Fla. 


. 8205. Mr. Leland M. Ford; January 30, 1940 (Ways and Means). 


Provisions authorizing the withdrawal of supplies duty free for vessels and aircraft under U. 8. C. Supp. 
IV, 19: 1309 (a) are extended to permit such withdrawals from internal revenue bonded warehouses. 


. 8206. Mr. Murdock of Arizona; January 30, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 


Empowers the Reconstruction Finance Corporation to make class C mining loans to owners and opera- 
tors in sums not to exceed $5,000 to any one borrower. All limitations upon the R. F. C. to grant loans 
upon certain classes of minerals properties are removed. Provides for issuance of silver certificates against 
the seigniorage deducted under act of July 6, 1939, to the amount required to make such loans. The 
authority to issue silver certificates shall terminate after 5 years, and thereafter loans shall be made only 
from moneys in the mines finance fund. 


. 8207. Mr. Dimond; January 30, 1940 (Ways and Means). 


Increases the present capital stock transfer tax of 2 cents to 4 cents on each $100 par value share or 
fraction until July 1, 1941, and provides that thereafter the tax shall be 2 cents. In case of no par value 
stock, the present tax of 2 cents per share is increased to 4 cents on every $20 value of the shares (if the 
sales price is more than $20 the tax is 5 cents) until July 1, 1941, with a 2-cent tax thereafter [amending 
U.S. C. Supp. IV, 26: 902 (b)]. 


. 8208. Mr. Hart; January 30, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 


Any seaman injured in course of employment (or his personal representative, if death results from 
injury) may at his election maintain an action at law against employer in the district or State where the 
latter resides or has his principal office, with right to trial by jury, to which all Federal statutes applicable 
to similar suits by railway employees shall apply. Unless otherwise provided by treaty, the bill shall 
apply to seamen employed on foreign flag vessels while engaged in competitive commerce between foreign 
and United States ports in competition with American flag vessels. 


. 8209. Mr. Voorhis of California; January 30, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 
Vests the absolute ownership of the 12 Federal Reserve banks in the Government through a purchase 
of the capital stock, etc. at par value. 


. 8210. Mr. Keller; January 30, 1940 (Military Affairs). 


Authorizes the President to call annually 21,850 volunteers for enlistment in the American school 
army (hereby created) to serve actively for 3 years, and for a further period of 20 years as reservists. 
Cadets shall be apportioned in equal number to congressional districts. The Secretary of War shall 
provide for proper school camps, assignment of cadets to military units, oaths of allegiance, and issuance 
of rules for the regulation of the school. Each year, 9 months shall be devoted to the school term and 3 
months to military maneuvers, however; only 3 hours ee day shall be devoted to military training, 
physical education, etc. Cadets excelling in military efficiency, upon graduation, shall be permitted to 
enter the Military Academy. Creates a Vocational Board which shall have full power over education, 
vocational training, employment of teachers, etc. Provides for the payment of $1 weekly to each cadet, 
and larger sums to dependents of any cadet. 


. 8211. Mr. Hinshaw; January 30, 1940 (Ways and Means). 


Whenever the currency value of a foreign state shall have declined more than 5 percent from its value 
on December 31, 1934, an exchange dumping tax shall be collected upon the imports from that state. The 
tax shall be proportioned to the value of the article, as the amount of difference in value of the currency 
between December 31, 1934 and date of release of the articles from custom custody, is to the value of the 
currency on date of release. 
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. 8229. Mr. Celler; January 31, 1940 (Judiciary). 

Eliminates the power of the court to designate the types of institutions in which prisoners may be con- 
fined, and provides that two or more sentences imposed by different courts may be served at the same 
institution irrespective of length or whether concurrent or consecutive. However, sentences of 1 year or 
less shall be served in the jail type of institution [amending U.S. C. 18: 753f]. 


. 8230. Mr. Dimond; January 31, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 

Authorizes the R. F. C. to make loans to individuals, etc. engaged in the development of ledges, veins, 
etc. containing platinum, tungsten, chromite, nickel, molybdenum, antimony, vanadium, manganese, 
mercury, asbestos, or any combination thereof (the present authorization U. 8. C. Supp. IV, 15: 606d is 
limited to gold, silver, and tin). 


. 8231. Mr. Jenkins of Ohio; January 31, 1940 (Judiciary). 

Directs the Social Security Board to ascertain the sums disbursed by the State of Ohio as old-age 
assistance for the month of October 1938 under the State old-age plan to individuals 65 years of age who 
were not in public institutions but not counting so much of such expenditure as exceeds $30 to any indi- 
vidual and to certify one-half of such amount to the Treasury. Authorizes the appropriation of such 
certified amount to be paid to the State of Ohio, which amount may be used for purposes other than 
old-age assistance. 


. 8232. Mr. Kilday; January 31. 1940 (Military Affairs). 

All noncommissioned officer and petty officer appointments (within grades 1 to 4, made in the Army, 
Navy, Marine Corps, and Coast Guard) shall be probationary for 1 year, at the expiration of which 
they shall be confirmed and shall not be subject to revocation, except by court martial. Where charges 
are filed for the reduction of a noncommissioned or petty officer, they shall be afforded all rights of a 
defendant under court-martial proceedings, including counsel. Revocations of appointment shall be 
subject. to review by the Judge Advocate General’s Department. 


. 8233. Mr. Knutson; January 31, 1940 (Ways and Means). 

Extends the exemption of service performed in the employ of voluntary employees’ beneficiary associa- 
tions under the old-age and unemployment provisions of the Social Security Act and the employment 
tax provisions of the I. R. C. [53 Stat. 1375, 13885, 1394] to such associations furnishing medical care 
and/or hospitalization. Reduces the percentage of the income of voluntary employees’ beneficiary 
associations which must consist of amounts collected from members from 85 to 75 percent and authorizee 
employer contributions to be included therein. 


. 8234. Mr. Miller; January 31, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Provides an American Flag to be draped over the casket of persons who served with the American 
Red Cross, the Young Men’s Christian Association, the Salvation Army, the Knights of Columbus, or 
any other recognized auxiliary units during the World War. 


. 8235. Mr. Miller; January 31, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 
Provides domiciliary care and medical and hospital treatment for persons who served with the American 
Red Cross, Knights of Columbus, or any other recognized auxiliary units. 


. 8236. Mrs. O’Dav; January 31, 1940 (Immigration and Naturalization). 
Includes female ministers and professors within the definition of “non quota immigrant’ as used in 
the Immigration Act of 1924 [amending U. S. C. 8: 204]. 


. 8237. Mr. Randolph; January 31, 1940 (District of Columbia). 

Amends the D. C. income tax provisions [D. C. Code Supp. V, 20: 980 q, y] to require the filing of 
returns by April 15 instead of by March 15, and to authorize the payment of the tax in two installments, 
April 15 and October 15. 


. 8238. Mr. Sumners of Texas; January 31, 1940 (Judiciary). 
Provides for the incorporation of the United Spanish War Veterans. 


. 8239. Mr. Kocialkowski; January 31, 1940 (Insular Affairs). 

“Puerto Rico Water Resources Authority Act’”—The Governor, Attorney General, and Commissioner 
of Interior of Puerto Rico shall constitute a public corporation by the name of the Puerto Rico Water 
Resources Authority with the following funcitons: (1) To conserve, develop, and utilize the water resources 
of Puerto Rico; (2) to develop and dispose of water or electric energy; (3) to construct dams, reservoirs, 
etc. The properties and business of the Utilization of the Water Resources shall be transferred to the 
Authority, and appropriations heretofore made to the former body, whether by act or joint resolution, 
are ratified. The Authority is authorized to issue bonds, including refunding bonds. Obligations issued 
by the Authority shall not be a debt of the people of Puerto Rico or of its subdivisions. The property 
of the Authority shall be tax exempt. The Authority shall appoint an Executive Director. 


. 8240. Mr. Lea; January 31, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 

“National Hospital Act of 1940”—Authorizes the appropriation of $10,000,000 for the fiscal year 
1941 and such sums as may be deemed necessary by Congress thereafter, to the Public Health Service 
for use in providing hospital facilities to rural communities, etc. Establishes a National Advisory Hos- 
oe Council (the Surgeon General and 6 members appointed by him with = of the Federal 

ecurity Administrator) to review applications, formulate standards, etc. The Surgeon General shall 


approve projects, make inspections, etc., and lease hospital projects to applicants for indefinite periods. 
On approval by the Surgeon General, the hospital project shall be certified to the Federal Works Agency 
by the Federal Security Administrator for construction with funds appropriated under this act. The 
President is authorized to allocate to the Public Health Service the necessary administrative funds from 
amounts appropriated under this act. 
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. 8241. Mr. Reece of Tennessee; January 31, 1940 (Military Affairs). 


World War officers who were recommended for promotion while serving with troops at the front and 
such officers who commanded troops in combat in grades below thatnormally held by commanders of 
such organizations shall be given (upon discharge or retirement, without increase in pay) the title to which 
recommended or corresponding to the commands exercised. 


. 8242. Mr. Ferguson; January 31, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Makes it unlawful for common carriers to refuse to accept refrigerator cars of shippers of fresh meat, 
Pare products, or dairy products for the interstate transportation of such products [adding to 
U. 8. C. 49: 1 (11)). 


. 8243. Mr. Lesinski; January 31, 1940 (Invalid Pensions). 


Increases the pensions to dependents of any veteran (1) whose death resulted from injury or disease 
incurred in or aggravated by active service other than in a period of war, or (2) whose death resulted 
from service prior to April 21, 1898, so that the payments will equal those paid dependents of World War 
veterans who died from an injury or disease incurred in or aggravated by active World War service. 


. 8257. Mr. Healey; epee! 1, 1940 (Appropriations). 


Repeals § 16 (b) of the Emergency Relief Appropriation Act of 1939 [53 Stat. 933] which provides for 
the removal from employment on Work Projects Administration projects of relief workers, except veterans, 
who have been continuously employed on such projects for more than 18 months. 


. 8258. Mr. Keogh; February 1, 1940 (Military Affairs). 


Authorizes the Secretary of War to provide for the marking, care, and maintenance of the Mount of 
Victory plot in the Cypress Hills National Cemetery, in Brooklyn, N. Y 


. 8259. Mr. Magnuson; February 1, 1940 (Post Office and Post Roads). 


The presenting by any person (including the officers of any organization of postal employees) of any 
grievances to postmasters or supervisory Officials shall not be cause for reduction in rank or removal from 
the Postal Service. 


. 8260. Mr. Green: Feburary 1, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Authorizes the annua] payment to each State, which has established or which establishes within 3 years 
an engineering experiment station in connection with its land-grant or State supported engineering college, 
of the sum of $10,000 plus a sum equal to the amount expended by the-state for the support of engineering 
research by such station (not to exceed $15,000). Such appropriation shall be used to conduct researches 
and experiments relative to (a) engineering principles and practice; (b) development, utilization, and con- 
servation of natural resources and power; (c) transportation; (d) engineering and industrial procedures 
and management; (e) applications of machinery to efficient production; (f) invention of new and useful 
products or processes; (g) utilization of agricultural products and trade wastes; (h) improvement of work- 
ing conditions in industry and agriculture; (i) engineering problems involved in public works; (j) planning 
and management of engineering projects; (k) application of economics to engineering work. Vests in the 
Secretary of the Interior the administration of the act ($50,000 being authorized therefor). 


. 8261. Mr. Vinson of Georgia; February 1, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Navy to sell to the Commonwealth of the Philippine Islands such ma- 
terials, supplies, and equipment and perform such work as the Naval Establishment may be in a position 
to do at cost. Payments therefor shall be credited to appropriations or funds available for replacement. 


. 8262. Mr. Randolph; February 1, 1940 (District of Columbia). 


Rewrites the sections of the D. C. Code [20: 1321-1338] dealing with privies, etc., the most important 
change being an authorization to the D. C. Commissioner to regulate the construction, etc., of all dis- 
posal systems and repeal of specific specifications set forth in the code. 


. 8263. Mr. O’Brien; February 1, 1940 (Patents). 


The amount of damages recoverable for infringement of copyright of musical compositions played 
in hotels or restaurants not charging an entrance or cover fee is limited to $10 except where greater 
damages are shown. 


. 8264. Mr. Hendricks; February 1, 1940 (Ways and Means). 


“General Welfare Act’’—Levies a 2-percent tax on gross income over $250 per month; requires returns 
monthly and the payment of the tax within 2 months of accrual; exempts fraternal beneficiary societies, 
charitable and labor organizations, hospitals, etc., from payment of tax; provides a monthly annuity of 
not to exceed $200 per month for each citizen 60 years or more of age (which annuity shall be spent in 
the United States within 30 days of receipt); prohibits annuitants from working but permits them to 
collect rents or interest on their investments. 

Repeals the Federal Insurance Contributions Act and titles I and II of the Social Security Act. 


. 8265. Mr. Hendricks; February 1, 1940 (Appropriations). 


Appropriates $15,000 for providing pools and other equipment at the Welaka Fish Hatchery in 
Florida. 


. 8266. Mr. Mouton; February 1, 1940 (Agriculture). 


Amends § 301 (a) of the Sugar Act of 1937 [50 Stat. 909], which prohibits payments to a sugar producer 
if a child under 14 shall have been permitted to work or a child between 14 and 16 shall have been per- 
mitted to work longer than 8 hours in any day, by authorizing payments when the child worked on the 
farm without the knowledge of the producer, or was employed by the producer without knowledge that 
the child was below the ‘permissible age. 
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. 8279. Mr. Magnuson; February 2, 1940 (Judiciary). 

Amends the United States Employees’ Compensation Act mainly as follows: (1) provides expenses for 
injured persons required to submit to examinations or to report for hearings away from their homes; (2) 
considers original claims and supporting affidavits as prima facie evidence; (3) prohibits any one person 
or relatives from holding positions of conflicting interest; (4) requires all data affecting a case to be part 
of the record and a copy to be supplied to the injured person, his heirs, or agent on request; (5) permits 
the injured, or his heirs, to transfer or appeal his case to the civil courts; and (6) requires the “safety 
engineer” and “injury officer’ to be civilians [U. S. C. 5: 759, 769, 771, 778, 779, and 787]. 


. 8280. Mr. O’Leary; February 2, 1940 (Library). 
The Secretary of Labor is authorized to provide for the celebration of the fiftieth anniversary, during 
April 1940, of the immigration and naturalization station at Elhis Island, N. Y. 


. 8281. Mr. Sacks; February 2, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 

“Public Works Administration Act of 1940’—Authorizes the R. F. C. to issue its bonds, ete., with a 
30-year maturity, in an amount not to exceed $500,000,000 to enable the Federal Works Agency, with 
the approval of the President, to make secured loans (at 2 percent) to public agencies engaged in the 
construction of useful self-liquidating public works. In case of war the President may require the project 
to be turned over to the Government at a reasonable compensation for the duration thereof. Workers on 
these projects shall be paid not less than the prevailing wage rates of the locality or the minimum wages 
under the Fair Labor Standards Act and shall not be worked in excess of the maximum hours provision 
of that act. Appropriates $20,000,000 for the administration of this act. 


. 8282. Mr. Woodruff of Michigan; February 2, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Authorizes the Secretary of War to lend equipment to the American Legion Convention Corporation, 
for use at the American Legion Convention, to be held at Bay City, Mich., during the month of August 
1940. No expense shall be borne by the United States. 


. 8283. Mr. Bland; February 2, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 

Amends existing provisions [U. 8. C. 46: 316] which prohibit foreign steam tugboats from towing 
American vessels between ports in the United States, by also prohibiting such towing by all types of 
vessels not owned by citizens and not registered, enrolled, or licensed under the laws of the United States. 
The prohibition applies to towing within Territories and possessions, embraced within the coastwise 
laws. Persons violating the act may be fined $250-$1,000, and the towing vessel shall be liable to a penalty 
of $50 per ton on the measurement of the towed vessel. The exemption now enjoyed by foreign railroad 
companies is limited by permitting towage of transportation facilities (including baggage and mail) only. 
Tugboats shall be forfeited if merchandise is towed. 

No foreign vessel shall, under penalty of forfeiture, engage in salvaging operations, in portions of the 
Great Lakes and tributaries other than those specified in the treaty with Great Britain, June 10, 1908 
(35 Stat. 2036], nor on the Atlantic and Pacific coasts or the Gulf of Mexico except when authorized by 
treaty (treaty with Great Britain of May 18, 1908 [35 Stat. 2036), and the treaty with Mexico of June 13, 
1935 [49 Stat. 3359]) or by the act of June 19, 1878 [U. S. C. 46: 725], 


. 8284. Mr. O’Brien; February 2, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 

Amends the Shipping Act of 1916 [U. S. C. 46: 814] to prohibit the denial of membership in a carriers’ 
conference except upon just and reasonable cause which must be stated. The denial or failure of a con- 
ference to act upon an application within 30 days entitles applicant to file a complaint with the United 
States Maritime Commission, which Commission shall disapprove the conference agreement unless it 
finds within 60 days that the conference’s denial of membership did not tend to create a monopoly of 
ocean commerce and was just and reasonable. 


. 8285. Mr. Peterson of Florida; February 2, 1940 (Mines and Mining). 
Deems as an unfair trade practice the importation for use, sale, or exchange of flotation processed 
minerals except where produced or mined under authority of the owner of such process. 


. 8286. Mr. Vinson of Georgia; February 2, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 
Authorizes the Secretary of the Navy to accept land from National City, Calif., for use in establishing 
piers, landings, etc., for the Navy, such land to be subject to perpetual easements for sewers, drains, etc. 


. 8287. Mr. Vinson of Georgia; February 2, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 
Authorizes the exchange of lands between San Diego, Calif., and the Navy 


. 8288. Mr. Schulte; February 2, 1940 (Appropriations). 

Health Security Act of 1940—Authorizes the Federal] Works Agency to make loans to public bodies 
and nonprofit organizations for financing the construction, repair, etc., of hospitals, water and sewerage 
works and systems, stream pollution reduction works and systems, and other facilities to safeguard health.

. 8322. Mr. Dirksen; February 6, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Creates the Army Post Commission (composed of 12 members) to make a survey of the Military Estab- 
lishment of the United States, for the purpose of reducing the number of Army posts. 


. 8323. Mr. Dirksen; February 6, 1940 (Labor). 
Exemption from the maximum hours provisions of the Fair Labor Standards Act [U. S. C. supp. IV, 
29: 207] is granted with respect to employees engaged in the wholesale distribution or sale of agricultural 
products, when 50 percent or more of their employer’s business consists of such distributing and selling. 


.. 8324. Mr. Geyer of California; February 6, 1940 (Education). 
American Youth Act—The National Youth Administration is established to provide employment, on 
— works projects, for young persons (between 16 and 25 years of age) who are registered with the 
ureau of Employment Security; to make available, without charge, to young persons the services of 
vocational advisers; to aid in the placement of young persons desiring apprentice training in trades or 
vocations; to provide a system of academic works projects for college students, and a system of Federal 
scholarships for needy students. 


. 8325. Mr. Kunkel; February 6, 1940 (Ways and Means). 
Permits an individual to deduct from his gross income losses incurred in the sale of his residence (whether 


. not aa occupied by him) if the fair market value thereof does not exceed $7,500 [amending I. R. C. 
23 (e)). 


. 8326. Mr. McCormack; February 6, 1940 (Immigration and Naturalization). 
Provides that field service positions in the Immigration and Naturalization Service shall correspond in 
pay, grade, etc. to those established by the Classification Act of 1923 [U. 8. C. 5, ch. 13], and that em- 
ployees being paid at 25 percent below the maximum of their grades shall be given within grade raises. 


. 8327. Mr. Randolph; February 6, 1940 (District of Columbia). 
Amends the D. C. Life Insurance Act [D. C. Code Supp. V, 5: 217 n, o] to require the general deposit of 
domestic companies to be made in the District of Columbia and that $25,000 of such deposits of all com- 
panies, foreign or domestic, be in United States, State, county, or city bonds. 


. 8328. Mr. Scrugham; February 6, 1940 (Agriculture). 
States may withhold for retirement purposes up to 5 percent of the portion of the salaries of persons not 
subject to the Federal Retirement Act who are employees of Agricultural and Mechanical colleges paid out 


of Federal funds. Such deductions from Federal funds shall not be in greater eer to total deduc- 


tions than the salary received from Federal funds bears to the total salary from Federal sources. Deposits 
from Federal funds must be equaled by the total contributions from the individuals and the States. This 
act shall not apply to employees paid from Federal funds who may be subject to the United States Civil 
Service Retirement Act, as amended. 


. 8329. Mr. Wheat; February 6, 1940 (Ways and Means). 

Permits the demonstration of hand-operated cigarette machines in places other than regularly estab- 
lished cigarette factories without complying with Internal Revenue Code provisions with respect to tobacco, 
snuff, cigars, and cigarettes, if the cigarettes are manufactured for consumption on the premises, are not 
sold, and are made with tax-paid tobacco and tax-paid cigarette paper tubes. 


. 8330. Mr. Knutson; February 6, 1940 (Agriculture). 
Fixes the interest rate on loans made through national farm loan associations or Federal land banks at 
2% percent on installments occurring after June 30, 1940, and on outstanding loans made by the Land 
Bank Commissioner at not to exceed 3!4 percent after June 30, 1940. Repeals the June 30, 1940, time 


limit on payments made by the United States to such banks on account of interest reductions [amending 
U. 8. C. supp. IV, 12: 1016]. 


. 8331. Mr. Celler; February 6, 1940 (Judiciary). 

Amends § 8 of the Clayton Act [U. 8. C. supp. IV, 15: 19], which prohibits interlocking bank directorates, 
by exempting from such provision industrial banks and industrial banking companies 75 percent of whose 
total loans and discounts are payable in installments or secured by pledged installment deposits or in- 
stallment certificates and whose demand deposit liabilities do not exceed $1,000,000. 


. 8332. Mr. Sumners of Texas; February 6, 1940 (Judiciary). 
Prohibits the transportation, in interstate or foreign commerce, for sale or distribution, of any obscene, 


lewd, or lascivious, or any filthy book, pamphlet, picture, motion-picture film, paper, letter, writing, 
print, or matter of indecent character. 


. 8348. Mr. Burdick; February 7, 1940 (Agriculture). 

Inaugurates a new farm program by which the Secretary of Agriculture determines and fixes sale 
prices for agricultural products which will fairly compensate farmers of the average home-operated farm. 
The minimum price for production of crops shall be as follows: wheat $1.50 per bushel, oats 50 cents per 
bushel, barley 75 cents per bushel, flax $2.50 per bushel, rye $1.25 per bushel, corn 80 cents per bushel, 
cotton 15 cents per pound, rice $3.50 per 100 pounds, tobacco 40 cents per pound, hogs 12 cents per 
pound, cattle 12 cents per pound, lambs 15 cents per pound, wool 35 cents per pound, beans $4 per 
bushel, hay (wild hay $8 per ton, alfalfa $14 per ton, mixed clover $11 per ton), butter 40 cents per 
pound, cheese 20 cents per pound, chickens 20 cents per pound, turkeys 35 cents per pound. 
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The program does not limit production but does prohibit the sale in the United States of products in 
excess of producers allotments (which shall not exceed 4,000 pounds of tobacco, 40,000 pounds rice, 2,000 
bushels wheat, 2,000 bushels oats, 2,000 bushels barley, 2,000 bushels rye, 1,000 bushels flax, 2,000 bushels 
corn, 10 bales cotton, 50 head hogs, 25 head cattle, 50 head sheep, 200 pounds wool, 100 bushels beans, 
50 tons hay, 2,000 pounds butter, 1,000 pounds cheese, 200 chickens, 200 turkeys. 

Surplus crops may be fed to livestock, stored, or delivered to the Secretary of Agriculture for export. 
Competitive farm products may not be imported except in case of a shortage of domestic crops whereupon 
such imports shall be duty free. 


. 8349. Mr. O’ Toole; February 7, 1940 (Judiciary). 


Permits parties to personally plead their own causes before quasi judicial or administrative bodies 
whose decisions may be appealed to Federal courts, while corporations and voluntary associations must 
appear by attorney before Federal courts, or quasi judicial or administrative bodies. 


. 8350. Mr. Romjue; February 7, 1940 (Post Office and Post Roads). 


Extends the franking privilege to official mail of the Pan American Sanitary Bureau. 


. 8351. Mr. Boland; February 7, 1940 (Judiciary). 


Authorizes the President to invite by proclamation the observance of October 11, 1940, as General 
Pulaski’s Memorial Day. 


. 8352. Mr. Celler; February 7, 1940 (Judiciary). 


Prohibits chattels from entering or passing through the United States if the owners have been deprived 
of title by the confiscatory law of any foreign country. Actions may be brought in Federal courts fur 
injunctions to prevent such entry or passage; chattels may be taken into custody awaiting final determina- 
tion of such actions. The courts shall not recognize any claim to property acquired through such a con- 
fiscatory law, nor in any action shall such law be deemed to have affected the right to possession of any 
property located in, or any debt by its terms payable in, the United States. 


. 8353. Mr. Hendricks; February 7, 1940 (Public Lands). 


Redesignates the Fort Marion National Monument, Fla., as the Castillo de San Marcos National 
Monument. 


. 8354. Mr. Pierce; February 7, 1940 (Agriculture). 

Authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture to file complaints and intervene in rate, etc., proceedings before 
the United States Maritime Commission (in the same manner as he may now do before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission) relating to the transportation of farm products [adding to U. 8S. C. 7: 1291]. 


. 8355. Mr. Rankin (by request); February 7, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 


Enacts or amends laws and regulations affecting war veterans as follows: provides presumption of 
death of ex-service men after absence of 7 years, for purpose of awarding benefits to dependents under 
veterans’ laws; grants compensation to the widow or children of veterans who died of injuries or aggrava- 
tion of injuries due to training, hospitalization, or medical or surgical treatment, or examination; prohibits 
recovery of payments from any person by the Veterans’ Administration when recovery would defeat the 
purpose of benefits; releases disbursing officers from liability, and provides appropriations to reimburse 
Government life-insurance funds when recovery is waived; removes certain restrictions upon the payment 
of funeral expenses of veterans; provides transportation of the body to the place of burial within (1) the 
United States and Alaska, or (2) a territory; and increases from 1 to 2 years the time limit for filing for 
reimbursement; restores all forfeited rights, claims and benefits upon acquittal, etc. 


. 8356. Mr. Taylor; February 7, 1940 (Public Lands). 


Authorizes the exchange of lands within the former Mexican (‘Tierra Amarilla) grant, Colorado, for 
lands within the San Juan National Forest or the Rio Grande National Forest. 


. 8357. Mr. Keller; February 7, 1940 (Library). 


Amends § 4 of the Mount Rushmore Memorial Act of 1938 [52 Stat. 694], which provides that 1,500 
acres of public lands within the Harney National Forest shall be transferred to the Mount Rushmore 
National Memorial, by providing for the transfer of 300 additional acres thereto. 


. 8358. Mr. O’Leary; February 7, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 


Prohibits a foreign vessel from carrying passengers in the coastwise trade of the United States or its 
possessions now or hereafter embraced within the coastwise laws notwithstanding the fact that such 
vessel touches at a nearby foreign port [amending U. S. C. 46: 289]. 


. 8367. Mr. McLaughlin; February 8, 1940 (Ways and Means). 


ee s duty of 1 cent each and 50 percent ad valorem upon manicuring brushes or hair pencils, other 
than quills. 


. 8368. Mr. Spence; February 8, 1940 (Judiciary). 


Directs the F. B. I. to determine if any officer or employee of the United States has received compensa- 
tion or other reward, contrary to law, from a foreign country and to report all cases discovered to the 
officer’s or employee’s superior and to the District Attorney for action. The Director of the F. B. I. is 
to recommend preventive legislation. 


. 8370. Mr. Cooley; February 8, 1940 (Agriculture). 


Makes permanent the present 3% percent interest rate on loans made through national farm loan 
associations or Federal land banks and the 4-percent rate on loans of the Land Bank Commissioner 
{amending U. S. C. supp. IV, 12: 771, 1016 (i)], 
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. 8374. Mr. Izac; February 8, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Provides that any retired commissioned officer, warrant officer, or enlisted man who served during 
the Spanish or World War shall upon return to active duty, be entitled to the rank, pay, and allowances 
of the highest commissioned, warrant, or enlisted grade held by him during such war. 


. 8390. Mr. Barry; February 9, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 

Authorizes $186,000 for the construction of two Coast Guard cutters suitable for ice breaking and for 
rendering assistance to marine commerce, for duty on Jamaica Bay, Connecticut River, and waters 
adjacent to Long Island Sound and the port of New York. 


. 8391. Mr. Engel; February 9, 1940 (Public Lands). 
Authorizes $50,000 for the acquisition of Ferry Farm, the boyhood home of George Washington, near 
Fredericksburg, Va. 


. 8392. Mr. Ferguson; February 9, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 

Directs the R. F. C. to make loans to the Secretary of Agriculture to not exceeding $150,000,000 (in each 
fiscal year beginning with 1941) at 3 percent interest, on the security of obligations of borrowers on rural 
rehabilitation loans made hereunder or under the Emergency Relief Appropriation Act, 1935-39. No 
loan shall exceed 75 percent of the security therefor. Establishes the Farm Security Administration as a 
permanent agency within the Department of Agriculture to carry out the purposes of this act and of 
Titles 1 and 1A of the Bankhead-Jones Farm Tenant Act. 


. 8393. Mr. Harrington; February 9, 1940 (Labor). 

The exemptions from the minimum wage and the maximum hours provisions of the Fair Labor 
Standards Act [U. 8. C. supp. IV, 29: 206, 207] granted with respect to employees of weekly or semi- 
weekly newspapers with a 3,000 or less circulation, the major part in the county where printed, are 
extended to all newspapers with a circulation of less than 5,000, and exemptions granted with respect 
to employees engaged in the area of production in handling, packing, canning, etc., of agricultural or 
horticultural commodities for market, or engaged in making cheese, butter, or dairy products are extended 
with respect to such employees regardless of where employed. The exemptions from the maximum hours 
provisions are also extended to cover employees in clerical capacities'and in wholesale establishments. 


. 8394. Mr. Ludlow; February 9, 1940 (Coinage, Weights, and Measures). 
Authorizes a medal or certificate to commemorate the faithful nursing of the women who voluntarily 
offered their services and who served with the Army during the influenza epidemic of 1918. 


. 8395. Mr. Engel; February 9, 1940 (Public Buildings and Grounds). 

The Federal Works Administrator, when U. 8S. property adjoining or wholly or partially within an 
area previously transferred to any State for public purposes is no longer usable by any Federal agency, 
may transfer such property to the State on the same terms as in the grant to the adjoining or surrounding 
property [amending 49 Stat. 885). 


. 8396. Mr. Leonard W. Hall; February 9, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 
World War veterans entitled to the statutory award [U. 8. C. 38: 473] for the loss of the use of one or 
more feet or hands, shall be paid $35 per month additional compensation in lieu of $25 now authorized. 


. 8399. Mr. Sumners of Texas; February 9, 1940 (Judiciary). 
Punishes the willful receiving, etc., of stolen property, knowing the same to have been taken from a 
bank, by a $5,000 fine, 10 years’ imprisonment, or both [adding to U. 8. C. 12: ch. 5]. 


. 8400. Mr. Case of South Dakota; February 9, 1940 (Public Buildings and Grounds). 

All Federal public buildings, except post offices, lighthouses, military structures, etc., both in Washington 
and in the field, declared surplus under the act of August 27, 1935 (49 Stat. 885], are placed under the 
exclusive jurisdiction of the Federal Works Administrator for the assignment of space in his discretion. 


. 8401. Mr. Case of South Dakota; February 9, 1940 (Ways and Means). 

State old-age assistance plans under the Social Security Act (53 Stat. 1360] shall not require repayment 
of any amount from a recipient or his estate, and in the event of a voluntary reimbursement a propor- 
tionate share thereof shall be promptly paid to the United States. 


. 8402. Mr. Case of South Dakota (by request); February 9, 1940 (Invalid Pensions). 

Grants a pension of $30 to $100 (depending upon the degree of inability to earn a support) to war 
veterans who served 60 days or were sooner discharged for disabilities incurred in service, and who are 45 
years of age, or are unemployed, or are suffering from disabilities which incapacitate them from per- 
formance of manual labor. 

Grants a pension of $25 to $50 (depending upon the degree of inability to earn a support) to veterans 
who served 1 year during peacetime, and who are 45 years of age, or are unemployed, or are suffering 
from disabilities which incapacitate them from performance of manual labor. 


. 8420. Mr. Caldwell; February 12, 1940 (Ways and Means). 

Authorizes a refund of customs duties upon that part of crude petroleum which is used in the production 
of asphalt or road oils, upon a showing by the importer that the asphalt was delivered directly to a State, 
ae aa —— and that he has agreed to pay the refund to the State, etc. [amending I. R. C. 
ch. 29 subch. B]. 


. 8421. Mr. Cartwright; February 12, 1940 (Flood Control). 
Authorizes the additional appropriation necessary for the construction of the Wister Reservoir on the 
Poteau River, Okla. and Ark. [amending 52 Stat. 1218). 
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. 8422. Mr. Connery; February 12, 1940 (Post Office and Post Roads). 

Requires substitute positions in the motor-vehicle service of the Postal Service to be filled by classified 
employees compensated as substitute driver-mechanics and resulting vacancies to be filled by the pro- 
motion of substitute garagemen-drivers. 


. 8423. Mr. Bland (by request); February 12, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 

Increases the Coast Guard personnel board from three to five officers all above the rank of commander. 
Limits the recommendations of the board to determining (a) which officers should be retired after 30 
years’ service, or retired after 10 years’ service (having been placed out of line of promotion), and (b) 
which lieutenant commanders should be placed out of line of promotion. If the officer recommended for 
retirement or for placing out of line of promotion protests in writing, he shall not be retired involuntarily 
or placed out of line of promotion unless a subsequent annual board determines that such officer should 
be so retired or placed out of line of promotion [amending § 2, Act of January 12, 1938 (52 Stat. 4)]. 


. 8425. Mr. May (by request); February 12, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Grants retirement with the rank of major general to National Guard officers, with 30 years’ service 
in any component part of the Army and who were appointed and served as Chief of the National Guard 
Bureau, or who are hereafter appointed and serve 4 years as Chief of the Bureau. 


. 8426. Mr. Oliver (by request); February 12, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Prohibits the collection by set-off (out of any benefits payable pursuant to any law administered by 
the Veterans’ Administration and reluting to veterans, their estates, or their dependents) of any claim 
of the United States against any person other than the indebted beneficiary, and except for over or 
illegal payments. However, the exemption shall be inapplicable to liens against insurance contract to 
secure unpaid premiums or loans, or interest thereon. 


. 8487. Mr. White of Idaho; February 12, 1940 (Appropriations). 

Authorizes the employment by the Director of the Geological Survey, Department of the Interior, of 
unemployed citizens in the discovery and development of the mineral resources of the United States. 
Such persons shall be entitled to receive one-half the net proceeds derived from the development of 
any mineral-producing land discovered. 


. 8438. Mr. Scrugham; February 13, 1940 (Appropriations). 
Carries the 1941 fiscal year appropriations for the Naval Establishment. 


. 8439. Mr. Havenner; February 13, 1940 (Appropriations). 

Health Security Act of 1940—Authorizes the Federal Works Agency to make loans to public bodies 
and nonprofit organizations for the construction, etc., of hospitals, sewerage works, and other health facili- 
ties. Such loans to bear 2 percent interest and to be repayable within 50 years if made to a hospital and 
within 40 years if made to others. The local prevailing wage shall be paid and veterans shall be given 
preference in such construction. Hospitals constructed hereunder shall be available to the United States 
in event of war or national emergency. Appropriates $300,000,000 therefor, of which not to exceed $100,- 
000,000 shall be devoted to hospital projects. Where a public agency is unable to furnish adequate 
security for repayment, the Federal Works Administrator may extend further aid at a cost not to exceed 
re eons the use, in construction, of persons employed under the Emergency Relief Appropria- 
tion Act of 1939. 


. 8440. Mr. Johns; February 13, 1940 (Library). 
- Authorizes $5,000, if matched by the State of Wisconsin, for the erection of a memorial statute to Jean 
Nicolet. 
. 8441. Mr. Arends (by request); February 13, 1940 (Patents). 

Provides that patent applications shall be assignable under the same conditions as patents are at 
present [amending U. S. C. 35: 47]. 


. 8442. Mr. Boykin (by request); February 13, 1940 (Patents). 
In Federal Court and Patent Office proceedings applicants for patents, or patentees, shall be prohibited 
from establishing invention dates by reference to use or knowledge thereof in foreign countries. 


. 8443. Mr. Campt (by request); February 13, 1940 (Patents). 
Authorizes the Commissioner of Patents to regulate the professional conduct of attorneys practicing 
before the Patent Office [amending U. 8. C. 35: 11]. 


. 8444. Mr. Kramer (by request); February 13, 1940 (Patents). 

An application for a patent by an assignee of record, must be made by the inventor unless based entirely 
on matters for which the inventor previously solicited a patent. In the case of reissue patents, the 
application may be made by the inventor with the written approval of the assignee or by the assignee 
himself [amending U. S. C. 35: 44]. 


. 8445. Mr. Kramer; February 13, 1940 (Patents). : ; 
The Court of Claims shall not entertain any patent infringement suit where a disclosure of the invention 
by any other than the patentee is contained in official Government files and bears a date prior to the 


Ta Gan. rn patentee or more than 2 years prior to the filing of his application for a patent [amending 
. 8. C. 35: 68). 


. 8446. Mr. Bloom; February 13, 1940 (Foreign Affairs). : 

A Foreign Service officer who has elected to take a reduced annuity in order that his widow may be 
entitled to an annuity may, by taking an additional 5 percent reduction, assure himself the full annuity if 
he survives his wife. 
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. 8447. Mr. Fitzpatrick; February 13, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 
Reduces from 5 to 4 percent the interest rate on loans made under § 4 (d) of the Home Owners’ Loan 
Act [U. 8. C. 12:°1463 (d)]. 


. 8448. Mr. Horton; February 13, 1940 (Public Lands). 
Extends the oil- or gas-prospecting permits under the act of February 25, 1920 [U. S. C. Supp. IV, 30; 
221], for an additional period ending December 31, 1941. 


. 8449. Mr. Sparkman; February 13, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
The act of July 15, 1939 [53 Stat. 1042], which provides Government employees’ compensation to 
Reserve officers or enlisted men injured or killed while on active duty, or when engaged in authorized 
travel or authorized training without pay, is made retroactive to February 28, 1925. 


. 8450. Mr. Jones of Texas; February 13, 1940 (Agriculture). 
Makes permanent the present 3% percent interest rate on loans made through national farm loan 
associations or Federal land banks and the 4 percent rate on loans of the Land Bank Commissioner (amend- 
ing U. 8S. C. Supp. IV, 12: 771, 1016 (i)]. 


. 8451. Mr. Kefauver; February 13, 1940 (Flood Control). 
Authorizes the construction of flood-control works on the Tennessee River at Chattanooga, Tenn., and 
Rossville, Ga., in accordance with the recommendations set forth in H. Doc. No. 479, 76th Cong. 


. 8452. Mr. Gartner; February 13, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 
Declares Frankfort Creek, Philadelphia, Pa., to be a nonnavigable stream. 


. 8468. Mr. Maas; February 14, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Establishes a National Defense Staff Corps of 101 officers to be appointed from among officers of the 
line of the Army, Navy, and Marine Corps who have had 12 years’ commissioned service [composed of the 
Joint War Staff (hereby created), officers of the National Defense Staff Corps, and a director who shall have 
the rank of field marshal at $15,000 per annum and who shall execute such orders as he receives from the 
President]. 

The Joint War Staff shall prepare war plans for use of the military and naval forces for national defense, 
command all joint Army and Navy training exercises, test existing joint war plans, and test the adequacy 
of plans for the employment of the Army and Navy in joint operations under conditions as closely sim- 
ulating those of war as possible. In time of war all operations involving both the Army and Navy shall 
be under command of the Joint War Staff. Places the Army and Navy War Colleges under the juris- 
diction of the Joint War Staff. 

Provides for the rank and precedence, service, promotion, retirement, pay, allowances, travel allowances, 
retired pay, discipline, etc., of officers of the National Defense Staff Corps. 


. 8469. Mr. Maas; February 14, 1940 (Civil Service). 

Classified employees who served after August 20, 1920, who were separated prior to March 27, 1922, 
and who would otherwise be entitled to retirement benefits shall not be denied such benefits because they 
were serving in unclassified positions at the time of separation. 


. 8470. Mr. Nichols; February 14, 1940 (District of Columbia). 

Provides an appeal to the District of Columbia Commissioners from a decision of the Alcoholic Bev- 
erage Control Board denying an application for a renewal of a license of the same class, for the same 
premises, and to the same applicant Coeeaaiines D. C. Code, supp. V, 20: 1906). 


. 8472. Mr. Sandager; February 14, 1940 (Public Buildings and Grounds). 

Requires the use of local native material, when available, in the external construction of United States 
public buildings in the States. 

Requires the payment of the maximum prevailing wage in the locality (now prevailing wage of city, 
town, etc.) to laborers and mechanics employed by contractors on Government buildings [amending U. 4 
C., supp. IV, 40: 276a]. 


. 8473. Mr. Bradley of Michigan; February 14, 1940 (Ways and Means). 

Amends the National Firearms Act so as to exempt guns with two attached barrels 15 inches or more 
in length from which only a single discharge can be made of not to exceed a .22-caliber rifle bullet from 
one barrel, and a .410 shell from the other barrel, without manual reloading [U. 8. C., supp. IV, 26: 1132]. 


. 8474. Mr. Dimond; February 14, 1940 (Territories). 
The Secretary of the Interior instead of the Secretary of Agriculture is to promulgate the Alaskan game 
regulations [U. 8. C., supp. IV, 48: 198]. 


. 8475. Mr. Oliver; February 14, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 

Defines ‘‘American fishery”? when used in statutes, regulations, etc., as (1) the taking, handling, proc- 
essing, or transportation of fish and aquatic forms of animal and vegetable life for commercial disposition 
by vessels built in and documented in the United States, wholly manned by citizens or residents or by 
vessels less than 5 net tons wholly owned by citizens or residents and wholly manned thereby; or (2) the 
handling or processing of such fish, etc., at shore stations, etc., within the United States, wholly owned by 
citizens or residents, all the officers and employees of which are citizens or residents. 


. 8476. Mr. Robinson of Utah; February 14, 1940 (Public Lands). 
Adjusts the boundaries of the Cedar Breaks National Monument and the Dixie National Forest in 
Utah. 
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. 8477. Mr. Steagall; February 14, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 


Increases from $100,000,000 to $200,000,000 the authorized outstanding loans of the Export-Import 
Bank, limiting such loans to any one foreign country, etc., to $20,000,000 and prohibiting loans in vio- 
lation of international law (as interpreted by the State Department) or for the purchase of arms, ammu- 
nition, etc., prescribed by the President under the Neutrality Act of 1939 [amending 53 Stat. 511). 


. 8478. Mr. Rankin (by request); February 14, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 


Removes willful misconduct as a bar to compensation to any World War veteran suffering from 
paralysis, paresis, or blindness, or who is helpless or bedridden as the result of any disability, regardless 
- On not he is in receipt of compensation on March 19, 1933 [amends Act of July 19, 1939 (53 

tat. 1067)]. 


. 8492. Mr. Murdock of Arizona; February 14, 1940 (Public Lands). 


Extends from July 1, 1925 to July 1, 1930 the period in which desert land entries may be perfected by 
entryman with no prospect of obtaining water. 


. 8493. Mr. Byron; February 15, 1940 (Military Affairs). 


Reserve officers of the Air Corps of the Army who were ordered into active military service for more 
than 30 days on or subsequent to July 1, 1928, and who suffered disability in line of duty, shall be deemed 
to have been in active military service during such period and entitled to the same pensions, compensation, 
retirement pay, and hospital benefits provided officers of corresponding grades and length of service in 
the Regular Army. The administration and payment of the benefits are vested in the Veterans’ Adminis- 
tration, but the administration of the retirement provisions, and the determination whether disability 
exists and was incurred in line of duty shall be made by the Secretary of War, in the manner provided for 
Regular Army personnel. 


. 8494. Mr. Harter of Ohio; February 15, 1940 (Military Affairs). 


Creates the grade of chief warrant officer of the Army, at $175 per month base pay. Appointment to 
be made from warrant officers who have had 6 years’ service as warrant officers. 


. 8496. Mr. Lanham; February 15, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 


All employees of the United States Government in the Canal Zone shall be citizens of the United States 
if employed in skilled, clerical, technical, executive, administrative or supervisory positions. 


. 8497. Mr. Lesinski; February 15, 1940 (Immigration and Naturalization). 


Extends immigration preferences to Polish ~~ children under 16 years of age, and to Polish refugee 
children under 16 years of age who resided in Poland at the time of the German invasion on September 
1, 1939. 


. 8498. Mr. White of Idaho; February 15, 1940 (Immigration and Reclamation). 


Authorizes irrigation districts, ditch companies, and water users who have assumed the costs of repair- 
ing, improving, and increasing the height of the Arrowrock Dam, to pay in 20 annual installments. 


. 8499. Mr. Rogers of Oklahoma; February 15, 1940 (Indian Affairs).

No adopted person shall be recognized as an heir of a deceased Indian unless his adoption was by a 
judgment of a State or Indian tribal court or by a written instrument duly recorded, or in accordance with 
tribal authority, or unless his adoption shall have been recognized by the Department of the Interior 
prior to effective date of this act or prior to distribution of a deceased Indian’s estate. This act shall not 
apply to the Osage and Five Civilized Tribes, or with respect to the distribution of estates of Indians who 
have died prior to the effective date of this act. 


8500. Mr. Dempsey; February 15, 1940 (Flood Control). 
Authorizes the Secretary of War to grant an easement to New Mexico for recreational purposes in the 
use and occupation of the land and water area at Conchas Dam and Reservoir. 


8501. Mr. Jensen; February 15, 1940 (Flood Control). 
Authorizes the construction of a ditch for the discharge of floodwaters from Indian Creek at Council 
Bluffs, Iowa, in accordance with H. Doc. No. 577, 76th Cong. 


. 8502. Mr Maciejewski; February 15, 1940 (Immigration and Naturalization). 


Extends immigration preferences to orphaned children of Polish, Czechoslovakian, and Finnish nation- 
alities under 16 years of age, and to children of such nationalities under 16 years of age who are refugees in 
friendly neutral countries and who resided in their respective countries on the dates they were invaded by 
unfriendly powers. Visas shall expire 6 months after their twenty-first birthday unless they file declara- 
tions of intent to become citizens. 


. 8503. Mr. Snyder; February 15, 1940 (Roads). 


Directs the Department of the Interior (in cooperation with the Bureau of Public Roads, Army Engineers, 
and State highway departments) to survey and build: (a) Three transcontinental highways (Boston to 
Salem, Baltimore to San Francisco, St. Petersburg to Los Angeles) ; (b) six north-south highways (Augusta 
to Fort Myers, Fla.; Buffalo to Pensacola; Chicago to Baton Rouge; Bismarck to San Antonio; Phillips- 
burg, Mont., to El Paso; Seattle to San Diego); (c) a system of airports, each to be 8,000 feet square 
tangent to the intersections of said highways—$8,000,000,000 being authorized therefor. Each highway 
shall be 100 feet in width (500-foot right-of-way), of durable materials, lighted at night, and shall not 
pass through any city or town unless there is no other place for the road. 

Bids for such highway construction shal) be let to lowest bidders for not less than 10-mile units; each 
contractor shall give an employment preference to unemployed men (between the ages of 50 and 65) 
within the region where the highway unit is being built. Wages shall be set by Government authorities, 
and the work shall be supervised by Government engineers. The highways shall be constructed by 1954. 
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. 8508. Mr. Cochran; February 16, 1940 (Expenditures in the Executive Departments). 
Permits expenditures of State Department funds for transporting personally owned automobiles when 
ocean travel is necessary between points of origin and destination. 


. 8509. Mr. Ditter; February 16, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 

Amends the Communications Act of 1934 [U.S. C. 47: ch. 5, title ITI] mainly as follows: to provide for the 
protection of persons from governmental abridgement or interference with liberty of expression; to pro- 
hibit the President assigning a frequency to a government station which will cause objectionable inter- 
ference with a licensed station; to grant licenses to broadcasting stations for not less than 3 years nor more 
than 5 years; to place the burden of proving the truth of its charges in revoking a license on the Com- 
mission; and to prohibit the revocation of a license, because of the character or contents of the program. 


. 8512. Mr. Tarver; February 16, 1940 (Public Lands). 
Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to acquire land contiguous to, or within the boundaries of, 
national military parks, national historical parks, national battlefield parks, or battlefield sites for addition 
to such areas. 


. 8513. Mr. Byrns of Tennessee; February 16, 1940 (Civil Service). 
Provides Saturday half holiday with pay for all employees of the Panama Canal and Canal Zone. 


. 8514. Mr. Byrns of Tennessee; February 16, 1940 (Civil Service). 
Hospital nurses in the Canal Zone shall be placed on an eight-hour shift of duty without change of basis 
for compensation. 


. 8531. Mr. Flaherty; February 16, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 
Authorizes the Secretary of the Navy to acquire lands adjacent to the Navy Yard, Boston, Mass.; 
appropriates $5,000,000. 


. 8532. Mr. McCormack; February 19, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Provision for appointment of cadets and midshipmen from among the sons of officers and enlisted men 
killed in action or who died prior to July 21, 1921, is extended to permit appointments from among the 
sons of officers, nurses, and enlisted men who have died or may die of injuries or disease contracted or 
aggravated in line of duty during the World War, or sons of veterans who are in receipt of compensation 
for service-connected disabilities. 


. 8533. Mr. Sandager; February 19, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 
Authorizes $24,000,000 to be used by the Secretary of the Navy to construct a naval air station at 
Quonset Point, R. I., on a site purchased under the act of April 25, 1939 [53 Stat. 590). 


. 8534. Mr. Shanley; February 19, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 
Authorizes the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs, in meritorious cases, to accept claimant’s application 
for payment of a veteran’s burial expenses, notwithstanding the date of filing. 


. 8535. Mr. H. Carl Andersen; February 19, 1940 (Agriculture). 
Directs the Farm Credit Administration to cancel all crop production, seed, and feed loans made prior 
to January 1, 1936. 


. 8536. Mr. Barry; February 19, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 

The authorization [U. 8S. C. 12: 352a as amended] to Federal Reserve banks to make industrial loans in 
exceptional circumstances is amended: (1) to permit such loans for purposes other than working capital 
and for periods longer than 5 years; (2) to require financing institutions discounting such loans with 
Federal Reserve banks to obligate themselves for 20 (now 10) percent of any loss; (3) to limit the total 
of such loans, discounts, etc., outstanding at any one time to twice the amount paid to the Federal Reserve 
banks (amount paid by such banks for Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation stock); (4) to repeal 
the proviso creating industrial advisory committees to investigate and recommend loans; and (5) to pro- 
vide for the payment to the United States of the amount received from the Secretary of Treasury here- 
under plus any net income derived from the use of such amount. 


. 8537. Mr. Bland; February 19, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 

Authorizes the Secretary of the Treasury to acquire additional land for the enlargement of the Coast 
Guard depot at Seattle, Wash., and provides for the establishment of a Coast Guard servicing base at 
Chattanooga, Tenn. 


. 8538. Mr. Burdick; February 19, 1940 (Public Lands). 
Directs the Secretary of the Interior to acquire the Maltese Cross Ranch, Billings County, N. Dak., 
as a Theodore Roosevelt National Monument and to maintain a Roosevelt museum thereon. 


. 8539. Mr. Kilday; February 19, 1940 (Ways and Means). 
Excepts from the definition of employees for the purposes of employment taxes, officers of corporations 
who receive no compensation for services rendered income tax exempt organizations (i. e., labor, agricul- 
tural, fraternal, etc.) 


. 8540. Mr. Lanham; February 19, 1940 (Public Buildings and Grounds). 
Increases the White House police force from 43 to 73, including 1 additional lieutenant and 1 additional 
sergeant. Initial appointments shall be made in the grade corresponding to that of private of the highest 
grade (Metropolitan Police), instead of the third grade (Metropolitan Police).

. 8542. Mr. May (by request); February 19, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Directs the Secretary of War to provide for the appointment in the Medical Department of the Army 
of female dietitians, and female physical-therapy aides. Fifty dietitians and fifty physical-therapy 
aides now employed by the Medical and Hospital Department of the Army shall be eligible for appoint- 
ment upon passing a test. They shall rank with nurses in the Army Nurse Corps, and be entitled to 
the same pay, subsistence, allowances, leave, medical attention, retirement, and other benefits. 


. 8543. Mr. Oliver; February 19, 1940 (Expenditures in the Executive Departments). 
Officers and employees in the Public Health Service or other Government agencies may elect to refuse 
quarters, subsistence, laundry service, or other allowance and thereby obtain full salary. 


. 8546. Mr. Rankin; February 19, 1940 (Appropriations). 

Authorizes the Federal Works Agency to make loans to public agencies for the construction, purchase, 
etc., of plants, dams, machinery, etc., for the generation, sale, transmission, and distribution of electric 
energy, in order to supply electricity at a reasonable price, reduce unemployment, improve navigation, 
control floods, conserve soil, protect forest, ete. Loans shall be repaid within 40 years, and shall bear 
2 percent interest. Appropriates $100,000,000 therefor, of which $4,500,000 shall be available during 1941. 


. 8547. Mr. Starnes of Alabama; February 19, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 

Health Security Act of 1940—Authorizes the Federal Works Agency to make loans to public bodies 
and nonprofit organizations for financing the construction, repair, etc., of hospitals, water and sewerage 
works and systems, stream pollution reduction works and systems, and other facilities to safeguard health. 
Repayment of the loans shall be made within 50 years, and bear 2 percent interest. Such hospitals 
shall be made available to the United States during war or national emergency. All contractors shall 
pay the local prevailing wage, and match hour and wage provisions established by the Fair Labor Stand- 
ards Act. Appropriates $300,000,000 therefor, of which not to exceed $100,000,000 shall be devoted to 
hospital projects. 


. 8550. Mr. Fulmer; February 19, 1940 (Agriculture). 

Authorizes long-term leases of forest lands, or lands to be retired from cultivation, under programs 
laid down in each State by an advisory committee, with advice of county committees. Leases are to 
provide for planting, protection, and harvesting of timber thereon—with preference in employment to 
owners and local needy persons. United States is to pay rental not in excess of taxes, and to return land 
to owner in condition in accord with good forestry practices, at expiration of leases. 


. 8562. Mr. Dempsey; February 20, 1940 (Irrigation and Reclamation). 

Whenever the expenditure of Federal moneys is contemplated for the construction or the increase in 
capacity of water storage reservoirs in the 17 most westerly States, the Federal agency having charge 
shall make a study and report (1) to all Federal agencies having in these States water utilization or con- 
trol works, (2) to the States’ agencies having jurisdiction over the use of waters, and (3) to the commis- 
sion in charge of waters of an interstate stream which is the subject of an interstate compact, that might 
be affected by the proposed works, and all shall be given a reasonable opportunity to file written objec- 
tions. No expenditures of Federal moneys shall be made for actual construction of such works until it 
is found that the proposed works will not interfere with the operation of interstate compacts relating 
to waters of interstate streams, or with vested water rights. 


. 8563. Mr. O’Brien; February 20, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Grants World War Veterans’ adjusted compensation to any person who entered the military service 
from civil life by commission or warrant, permanent, provisional, probationary, or temporary, subse- 
quent to April 6, 1917, or who was thereafter promoted to a commissioned or warrant grade or rank, and 
who was separated from service prior to December 31, 1921 [amending U.S. C. 38: 602 (b)]. 


. 8564. Mr. Thomason; February 20, 1940 (Irrigation and Reclamation). 

Whenever the expenditure of Federal moneys is contemplated for the construction or the increase in 
capacity of water storage reservoirs in the 17 most westerly States, the Federal agency having charge 
shall make a study and report (1) to all Federal agencies having in these States water utilization or con- 
trol works, (2) to the States’ agencies having jurisdiction over the use of waters, and (3) to the commis- 
sion in charge of waters of an interstate stream which is the subject of an interstate compact, that might 
be affected by the proposed works, and all shal) be given a reasonable opportunity to file written objec- 
tions. No expenditures of Federal moneys shall be made for actual construction of such works until it 
is found that the proposed works will not interfere with the operation of interstate compacts relating to 
waters of inhentalle streams, or with vested water rights. 


. 8565. Mr. Voorhis of California; February 20, 1940 (Ways and Means). 

Requests the President in time of war to take a census of the net wealth of the Nation, and makes the 
net wealth of each individual subject to the borrowing power of United States roughly as follows: $1,000- 
$100,000, 5-10 percent; $100,000—$1,000,000, 15-25 percent; $1,000,000—-$100,000,000, 30-70 percent; 
above $100,000,000, 75 percent. Sums borrowed shall be represented by bonds payable in 50 years and 
bearing 1 percent interest (neither principal nor interest are tax exempt). 

Authorizes the President (1) to accept property or services valuable for the prosecution of war in pay- 
ment for bonds; (2) to accept notes or other obligations bearing 6 percent interest and secured by liens 
upon specified property; and (3) to issue currency or notes upon the security of such property or notes. 


. 8566. Mr. Shafer of Michigan; February 20, 1940 (Public Buildings and Grounds). 
The watchmen in the National Zoological Park, District of Columbia, shall be constituted the National 
pn ed Park Police, with the same powers, grades, and benefits as the National Park Police, District 
of Columbia. 
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. 8582. Mr. Burch; February 21, 1940 (the Post Office and Post Roads). 
Authorizes the Postmaster General to pay additional compensation to rural carriers serving heavily 
patronized routes of not over 45 miles in length, but total compensation shall not exceed $2,100. 


. 8584. Mr. Ludlow; February 21, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 
Authorizes $125,000 for the construction of a Marine Corps Reserve Armory in Indianapolis, Ind. 


. 8585. Mr. McLeod; February 21, 1940 (Civil Service). 

Civilian employees who served in the construction, maintenance, operation, sanitation, and govern- 
ment of the Canal Zone from May 4, 1904, to April 1, 1914, and who were subsequently employed in the 
classified service of the United States, shall upon retirement have their annuities computed by the method 
contained in § 6 (4), Canal Zone Retirement Act [U. 8. C. 48: 137le], and be entitled to the increased 
annuities. 


. 8586. Mr. Whelchel; February 21, 1940 (Agriculture). 
Makes permanent the present 3% pecernt interest rate on loans made through national farm loan asso- 


ciations or Federal land banks and the 4 percent rate on loans of the Land Bank Commissioner [amend- 
ing U.S. C. supp. IV, 12: 771, 1016 (i)). 


. 8587. Mr. Kennedy of Maryland; February 21, 1940 (District of Columbia). 

Reorganizes the District of Columbia government, to provide for a ‘citizens’ advisory council” appointed 
by the Commissioners and to divide the government into 12 departments, i. e., Finance, law, engineering, 
personnel, police, fire, health, insurance, licenses, public welfare, taxation, and vehicles and traffic. 


. 8588. Mr. May (by request); February 21, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

The chiefs of infantry, cavalry, field artillery, and coast artillery of the Army shall be appointed from 
among the brigadier generals of the line, and the authorized number of brigadier generals shall be increased 
by four. 


. 8590. Mr. Vinson of Georgia; February 21, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 

Provides the rank, pay, and allowances of a vice admiral, in the discretion of the President, for any 
naval officer designated by him to command a naval unit afloat organized for the purpose of performing 
a special or unusual duty or mission. 


. 8591. Mr. White of Idaho; February 21, 1940 (Civil Service). 

Legislative employees who have served for 4 years as clerk, assistant clerk, additional clerk, or special 
assistant clerk to a Member of Congress or as clerk or employee to a committee of either House may be 
transferred into the competitive classified service upon passing Civil Service Commission tests as to 
fitness. 


. 8592. Mr. White of Idaho; February 21, 1940 (Appropriations). 

Authorizes the employment by the Work Projects Administration of unemployed citizens in the dis- 
covery and development of the mineral resources of the United States. Such persons shall be entitled 
to receive one-half the net proceeds derived from the development of any mineral-producing land dis- 
covered. 


. 8593. Mr. Dimond; February 21, 1940 (Ways and Means). 
The laws as to clearance and entry of vessels applicable to trade between the United States and non- 


contiguous territories shall not apply in Alaska to vessels documented to engage in the fisheries [amend- 
ing U.S. C. 46: 95; 48: 1486]. 


. 8594. Mr. Robertson; February 21, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 

Authorizes the Secretary of War to set aside within the Canal Zone an area in which the natural 
features shall be left in their natural state, including the flora and fauna, for scientific observation and 
investigation. Creates a board of seven directors to determine the policy, establish and maintain labora- 
tories, etc.; authorizes $10,000 annually. 


. 8608. Mr. Clason; February 22, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Directs the Secretary of War to make a survey of the rates of compensation paid to civilian employees 
in the War Department in the various trades and occupations whose compensation is set by wage boards 
or other wage-fixing authority, with a view to the establishment of equitable and uniform rates of com- 
pensation for such trades and occupations. d 


. 8609. Mr. Crosser; February 22, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 

Provides for refunds to employees covered by the Railroad Unemployment Insurance Act of the amounts 
contributed by them to State unemployment compensation funds which have been transferred to the 
railroad unemployment insurance account from the States’ accounts. 


. 8610. Mr. Dirksen (by request); February 22, 1940 (Library). 
Provides for the erection of a memorial to William Edgar Borah at Fairfield, Ill. 


. 8611. Mr. Sutphin; February 22, 1940 (Public Lands). 
Provides for the preservation of the birthplace of Joyce Kilmer at New Brunswick, N. J. 


. 8612. Mr. Van Zandt; February 22, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 
Authorizes $10,000,000 for the United States Maritime Commission to construct or acquire vessels to 
be furnished the States of New York, Massachusetts, Pennsylvania, and California for the benefit of their 
respective nautical schools. 
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. 8613. Mr. Van Zandt; February 22, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Amends Act of June 20, 1930 [U. 8. C. 10:937], which provides for the retirement of members of the 
Army and Navy Nurse Corps, disabled in line of duty, with 75 percent of the active service pay, by 
making the act apply to any nurse who served during the World War and continuously until May 13, 
1926, and who was, prior to June 20, 1930, separated from the service by reason of physical disability 


incurred in line of duty, but retired pay shall be effective from date of application or enactment of this 
Act. 


. 8614. Mr. Wood; February 22, 1940 (Civil Service). 
Provides for the appointment in the Civil Service of special-delivery messengers at first-class post 
offices where the volume of mail warrants it. Salaries shall range from $1,700 to $2,000 after 3 years’ 
service. 


. 8615. Mr. Marcantonio; February 22, 1940 (Labor). 

“The American Standards Work and Assistance Act’’—Requires the Work Projects Administration 
(hereby extended until June 30, 1942) to employ immediately not less than 3, 000, 000 persons. Unem- 
ployed persons registered with the United States Employment Service shall be eligible but preference 
shall be given first to those without income, and second to those with incomes lower than those provided 
in this act. Wages shall be equal to those prevailing in the locality, etc., and the national average thereof 
shall be $70 monthly while hours shall be fixed between 120 and 130 monthly. Sets up a Labor Rela- 
tions Board within the Administration to settle impartially labor problems. 

Creates an Unemployment Assistance Administration within the Social Security Board to distribute 
grants of unemployment assistance to the States with State relief plans approved by the Administration. 


. 8619. Mr. Collins; February 23, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

In evaluating permanent and total disability for the purpose of payment of pension for disabilities 
non-service-connected a congenital or developmental defeet of mind or body will be considered in the 
same manner as an impairment of mind or body resulting from disease or injury. 


. 8620. Mr. Knutson; February 23, 1940 (Ways and Means). 

Directs the Commissioner of Internal Revenue to allow a credit for taxes on cereal beverages paid 
under § 628 of the Revenue Act of 1918, equal to the difference between the tax paid at the rate for sales 
to consumers (paid on advice of Bureau that such rate was proper) and the tax at rate for sales to wholly 
owned subsidiaries. 


. 8621. Mr. Ramspeck (by request); February 23, 1940 (Civil Service). 

In determining the aggregate period of service of any employee (1) of the classified or unclassified civil 
service, (2) of the Panama Canal and the Panama Railroad Company, (3) of the Alaska Railroad and 
the Territory of Alaska, or (4) of the Foreign Service, for the purpose of retirement, all honorable military 


service of an employee who receives a pension or compensation on account of service-connected disability 
shall be included. . 


. 8622. Mr. D’Alesandro; February 23, 1940 (Immigration and Naturalization). 
Extends until May 25, 1941, the time in which alien veterans of the World War may file petitions for 
naturalization, and requires proof of good moral character for 5 years preceding filing. 


. 8623. Mr. Thomas F. Ford; February 23, 1940 (Banking and conten). 

Industrial Loan Corporation Act—creates the ‘Industrial Loan Corporation” with powers: (1) To 
make loans to, to make discounts for, and to purchase obligations and preferred stock of, small businesses 
directly or through financing institutions; (2) to utilize the Federal Reserve banks as agents; (3) to issue 
notes, debentures and bonds unconditionally guaranteed as to principal) and interest by the United States 
to not exceeding $500,000,000; (4) to borrow from Federal Reserve banks on promissory notes having 
maturities of not exceeding 4 months; (5) to set aside $25,000,000 of its surplus as an insurance fund for 
insuring member banks of the Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation against losses from loans made 
under the act; and (6) to take steps to encourage and assist in the formation of committees of representa- 
tives of small businesses. 

No loan to, discount for, or purchase from, any one business shall exceed $1,000,000, or have a maturity 
in excess of 10 years, and no loan in excess of $25,000 or with a maturity in excess of 10 years shall be 
insurable under this act. 

The Secretary of the Treasury, from the increment resulting from the reduction of the weight of the 
gold dollar, shall ae nome from Federal Reserve banks their stock in the Federal Deposit Insurance Cor- 
poration. Each Federal Reserve bank shall pay over to the Corporation the amount so received for its 
stock in the Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation. 

The Board of Governors of the Federal Reserve shall be the directors of the Corporation and may 
order the dissolution of the Corporation whenever there is no reasonable need of its continuance.

The penalties for false statements or overvaluation of securities to obtain loans, for embezzling funds 
from, or receiving fees, commissions, or bonuses in connection with loans from Federal Reserve banks are 
made applicable with respect to such actions toward the Industrial Loan Corporation. 


. 8624. Mr. Kramer; February 23, 1940 (Labor).

The minimum wage and maximum hours provisions of the act shall not apply to any employee employed 
by the month at $200 or more or employed by the week at $50 or more or employed by the hour at $1.25 
an hour or more and who is guaranteed 40 or more hours a week. 
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. 8625. Mr. Lemke; February 23, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 
Prohibits the use, without the consent of the Federal Trade Commission, of a stamp, seal, etc., of 
another denoting or implying equality or superiority in purity, quality, usefulness or effectiveness of 
any drug, food, cosmetic, therapeutic lotion or device, etc. 


. 8626. Mr. Cole of Maryland; February 23, 1940 (Claims). 

Confers jurisdiction upon the Court of Claims and the United States District Court for Maryland over 
claims of persons for damages resulting from the establishment of the United States Aberdeen Proving 
Ground. Suits may be filed within 2 years notwithstanding any statute of limitations, settlement, 
release, etc. Authorizes the Secretary of War to accept for proving-ground purposes any lands proper- 
ties, easements, or rights. 


. 8627. Mr. Garrett; February 23, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Any honorably discharged veteran who is suffering from a disability incurred in, or aggravated by mili- 
tary service, or who is permanently and totally disabled by reason of non-service-connected disability, 
who shall have made application for and been denied compensation, may file suit against the Veterans’ 
Administration in the United States district court. 


. 8628. Mr. Pierce; February 23, 1940 (Agriculture). 

Extends the Perishable Agricultural Commodities Act of 1930 [U. 8S. C. 7: ch. 20A] to include cherries 
in brine. Provides that any unfair or deceptive act in connection with the weighing, counting, or in any 
way determining the quantity of any perishable agricultural commodity in commerce shall be unfair 
conduct within the purview of the act [amending sec. 2911]. 


. 8629. Mr. Wallgren; February 23, 1940 (Ways and Means). 

Directs the Tariff Commission to investigate annually the quantities of red cedar shingles shipped by 
United States producers and those imported for consumption during the 3 preceding years. If the 
Commission finds that in any year after 1938 the quantity of imported shingles was in excess of 30 percent 
of the combined total for such year of the quantities ascertained in the investigation it shall so report to 
the President. If the President approves the report he shall so proclaim, and thereafter as long as any 
trade agreement under § 350 of the Tariff Act of 1930 is effective, there shall be a duty (the highest con- 
sistent with the international obligations of the United States) upon such 30 percent excess. 


. 8630. Mr. Edmiston; February 23, 1940 (Military Affairs).

. 8631. Mr. South; February 23, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 
Authorizes $450,000 for enlarging the United States Veterans’ Administration facility at Legion, Tex., 
to care for 400 additional veterans. 


. 8638. Mr. Steagall; February 23, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 

Deletes the requirement that the Comptroller of the Currency shall be one of the directors of the Federal 
Deposit Insurance Corporation; increases the individual deposits covered by such Corporation from 
$5,000 to $10,000; reduces the assessment rate for insurance from one-twelfth to one-fourteenth of 1 
percent; authorizes the Corporation to construct a building for its use in the District of Columbia at a 
oe not exceeding $5,000,000; and prohibits banks collecting any part of the assessment charges from 

eposits. 


. 8639. Mr. Randolph; February 23, 1940 (District of Columbia). 
Changes the name of 24th Street, N. W. in the District of Columbia, between Porter Street and Rock 
Creek Park, to Williamsburg Lane. 


. 8640. Mr. Flannery; February 23, 1940 (Post Office and Post Roads). 

Reduces from 10 to 9 the consecutive hours in which the 8-hour day of employees in first- and second- 
class post offices and the carriers in the City Delivery Service shall be performed, and extends the pro- 
visions thereof to the Village Delivery Service, motor-vehicle service, and pneumatic-tube system. 


. 8641. Mr. Taylor of Colorado; February 26, 1940 (Appropriations). 
First Deficiency Appropriation Act, 1940. 


. 8642. Mr. Doxey; February 26, 1940 (Agriculture). 

“Cottonseed Grading Act’’—Directs the Secretary of Agriculture to establish official specifications or 
methods of grading cottonseed; to provide for sampling, etc., either through departmental officers or by 
licensees; and to collect and distribute marketing information relative to cottonseed and its products. 

Persons dealing in cottonseed, etc., shall furnish information respecting all transactions (prices, grades, 
etc.) in or directly affecting interstate commerce and permit the Department to check samples used in such 
transactions. 


. 8643. Mr. Bland; February 26, 1940 (Public Lands). 
Consolidates and provides uniformity in designations of certain historic areas, sites, battlefields, and 
ners administered by the Secretary of the Interior, and places their protection under the National 
ark Service. 


. 8644. Mr. Curtis; February 26, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 
In applying the limitation [U. 8. C. Supp. IV, 12: 371] on the amount of real-estate loans which may be 
made by national banks, loans insured under title II of the National Housing Act shall be excluded. 
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. 8645. Mr. Dunn; February 26, 1940 (Civil Service). 
Provides Saturday half holidays for the char force working in the Post Office Department. 


. 8647. Mr. Fernandez; February 26, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 

The Railroad Retirement Act [U. 8. C. 18: 201-214] is amended: to permit honorable service as a 
wartime veteran to be included in computing annuity benefits to make employees 60 years of age, with 
30 years’ service, who were separated from a carrier’s service prior to August 29, 1935, eligible for an 
annuity of 663% percent of present annuities; and to reduce age requirements from 65 and 60 years to 
60 and 55 years. 


. 8649. Mr. LeCompte; February 26, 1940 (Ways and Means). 

Authorizes credits to taxpayers against the employers’ tax for 1936 to 1939 imposed by title IX of the 
Social Security Act [U. 8. C., Supp. III, 42: 1101] for contribution for those years paid to State unem- 
ployment funds prior to the sixtieth day after the enactment of this Act (under present law, ‘‘before 
the date of filing his return for the taxable year”). Refunds hereunder may be made in accordance 
with the provisions of law applicable in cases of erroneous or illegal collection of taxes, but no interest 
shall be allowed or paid on such refunds. 


. 8653. Mr. Warren; February 26, 1940 (Census). 

Provides that the President shall transmit to Congress a statement on population and the reapportion- 
ment of Representatives in Congress during the first week of the first regular session of the Seventy- 
seventh Congress. If the Congress during such first session fails to enact an apportionment law, the 
States in the next Congress shall be entitled to the number of Representatives shown in the statement 
based on the method used in the last preceding apportionment [amending U. S. C. 2: 2a). 


. 8654, Mr. Dingell; February 26, 1940 (Foreign Affairs). 
Authorizes $20,000,000 for relieving destitution among the civilian population of subjugated Poland, 
without regard to class, creed, color, nationality, or other distinctions. 


. 8655. Mr. Geyer of California; February 26, 1940 (Labor). 

“The American Standards Work and Assistance Act’’—Requires the Works Projects Administration 
(hereby extended until June 30, 1942) to employ immediately not less than 3,000,000 persons. Unem- 
ployed persons registered with the United States Employment Service shall be eligible, but preference 
shall be given first to those without income, and second to those with incomes lower than those provided 
in this act. Wages shall be equal to those prevailing in the locality, etc., and the national average thereof 
shall be $70 monthly while hours shall be fixed between 120 and 130 monthly. Sets up a Labor Relations 
Board within the Administration to settle impartially labor problems.

Subjects handlers of peanuts and their products to the orders of the Secretary of Agriculture under the 
Agricultural Marketing Agreement Act of 1937 [U. S. C., supp. IV, 7: 608¢ (2) (6)]. 


. 8658. Miss Sumner of Illinois; February 26, 1940 (Appropriations). 
Authorizes the Secretary of the Treasury to pay Finland $15,000,000. 


. 8668. Mr. Snyder; February 27, 1940 (Appropriations). 
Carries the 1941 fiscal year appropriations for civil functions administered by the War Department, 


. 8670. Mr. Bolles (by request); February 27, 1940 (District of Columbia). ’ 
Creates a Board of Funeral Directors and Embalmers of the District of Columbia for the purpose of 
examining and licensing persons desiring to engage in such business, 


. 8671. Mr. Dickstein; February 27, 1940 (Military Affairs). ‘ - 
Provides medals for the men who voluntarily trained at the first Plattsburg Training Camp, N. Y., 1915. 


. 8672. Mr. Lemke; February 27, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 

The use, without the consent of the Federal Trade Commission, of a stamp, seal, etc., of another 
denoting or implying equality or superiority in purity, quality, usefulness or effectiveness of any drug, 
food, cosmetic, therapeutic lotion or device, etc., is deemed an unfair or deceptive practice in commerce. 


, 8673. Mr. Cannon of Missouri; February 27, 1940 (Labor). 

Exempts farmers, fruit growers, etc., cooperatives, organized for the marketing of products and the 
purchase of ongeree. from the provisions of the National Labor Relations Act [U. 8. C., supp. IV, 29: 
151 et seq.]. Such associations having capital stock are included within the exemption, provided their 
dividend rate does not exceed the State legal rate of interest or 8 percent, whichever is greater, and pro- 
vided substantially all their stock is owned by members. 

The products and supplies of nonmembers may be handled by such associations to the extent of the 
value of products and supplies handled for members, but the value of supplies purchased for persons 
= are neither members nor producers may not exceed 15 percent of the value of all the purchases of 
the association. 
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. 8674. Mr. Ramspeck; February 27, 1940 (Ways & Means). 


Exempts the tying, drying, grading, packing, etc., of leaf tobacco or the handling, storing, or trans- 
orting in connection therewith, from the employment tax provisions of the Internal Revenue Code 
53 Stat. 1386, 1396]. 


. 8675. Mr. Maas; February a. 1940 (Naval Affairs). 


Repeals the provision [U. >. 34: 713] which provides that no officer of the Marine Corps shall exer- 
cise command over any navy roa or vessel. 


. 8690. Mr. Maas; February 27, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 


Retired officers of the Navy and Marine Corps shall, when on active duty, receive full pay and allow- 
ances of the rank or grade in which they serve on such active duty. 


. 8691. Mr. Angell; February 28, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 


Authorizes $50,000 for the establishment of a fish-cultural station on Sandy River, Multnomah, Oreg. 


. 8692. Mr. Randolph; February 28, 1940 (District of Columbia). 


Amends the act [D. C. Code 20: 995] providing license requirements for the practice of Podiatry 
(chiropody) in the District of Columbia. Establishes a Board of Podiatry Examiners to regulate the 
practice thereof in the District of Columbia. Applicants for license must be citizens, 21 years of age, 
graduates of a college of podiatry recognized by the National Association of Chiropodists and approved 
by the Board, and pass a written examination. Sets up standards of professional conduct and empowers 
the Board to revoke or suspend licenses for violation thereof. Specifically exempts licensed physicians 
and surgeons unless they are specialists in the field and podiatrists of the Army, Navy, etc., in the official 
discharge of their duties. 


. 8693. Mr. Kefauver; February 28, 1940 (District of Columbia).

. 8697. Mr. Tenerowicz; February 28, 1940 (Labor).

Transportation by American vessels on waters a or out of lakes, rivers, or inland waters of 
the United States is exempt from the restrictions of the Neutrality Act of 1939 [Public Res. No. 54]. 


. 8715. Mr. May (by request); February 29, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

All enlistments in the military service in wartime or other emergency shall be in the Army without 
specification as to component and for the duration of the war or emergency plus 6 months. All persons 
enlisted in the Army during wartime or other emergency shall be available for assignment to any unit 
regardless of the status of the units involved. 


. 8716. Mr. Boykin; February 29, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 

Adds a new section to the Merchant Marine Act of 1936 [U. 8S. C., supp. IV, 46: subch. V] to permit 
the use of American Flag vessels constructed under a construction-differential subsidy on other than 
essential trade routes. Further authorizes such vessels to carry cargo from one foreign port to another 
in the process of reaching a foreign port at which to take cargo for a return voyage to the United States. 


. 8729. Mr. Smith of Washington; March 1, 1940 (Ways and Means).

Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to lease for not more than 20 years for agricultural, industrial, 
commercial, etc., use any of the public lands of the United States in Alaska which lie within 80 rods of 
any navigable or other waters, but without restriction as to prospecting, etc., or patenting of the mineral 
resources of any such lands under the applicable laws. 


. 8733. Mr. Dingell; March 1, 1940 (Post Office and Post Roads). 
Full-time special-delivery messengers in the Postal Service shall be considered for all purposes as 
postal employees [adding to U. 8. C. 39: 169a}. 


. 8734. Mr. Cooley; March 1, 1940 (District of Columbia). 
Repeals the District of Columbia Income Tax Act [Title I of the act of July 26, 1939, 53 Stat. 1085). 


. 8745. Mr. Taylor; March 4, 1940 (Appropriations). 
Carries the 1941 fiscal-year appropriations for the Department of the Interior. 


. 8746. Mr. Cummings; March 4, 1940 (Agriculture). 

Sugar Act Amendments of 1940—Amends the Sugar Act of 1937 [50 Stat. 903] mainly as follows: (1) 
Includes liquid sugar within the terms of the act; (2) defines “parity” as the price for direct consumption 
sugar computed by multiplying the average retail price for the years 1909 to 1913 by the index number 
used in the Agricultural Adjustment Act of 1938 for determining parity of agricultural commodities; (3) 
requires the Secretary of Agriculture to increase or decrease the amount of sugar he determines to be 
needed by United States consumers so that the average retail prices thereof shall range between 76 percent 
and 80 percent of parity; (4) makes allotments, when United States consumer needs amount to 6,682,670 
short tons, of (a) 4,015,353 tons to domestic and foreign producing areas other than Cuba, (b) an amount 
equal to the duty-free quota now established by the Philippine Independence Act to the Philippine 
Islands, and (c) the remainder to Cuba, however when consumer needs exceed 6,682,670 such excess shall 
be allotted to domestic and foreign areas other than Cuba, but when such needs are less than 6,682,670, 
an allotment of 60.086 percent thereof shall be made to domestic and foreign areas other than Cuba while 
the Philippine Islands receive the same duty-free quota and Cuba receives the remainder; (5) revises the 
quotas if the Secretary of Agriculture finds that any domestic area or Cuba is unable to market its current 
quota, by prorating the deficit to domestic areas able to supply it, but any portion of such sugar which 
cannot be supplied by domestic areas shall be prorated to foreign countries, etc.; (6) permits payments 
notwithstanding the child labor restrictions of the act if the employer had no actual knowledge that the 
child involved was under age; and (7) authorizes the assignment by producers, of their payments under 
the act as security for cash or advances to finance making a crop. 


. 8747. Mr. Gearhart; March 4, 1940 (Agriculture). 
Authorizes $300,000 for the Secretary of Agriculture to acquire certain lands in the Sierra National 
Forest, Calif., in order to minimize soil erosion, flood damage and to produce continuous crops of timber. 


H. R. 8748. Mr. Jones of Texas; March 1, 940 (Agriculture). 

Farm Credit Act of 1940—Reduces to 3 percent the interest rates on Federal land bank and Land 
Bank Commissioner loans made prior to June 30, 1946; guarantees unconditionally all farm-loan bonds 
by the United States, but no such bonds shall be issued in excess of the assets of the Federal land banks; 
provides for refinancing all farm-loan bonds which bear interest at a rate higher than the average rate of 
interest of other United States obligations; removes the requirement that borrowers subscribe to the 
capital stock of Federal land banks or national farm-loan associations and provides for the retirement of 
such capital stock; increases the functions and responsibilities of national farm-loan associations and 
county committees of farmers in respect of debt adjustment or refinancing proceedings between farm 
debtors and their creditors; provides for the refinancing of farm-mortgage debts over a period of 40 
years; allows repurchase of foreclosed property and reamortization over a period of 40 years; and limits 
the institution of foreclosure proceedings and the taking of deficiency judgments. 


. 8750. Mr. Anderson; March 4, 1940 (Labor). 
Excludes from the term ‘representatives’? under the National Labor Relations Act [U. S. C., Sup. V, 
29: 152 (4)] any individual who is not a citizen and any labor organization the principal officer or bar- 
gaining agent of which is not a citizen. 


. 8751. Mr. Reece of Tennessee; March 4, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 
Authorizes the formation of the Delaware-New Jersey Bridge Corporation to construct and operate 4 
toll bridge over the Delaware River at or near Wilmington. 
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. 8752. Mr. McCormack; March 4, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Reserve officers of the Air Corps (including flight surgeons and specialists) who perform training duties 
requiring participation in authorized aerial flights when not on active duty shall be entitled to flight pay 
equal to 25 percent of the monthly base pay of their respective rank. 

The Chief of the Air Corps is authorized to order to active duty for 1 year not to exceed 500 officers 
between the grades of captain and colonel in connection with administration of the Air Corps. 


. 8753. Mrs. O’Day; March 4, 1940 (Immigration and Naturalization). 
Includes female ministers and professors within the definition of “‘non quota immigrant” as used in the 
Immigration Act of 1924 [amending U. 8S. C. 8: 204]. 


. 8763. Mr. Brewster; March 5, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Authorizes the President to bestow the decoration of the Purple Heart upon the unknown unidentified 
American buried in the Memorial Amphitheater of the Arlington National Cemetery, Virginia. 


. 8765. Mr. Pearson; March 5, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 
Makes it unlawful for any hospital or facility of the United States to make any charge against any 
Spanish or World War veteran, who is eligible, for medical attention or hospitalization. 


. 8766. Mr. Pearson; March 5, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 

Provides for medical examinations by physicians other than Government physicians, in furnishing 
satisfactory proof of disability of an applicant for an annuity for total and permanent disability under the 
Railroad Retirement Act. 


. 8768. Mr. Peterson of Florida; March 5, 1940 (Pensions). 

Provides that no reduction shall be made of the compensation, pension, or emergency officers’ retire- 
ment pay of a Spanish War or expedition veteran during his hospital treatment or domiciliary care by 
the United States or any political subdivision. 


. 8769. Mr. Doxey; March 5, 1940 (Agriculture). 

Agricultural Commodities Parity Act of 1940—Provides for the reestablishment of agricultural pur- 
chasing power at a level equal to the purchasing power of the base period 1909-14 (except that the period 
for tobacco shall be 1919-29), by authorizing the Secretary of Agriculture, when he finds that the current 
average farm price of wheat, rye, flax, barley, cotton, field corn, grain sorghums, hogs, rice, tobacco, and 
peanuts is less than the fair exchange value (the value which will give the commodity the purchasing 
power of the base period), to provide, through voluntary agreements with producers, for such acreage or 
production adjustments and for rental and benefit payments in connection therewith, as will increase the 
purchasing power to that of the base period. 

Levies a processing tax upon the first processing of commodities covered by the act, equal to the dif- 
ference between the current average farm price and the fair exchange value of such commodities plus not 
to exceed 20 percent of such difference as determined by the Secretary. Such tax shall be in effect when- 
ever and as long as payments are made under the provisions of paragraph one hereof. 


. 8770. Mr. Dunn; March 5, 1940 (Labor). 

“The ‘American Standards’ Work and Assistance Act’’—Requires the Work Projects Administration 
(hereby extended until June 30, 1942) to employ immediately not less than 3,000,000 persons. Unem- 
ployed persons registered with the United States Employment Service shall be eligible but preference 
shall be given, first to those without income, and second to those with incomes lower than those provided 
in this act. Wages shall be equal to those prevailing in the locality, etc., and the national average thereof 
shall be $70 monthly while hours shall be fixed between 120 and 130 monthly. Sets up a Labor Relations 
Board within the Administration to settle impartially labor problems. a ae 

Creates an Unemployment Assistance Administration within the Social Security Board to distribute 
grants of unemployment assistance to the States with State relief plans approved by the Administration. 


. 8772. Mr. Bloom; March 5, 1940 (Foreign Affairs). 

Provides for the installation and use of telephones in residences leased or owned by the United States 
in foreign countries for the use of the Foreign Service, however, the restrictions relating to long-distance 
tolls shall apply. 


. 8773. Mr. Randolph; March 5, 1940 (District of Columbia). 7 c . 
Authorizes the construction of a parade field, swimming pool, stadium, ete., in the Anacostia Park 
District of Columbia. 


. 8788. Mr. Randolph; March 6, 1940 (Public Lands). et 
“ae the Harpers Ferry National Historical Park in the States of Maryland, Virginia, and West 
irginia. 


. 8790. Mr. Durham; March 6, 1940 (Post Office and Post Roads). 
Provides for the transmission of postal cards by air mail at 3 cents each. 


. 8791. Mr. Healy; March 6, 1940 (Agriculture). . ’ . 

Requirement of disinfection as a condition of entry of cotton and cotton wrappings into the United 
States must be complied with before transportation over any railway or highway of the United States 
outside of the port of entry, but transportation shall be allowed of such material prior to disinfection 
from one port where the disinfection requirements can be met to another port for disinfection if such 
transportation between ports is by water carrier, 
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. 8792. Mr. Randolph; March 6, 1940 (District of Columbia). 
Authorizes the District of Columbia Commissioners to accept the gift of a memorial fountain to the 
members of the Metropolitan Police Department. 


. 8793. Mr. Randolph; March 6, 1940 (District of Columbia). 

Fire and Casualty Act— Regulates the business of fire, marine, casualty, and title insurance in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia; requires a certificate of authority to engage in the insurance business; regulates 
receivership proceedings; establishes license requirements for agents and brokers; and fixes minimum 
capital and surplus requirements. 


. 8794. Mr. Thill; March 6, 1940 (Ways and Means). 

Credits against net income for both normal and surtax purposes are granted for amounts actually paid 
for medical, dental, surgical, or nursing treatment or hospitalization of the taxpayer, his spouse, and 
dependents. 


. 8795. Mr. Cooley; March 6, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 


The rate of interest on a loan on any contract of insurance under the World War Veterans’ Act shall 
be 3 percent per annum. 


. 8796. Mr. Edwin A. Hall; March 6, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 

No individual engaged in selling or in soliciting orders for goods, wares, or merchandise or other com- 
modities shall be relieved, by reason of his relation to interstate commerce, from the operation of the laws 
of any State, or political subdivision thereof, requiring licenses or bonds of, or otherwise regulating the 
activities of, individuals so engaged. 


. 8797. Mr. May (by request); March 6, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Amends the National Defense Act relating to the National Guard as follows: the commanding general, 
District of Columbia Militia, shall be federally recognized as an additional brigadier general in the National 
Guard; Federal employees shall be entitled to leave, without loss of pay, ete., during attendance at service 
schools; appropriations shall be available for the hire of caretakers and clerks, and payments heretofore 
made are validated; any authorized flight may be credited as attendance at drill, when such flight pre- 
vented attendance at regular drill; officers above the grade of captain shall receive compensation at the 
rate of %o of the monthly base pay for each drill, but not less than $500 per year; commanding officers 
of mounted units may sell stable refuse, empty grain sacks, and containers, and apply the proceeds for 
supplemental feed or equipment not issued. 

Any enlistment during wartime, etc., shall be without specification as to the component part of the 
Army and for the duration of the war plus 6 months, and assignments may be made to any unit regardless 
of the status of the units involved. ospitalization and medical treatment is extended to include surgical 
treatment and domiciliary care, and is granted to persons in the active military service, or National Guard 
while on active duty or in training, without reference to their line-of-duty status in either case. 


. 8798. Mr. May; March 6, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Permanent professors of the United States Military Academy appointed from the commissioned officers 
of the Regular Army shall have the rank, pay, and allowances of colonel from the date they would nor- 
mally receive such rank, etc., had they not accepted such appointment. 


. 8799. Mr. Seccombe; March 6, 1940 (Library). 


0 Authorizes not exceeding $100,000 for the repair and preservation of the McKinley Memorial at Canton, 
hio. 


. 8800. ‘ Mr. Tolan; March 6, 1940 (Ways and Means). 
Title X of the Social Security Act [U. 8. C. Sup. V, 42: 1201-1206] which provides assistance to the 


needy blind is extended to needy persons physically disabled to such a degree that they are not capable 
of self-support. 


. 8801. Mr. DeRouen (by request); March 6, 1940 (Public Lands). 
Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to appoint an Assistant Commissioner of the General Land 


Office subject to the civil-service laws (now appointed by the President with advice of the Senate) [amend- 
ing U: S. C. 43: 3]. 


. 8813. Mr. Smith of Virginia; March 7, 1940 (Labor). 

National Labor Relations Act Amendments of 1940—Amends the act by abolishing the present Board, 
and creating a new one with three members. Assigns the judicial functions of the act to the Board and the 
prosecuting functions to an administrator who is independent. Charges of unfair labor acts are to be 
made to the administrator who shall make a preliminary investigation and thereafter prosecute a com- 
plaint before the Board. The Board may no longer determine collective bargaining agents on its own 
motion but must await an application for that purpose from either the employer or the employees. _Per- 
mits expressions of opinion by employers on subjects of interest to employees or the general public, if such 
expressions are not accompanied with acts or threats of discrimination, intimidation or coercion. 

oceedings before the Board shall be according to the rules of evidence applicable to United States 
district courts, and findings of fact shall be based upon a preponderance of evidence. Limits complaints 
for unfair labor practices to those occurring within the past 6 months and limits order for payment of 
back pay to a period of 6 months. 


. 8814. Mr. Bradley of Michigan; March 7, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 


a an appropriation of $50,000 for the establishment of a fish hatchery on the Anna River in 
ichigan, 
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. 8815. Mr. Eberharter; March 7, 1940 (District of Columbia). 
Authorizes a per diem of $10 for the two members of the District of Columbia Board of Steam and 
Other Operating Engineers [amending D. C. Code 20: 362). 


. 8816. Mr. Maas; March 7, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 

Provides for the retirement of enlisted men of the Navy and Marine Corps who have served more than 
4 years and have contracted physical disability in line of duty, at not less than $40 after 4 years’ service, 
$60 after 8 years’ service, and $85 after 12 years’ service. 


. 8817. Mr. Sasscer; March 7, 1940 (District of Columbia). 
Authorizes $600,000 for the acquisition of land and the erection of a farmers’ market. 


. 8819. Mr. Sacks; March 7, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Veterans who served 90 days during the World War or were sooner discharged for disability incurred 
in line of duty, if shown to be in needy circumstances, shall be entitled to pension of $40, with $20 addi- 
tional for spouse, plus $4 additional for each child under 17 years of age; if no spouse, $20, additional if 
supporting a child or children under 17 years of age. 


. 8820. Mr. Scrugham; March 7, 1940 (Pensions). 

Reduces from 65 to 60 the age at which Spanish War pensions are to begin for veterans who served 90 
days or were sooner discharged for disability incurred in line of duty [U. 8. C., Sup. V, 38: 370], and 
from 62 to 60 the age at which such pensions are to begin for veterans who served 70 days and suffer 
non-service-connected disability [U. S. C. 38: 365b]. 


. 8821. Mr. Barry; March 7, 1940 (Foreign Affairs). 

Deletes the exemption granted, to public corporations created by Congress and to corporations con- 
trolled by the Government through stock ownership, from the prohibition against financial transactions 
with foreign Governments in default on obligations to the United States. 


. 8822. Mr. Gwynne; March 7, 1940 (Judiciary). he 

Extends the original jurisdiction of the District Courts to civil suits between citizens of the District 
of — the Territory of Hawaii or Alaska and any State or Territory [amending U. 8. C., Sup. V, 
28: 41 


. 8823. Mr. Shafer of Michigan; March 7, 1940 (Judiciary). ; 

Benefits of the United States Employees’ Compensation Act are extended generally to emergency-relief 
employees (now limited to traumatic injuries) [amends U. S. C. 5: 796). Retroactive to February 15, 
1934. 


. 8824. Mr. Ramspeck; March 7, 1940 (Public Lands). 

Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to appoint an Assistant Commissioner of the General Land 
Office oabhet to a civil-service laws (now appointed by the President with advice of the Senate) [amend- 
ing U.S. C. 43: 3]. 


. 8825. Mr. Kleberg; March 7, 1940 (Agriculture). 

Farm Credit Act of 1940—Creates the Farm Credit Administration, under the direction of the Federal 
Farm Credit Board also created. The present Farm Credit Administration, the Federal Farm Mortgage 
Corporation, and the offices of Governor of the Farm Credit Administration, Land Bank Commissioner, 
Production Credit Commission, Cooperative Bank Commissioner and Intermediate Credit Commis- 
sioner, are abolished and their personnel and functions (except those relating to loans for crop production 
and harvesting) are transferred to the Federal Credit Board as are the duties of the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture with respect to these agencies.

Corporation, and the offices of Governor of the Farm Credit Administration, Land Bank Commissioner, 
Production Credit Commissioner, Cooperative Bank Commissioner, and Intermediate Credit Commis- 
sioner, are abolished and their personnel and functions (except those relating to loans for crop production 
and harvesting) are transferred to the Federal Credit Board as are the duties of the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture with respect to these agencies.

The sale price of these certificates shall be the amount by which the 
parity price or the cost of production, whichever is the higher, exceeds the estimated average farm price 
for wheat (including py payments) for the next succeeding marketing year. The Secretary of Agricul- 
ture shall pay to each producer an amount equal to the value of the certificates allocated to him, when- 
ever evidence is presented to the Secretary that the producer has not and cannot market wheat in excess 
of his quota. Funds for this purpose may be borrrowed fom the Reconstruction Finance Corporation 
and repaid from the proceeds of sale of the certificates. 
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Whenever the Secretary believes a substantial majority of the producers of any agricultural commodity 
are in favor of establishing an allotment-certificate plan similar to the wheat-allotment certificate plan 
he shall conduct a referendum among the producers of such commodity. If two-thirds of the producers 
of such commodity voting in the referendum vote in favor of such plan, the Secretary shall recommend to 
the Congress any provisions which he deems appropriate to be included in an allotment-certificate plan 
for such commodity. 


. 8840. Mr. Hinshaw; March 11, 1940 (Flood Control). 
Modifies the flood control project in the Los Angeles County Drainage Area, California, authorized 
by the act of June 22, 1936 tr 5. C. 33: 701a et sec.] to include the control of floods on Eaton Wash in 
accordance with plans in the Office of the Chief of Engineers. 


. 8841. Mr. Hinshaw; March 11, 1940 (Flood Control). 

Modifies the flood-control project in the Los Angeles County Drainage Area, California, authorized 
by the act of June 22, 1936 [U. 8. C. 33: 701a et sec.] to include the construction of detention and debris 
basins and channel improvements in the Lopez Flood Control Basin and the Eastern and Western 
Burbank Systems in accordance with plans in the Office of the Chief of Engineers. 


. 8842. Mr. Martin of Iowa; March 11, (Pensions). 
Grants a pension to the widow or children of any Spanish-American War veteran who served between 
70 and 90 days as follows: Widow $20, with $4 for each child under 16 years of age; no widow, but one 
child $20. The widow must have married the veteran prior to September 1, 1922, and if remarried must 
be divorced. Continues the pension to a minor child who is mentally or physically helpless after 15 
years of age. 


. 8844. Mr. Sumners of Texas; March 11, 1940 (Judiciary). 

Amends the laws relating to the counterfeiting of currency, stamps, etc. [U. 8. C., Sup. V, 18: ch. 7 
and §§ 328, 347-349, Sup. V, 349a] by providing that if one conspirator does an act to effect the object 
of the conspiracy, every conspirator shall be subject to the punishment applicable to convictions for 
violations of such laws. 


. 8845. Mr. Sumners of Texas; March 11, 1940 (Judiciary). 
Empowers post-office inspectors to serve warrants and subpenas, to make searches and seizures and 
to make arrests without warrant for violations of the postal laws. 


. 8846. Mr. Schulte; March 11, 1940 (District of Columbia). 
Authorizes members of the Metropolitan Police, the United States Park Police, the White House Police 


or the District of Columbia Fire Department to retire after 25 years or more of service at half pay 
{amending D. C. Code 20: 584]. 


. 8848. Mr. Pierce; March 11, 1940 (Ways and Means). 

Directs the Secretary of the Treasury to issue bonds in payment for lands conveyed to the United 
States under the forest land acquisition program U.S. C. 16: 513 et seq. Such bonds shall bear interest 
at not exceeding 2% percent, shall not exceed a total of $250,000,000 outstanding at any one time, and 
shall not be issued after June 30, 1950. Receipts from the use, occupancy, etc., of such lands shall be 
used by the Secretary for interest payments on the bonds, for distribution to the counties where the lands 
are situated under U. 8. C. 16: 500, and for bond retirement. 


. 8849. Mr. Vreeland; March 11, 1940 (Ways and Means). 
Makes the income tax provisions of the I. R. C. [53 Stat. 878] authorizing the apportionment of income 


earned over a period of five or more years and paid in a lump sum, retroactive for 3 years prior to De- 
cember 31, 1938. 


. 8850. Mr. Vreeland; March 11, 1940 (Ways and Means). 
Makes the income tax provisions of the I. R. C. [53 Stat. 878] authorizing the apportionment of income 


earned over a period of 5 years and paid in a lump sum, retroactive from December 31, 1938, to December 
31, 1935. 


. 8851. Mr. Cochran; March 11, 1940 (Expenditures in the Executive Departments). 


Authorizes the accounting procedure for the Foreign Service to provide for a “State account of ad- 
vances” account. 


. 8852. Mr. Gossett; March 11, 1940 (Ways and Means). 
Extends from January 1, 1940, until July 1, 1941, the time within which claims may be filed for the 
refund of taxes paid under the Agricultural Adjustment Act [amending 53 Stat. 884, sec. 405]. 


. R. 8853. Mr. Sumners of Texas; March 11, 1940 (Judiciary). 
Makes it unlawful ($1,000 fine or imprisonment for 1 year, or both) to transport or cause to be trans- 


ported in interstate or foreign commerce any goods, etc., manufactured, produced or mined in part by 
convicts. 


. R. 8856. Mr. O’Leary; March 11, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 
Retired warrant or commissioned officers of the Coast Guard not above the grade of captain, who served 


during the Spanish-American and World War, shall be advanced one grade on the retired list, without 
increase of pay. 


H. R. 8857. Mr. Alexander; March 11, 1940 (Ways and Means). 
State old-age assistance plans under the Social Security Act (53 Stat. 1360] shall not require repayment 
of any amount from a recipient or his estate, and in the event of a voluntary reimbursement a propor- 
tionate share thereof shall be promptly paid to the United States. 
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. 8858. Mr. Burch; March 11, 1940 (Ways and Means). 

Reduces the tax on snuff and chewing or smoking tobacco from 18 to 12 cents per pound. The rate for 
cigarettes weighing 3 pounds or less per thousand is reduced from $3 to $2 per thousand and for cigarettes 
weighing more than 3 pounds per thousand from $7.20 to $4.80 per thousand [amending I. R. C. § 2000). 


. 8881. Mr. Alexander; March 12, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 

Amends the Rural Electrification Act [U. 8. C., Sup. V, 7: 902, 903(c), 904] by removing the prohibition 
on loans and State allotment benefits to persons - are receiving central station service, and by au- 
thorizing lines constructed by farmers, municipalities (not over 1,500 population), etc., to be connected 
with the Administration’s system. 


. 8882. Mr. Bradley of Pennsylvania; March 12, 1940 (Ways and Means). 

The time for filing claims for refund of processing taxes on products distributed for charitable uses 
[§ 15 (c) of the Agricultural Adjustment Act as reenacted by 49 Stat. 1740] is extended from January 1, 
1937, to December 31, 1940. 


. 8883. Mr. Buck; March 12, 1940 (Agriculture). 
Authorizes the Commissioner of Internal Revenue to refund taxes on exported sugar to the manufac- 
turer thereof, if the consignor waives all his claims thereto and extends from 1 to 2 years the time for 
making claims for refund of such taxes [amending I. R. C. § 3498, 3494]. 


. 8884. Mr. Dimond; March 12, 1940 (Territories). 
Authorizes Alaska to create an authority to undertake slum clearance and to provide dwelling accom- 
modations for families of low income. 


. 8886. Mr. Green; March 12, 1940 (Public Lands). 
Provides for acquisition of lands on Saint Johns River, Fla., for the development of the Fort Caroline 
National Monument. 


. 8887. Mr. Hobbs; March 12, 1940 (Flood Control). 
Authorizes the Secretary of War to prosecute the construction of flood-protection works on Autauga 
Creek, Ala., in accordance with the recommendations of the Chief of Engineers and subject to the condi- 
tions set forth in H. Doc. No. 657, 76th Cong., 3d sess. 


. 8888. Mr. Hoffman; March 12, 1940 (Ways and Means). 

Exempts from the employment tax provisions of the I. R. C. [53 Stat. 1384] apostolic associations hav- 
ing a common treasury, even though engaged in business for the common benefit of their members. In 
such cases the term ‘‘employees”’ shall include only persons employed by such associations who are not 
members thereof. 

. 8889. Mr. Larrabee; March 12, 1940 (Agriculture). 
The Federal Crop Insurance Act, now applicable to wheat only, is extended to corn, and the authori- 
zation for administrative expenses is increased from $6,000,000 to $12,000,000. 


. 8890. Mr. Leavy; March 12, 1940 (Ways and Means). 

There shall be levied and collected, for taxable years beginning after December 31, 1940, a tax of — 
percent on the labor-differential income (gross income less cost of materials and supplies and wages, etc., 
up to $3,000 to any individual, paid in producing goods or service). Against such tax there shall be 
allowed a credit of — percent of the wages paid up to $3,000 to any individual. Producers whose credit 
exceeds their tax hereunder shall be paid the excess by the United States and producers who are not liable 
for a tax hereunder shall receive a payment equal to — percent of wages paid by them up to $3,000 to 
any individual. 


. 8891. Mr. Vreeland; March 12, 1940 (District of Columbia). wy 

Authorizes the United States Attorney General, with the approval of the District Court of the United 
States for the District of Columbia, to appoint a commission of five members to prepare a new Code of 
Laws for the District of Columbia. 


. 8892. Mr. White of Idaho; March 12, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 
Appropriates $35,000 for the establishment of a fish-cultural station at Clark Fork, Idaho. 


. 8893. Mr. Maloney; March 12, 1940 (Agriculture). : 

Sugar Act Amendments of 1940—Amends the Sugar Act of 1937 [50 Stat. 903] mainly as follows: (1) 
includes liquid sugar within the terms of the act; (2) defines “‘parity’’ as the price for direct consumption 
sugar computed by multiplying the average retail price for the years 1909 to 1913 by the index number 
used in the Agricultural Adjustment Act of 1938 for determining parity of agricultural commodities; (3) 
requires the Secretary of Agriculture to increase or decrease the amount of sugar he determines to be 
needed by United States consumers so that the average retail prices thereof shall range between 76 percent 
and 80 percent of parity; (4) makes allotments, when United States consumer needs amount to 6,682,670 
short tons, of (a) 4,174,484 tons to domestic and foreign producing areas other than Cuba, (b) 850,000 tons 
to the Philippine Islands, and (c) the remainder to Cuba; however, when such needs are less than 6,682,670, 
an allotment of 62.4673 percent thereof shall be made to domestic and foreign areas other than Cuba while 
the Philippine Islands receive the same quota and Cuba receives the remainder; (5) revises the quotas if 
the Secretary of Agriculture finds that any domestic area or Cuba is unable to market its current quota, 
by prorating the deficit to domestic areas able to supply it, but any portion of such sugar which cannot be 
supplied by domestic areas shall be prorated to foreign countries, etc.; (6) permits payments notwith- 
standing the child-labor restrictions of the act if the employer had no actual knowledge that the child 
involved was under age; and (7) authorizes the assignment by producers, of their payments under the 
act as security for cash or advances to finance making a crop. 
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. 8895. Mr. Bloom; March 12, 1940 (Foreign Affairs). 

Whaling Treaty Act of 1940—Makes it unlawful to hunt, take, possess, ship, ete., any right or gray 
whale, any female baleen or sperm whale accompanied by a calf, or any calf, or sell, transport, etc., the 
products of any such whale. It is also made unlawful to kill any baleen or sperm whale without processing 
the carcass, or to use a factory ship or land station, more than 6 months a year. The Secretary of the 
Treasury and the Secretary of Interior are authorized to promulgate joint regulations to carry out the 
emese of the International Agreement for the Regulation of Whaling, signed at London, June 8, 1937. 
: a engaging in whaling, etc., must be licensed. Eskimos who use only canoes in whaling are exempt 
rom the act. 


. 8896. Mr. Seccombe; March 12, 1940 (District of Columbia). 

Civil Rights Act for the District of Columbia—Prohibits discrimination on account of race, color, or 
creed, in the admission, accommodation, or service of persons in any place of public accommodation or 
conveyance, subject to fine, and/or imprisonment, forfeiture of license, etc. 


. 8898. Mr. Gathings; March 12, 1940 (Ways and Means). 
Extends from January 1, 1940, to January 1, 1941, the time within which claims may be filed for refund 
of processing taxes on floor stocks under the Agricultural Adjustment Act [amending 53 Stat. 1402, § 911). 


. 8899. Mr. Gehrmann; March 12, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 

Upon completion of a vessel for an applicant by the Maritime Commission under a construction- 
differential subsidy, the Commission shall take delivery at the shipyard and shall bear the cost of delivery 
of the vessel to the designated home port [amending U. 8S. C., Sup. V, 46: 1152 (a) (b)]. 

Repeals preference given Pacific coast bidders for the construction of vessels to be operated from Pacific 
coast ports [repealing U. 8. C., Sup. V, 46: 1152 (d)]. 


. 8913. Mr. Rabaut; March 13, 1940 (Appropriations). 
Carries the 1941 fiscal-year appropriations for the Legislative Branch. 


. 8914. Mr. Elston; March 13, 1940 (Flood Control). 
Authorizes the Secretary of War to accept loans repayable without interest from States or political 
subdivisions thereof for use in the prosecution of authorized flood-control work. 


. 8915. Mr. Gearhart; March 13, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 
Authorizes $2,000,000 for the erection in central California of a veterans’ hospital and diagnostic center. 


. 8918. Mr. Thill; March 13, 1940 (Ways and Means). 
Authorizes the deduction of the funeral expenses of the taxpayer’s husband, wife, or dependent for 
income tax purposes provided a deduction therefor has not been claimed for estate-tax purposes [amending 


I. R. C. 18: § 25 (b)). 


. 8919. Mr. Robertson; March 13, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 

Authorizes the Secretary of War to set aside within the Canal Zone an area in Gatun Lake known as 
Barro Colorado Island in which the natural features shall be left in their natural state, including the 
flora and fauna, for scientific observation and investigation. 


. 8920. Mr. Celler; March 13, 1940 (Judiciary). 

Prohibits chattels from entering or passing through the United States if the owners have been deprived 
of title by the confiscatory law of any foreign country. Actions may be brought in Federal courts for 
injunctions to prevent such entry or passage; chattels may be taken into custody awaiting final determina- 
tion of such actions. The courts shall not recognize any claim to property acquired through such a con- 
fiscatory law, nor in any action shall such law be deemed to have affected the right to possession of any 
property located in, or any debt by its terms payable in, the United States. 


. 8921.Mr. Darden; March 13, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 

Consolidates the Bureau of Construction and Repair and the Bureau of Engineering, of the Navy 
Department, into one bureau to be known as the Bureau of Ships; and authorizes a Chief and Assistant 
Chief for such Bureau. Provides for appointing a Special Assistant Secretary of the Navy, who shall be 
charged with coordinating the industrial activities of the naval shore establishment. 


. 8930. Mr. Rankin; March 14, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Enacts or amends laws and regulations affecting war veterans as follows: prohibits recovery of payments 
from any person by the Veterans’ Administration when recovery would defeat the purpose of benefits; 
removes certain restrictions upon the payment of funeral expenses of veterans; provides transportation of 
the body to the place of burial within the United States or a territory, and increases from 1 to 2 years the 
time limit for filing for reimbursement; allows the Administrator to apportion pensions, etc., for the support 
of children of a veteran; authorizes hospitalization of citizen veterans temporarily residing abroad; pro- 
hibits collection by set-off of any benefits payable to veterans, or their dependents or estates; increases 
from $25 to $35 the additional award to World War veterans for the loss of the use of one hand or foot, 
etc.; and authorizes payments to dependents when service-connected disability pension has been for- 
feited by a veteran. 


. 8931. Mr. Havenner; March 14, 1940 (Territories). 

Alaska Development Corporation Act of 1940—Authorizes United States citizens to incorporate for 
the development of industries based on the natural resources of Alaska and for the promotion of permanent 
settlements. Settlement plans must be approved by the Secretary of Interior. Settlers must be United 
States citizens, quota immigrants and persons admitted for permanent residence, or nonquota immigrants 
oe _ others with special qualifications (on the giving of guaranties acceptable to the Secretary of 

r). 
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H. R. 8932. Mr. Barry; March 14, 1940 (Civil Service). 
Forbids discrimination in employment by Federal departments and establishments or the District of 
Columbia against anyone (otherwise qualified) because of age. 


H. R. 8933. Mr. Ditter; March 14, 1940 (Census). 
Repeals § 9 of the act of June 18, 1929 [U. S. C. 13: 209] which imposes penalties for failure to answer 
census questions correctly, etc. 


H. R. 8934. Mr. Gerlach; March 14, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 
Authorizes $65,000 for acquisition of the Trexler fish-hatchery in Pennsylvania. 


H. R. 8935. Mr. Lea; March 14, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 

Investment Company Act of 1940—Provides for the registration and regulation of investment com- 
panies: defined as issuers engaged primarily in the business of investing, reinvesting, owning, holding or 
trading in securities; classified as face-amount certificate companies, unit investment companies, and 
management investment companies, the latter further subclassified as open-end and closed-end manage- 
ment investment companies and divided according to character of assets into diversified investment 
companies, securities trading companies, and security finance companies. Grants exemption to com- 
panies organized in foreign countries and possessions of the United States, and companies in receivership 
or bankruptcy under supervision of courts. Requires the filing of reports and the registration of the 
officers, directors, managers, investment advisers, etc. Limits the size (minimum and maximum) of 
securities companies, the compensation of the management, transactions with affiliated personnel and 
underwriters, the sale of stock to common stock, dividend distributions to net income from interest and 
dividends, unless notice is given of other source. Prohibits payment of dividends which undermine senior 
securities, the use of proxies and voting trusts, cross-ownership (ownership of more than 1 percent of the 
voting stock of each other) or circular ownership (between two companies within a group of three or more 
companies each owning 1 or more percent of the voting stock of the others), and loans to natural persons. 
Restricts loans to companies, distribution and repurchase of securities, periodic payment plans to cases 
where sales load does not exceed 9 percent. Subjects registered companies to reasonable examination, 
and to the authorized rules and regulations promulgated by the Commission. Hearings before Commis- 
sion are reviewable by the courts. 

Investment Advisers Act of 1940—Requires registration of investment advisers using the mails or 
instrumentalities of interstate commerce. The applicant’s registration shall contain a list of his personnel, 
his educational qualifications and experience, a statement of the scope of the business, and copies of the 
contracts, etc. he intends to use. 


. 8936. Mr. Merritt; March 14, 1940 (Ways and Means). 
Extends the credit for dependents under the Federal income tax to dependents under 22 years of age 
in actual attendance at a school or college during the regular period of instruction [amending I. R. C. 18: 


§ 25 (b) (2)). - 


. 8937. Mr. O’Conner; March 14, 1940 (Indian Affairs). 
: Authorizes $10,000,000 for the purchase and distribution of food, clothing, and commodities to needy 
ndians. 


. 8939. Mr. Rankin (by request); March 14, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Any World War veteran who served 90 days and was honorably discharged and later suffers non- 
service-connected disability shall be entitled to a pension of $40 per month for permanent total disability 
or upon reaching 65 years of age, or $25 per month for 50 percent permanent disability [adding a new 
§ (i) to par. I, pt. III, Veterans’ Regulation No. 1 (a) (U.S. C. 38: p. 1695)]. 


. 8940. Mr. Rankin (by request); March 14, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). : 
Grants pensions to dependents of a World War veteran who served 90 days and was honorably dis- 
charged (dying of a non-service-connected disability) as follows: Widow $20, with $8 for the first, $6 for 
the second, and $4 for each additional child; no widow but one child $12, two children $18, three children 
$24, with $3 for each additional child (equally divided); dependent parents $30, dependent parent $20; 
total compensation to widow or children $56. 


. 8941. Mr. Fulmer; March 14, 1940 (Coinage, Weights, and Measures). . . 
Authorizes the coinage of 50,000 silver 50-cent pieces in commemoration of the arrival of the Marquis 
de Lafayette at North Island, near Georgetown, 8. C., on June 14, 1777. 


. 8942. Mr. Hare; March 14, 1940 (Civil Service). 
Extends the benefits of the Civil Service Retirement Act [U. S. C. 5: ch. 14] to teachers in State public 
or nonsectarian schools, who are 60 years of age and have 25 years’ service or who are 45 years of age 
and have 15 years’ service and were involuntarily separated from service for other than cause. 


. 8954. Mr. Bland; March 18, 1940 (Public Lands). : 
Authorizes the acquisition of 2,000 acres of land for addition to the George Washington Birthplace 
National Monument, and the sale to Virginia of not more than 1,000 acres of said land for addition to the 
Westmoreland State Park. 


. 8955. Mr. Case of South Dakota; March 18, 1940 (Flood Control). . 
Authorizes the Secretary of War to prosecute the construction of eee geen works on Fall River, 
South Dakota, in accordance with the recommendations of the Chief of Engineers and subject to the 
conditions set forth in H. Doc. No. 655, 76th Cong., 3d sess. 


. 8956. Mr. Celler (by request); March 18, 1940 (Judiciary). ere , 
Provides that the forfeiting of a fraudulent claim against the United States shall lie within the discre- 
tion of the court rather than be ipso facto forfeited as at present [amending U. 8. C. 28: 279). 
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H. R. 8957. Mr. Coffee of Washington; March 18, 1940 (Labor). 

The American Standards Work and Assistance Act. Requires the Work Projects Administration (hereby 
extended until June 30, 1942) to employ immediately not less than 3,000,000 persons. Unemployed per- 
sons registered with the United States Employment Service shall be eligible but preference shall be given 
first to those without income, and second to those with incomes lower than those provided in this act. 
Wages shall be equal to those prevailing in the locality, etc., and the national average thereof shall be 
$70 monthly while hours shall be fixed between 120 and 130 monthly. Sets up a Labor Relations Board 
within the Administration to settle, impartially, labor problems. 

Creates an Unemployment Assistance Administration within the Social Security Board to distribute 
grants of unemployment assistance to the States with State relief plans approved by the Administration. 


. 8959. Mr. Harter of New York; March 18, 1940 (Civil Service). 
Provides for the payment of a $600 annuity to the dependent widow and children of a deceased civil 
service employee who was retired prior to January 1, 1940. Such widow must have married the annuitant 
at least 10 years prior to his retirement and be living with him at the time of his death. 


. 8960. Mr. Hinshaw; March 18, 1940 (Flood Control). 
Amends the Flood Control Act [50 Stat. 167], which authorized the ‘‘Los Angeles County Drainage 
Area, California,’’ by extending the project to include the construction of a diversion channel from Rubio 
Canyon to Eaton Wash. 


. 8962. Mr. Thill; March 18, 1940 (Judiciary). 
Provides that claims for personal injury of persons, other than employees, arising from the operation 
of a railroad (being reorganized under § 77 of the Bankruptcy Act or in receivership) shall be preferred 
and paid out of the assets of the railroad as operating expenses [amending U. 8. C., Sup. V, 11: 205 (n)] 


. 8963. Mr. Tolan; March 18, 1940 (Judiciary). 
Amends the United States Employees’ Compensation Act [U. 8. C., Sup. V, 5: 790] to include chiropractic 
practitioners within the term “physician”’ as used in the act. 


. 8964. Mr. Vinson of Georgia; March 18, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 
Authorizes the exchange of lands between Puerto Rico and the United States for naval air station 
purposes. 


. 8965. Mr. Wood; March 18, 1940 (Ways and Means). 

There shall be levied and collected, for taxable years beginning after December 31, 1940, a tax of — 
percent on the labor-differential income (gross income less cost of materials and supplies and wages, etc., 
up to $3,000 to any individual, paid in producing goods or service). Against such tax there shall be allowed 
a credit of — percent of the wages paid up to $3,000 to any individual. Producers whose credit exceeds 
their tax hereunder shall be paid the excess by the United States and producers who are not liable for a 


tax hereunder shall receive a payment equal to — percent of wages paid by them, up to $3,000 to any 
individual. 


. 8966. Mr. Pierce; March 18, 1940 (Agriculture). 

Authorizes an annual appropriation of an amount equal to that which the States would receive under 
U.S. C. 16: 500 (provision for the payment to the States for schools and roads of 25 percent of the moneys 
received from national forests) if the timber exchanged in the acquisition of additional lands within such 
forests under U. 8. C. 16: 485, 486, 516 had instead been sold for cash. 


. 8977. Mr. Celler; March 19, 1940 (Judiciary). 
Incorporates the Jewish War Veterans of the United States for the purpose of maintaining true allegiance 
to the United States, fostering true Americanism, combating bigotry, etc. 


. 8978. Mr. Ellis; March 19, 1940 (Labor). 
Prohibits the abandonment of any Civilian Conservation Corps camps because of reduced appropri- 
ations for 1941 and provides that the reduction shall be on a percentage basis for each camp. 


. 8979. Mr. Havenner; March 19, 1940 (Public Lands). 
Authorizes the use for general road and trail construction of the unexpended balance of $250,000 of 
funds paid by the city and county of San Francisco to the United States for maintenance of roads and 
trails in Yosemite National Park, California. 


. 8980. Mr. Nichols; March 19, 1940 (District of Columbia). 

District of Columbia Revenue Act of 1940— Levies an income tax, beginning with 1940, on earned 
incomes in excess of $10,000 and on other than earned incomes in excess of $1,000. Rates range from 2 
percent on the first $1,000 of taxable income to 7 percent on such income in excess of $9,000. Corpora- 
tions are taxed at the rate of 5 percent upon their taxable income from District of Columbia sources. 

Imposes a tax, beginning with January 1, 1941, of 2 percent on the gross receipts of all sales within the 
District of Columbia and on the use, storage, and consumption of goods purchased outside the District. 
Exemptions shall be sales immune under the Constitution and laws of the United States, sales of food for 
consumption off the premises, sales of medicine, sales of motor fuel, sales to and by the United States 
and the District of Columbia, and sales of newspapers and periodicals. 


. 8981. Mr. Shafer of Michigan; March 19, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 

A pensioner under the Railroad Retirement Act of 1937 (U. S. C., Sup. V, 45: 215-228] who was on a 
pension roll on March 1, 1937, and whose pension is based on not less than 30 years’ service shall receive 
a minimum of $100 per month: Provided, That a pensioner on the roll of an employer not conducting the 
principal part of his business in the United States shall not be paid a pension hereunder unless some 
part of his service was performed in the United States for such employer. 
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. 8982. Mr. Richards; March 19, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Any World War veteran suffering from payalysis, paresis, or blindness or who is helpless or bedridden 
as the result of any disability, shall be puvibeentadl under the laws governing these cases prior to the 
Economy Act [48 Stat. 8], notwithstanding such compensation has been refused because of a finding of 
“misconduct or willful misconduct.’’ Where such a veteran has died from disease or injury, service 
connection of which would have been reestablished under the provisions of this act, his surviving widow, 
child or children, if otherwise eligible, shall be awarded death compensation under U. 8. C. 38: 505-507. 


. 8983. Mr. Church; March 19, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 
Authorizes the acceptance of the yacht Freedom as a gift from Sterling Morton to the Naval Academy. 


. 8984. Mr. Hennings (by request); March 19, 1940 (Foreign Affairs). 

Creates the ‘General Mexican Claims Commission” to examine and appraise all claims against the 
Republic of Mexico not heretofore decided, notices of which were filed with the General Claims Com- 
mission established under the Convention of September 8, 1923, or which were brought to the attention 
of the State Department prior to the expiration of the filing time specified in the Conventions of Sep- 
tember 8, 10, 1923, but which because of error or inadvertence were not filed with the Commission. 
Directs the Secretary of State to negotiate with Mexico an en bloc settlement of such claims. 


. 8985. Mr. Byrne of New York; March 19, 1940 (Ways and Means). 

Provides that the portion of the income of State employees paid directly or indirectly by the United 
States except that paid to the National Guard or Naval Militia of a State or to officers or employees of a 
university, college, or agricultural school, shall be exempt from liability for back income taxes under the 
Public Salary Tax Act [U. 8S. C., Sup. V, 26: 22 note). 


. 9000. Mr. Rankin (by request); March 20, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Grants pensions to dependents of a World War veteran who served 90 days and was honorably discharged 
(dying of a nonservice-connected disability) as follows: Widow $20, with $8 for the first, $6 for the second, 
and $4 for each additional child; no widow but 1 child $12, 2 children $18, 3 children $24, with $3 for each 
additional child (equally divided); dependent parents $30, dependent parent $20; total compensation to 
widow or children $56. A widow must have married the veteran prior to July 3, 1921, unless a child was 
born of such marriage. 


. 9001. Mr. Mahon; March 20, 1940 (Agriculture). 

Authorizes an annual appropriation of $100,000 for 5 years to enable the Secretary of Agriculture to 
conduct research with respect to changes in economic conditions affecting prices and markets of individual 
agricultural products as a result of war conditions, ete. 


. 9002. Mr. Mahon; March 20, 1940 (Appropriations). 
Appropriates $100,000 to the Department of Agriculture for additional research with respect to the 
effects of the present wars upon agriculture. 


. 9003. Mr. Vreeland; March 20, 1940 (Judiciary). 

Incorporates the “‘National Youth Brigade” for the purpose of furnishing opportunities for the educa- 
tion, discipline, and mental and physical development of Negro boys and girls between the ages of 8 and 
18 years. 


. 9004. Mr. Whittington; March 20, 1940 (Flood Control). ; 
Authorizes the appropriation of an additional $15,000,000 to extend the Yazoo River flood control proj- 


ect to include protection of the Yazoo backwater area in accordance with Plan 4,set forth in H. Doe. 
No. 198, 73d Cong. 


2. 9005. Mr. O’Leary; March 20, 1940 (Public Lands). 
Provides for the acquisition of the Staten Island home of Edwin Markham, the author of The Man 
With the Hoe, as an historical shrine. 


. 9007. Mr. Tarver; March 21, 1940 (Appropriations). 
Labor-Federal Security Appropriation Act, 1941. 


. 9008. Mr. Burdick; March 21, 1940 (Agriculture). 

Not later than May 15 of each year the Secretary of Agriculture shal] determine and proclaim for the 
next succeeding marketing year the barley-certificate allotment (yearly average quantity of barley con- 
sumed in the United States in any manner, except as feed on the farm on which grown or as seed, during 
the 10 marketing years immediately preceding). The determination of national acreage allotment and 
apportionment thereof among the States by the Secretary of Agriculture and the apportionment among 
farms by local committees are to be on bases similar to those for agricultural commodities under the 
A. A. A. of 1938. As soon as practicable thereafter he shall issue barley allotment certificates equal to 
the said allotment and shall allocate such certificates to the producers of barley on the basis of their 
normal production; however, he shall not deliver the certificates to the producers but shall sell them to 
persons required to furnish them upon making the first sale of any article manufactured from domestic 
or imported barley. The sale price of these certificates shall be the amount by which the parity price 
or the cost of production, whichever is the higher, exceeds the estimated average farm price for barley for 
the next succeeding marketing year. The Secretary of Agriculture shall pay to each producer an amount 
equal to the value of the certificates allocated to him, whenever evidence is presented to the Secretary 
that the producer has not and cannot market barley in excess of his quota. Funds for this purpose may 
be oeee from the Reconstruction Finance Corporation and repaid from the proceeds of sale of the 
certificates. 


. 9009. Mr. Burdick; March 21, 1940 (Agriculture). ; : : 
Provides for the determinations, allotments, etc., with respect to rye that are required in the foregoing 
act with respect to barley. 
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H. R. 9010. Mr. Burdick; March 21, 1940 (Agriculture). 

Requires the Secretary of Agriculture annually to determine and fix the hog-certificate allotment 
(yearly average quantity consumed in the United States during the preceding 10 years, adjusted for 
current trends in consumption, plus a normal year’s exports) and to sell such certificates to the persons 
required to furnish them under this act. The price of such certificates shall be based upon the amount 
by which the parity price or cost of production, whichever is greater, exceeds the estimated average farm 
price for hogs, live weight, for the next succeeding marketing year. 

Beginning with October, 1940, each person, including importers making the first sale of derivatives of 
slaughtered hogs, shall make a monthly return showing the quantity sold and attach thereto certificates 
representing one hog-pound by live weight for each four-fifths of a pound of slaughtered carcass sold. 
Vendors of hogs, the first sale of which is for export, shall receive a refund of the ammount represented by 
certificates attached to the return thereon. 

If the Secretary believes that a substantial majority of the producers of other animals favor the estab- 
lishment of a similar certificate allotment plan, he shall conduct a referendum among such producers 
and if two-thirds of those voting favor such plan he shall make recommendations to Congress therefor. 


. 9011. Mr. Eberharter; March 21, 1940 (District of Columbia). 

Prohibits the Recorder of Deeds of the District of Columbia from accepting real estate deeds of trust 
for recordation unless the notes secured thereby are identified and stamped by him and from accepting 
deeds of release unless the notes securing the deeds of trust are presented to him marked ‘‘Paid.” eeds 
of trust or release executed by corporations under the regulation of public utility commissions or deeds 
under which one of the trustees named, is a banking institution under the supervision of the Comptroller 
of the Currency are exempt. 

Redemption clauses in such deeds requiring deposit of funds shall be invalid unless the depository is a 
banking institution under the supervision of the Comptroller of the Currency and signifies its willingness 
to act by signature and seal on the deed prior to recordation. 


. 9012. Mr. Gilchrist; March 21, 1940 (Ways and Means). 
Amends the I. R. C. [§ 3494, 3507 (b)] to provide that sugar used in the distillation of alcohol shall be 
subject to the sugar taxes. 


. 9014. Mr. Schulte; March 21, 1940 (District of Columbia). 
District of Columbia Barbers’ Fair Trade Act of 1940—Authorizes the D. C. Board of Barber Examiners 
to establish minimum prices and hours after an investigation as to their reasonableness and an agreement 
thereto by 70 percent of the licensed barbers. 


. 9015. Mr. West; March 21, 1940 (Foreign Affairs). 

Authorizes $54,643,000, exclusive of the cost of upstream reservoirs, to construct and maintain on the 
Rio Grande River the Valley Gravity Canal and Storage flood control project in compliance with plans 
of the International Boundary Commission, United States and Mexico. Provides that 10-year contracts 
may be entered into with political subdivisions and water users to reimburse the United States for storage 
and upstream supplemental reservoirs at a cost of $13,841,000. 


. 9017. Mr. Edelstein; March 21, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Provides hospitalization, medical care, and dispensary and out-patient treatment for officers and enlisted 
personnel of the Reserves of the Army and Navy under the same conditions and on parity with active 
service personnel. 


. 9018. Mr. Elliott; March 21, 1940 (Agriculture). 

Authorizes $20,000,000 (at $2,000,000 per year) for the purpose of providing the necessary control of 
fire, erosion, and water conservation, by reforestation and protection and improvement of the vegetative 
cover of lands lying within the Angeles, San Bernardino, Los Padres, and Cleveland National Forests, and 
lands adjacent thereto. 


. 9019. Mr. Sandager; March 21, 1940 (Census). 

Unemployment Census Act of 1940—Creates the Unemployment Census Board to maintain a con- 
tinuous census of unemployed persons between the ages of 16 and 65, classified by sex, age, color, and 
previous occupation. There shall be established local agencies at which the unemployed must register 
for the hiring of an unregistered person is unlawful and the expending of relief or work relief appropriation 
for the benefit of an unemployed person is prohibited. 


. 9020. Mr. Sandager; March 21, 1940 (Labor). 

Employment Stabilization Act—Creates the Employment and Labor Standards Board with the duty 
to establish a 5-day, 35-hour workweek if the first census shows more than 3,500,000 unemployed. This 
first and each subsequently established workweek shall continue in effect for 63 days, and so long as the 
unemployed exceed 3,500,000 each newly established workweek shall be reduced by 5 hours, but no 
workweek shall be established with less than 20 hours and the workweek established when the unem- 
ployed are between 3,200,000 and 3,500,000 shall be the normal workweek. The workweek shall be 
increased above the normal workweek by not more than: 5 hours if unemployed are less than 3,200,000, 
10 hours if unemployed are less than 3,000,000, and 15 hours if unemployed are less than 2,750,000. 

Wages shall not be reduced as the workweek is shortened but they shall be increased proportionately as 
workweek is lengthened, using the normal workweek as the basis. 

Prohibits hiring unregistered persons (under the act all unemployed must register), giving relief to 
unregistered persons or their families, shipping in interstate or foreign commerce of goods manufactured 
in violation of act, purchasing by the United States of goods manufactured in violation of act, and lending 
by the United States to employers violating act. 

Provides for tariff revision to keep foreign competing goods in price line with goods manufactured under 
act a the Fair Labor Standards Act and the unemployment compensation sections of the Social 

urity Act. 
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. 9021. Mr. Dimond; March 21, 1940 (Labor). 

Extends to Alaska and Hawaii the application of the act of March 3, 1931 [U. 8S. C. 40: 276a] which 
requires that contracts in excess of $5,000 for the construction of public buildings shall contain a provision 
for the payment of the prevailing rate of wages to laborers or mechanics employed on such construction. 


. 9022. Mr. Sheridan; March 21, 1940 (Judiciary). 

Prohibits any person, while on Government property, from making a loan to, or from collecting a loan 
from a Government employee, or from bringing to the attention of a Government employee a loan made to 
a Government employee or requesting his aid in the collection of any such loan, under a penalty of $1,000 
fine and/or 1 year’s imprisonment. 


. 9023. Mr. Cooley: March 21, 1940 (Agriculture). 

Authorizes an annual appropriation of $5,000,000 for allotment by the Secretary of Agriculture to the 
States for the purpose of providing a marketing system which will furnish a steady flow of standardized 
farm commodities to centers of distribution. 


. 9024. Mr. Bell; March 21, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Retired officers of the Military Establishment, while not on active duty, shall not by reason of their 
status as such be subject to the provisions of § 113 of the Criminal Code [ 8. C. 18: 203] which makes it 
unlawful to receive compensation for services rendered in relation to any proceeding, contract, claim, 
controversy, etc., in which the United States is a party. 


. 9025. Mr. Murdock of Utah; March 21, 1940 (Agriculture). 
Authorizes the Secretary ‘of Agriculture to acquire any lands within the Fishlake National Forest 
necessary to minimize soil erosion, flood damage, etc. 


. 9037. Mr. Ellis; March 25, 1940 (Flood Control). 
Increases from $25,000,000 to $30,000,000 the amount authorized for reservoirs in the White River 
aes — provides that the Norfork Dam on the North Fork be constructed to a height of 588 feet above 
sea level. 


. 9040. Mr. Rankin; March 25, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 
World War veterans under laws in effect before approval of the Economy Act are entitled to domiciliary 
care, medical and hospital treatment in the same manner as may be applied to veterans of any war. 


. 9041. Mr. Ramspeck (by request); March 25, 1940 (Civil Service). 

Authorizes the Secretary of Interior to appoint the assistant or deputy commissioners of the Bureau of 
Fisheries, the General Land Office, and the Bureau of Indian Affairs under the civil-service laws and the 
Classification Act of 1923. 


. 9042. Mr. Mundt; March 25, 1940 (Ways and Means). 


American Parity Price Act of 1940—Constitutes the Secretary of Agriculture the custodian and admin- 
istrator of all funds to be loaned to farmers on land, chattels, crops, commodities, etc., and authorizes 
him, through the Production Credit Corporation, to make loans to farmers on basic farm crops (wheat, 
corn, oats, cotton, sugar, tobacco, and in the discretion of the Secretary, rye, barley, and rice) in storage 
under seal and, through the Bank of Cooperatives, to make loans against warehouse certificates for the 
— _— cooperative pooling arrangements of the products of milk, fruit, vegetables, root crops, 
and poultry 

Designates September 1 as “Agricultural Surplus Liquidation Day” the day on which the Commodity 
Credit Corporation will buy for cash at the current parity price, the excess of all basic crops over the cur- 
rent year’s estimated needs plus 35 percent of a normal year’s yield of the period 1923 to 1932. The 
corporation shall dispose of such acquired stocks by adding them to the national reserve supply or by 
selling them in the export markets or to domestic industries for conversion into cellulose, plastics, etc., 
which are noncompetitive with food products. 

As soon as practicable after enactment of this act the assets, etc., of the Federal Surplus Commodities 
Corporation shall be transferred to the Commodity Credit Corporation. 

Importers of commodities competing with the basic commodities are required to secure a license and 
pay a fee therefor equal to the difference between the actual landed cost and the domestic parity price 
ver 5 percent of the actual landed cost. All receipts from such license fees plus 30 percent of the United 

tates customs receipts shall be paid to the Commodity Credit Corporation to be used for the disposition 
of surplus commodities. 

Authorizes the Reconstruction Finance Corporation to make loans to corporations, etc., organized by 
actual owners or bona fide operators of farms for the purpose of manufacturing nonfood or nonfabric 
products of the chemurgie nature from agricultural raw materials, and to issue chemurgic-enterprise 
debentures on the collateral of such loans. 

Exempts from the gasoline tax under the Internal Revenue Code § 3412, gasoline mixed with 6 percent 
or more of anhydrous ethyl aleohol produced from annual agricultural crops grown in the United States. 

Repeals the Reciprocal Trade Agreement Act of 1934. 


. 9044. Mr. Barry; March 25, 1940 (Agriculture). 

The limitation on direct-consumption sugar importations from Hawaii and Puerto Rico is continued 
for 1940 and 1941, and the Sugar Act of 1937 is continued to December 31, 1941 [amending U. S. C., 
Sup. V, 7: 1117 (a) (b), 1183; and 26: 3508]. 


. 9045. Mr. Boren; March 25, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 

No individual engaged in selling or in soliciting orders for goods, wares, or merchandise or other com- 
modities shall be relieved, by reason of his relation to interstate commerce, from the operation of the laws 
of any State, or political subdivision thereof, requiring licenses or bonds ‘of, or otherwise regulating the 
activities of, individuals so engaged. 
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. 9046. Mr. Gearhart (by request); March 25, 1940 (Flood Control). 

Authorizes $18,200,000 for the construction of the Pine Flat project on Kings River, Calif., in accord- 
ance with the recommendations of the Chief of Engineers set forth in H. Doc. No. 630, 76th Cong., 3d 
Sess. 


. 9047. Mr. Gossett; March 25, 1940 (Judiciary). 
The Attorney General may transfer, upon application of the Governor, a Federal prisoner to a State 
in which charges are pending against him. 


. 9048. Mr. Green; March 25, 1940 (Ways and Means). 

General Welfare Act—Levies a 2-percent tax on gross income over $250 per month; requires returns 
monthly and the payment of the tax within 2 months of accrual; exempts fraternal beneficiary societies, 
charitable and labor organizations, hospitals, etc., from payment of tax; provides a monthly annuity of 
not to exceed $200 per month for each citizen 60 years or more of age (which annuity shall be spent in 
the United States within 30 days of receipt); prohibits annuitants from working but permits them to 
collect rents or interest on their investments. 

Repeals the Federal Insurance Contributions Act and titles I and II of the Social Security Act. 


. 9049. Mr. Houston; March 25, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 

Aircraft Landing Area Development Act—Authorizes $125,000,000 to be expended by the Civil Aero- 
nautics Authority for the development of landing areas in order to meet the needs of national defense, 
the Postal Service, and civil aeronautics. Sums appropriated shall be apportioned among the States, 
Territories, and possessions for the development of said landing areas, but funds allocated to the States, 
etc., shall not be in excess of 80 percent of the cost of the project (except for national defense). 


. 9052. Mr. May; March 25, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Amends § 24e of the National Defense Act [U. S. C., Sup. V, 10: 123], by deleting the requirement 
that a graduate of a recognized dental college to be a candidate for appointment in the Dental Corps 
must have engaged in practice for 2 years. 


. 9053. Mr. May; March 25, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Any officer who shall have served 4 years as assistant chief of a branch of the Army or 2 vears as wing 
commander of the Air Corps, and who has been or may subsequently be retired in a grade below that of 
brigadier general, shall be retired with the rank, pay, and allowances authorized by law for the highest 
grade held by him as such assistant chief or wing commander [adding to U. 8S. C., Sup. V, 10; 1026). 


. 9055. Mr. Oliver; March 25, 1940 (Public Lands). 


Authorizes the acquisition of the birthplace of Henry Wadsworth Longfellow at Portland, Maine, as 
a shrine. 


. 9056. Mr. O’Toole; March 25, 1940 (Judiciary). 
Authorizes the Supreme Court of the United States to prescribe uniform rules for the admission of 
attorneys to practice in the circuit courts of appeals and the district courts of the United States. An 


attorney admitted to practice before any such court, may be admitted to practice before any other such 
court. 


. 9057. Mr. Pace; March 25, 1940 (Agriculture). 

Appeals from reparation orders under the Perishable Agricultural Commodities Act, 1930 [U. 8. C., 
Sup. V, 7: 499g (c)] in cases handled without hearing shall be to the United States district court for the 
district in which the party complained against is located. 


. 9058. Mr. Peterson of Florida; March 25, 1940 (Pensions). 

All soldiers, sailors, and nurses of the War with Spain who were inducted into the service for the emer- 
gency following the sinking of the battleship Maine and prior to April 21, 1898, who served for 90 days, 
70 - them after April 21, 1898, shall be entitled to the pension benefits provided for 90-day veterans of 
such war. 


. 9059. Mr. Schwert; March 25, 1940 (Ways and Means). 

Amends § 202 (b) of the Adjusted Compensation Act [U. S. C. 38: 602] to authorize applications (with- 
in 1 year from enactment) for adjusted compensation by provisional, probationary, or temporary officers 
of the military or naval forces under the grade of major or lieutenant commander who are now honorably 
separated from service. 


. 9060. Mr. Sutphin; March 25, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 

The Secretary of the Navy in making his 20 annual appointments to the Naval Academy may appoint 
honor graduates of educational institutions designated as “honor schools”? by the Navy Department, as 
well as honor graduates of educational institutions designated as “honor schools” by the War Depart- 
ment or members of the Naval Reserve Officers’ Training Corps. 


. 9061. Mr. Thorkelson; March 25, 1940 (Executive Departments). 


Prohibits appropriations for the organization of, etc., the Inter-American Bank or similar financial 
institution. 


. 9062. Mr. Voorhis of California; March 25, 1940 (Flood Control). 
Modifies the Flood Control Act [50 Stat. 167] to provide for the construction of additional reservoirs 
and flood channels in the Los Angeles County Drainage Area, Calif., and authorizes $35,000,000 therefor. 


. 9064. Mr. McCormack; March 25, 1940 (Agriculture). 
Authorizes $50,000 to establish a meteorological station at Boston, Mass. 
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. 9065. Mr. Green; March 25, 1940 (Appropriations).

9086. Mr. Lanham; March 26, 1940 (Public Buildings and Grounds). 

Authorizes the Customs Service to erect protective gates across, or fences in the vicinity of, international 
highways, and increases the amounts which may be expended for border facilities of the Customs Service 
and the Immigration and Naturalization Service. 


Removes the time limit (during the fiscal year 1940) for cooperation between the Bureau of Reclamation 
and the Farm Security Administration in the development of farm units on public lands. 


9088. Mr. Rankin; March 26, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Authorizes the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs to apportion the pension, compensation, or emergency 
officers’ retirement pay of a disabled person when not living with wife, or when the children are not in the 
custody of the disabled person; or when, in death cases, the children are not in the custody of the widow. 


Freight Forwarder Act—HExtends the regulatory power of the Interstate Commerce Commission to 
freight forwarders (persons other than rail, water, motor, or air carriers or express companies, who in the 
performance of a contract to transport property for the general a. employ the services of a rail, water, 
etc., carrier) so that the Commission may (1) require reasonable rates, charges, tariffs, etc., (2) supervise 
consolidations, mergers and acquisitions of control, (3) demand the keeping of accounts and records and 
the making of reports, (4) regulate the utilization of the services of other carriers, (5) prohibit unlawful 
operations, and (6) issue or refuse to issue certificates of public convenience and necessity under circum- 
stances which will best serve the public interest. 


. 9090. Mr. Lea (by request); March 26, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Freight Forwarder Act—Delegates to the Interstate Commerce Commission jurisdiction over freight 
forwarders (those who, in the performance of a contract as a common carrier to transport property in 
commerce for the general public, employ the services of another carrier) with respect to (1) the institution 
or extension of forwarding operations, (2) the continuity and adequacy of service, (3) the rates, charges, 
classifications, divisions, and tariffs, (4) the maintenance of accounts, records, reports, and statistics, and 
(5) the consolidation, merger, or acquisition of control of forwarding carriers or their operations. 


. 9091. Mr. May; March 26, 1940 (Military Affairs). 


Increases the authorized maximum number of enlisted men of the Medical Department of the Army 
from 5 to 7 percent of the average annual pay strength of the active list of the Army. 


. 9092. Mr. Vincent of Kentucky; March 26, 1940 (Military Affairs). 


Confers on those members of the local advisory boards (set up under the Selective Service law during 
the World War) who received a service injury resulting in death or permanent disability the compensation 
benefits allowed World War veterans and their dependents. 


Boulder Canyon Project Adjustment Act—Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to charge for 
electrical energy generated at Boulder Dam in order to meet the cost of operation, maintenance, and 
replacements of the project during the period June 1, 1937, and May 31, 1987, and to repay construction 
cost with interest to the Treasury. 


. 9095. Mr. Fay; March 26, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 


Any war veteran who has suffered the anatomical loss, or loss of the use of, a foot, a hand, or an eye, in 
the active service in line of duty, shall be paid $50 per month in addition to other compensation. 


Authorizes the establishment of a Coast Guard station on the coast of Florida, near Cedar Key. 


Authorizes an allowance to the indigent dependents of any hospitalized veteran as follows: Wife $20 
with $5 additional for each child; no wife, but 1 child $20 with $5 additional for each child; parents $30 
or parent $20. 


. 9098. Mr. Mills of Louisiana; March 26, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 


Authorizes an allowance to the indigent dependents of any hospitalized World War veteran as follows: 
Wife $20 with $5 additional for each child; no wife, but 1 child $20 with $5 additional for each child; 
parents $30 or parent $20. 


. 9109. Mr. Caldwell; March 27, 1940 ( a

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. 9110. Mr. Hare; March 27, 1940 (Agriculture). 

Repeals and rewrites §401 of the act of June 15, 1935, and §33 of the Bankhead-Jones Farm Tenant 
Act [U. S. C., Sup. V, 16: 715s; 7: 1012], so that 25 percent of the gross receipts from the sales of timber 
or other products from conservation lands shall be apportioned to the counties wherein the lands are 
situated so as to amount to 3 percent of the value of the acquired conservation lands in such counties. 


. 9111. Mr. Johnson of Indiana; March 27, 1940 (Banking and Currency).

. 9112. Mr. McGranery; March 27, 1940 (Claims). 

Notwithstanding the lapse of time or any statute of limitations, the Court of Claims may hear and 
render judgment upon any claim, brought within 1 year, against the United States arising under paragraph 
802 of schedule 8 of the Tariff Act of 1922 levying duties on distilled spirits [42 Stat. 897 enailedll 


. 9114. Mr. Nichols; March 27, 1940 (District of Columbia). 
Authorizes the District Commissioners to accept $500,000 from the Federal Emergency Administration 
of Public Works for the construction of a new Recorder of Deeds office building. 


. 9115. Mr. Randolph; March 27, 1940 (District of Columbia). 
Authorizes the District of Columbia Commissioners to permit parking, for a fee, in any buildings now 
or hereafter erected in the Municipal Center. 


. 9116. Mr. Lanham; March 27, 1940 (Public Buildings and Grounds). 

The building guards under the jurisdiction of the Federal Works Agency shall be known as United 
States Building Police and shall have the same powers and duties as the United States Park Police and 
Metropolitan Police of the District of Columbia. 


. 9117. Mr. Buck; March 27, 1940 (Ways and Means). 

Increases the tax on still wines containing between 14 and 21 percent of absolute alcohol, from 10 to 
15 cents per wine-gallon and on those containing between 21 and 24 percent, from 20 to 25 cents per wine- 
gallon [amending I. R. C. § 3030 (a) (1) (A)]. 

Eliminates the tax on wine and brandy spirits used in the fortification of wine by providing that the 
tax thereon shal] be charged to the producer when the spirits are withdrawn and a credit given the 
producer when the spirits are lawfully used for fortification [amending I. R. C. § 3031 (a)]. 


. 9119. Mr. Mouton; March 27, 1940 (Agriculture). 

Provides that the Secretary of Agriculture shall deduct from the payment to any sugar producer $10 
for any day during which a child under 14 years of age shall have been permitted to work, or a child 
between 14 and 16 years of age shall have been permitted to work longer than 8 hours. Under § 301 (a) 
of the Sugar Act of 1937 [50 Stat. 909], no payments are allowed when children are employed under 
such conditions. Retroactive to 1937. 


. 9120. Mr. Smith of Virginia; March 27, 1940 (Judiciary). 

Authorizes the Civil Service Commission to make rules permitting Federal employees in the executive 
branch of the Government residing in the immediate vicinity of the National Capital in Maryland and 
Virginia to take part in political campaigns and management involving their municipality or political 
subdivision when special or unusual circumstances exist [amending U. 8. C., Sup. V, 18: 61h]. 


. 9121. Mr. May; March 27, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Authorizes the Secretary of War to enter into agreements with the claimants of lands adjoining the 
Wilmington National Cemetery, N. C., to establish the location of the boundary lines, and he may give 
to or receive from such claimants quitclaim deeds. 


. 9138. Mr. Eberharter; March 28, 1940 (District of Columbia). 

District Unemployment Compensation Act—Among the major changes in the present act [D. C. Code, 
Sup. V, 8:Ch. 13] are the following: (1) fixes weekly benefits at $7 for those who earn from $37.50 to $140 
in the highest quarter of the base period to $20 for those who earn $380 or more; (2) reduces the employer’s 
pay roll tax from 3 to 2.7 percent on the first $3,000; (3) increases the membership of the Unemployment 
Compensation Board from 5 to 7 members; (4) creates a council to advise the Board as to policies and 
procedure; and (5) permits benefits for as long as 20 weeks. 


. 9139. Mr. Cannon of Florida; March 28, 1940 (Judiciary). 

Amends the provisions of the Bankruptey Act [U. 8. C., Sup. V, 11: ch. 9] dealing with the composition 
of the indebtedness of local taxing agencies as follows: (1) Extends their application to counties and 
parishes [§ 401]; (2) eliminates the provision authorizing apportionment among the parties of fees and 
expenses in preparing plans, etc. [§ 403 (b)]; (3) requires determination, prior to the conclusion of the hear- 
ing, by the judge as to whether or not a profit could accrue to any party, and a dismissal of the proceedings 
upon an affirmative finding [§ 403 (e)]; and (4) continues the jurisdiction of the courts over compositions 
of local taxing agencies for 2 years, i. e. until June 30, 1942 [§ 404]. 


. 9140. Mr. Cannon of Florida; March 28, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 
Authorizes the acquisition of land at Key West, Fla., for the expansion of the naval air station. 
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. 9141. Mr. Coffee of Washington; March 28, 1940 (Ways and Means). 
Prohibits the exportation of certain Douglas fir peeler logs except with the approval of the President on 
the joint recommendation of the Secretaries of War, Navy, Commerce, and Agriculture. The export of 
Port Orford cedar logs are prohibited irrespective of size or quality. 


. 9142. Mr. Ellis; March 28, 1940 (Flood Control). 
Amends the Flood Control Act of 1938, by authorizing the construction of Bull Shoals and Table Rock 
Reservoirs on the White River. 


. 9143. Mr. Sheppard; March 28, 1940 (Ways and Means). 

U. S. C., Sup. V, 19: 1201 par. 1798 is amended by allowing the Secretary of the Treasury to make 
regulations with respect to the free importation of personal articles (including distilled spirits and cigars) 
of a value not exceeding $100 which are acquired, in a contiguous country as an incident of a foreign jour- 
ney, by a resident who has not taken advantage of such exemption within the specified period (not less 
than 30 days nor more than 6 months). 


. 9145. Mr. Bland; March 28, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 

Amends the Canal Zone Code [Title 2: 96] with respect to the computing of retirement annuities by 
permitting any service [at present— Military or Naval service] for the Gnited States in the Tropics to be 
counted as “‘years of service” and by providing an alternate limitation upon the total annuity of an amount 
equal to one-seventieth of the annual basic salary during any 5 years of allowable service, multiplied by 
the number of years of service, not exceeding 35 years. 


. 9146. Mr. Kerr; March 28, 1940 (Agriculture). 

Amends the Agricultural Adjustment Act of 1938 [U. S. C., Sup. V, 7: Ch. 35] by adding thereto market- 
ing quota provisions for peanuts, which require the Secretary of Agriculture to determine and proclaim 
national marketing quotas (normal supply), which quotas shall be ineffective if more than one-third of the 
peanut farmers voting in a secret referendum oppose the quotas. The Secretary shall apportion effective 
national marketing quotas among the States on the basis of their normal production (quantity produced 
plus the normal yield of acres diverted under previous agricultural adjustment or conservation programs) 
averaged over a period of 5 years. State apportionments shall be made by the Secretary to the counties 
and through farmer committees to the individual farms. Farmers marketing peanuts in excess of their 
quotas shall be subject to a penalty of 3 cents per pound for the excess.

Disabled or aged persons who served 30 days in zone of active Indian hositilities from 1817 to 1898, 
shall receive a pension based on inability to earn a support of $20 for Yo disability; $25 for 4 disability, 
$50 for % disability, and $60 for total disability; or $30 upon reaching 62 years of age or $60 upon reach- 
65 years of age; or $100 if helpless or blind [amending U.S. C., Sup. V, 38: 381-1]. Ona pensioner’s death, 
a widow who has been married 10 years and who lived with pensioner to date of his death shall be entitled 
to a pension upon reaching 60 years of age, notwithstanding she married him after March 3, 1917. Any 
widow upon reaching the age of 70 shall be entitled to $40, and any widow who was the wife of the veteran 
during his service shall receive $50.

. 9163. Mr. Vinson of Georgia; March 29, 1940 (Ways and Means). 

Provides that the proceeds of the excise taxes imposed by I. R. C. §2470 on coconut oil wholly of the 
production of Guam or American Samoa shall be paid to the treasury of Guam or American Samoa, 
respectively. Such proceeds may not be used as a subsidy to producers or processors of copra, coconut 
oil, or other allied products but a portion thereof may be used for better facilities for curing copra, etc. 


. 9164. Mr. August H. Andresen; March 29, 1940 (Ways and Means). 
Repeals the authority of the President and the Secretary of the Treasury under the Silver Purchase Act 
of 1934 [48 Stat.

H. R. 9172. Mr. Dimond; April 1, 1940 (Territories).

H. R. 9175. Mr. Schulte; April 1, 1940 (District of Columbia).

H. R. 9176. Mr. Voorhis of California; April 1, 1940 (Appropriations).

The Secretaries of War and Navy shall make a joint survey to determine the rates of compensation and 
oe rer of labor of civilian employees in their respective departments, and jointly prescribe uniform rates 
and hours.

. 9190. Mr. Angel; April 2, 1940 (Appropriations). 
e Appropriates $30,000 to the Bureau of Fisheries for the construction of a diversion dam on the Sandy 
iver, Oreg. 


. 9191. Mr. Hawks; April 2, 1940 (Labor). 
Amends the National Labor Relations Act [U. 8. C. Sup., V, 29: 151-166] by providing that it shall 
not impede or diminish the right of the States to regulate employer-employee relations and shall not apply 
in States which have legislation enforcing the right of self-organization and collective bargaining. 


. 9193. Mr. Johnson of Indiana; April 2, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Claims for disability benefits under yearly renewable term or Government life (converted) insurance 
policies which have been denied because disability occurred prior to the issuance, reinstatement, or con- 
version of the policies, may be refiled not later than 90 days after enactment, whether or not such policies 
have lapsed for nonpayment of premiums. Benefits shall begin as of the date of the original claim for 
disability. If the insured has died prior to enactment, the beneficiary may refile such claim. 


. 9195. Mrs. Norton; April 2, 1940 (Labor). 

Enlarges the National Labor Relations Board from 3 to 5 members; permits the designation of a craft 
as a unit appropriate for collective bargaining; provides for the determination by the Board (upon request 
of an employer) of the representative of employees, when two or more persons each claim to represent a 
majority of the employees; and provides that contracts entered into between employers and employees 
shall continue in effect for 1 year (amending § 9 (b), (c) of the National Labor Relations Act [U. 8. C., 
Sup. V, 29: 159]). 


. 9196. Mr. Patrick: April 2, 1940 (Foreign Commerce). 

Directs the Railroad Retirement Board to extend retirement benefits to employees of carriers who 
were forced out of service by unfair labor practices, if they have reached the age of 65 and have had 30 
years’ service (counting all time since being forced out). 


. 9198. Mr. Magnuson; April 2, 1940 (Ways and Means). a 
Exempts vessels clearing from the United States to Alaskan ports, or vice versa, from the provisions 
requiring statements of quantity and value of goods carried [amending U. 8. C. 46: 95]. 


. 9199. Mr. Kramer; April 2, 1940 (Patents). f : 
Provides that in patent infringement suits against the United States in the Court of Claims any 


memorandum, disclosure, ete., of any department, agency, or Government-owned or controlled corpo- 
ration relating to any work done or designs prepared in behalf of such department, etc., may form the 
basis of the defense of the United States to the same extent as if they were contained in a printed 
publication of even date [amending U. 8S. C. 35: 68}. 


. 9209. Mr. Snyder; Ane 3, 1940 (Appropriations). 
Appropriation for Military Establishment, 1941. 


. 9210. Mr. Randolph; April 3, 1940 (District of Columbia). ; 

The indeterminate sentence and parole provisions of the District of Columbia [D. C. Code, Sup. V, 6: 
451-459] are amended to provide, among other things, that the minimum period of an indeterminate 
sentence may be as much as one-third (now one-fifth) of the maximum sentence imposed; to provide that 
when the maximum sentence is life imprisonment there shall be imposed a minimum sentence of not more 
than 15 years; and to delete the prohibition against parole of a life prisoner before he has served 15 years. 


. 9211. Mr. Arnold; April 3, 1940 (Judiciary). 2 oe i 

Amends the Bankruptcy Act [amending 52 Stat. 850] by adding to § 14 (c) (5) a provision that where a 
composition or an arrangement by way of composition has been confirmed under the former section 74 of 
the act, the debtor may again after 6 years from the date of a confirmation and final decree file a petition 
under the same terms and conditions as an original application and petition for a confirmation and 
extension or either a composition or extension. 


. 9212. Mrs. Clara G. McMillan; April 3, 1940 (Post Office and Post Roads). 

The act of February 8, 1927 [U. S. C. 18: 361] declaring firearms capable of being concealed to be non- 
mailable matter is amended to allow such firearms to be mailed for the use of peace officers of any political 
subdivision of any State or Territory. 


. 9213. Mr. Crowe; April 3, 1940 (Public Lands). sal . ° 
Authorizes $30,000 for a survey of the route followed by Gen. Anthony Wayne in his campaign against 
the Indians in 1794 for the purpose of locating the ‘General Anthony Wayne Memorial Parkway. 


. 9214. Mr. Doughton; April 3, 1940 (Ways and Means). ; 

Taxes collected under the internal-revenue laws on articles (including taxes on sugar) produced in the 
Virgin Islands and transported to the United States, shall be transferred to the treasury of the islands 
and shall be available for expenditure by the municipality in which such articles were produced. 
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. 9215. Mr. Green; April 3, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Directs the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs to furnish to any minor child of a veteran of the World 
War who contracts any disease from such veteran the same domiciliary care and medical and hospital 
treatment as would be furnished such veteran suffering from such disease.

. 9217. Mr. Izac; April 3, 1940 (Library). 
ae from 1 to 2 years the time limitation in all contracts for the completion of the Navy and Marine 
emorial. 


. 9218. Mr. McGehee; April 3, 1940 (District of Columbia). 

Amends the District of Columbia Unemployment Compensation Act [D. C. Code, Sup. V, 8: ch. 13] 
mainly as follows: (1) Provides an employer tax ranging from 0.5 percent if the fund exceeds by 4 times 
the highest amount of benefits paid within any of the 10 preceding years to 2.7 percent if the fund is less 
than 2 times the benefits or less than 1% the highest amount paid into the fund in any of the preceding 
10 years; (2) levies a tax upon the first $3,000 of the salary of any employee; (3) increases the maximum 
benefits from $15 to $20 a week with a maximum duration of 20 weeks; (4) fixes a minimum benefit of 
$5 a week; and (5) requires that an individual to be eligible must have earned at least $125 in the pre- 
ceding year. 


. 9219. Mr. Vinson of Georgia; April 3, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 

Retired officers of the Navy and Marine Corps, while not on active duty, shall not by reason of their 
status as such be subject to the provisions of § 113 of the Criminal Code [U. 8. C. 18: 203] which makes 
it unlawful to receive compensation for services rendered in relation to any proceeding, contract, claim, 
controversy, etc., in which the United States is a party. 


. 9220. Mr. Horton; April 3, 1940 (Public Lands). 
Prohibits the acquisition of land on behalf of the United States for creation or extension of any national 
park, parkway, monument, or recreation area except by an act of Congress. 


. 9221. Mr. McCormack; April 3, 1940 (Labor). @ 


Establishes within the Department of Labor a Bureau for the Welfare of the deaf to collect statistics, 
ascertain and create new field of employment for the deaf, acquaint employers with their special capabili- 
ties, and cooperate with public and private agencies in their vocational rehabilitation. 


. 9232. Mr. Anderson of California; April 4, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Authorizes the Secretaries of War and Navy to ascertain, determine, and declare what inventions are 
important to national defense, and to compensate the owners of unpatented inventions the secrecy of 
which comprises their particular value. Such secrets shall not be subject to the patent laws, but they 
shall be protected under the remedies available under the patent laws. 


. 9233. Mr. Anderson of Missouri; April 4, 1940 (District of Columbia). 
Provides for the election of the District Commissioners (except the Engineer Commissioner) by the 
people of the District of Columbia. 


. 9235. Mr. Lemke; April 4, 1940 (Civil Service). 
Amends the Civil Service Retirement Act [U. S. C. 5: 691] to provide optional retirement at 60 years 
after 30 years’ service or at 62 years after 15 years’ of service. 


. 9236. Mrs. O’Day; April 4, 1940 (Library). 
Increases the annual appropriation to the Library of Congress for the purchase of sound-reproduction 
records for the adult blind, from $175,000 to $250,000 [amending U. S. C., Sup. V, 2: 135a]. 


. 9237. Mr. Rankin; April 4, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 
World War veterans who were honorably discharged after 90 days, service shall have their pensions 
increased from $30 to $40 for nonservice connected permanent total disability. 


. 9238. Mr. Smith of Virginia; April 4, 1940 (Judiciary). 

Amends § 313 of the Federal Corrupt Practices Act [U. S. C. 2: 251] to prohibit political contributions 
by labor unions in connection with Federal elections. Also makes it unlawful for officers or employees 
of labor unions or political committees of which officers of labor unions are members to knowingly solicit 
or receive contributions from labor union members in connection with Federal elections. 


. 9239. Mr. Darden; April 4, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 
Authorizes compensatory leave for certain Navy Department employees for leave earned during fiscal 
year 1932, which has not been taken, 
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. 9240. Mr. Elliott; April 4, 1940 (Flood Control). 


Authorizes the construction of the Isabella Reservoir on the Kern River, Calif., at an estimated first cost 
of $6,800,000 in accordance with the recommendations of the Board of Engineers for Rivers and Harbors as 
recorded in the hearings before the Flood Control Committee in April 1940. 


. 9241. Mr. Jennings; April 4, 1940 (Military Affairs). 


Directs the Secretary of War to give or to sell rifles no longer used by the armed forces, and blank 
cartridges for use therein, to veteran organizations for use in burial ceremonies at the graves of deceased 
veterans. 


. 9243. Mr. May; April 4, 1940 (Military Affairs). 


Repeals § 2 of the act of July 31, 1935 [U. 8. C., Sup. V, 10: 553b], which fixes the percent of promotion- 
list Army officers in field grades. Provides for promotion of captains, majors, and lieutenant colonels upon 
completion of 17, 23, and 28 years of service, respectively, provided that if the limitation of 705 colonels 
prevents promotion they shall be retired in the grade of colonel or lieutenant colonel. Any officer who 
served in any capacity prior to November 12, 1918, shall upon his own application be retired with 75 
percent of his active pay. Brigadier generals and promotion-list officers shall be retired at age of 62 and 
60, respectively. Brigadier generals shall be appointed from officers of the line not below lieutenant 
colonel who have 28 years’ service [amending U. 8. C., Sup. V, 10: 552a, 971b). 


. 9244. Mr. Pierce; April 4, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 


Authorizes the R. F. C. to make loans to owners of timber or timberlands to enable them to defer the 
liquidation of their timber holdings without adversely affecting the market price. 


. 9245. Mr. Randolph; April 4, 1940 (District of Columbia). 


Provides that assignments of wages made in the District of Columbia shall be invalid and those made 
outside the District shall be unenforceable therein. Punishes persons who enter into such assignments as 
a means of satisfying debts due them, and persons, who collect or attempt to collect thereon, by a $300 fine 
or not more than 90 days’ imprisonment. 


. 9260. Mr Ball; April 8, 1940 (Flood Control). 


Authorizes the construction of reservoirs and channel improvement works on the Thames River, 
Connecticut, Massachusetts, and Rhode Island, under the Flood Control Act of 1936, in accordance with 
plans of the Chief of Engineers. 


. 9262. Mr. Bland; April 8, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 


The United States Maritime Commission may rate and certify civilian nautical schools as to the ade- 
quacy of their course, the competency of instructors, etc.; their vessels and equipment shall be subject to 
passenger vessel inspection laws; and the Bureau of Marine Inspection and Navigation is directed to 
ee ae enforce minimum standards for size, ventilation, plumbing, and sanitation of quarters on 
such vessels. 


. 9263. Mr. Cochran; April 8, 1940 (Expenditures in the Executive Departments). 


Authorizes the accounting procedure for the Foreign Service to provide for a “State account of advances” 
account. 


. 9264. Mr. Cochran; April 8, 1940 (Expenditures in the Executive Departments). 


Provides for uniformity of allowances for transportation of goods of civilian employees transferred 
from one official station to another. 


. 9265. Mr. Cravens; April 8, 1940 (Ways and Means). 


For each quarter beginning with the quarter commencing July 1, 1940, the Federal contribution for 
old-age assistance shall be (1) $60 for each individual 60 years of age and not an inmate of a public insti- 
tution and (2) 5 percent of such amount for the costs of administration [amending U. 8. C., Sup. V, 42: 303). 


. 9266. Mr. Darden; April 8, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 


Consolidates the Bureau of Construction and Repair and the Bureau of Engineering, of the Navy 
Department, into one bureau to be known as the Bureau of Ships; and authorizes a Chief and Assistant 
Chief for such Bureau. Provides for appointing an Under Secretary of the Navy, who shall be charged 
with coordinating the industrial activities of the naval shore establishment, and who shall succeed to the 
duties of the Secretary of the Navy during his absence or disability. 


. 9268. Mr. Harrington; April 8, 1940 (Appropriations). 


Provides that applications for loans or grants under § 201 (b) of the Public Works Administration Act 
of 1938 shall not be denied if filed prior to January 1, 1939, and if before that date the sponsor voted a 
bond issue for the purposes of the project, and if the project can be substantially completed prior to Octo- 
ber 1, 1941 [amending 52 Stat. 816]. 


. 9269. Mr. Kefauver; April 8, 1940 (Military Affairs). 


Directs the Secretary of War to select three strategic locations in the United States for the location 
of bases, stations, and depots for the Air Corps: one for the protection of the western coast, another 
for the northeastern and mid-Atlantic coast, and the third (on the Tennessee River) for the South Atlantic 
and Gulf of Mexico coastal frontiers. 


. 9270. Mr. Lea; April 8, 1940 (Flood Control). 
Authorizes $22,100,000 for the flood project on the Sacramento River and the modification of the plans 
therefor in accordance with the report of the California Debris Commission, 
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H. R. 9271. Mr. Magnuson; April 8, 1940 (Foreign Affairs). 
Extends the life of the Alaskan International Highway Commission from 2 to 6 years. 


H. R. 9272. Mr. Mason (by request); April 8, 1940 (Post Office and Post Roads). 
The Postmaster General shall arrange groupings of substitute rural carriers on the basis of State, bi- 
State, or county areas. Such carriers then employed for 4 years shall be given a civil-service status; 
vacancies which cannot be filled from the roster in the area, shall be filled from a contiguous area and 
credit shal] be given for retirement purposes on the basis of 306 days to the year. 


. 9273. Mr. Pierce; April 8, 1940 (Agriculture). 

Amends the Agricultural Adjustment Act of 1938 by adding provisions for marketing certificates with 
respect to wheat, cotton, peanuts, rice, and tobacco to title III thereof. Beginning with 1940 the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture shall allocate to producers of such commodities, on the basis of the normal production 
of the acreage allotments of such farms, or failing that on the basis of the acreage allotments established 
by the Soil Conservation and Domestic Allotment Act, certificates for each commodity equal to their 
allotment therefor. 

The Secretary shall buy and sell such certificates at a price calculated by dividing the amount by which 
the parity price exceeds the average farm price, or the average loan rate, whichever is higher, by the 
figure obtained by dividing the amount of the certificate allotment by the estimated domestic consumption. 

Thereafter each person making the first sale of an article manufactured wholly or in part from such 
commodities shall procure the number of certificates calculated by multiplying the quantity of the basic 
commodity attributable to such article (using the conversion factor determined on the basis of weight of 
the commodity used in the manufacture of an article, except that no wheat shall be attributable to articles 
used as feed for livestock or poultry), by the ratio between the certificate allotment and the estimated 
domestic consumption. Such certificates shall not be required when the sale is for export. Persons 
making the first sale of such articles shall make monthly returns thereof to the Secretary, attaching thereto 
the certificates covering such sales. 

Authorizes the Secretary to borrow from the Commodity Credit Corporation the funds necessary for the 
purposes of this act. 


. 9274. Mr. Warren; April 8, 1940 (Public Lands). 
Redesignates the Cape Hatteras National Seashore, N. C., as the Cape Hatteras National Seashore 
Recreational Area; and allows hunting in conformity with the Migratory Bird Treaty Act upon the waters 
and lands therein. 


. 9275. Mr. Voorhis of California; April 8, 1940 (Judiciary). 

Provides that every organization (1) that limits its membership to citizens of a foreign country, (2) that 
solicits or accepts financial contributions from a foreign government, (3) that determines its policies in 
collaboration with a foreign government, (4) that aids the cause of a foreign government, or (5) that 
exerts political influence in the United States, shall register within 30 days with the Secretary of State, 
giving the name and purpose of the organization, the names and addresses of the members, financial 
statement, etc. 


. 9286. Mr. Leland M. Ford; April 9, 1940 (Ways and Means). 
Provisions authorizing the withdrawal of supplies duty free for vessels and aircraft under U. 8. C., Sup. 
V, 19: 1309 (a) are extended to permit such withdrawals from internal revenue bonded warehouses. 


. 9287. Mr.’ Maas; April 9, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 
Retired officers of the Navy or Marine Corps who are recalled to active duty shall be promoted on the 
retired list upon completion of 15, 23, or 29 years’ service, to lieutenant commander, commander, or 
captain of the Navy, or to major, lieutenant colonel, or colonel of the Marine Corps, respectively. 


H. R. 9288. Mr. Sandager; April 9, 1940 (Labor). 

Employment Stabilization Act—Creates the Employment and Labor Standards Board with the duty 
to establish a 5-day, 35-hour workweek if the first census shows more than 3,500,000 unemployed. This 
first and each subsequently established workweek shall continue in effect for 63 days, and so long as the 
unemployed exceed 3,500,000 each newly established workweek shall be reduced by 5 hours, but no work- 
week shall be established with less than 20 hours and the workweek established when the unemployed 
are between 3,200,000 and 3,500,000 shall be the normal workweek. The workweek shall be increased 
above the normal workweek by not more than: 5 hours if unemployed are less than 3,200,000, 10 hours 
if unemployed are less than 3,000,000, and 15 hours if unemployed are less than 2,750,000. 

Wages shall not be reduced as the workweek is shortened but they shall be increased proportionately 
as workweek is lengthened, using the normal workweek as the basis. 

Prohibits hiring unregistered persons (under the act all unemployed must register), giving relief to 
unregistered persons or their families, shipping in interstate or foreign commerce of goods manufactured 
in violation of act, and lending by the United States to employers violating act. 

Provides for tariff revision to keep foreign competing goods in price line with goods manufactured under 
act; repeals the Fair Labor Standards Act and the unemployment compensation sections of the Social 
Security Act. : 


H. R. 9290. Mr. Colmer; April 9, 1940 (Agriculture). 

Prohibits the Federal Land Banks, the Land Bank Commissioner, or the Federal Farm Mortgage 
Corporation, when disposing of land acquired through foreclosures, from reserving the mineral rights or 
making any charges therefor which when added to the appraised value of the land without mineral rights 
will exceed the advances, etc., made thereon plus interest. 

Preference shall be given, in disposing of such land, to persons owning other rights therein or desiring 
to purchase for purposes of agricultural development [amending 47 Stat. 1548, 49 Stat. 313]. 
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H. R. 9291. Mr. Darden (by request); April 9, 1940 (Civil Service). 
All employees of the Government whose tour of duty requires them to work on any national holiday 
shall be given compensatory time off or pay at the rate of 144 times the regular rate of pay. 


. R. 9292. Mr. Hobbs; April 9, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 
Provides for the alteration, under the supervision of the Secretary of War, of bridges over navigable 
waters; the apportionment of the cost of such alterations between the United States and the owners. 
Orders of the Seevetery may be reviewed by the circuit court of appeals and the Supreme Court. 


. 9293. Mr. Randolph; April 9, 1940 (District of Columbia). 

Authorizes the District of Columbia Board of Education to issue work permits allowing minors 14 
years or more of age, who have completed 8 grades of elementary instruction or its equivalent, to appear 
in licensed theaters with professional traveling theatrical productions, etc. Provision must have been 
made for educational instructions, and for proper supervision of such mirior. Such minors shall not

15, 1928 [45 Stat. 534], and the Eudora Floodway authorized by the act of June 15, 1936 [49 Stat. 1508}, 
both on the Mississippi River. Authorizes the elevation of the levees and the immediate construction 
of the fuseplug for the Eudora Floodway and/or the Boeuf Floodway.

. 9328. Mr. Sasscer; April 10, 1940 (Civil Service). 

Provides that claims for disability retirement under the Civil Service Retirement Act shall not be 
disallowed for failure to file within the required time, if filed within three months after this enactment 
{amending U.S. C., Sup. V, 5: 710). 


. 9329. Mr. Magnuson; April 10, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 
Authorizes $10,000,000 for the purchase of a site in the Puget Sound area of the State of Washington 
and for the construction of a naval academy thereon. 


. 9331. Mr. Kennedy of Maryland; April 10, 1940 (District of Columbia). 
Establishes in the Office of the Recorder of Deeds of the District of Columbia a separate department 
for the recording of liens and encumbrances on motor vehicles. 


. 9345. Mr. Johnson of Indiana; April 11, 1940 (Invalid Pensions). 

Restores pensions to disabled persons of the Regular Estalishment, whose disabilities were incurred 
in line of duty and who were upon pension rolls not less than five years prior to March 20, 1933, at the 
rate then in effect; such pension shall not again be reduced or suspended during pensioner’s lifetime. 


. 9346. Mr. Leavy; April 11, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 

Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior, through a corporation organized in Canada, to construct on 
the Okanogan River, British Columbia, Canada, a fish hatchery, as part of the Grand Coulee Dam project 
and the incidental program for the rehabilitation of the migratory fish of the Columbia River. 


. 9847. Mr. Gearhart; April 11, 1940 (Public Lands). 
Authorizes $300,000 for the Secretary of Agriculture to acquire certain lands in the Sierra National 
Forest, Calif., in order to minimize soil erosion, flood damage, and to produce continuous crops of timber. 


. 9348. Mr. Gearhart; April 11, 1940 (Judiciary). 
Punishes by fine and imprisonment the making of any false affidavit or false oral statement in the 
preparation of a claim delivered to the State Department for presentation against a foreign government. 
Repeals § 1-4 of the act of July 3, 1930, dealing with international tribunals and oaths, perjury, tes- 
timony, contempts, and procedure therein. 


. 9350. Mr. Jones of Ohio; April 11, 1940 (Invalid Pensions). 
Provides that the right of a war veteran’s widow to the payment of a pension or other compensation 
shall not be discontinued solely because of remarriage. 


. 9351. Mr. DeRouen; April 11, 1940 (Public Lands). 

Authorizes the President to create national recreational areas throughout the United States; and ad- 
ministration and regulation of such areas to be by the National Park Service. Nothing in this act shall 
prevent the establishment of Federal projects within the areas, nor shall it deprive any State, etc. of its 
jurisdictional rights, without its consent [Repealing 34 Stat. 225, sections 2, 4 


. 9360. Mr. Pagdén; April 12, 1940 (Territories). 

Provides an enabling act by which Puerto Rico may be admitted into the Union as a State. It shall 
have two Senators and, until the next apportionment, two Representatives. 

Also provides for the calling of a constitutional convention and the method of adopting the resulting 
constitution which is required to contain certain provisions. 


. 9361. Mr. Pagdén; April 12, 1940 (Insular Affairs). 

Amends the Puerto Rico Organic Act as follows: (1) An elected Governor shall replace the President 
in the appointment of various Puerto Rican officials (with confirmation by the Puerto Rican Senate), 
the exercise of executive duties, etc.; (2) declares that the Puerto Rican House of Representatives is to 
have the sole power of impeachment and the Puerto Rican Senate shall try all such cases; (3) creates a 
Department of Social Welfare; (4) increases the power of the Governor to suspend the privilege of the writ 
of habeas corpus; (5) provides for the election and representation of two Resident Commissioners in Con- 
gress (now only one); and (6) vests the judicial power in a Supreme Court of Puerto Rico [U.S. C. 48: 741, 
74la, 745, 750-1, 753, 771, 773, 775-7, 786-8, 790, 815, 822-841, 843-4, 861]. 


. 9362. Mr. Angell; April 12, 1940 (Territories). 
Authorizes $2,500,000 to the Secretary of the Interior to construct and operate at Portland, Oreg., a 
hospital for Alaskan insane. 


. 9363. Mr. Bolles; April 12, 1940 (Labor). 
The Fair Labor Standards Act is amended to narrow the definition of “employees engaged in produc- 
tion’”’ [amending U. S. C., Sup. V, 29: 203(j)]. 


. 9364. Mr. Barry; April 12, 1940 (Civil Service). 

Amends § 4 of the Civil Service Retirement Act of 1930 [U. 8. C., Sup. V, 5: 698 (b)], which limits the 
total annuity paid, by providing that an employee with 35 years of service may be paid an annuity equal 
to 50 percent of the average salary received during any 5 consecutive years of service at the option of the 
employee and that an employee with less than 35 years of service may be paid an annuity equal to 50 
percent of the average salary received during the last 5 years of service less one thirty-fifth for each year 
of service less than 35. 


. 9366. Mr. Dirksen (by request); April 12, 1940 (Judiciary). 
Provides that after July 1, 1940, storekeeper-gaugers shall be rated not less than CAF-6., 
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. 9867. Mr. Kramer (by request); April 12, 1940 (Patents). 

The Court of Claims shall not entertain any patent infringement suit where a disclosure of the invention 
involving an instrument of national defense by any other than the patentee is contained in official Gov- 
ernment files and bears a date prior to the invention of the patentee or more than 2 years prior to the 
filing of his application for a patent [amending U. 8. C. 35: 68). 


H. R. 9368. Mr. Ferguson; April 12, 1940 (Agriculture). 

Farm Credit Act of 1940—Provides that hereafter, the interest rates on Federal land bank and Land 
Bank Commissioner loans made prior to the enactment of this act shall be 344 percent; guarantees uncondi- 
tionally all farm-loan bonds by the United States, but no such bonds shall be issued in excess of the assets 
of the Federal land banks; provides for refinancing all farm-loan bonds which bear interest at a rate higher 
than the average rate of interest of other United States obligations; increases the functions and responsi- 
bilities of national farm-loan associations and county committees of farmers in respect of debt adjust- 
ment or refinancing proceedings between farm debtors and their creditors; provides for the refinancing of 
farm-mortgage debts over a period of 40 years; allows repurchase of foreclosed property and reamortiza- 
tion over a period of 40 years; and limits the institution of foreclosure proceedings and the taking of defi- 
ciency judgments. 

Amends the Federal Farm Loan Act [U. 8. C., Sup. V, 12: 771] by repealing the limitation on amount of 
loans which Federal Land Banks may make [i. e. 50 percent of the land and 20 percent of the improvement] 
and substituting therefor a limitation of 75 percent of the value of the real estate mortgaged. 


. 9380. Mr. Hart; April 15, 1940 (Ways and Means). 

Amends the Foreign Trade Zones Act by providing that no grant of such a zone shall be made except 
for the development and expedition of the reexport trade of the United States, the manipulation of im- 
ported dutiable goods primarily for reexport, and the custody of nondutiable goods, foreign or domestic, 
when required for mixing with dutiable foreign merchandise. 

The duty upon merchandise sent from a zone into a customs territory shall be either that in effect at 
the time of entry into the zone or entry into the territory, whichever is higher, and merchandise held 
in the zone without manipulation shall be subject to an additional 25-percent duty. Articles may be 
sent from the territory into the zones only for the purpose of mixing with dutiable foreign merchandise. 

Places the administration of the act with respect to rates and charges for zone services under the United 
States Maritime Commission and extends the application of the provisions of the Intercoastal Shipping 


Act of 1933 [47 Stat. 1425] relating to tariffs, charges, etc., to zone grantees and zone operations [amending 
48 Stat. 998]. 


. 9381. Mr. Hobbs; April 15, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 
Provides for the alteration, under the supervision of the Secretary of War, of bridges ever navigable 
waters; the apportionment of the cost of such alterations between the United States and the owners. 
Orders of the Secretary may be reviewed by the circuit court of appeals and the Supreme Court. 


. 9382. Mr. Alexander; April 15, 1940 (Public Buildings and Grounds). 

Authorizes any Government department in charge of erection of Government buildings to employ, 
with compensation, private engineers and architects to prepare designs, plans, etc., or to prepare alternate 
plans for new buildings of which the estimated cost exceeds $200,000. Full compensation sha)! be paid for 
accepted plans showing a saving of twice the amount of fees and out-of-pocket costs for other accepted 
plans. 


. 9383. Mr. Bland; April 15, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 

Provides that when two or more defendants in the Canal Zone are jointly charged with any offense, 
they shall be tried jointly unless the court in its discretion orders otherwise. Specifically applies to the 
Canal Zone the provisions of U. 8. C. 18: 591 which deal with the arrest and extradition of fugitives from 
justice charged with any crime or offense against the United States. Authorizes the District Court for 
the Canal Zone to make rules of criminal procedure in matters not covered by the Code [amending Canal 
Zone Code 6: 365, 861; 7: 26]. 


. 9884. Mr. Jonkman (by request); April 15, 1940 (Patents). ‘ 
Claims of a patentee, made without intent to defraud or mislead the public, of more than that of which 
he is the first inventor, shall not invalidate part of patent truly and justly his own. In actions on the 
validity of such patents certain claims may be adjudged invalid without affecting the remaining claims. 
Repeals U. S. C. 28: 821 and 35: 65, 71 relating to disclaimers where the patentee has claimed more 
than that of which he is the first inventor, etc. 


. 9885. Mr. Knutson; April 15, 1940 (Judiciary). 
Makes it unlawful ($2,000 fine, 2 years’ imprisonment, or both) in any Presidential or Congressional 
election for any person to stuff or abstract from a ballot box, falsify the count, pad the registration lists, 
or vote more than once, etc. 


. 9886. Mr. Kramer (by request); April 15, 1940 (Patents). 

Provides that patent applications may be made jointly by a number of individuals, each of whom 
believes himself to be an original, sole, or joint inventor or discoverer and that the first inventor, etc., 
of the thing to be patented is among those signing the application. Ale. 

Authorizes the issuance of a patent upon an application sworn to by an assignee of the entire interest 
therein, provided the application is based entirely on matters disclosed as a part of the invention by a 
previously filed application made and sworn to by the inventor [amending U. S. C. 35: 33, 35, 44]. 


. 9887. Mr. McLeod; April 15, 1940 (Judiciary). . 
Incorporates the “National Association of Regulars” in the District of Columbia for the purpose of 
promoting peace and good will at home and among all nations and encouraging an adequate national 
defense to protect and preserve our institutions of government. 
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. 9388. Mr. Myers (by request); April 15, 1940 (Patents). 

Repeals the prohibition upon the issuance of patents in the United States in the case of inventions 
patented abroad, the application for which was filed in the foreign country more than 12 months, or 6 
months in case of design patents, prior to the filing of the application in this country [amending U.S. C., 
Sup. V, 35: 32]. 


. 9389. Mr. Robinson of Utah; April 15, 1940 (Public Lands). 
Adds certain vacant unappropriated public lands to the Goshute Reservation subject to existing 
claims. 


. 9391. Mr. Dimond; April 15, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Authorizes the Secretary of War to establish an infantry unit of the R. O. T. C. at the University of 
Alaska. 


. 9392. Mr. Byron; April 15, 1940 (District of Columbia). 

Authorizes members of the police or fire departments of the District’ of Columbia to reside at a distance 
of not more than 12 miles from the nearest boundary line of the District of Columbia (now from the 
Capitol Building). 


. 9393. Mr. Sheridan; April 15, 1940 (Civil Service). 
Legislative employees who have served for one year as clerk or assistant clerk to a Member of Congress 
may be transferred into the classified civil service upon passing tests as to fitness. 


. 9394. Mr. Flannagan; April 15, 1940 (Public Lands). 
Provides for the establishment of Cumberland Gap National Historical Park in Tennessee, Kentucky, 
and Virginia. 


. 9395. Mr. Tolan; April 15, 1940 (Civil Service). 

Provides that credit may be given for the purposes of the Civil Service Retirement Act [U. 8. C. 5: 707] 
for service performed by United States citizens under the government of the Philippine Islands after 
October 16, 1916, if the person performing the service was eligible for transfer to the classified service of 
the United States and is not eligible for a pension or annuity from the Philippine government for such 
service. 


. 9406. Mr. Crosser; April 16, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 
Makes it unlawful for any sleeping-car company to permit occupancy, between 6 p. m. and 8 a. m. by 
a passenger, of a sleeping-car unless supervised by a sleeping-car conductor. 


. 9407. Mr. Edelstein; April 16, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 

Makes it unlawful to offer for use, sale, or transportation, or to mark, ete., with the intention to offer 
for use, sale, or transportation, in interstate or foreign commerce any meat or food products falsely repre- 
sented to be kosher. 


. 9408. Mr. Maloney (by request); April 16, 1940 (Ways and Means). 
Levies a tax of — cents per pound upon imported binding twine, and sets up standards for such imported 


twine. 


. 9409. Mr. O’Connor; April 16, 1940 (Agriculture). 

Provides that title to any real or personal property acquired, constructed, or improved by any State 
through the use of funds paid to it under the Wildlife Restoration Projects Act of September 2, 1937, 
shall be vested in such State [amending U. 8. C., Sup. V, 16: 669g]. 


. 9410. Mr. Weaver; April 16, 1940 (Invalid Pensions). 
Provides for recommencing payment of pensions to dependent parents upon the termination of their 
remarriage [amending U. 8. C., Sup. V, 38: p. 998]. 


. 9412. Mr. Cooley; Apri] 16, 1940 (Agriculture). 

Excludes from the term “carry-over” (relating to tobacco under the Agricultural Adjustment Act of 
1938) any tobacco of the 1939 and 1940 crops which the Secretary of Agriculture determines is stored 
temporarily in the United States because of war, etc., delaying normal exportation thereof [amending 


U.S. C., Sup. V, 7: 1301 (b) (3) (C)]. 


. 9413. Mr. Cooley; April 16, 1940 (Agriculture). 

Authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture under the Agricultural Adjustment Act of 1938 to increase 
the national marketing quota of tobacco by 20 percent [at present 10 percent] if necessary to meet market 
demands. The Secretary may also make such increase to avoid undue restrictions of marketing in adjust- 
ing the total supply to the reserve supply level [amending U. 8. C., Sup. V, 7: 1312 (a)]. 


. 9414. Mr. Cooley; April 16, 1940 (Agriculture). 

Extends the tobacco quota referendum provisions of the Agricultural Adjustment Act of 1938 to include 
the question of whether the farmers favor such quotas for a three-year period. In the event two-thirds 
of the farmers voting favor such quotas the Secretary shall proclaim them for such period [adding to 
U. 8. C., Sup. V, 7: 1312 (c)]. 
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. 9415. Mr. Cooley; April 16, 1940 (Agriculture). 


Amends the Agricultural Adjustment Act of 1938 to provide (in lieu of the present provision limiting 
the reduction of the flue-cured tobacco marketing quota in any State to a point not less than 75 percent 
of the production of such tobacco in the State for 1937) that for any of the three marketing years, 1941- 
1944, in which a national marketing quota is in effect for burley or flue-cured tobacco, such quota shall 
not be reduced below the 1940-41 quota by more than 10 percent and that farm acreage allotments shall 
be increased or decreased in the same ratio as such national marketing quota is increased or decreased 
[amending U. S. C., Sup. V, 7: 1313 (a)). 


. 9416. Mr. Cooley; April 16, 1940 (Agriculture). 


Authorizes the marketing without penalty of tobacco carried over by the producer from one marketing 
year to another, if the total available for marketing from the farm in the year from which carried over 
did not exceed the farm marketing quota for the farm in such year, or if the carry-over does not exceed 
the normal production of that number of acres by which the harvested acreage in the calendar year in 
which marketing year begins, is less than the farm-acreage allotment [adding to U S. C., ino. ¥, 
7: 1314). 


. 9417. Mr. Cooley; April 16, 1940 (Agriculture). 


Tobacco warehousemen who fail to make a complete and accurate report, etc., to the Secretary of 
Agriculture as required by the Agricultural Adjustment Act of 1938 shall, after 15 days’ notice, be sub- 
ject to an additional fine of $100 for each 10,000 pounds of tobacco bought or sold by him after the 
date of such failure [adding to U. S. C., Sup. V, 7: 1373 (a)). 


. 9420. Mr. Cochran; April 17, 1940 (Expenditures in the Executive Departments). 


Funds available to the Alaska Road Commission may be expended for the transportation of employees, 
and amounts heretofore made for such purposes and for furnishing subsistence and quarters to supervisors 
shall be allowed in accounts of paying officers, and amounts paid shal! not be charged against the payees. 


. 9421. Mr. Darden; April 17, 1940 (Military Affairs). 


Authorizes $98,300 to acquire additional lands for the use of the Nansemond Ordnance Depot, Va. 


. 9422. Mr. Dimond; April 17, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
The minimum limitations prescribed [U. 8. C. 10: 381] upon the number of students in units of the R. O. 
T. C. shall not apply to any unit established at the University of Alaska. 


. 9423. Mr. Disney; — 17, 1940 (Census). 


The Seventeenth Census, et seq., shall be restricted to such inquiries as are set forth in a report to be 
made by the Secretary of Commerce to Congress at least one year in advance [amending U. 8. C. 13: 204]. 


. 9424. Mr. Kramer; April 17, 1940 (Civil Service). 


Amends the Civil Service Retirement Act [U. 8. C. 5: ch. 14] mainly as follows: (1) Provides optional 
retirement for employees with 30 years’ service at the age of 55 (reduced annuity) or 60 (full annuity), or for 
employees with 15 years of service at age of 62; (2) revises the provision granting annuities to employees 
involuntarily separated from the service before reaching the age of retirement and allows voluntary 
separation in certain cases, with immediate or deferred annuities; (3) increases the deductions from 
employees’ salaries from 3% to 4% percent; (4) rewrites the section providing for return of deductions to 
employee on separation from service, transfer to position not under this act, on death, or on becoming in- 
competent; and (5) provides for resumption of annuities discontinued during time of reemployment upon 
termination of such employment. 


. 9425. Mr. May; April 17, 1940 (Military Affairs). 


Authorizes $900,000 for the construction of barracks and other alterations at the Army Medical Center. 


. 9426. Mr. Steagall; April 17, 1940 (Agriculture). 


The Secretary of the Treasury shall refund taxes collected under the Bankhead Cotton Control Act 
[48 Stat. 598, repealed by 49 Stat. 1106]. Authorizes the appropriation of $52,500,000 therefor. 


. 9427. Mr. Havenner; April 17, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Navy to establish units of a junior division of the Naval R. O. T. C. at 
seaports. 


. R. 9428. Mr. Pagdén; April 17, 1940 (Judiciary). 


Extends the original jurisdiction of the United States District Courts to civil suits between citizens of 
the District of Columbia, Hawaii, Puerto Rico, Alaska, and any State or Territory. Provides that if 
either party is not a resident of any State or Territory, the suit may be brought in the District where the 
defendant may be found [amending U. 8. C., Sup. V, 28: 41 (1) (b)]. 


. 9429. Mr. Byron; April 17, 1940 (District of Columbia). 


Authorizes members of the police or fire departments of the District of Columbia to reside at a distance 
of not more than 12 miles from the nearest boundary line of the District of Columbia (now from the 
Capitol Building). 


. 9441. Mr. Bland; April 18, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 


Accepts the grant to the United States of certain lands donated by South Carolina for the use of the 
Coast Guard, and authorizes the purchase of any improvements on the land. 
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. 9442. Mr. West; April 18, 1940 (Foreign Affairs). 

Authorizes $54,643,000, exclusive of the cost of upstream reservoirs, to construct and maintain on the 
Rio Grande River the Valley Gravity Canal and storage flood control project in compliance with plans of 
the International Boundary Commission, United States and Mexico. Provides that 2-year contracts may 
be entered into with political subdivisions and water users to reimburse the United States for storage and 
upstream supplemental reservoirs at a cost of $13,841,000. 


. 9443. Mr. Fish; April 18, 1940 (Foreign Affairs). 
Authorizes the President to negotiate with Denmark and Iceland for the purchase of Greenland. 


. 9444. Mr. Clevenger; April 18, 1940 (Agriculture). 

Prohibits the sale or transportation in the District of Columbia or in interstate and foreign commerce 
of any seed, soil, and fertilizer inoculats, or analogous biologica] products unless prepared by an establish- 
ment licensed by the Secretary of Agriculture and unless each package is plainly marked with the name, 
license number, etc., of the manufacturer. 


. 9445. Mr. Leavy; April 18, 1940 (Indian Affairs). 
The title and interest of the Indians in lands within the Spokane and Colville Reservations are granted 
to the United States for use in the Grand Coulee Dam project. 


. 9446. Mr. Brewster; April 18, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 

Extends to any port in Maine designated by the State Legislature the benefits of the act of March 4, 
1911 (U. S. C. 34: 1121] which authorizes the Secretary of the Navy to furnish a suitable naval vessel 
for the use of any nautical schools established at specifically named ports, upon the condition that the 
State maintain a nautical school. 


. 9447. Mr. McLaughlin; April 18, 1940 (Judiciary). 

Revises the provisions of the Bankruptcy Act relating to railroad reorganizations by simplifying the 
procedure, providing a general conformity with the other provisions of the act applicable to corporations 
other than railroad, dividing the functions and duties pertaining to capitalization, valuation, and rights 
of security holders, etc., between the courts and the Interstate Commerce Commission, providing for a 
three court judge to be appointed in each particular case composed of one district and two circuit judges, 
and by permitting employee representatives to intervene in matters affecting employees, etc. 


. 9448. Mr. Brooks; April 18, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Authorizes a disability pension to any honorably discharged World War veteran who served 90 days 
or was sooner discharged for disability incurred in service in line of duty and suffers non-service-connected 
disability which incapacitates him for the performance of manual labor as follows: 50 percent disability 
$30, and 50 percent to total permanent disability, $60; $100 for helplessness or blindness. Such veterans 
who become 65 years of age shall be deemed totally disabled. 


. 9449. Mr. Lesinski; April 18, 1940 (Ways and Means). 

Exempts service performed in the employ of a State prior to January 1, 1941, from the old-age pro- 
visions of the Social Security Act and the employment tax provisions of the Internal Revenue Code 
{amending U. 8. C., Sup. V, 42: 409 (b) (7), 26: 1426 (b) (7)]. 


. 9450. Mr. Vinson of Georgia; April 18, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 

Transfers the officers of the Construction Corps of the Navy to the line of the Navy as additional 
numbers and designates such officers for engineering duty. Provides for the adjustment of the status in 
the line of the officers so transferred, and for convening engineering selection boards for the promotion or 
retirement of such officers under the act of June 23, 1938 [52 Stat. 946]. 


. 9460. Mr. Case of South Dakota; April 19, 1940 (Public Lands). 
Enlarges Verendrye National Monument by an additional 25 acres. 


. 9461. Mr. Cooley; April 19, 1940 (Agriculture). 
Consolidates Mr. Colley’s group of bills, H. R. 9412 through H. R. 9417, amending the regulations of 
tobacco under the Agricultural Adjustment Act of 1938. 


. 9462. Mr. Kefauver; April 19, 1940 (Judiciary). 
The Speaker of the House (first) or the President pro tempore of the Senate (second) shall act as Presi- 
— whenever a President or Vice President has not been elected and qualified at the commencement of 
e term. 


. 9463. Mr. Magnuson; April 19, 1940 (Immigration and Naturalization). 

The overtime pay for immigration inspectors and employees provided for by the act of March 2, 1931 
[46 Stat. 1467], shall not apply to inspections at designated ports of entry of passengers arriving by highway 
or motor carrier. 


. 9464. Mr. Reece of Tennessee; April 19, 1940 (Public Lands). 
Enlarges the area of the Great Smoky Mountains National Park, by public or private donation. 


. 9477. Mr. Bland; April 22, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 

Extends the laws covering the inspection of steam vessels to steam vessels not more than 65 feet in 
length (end to end over deck, excluding sheer) and to vessels propelled by machinery other than steam if 
carrying more than 16 passengers and such vessels carrying more than 12 passengers on an international 
voyage as defined by the International Convention on the Safety of Life at Sea, 1929 [50 Stat. 1121]. 
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. 9479. Mr. Byrns of Tennessee; April 22, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 


Authorizes the President to award, posthumously, the Congressional Medal of Honor to all persons 
who lost their lives in the service of their country on the submarine Squalus on May 23, 1939. 


. 9480. Mr. Crawford; April 22, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 


Exempts water carriers plying between the ports of a State, Territory, etc., of the United States and 
the Virgin Islands or between ports in the islands from the rate-fixing provisions of the Shipping Act of 
1916. Amends the Intercoastal Shipping Act to eliminate the Virgin Islands fiom its application (U. 8. C. 
46: 817, Sup. V, 46: 845). 


. 9481. Mr. Fay; April 22, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 


No veteran of the World War shall be denied employment in an unclassified position with the Panama 
Canal] on account of age. 


. 9482. Mr. Fernandez; April 22, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 


Increases by 10 percent the disability rating applicable to World War veterans. Any World War 
veteran disabled by 25 percent, who cannot or has not established service connection, shall be awarded. 
a pension of 50 cents for each degree of disability. Grants a pension to the dependents of World War 
veterans not eligible under existing law as follows: Widow $30, with $6 for each child; no widow, but one 
child, $12; with $6 for each additional child; dependent parent or parents $30. 


. 9484. Mr. May; April 22, 1940 (Military Affairs). 


Authorizes $900,000 for the construction of barracks at the Army Medical Center. 


. 9485. Mr. McCormack (by request); April 22, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 


Directs the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs to furnish domiciliary, hospital, and medical care (irre- 
spective of whether the disability was due to service), burial and funeral expenses, transportation of the 
body, and a flag to drape the casket, to any person who served during the World War on vessels of the 
United States Shipping Board and was honorably separated from such service. 


. 9486. Mr. McGehee; April 22, 1940 (Flood Control). 


Authorizes $100,000 additional for channel improvements and related works for flood control on the 
Homochitto River in the State of Mississippi, in accordance with plans of the Chief of Engineers. 


. 9487. Mr. Anderson of Missouri; April 22, 1940 (Civil Service). 

Provides that 5 days or 40 hours within any 1 week shall constitute the workweek for all Federal and 
District employees, except the armed services and employees of the House and Senate. Overtime shall 
be compensated for at 1% times the hourly rate or by annual leave equal to 1% times the period served. 


. 9488. Mr. Byrns of Tennessee; April 22, 1940 (Civil Service). 


Provides Saturday half holiday with pay for all employees of the Panama Canal and Canal Zone. 


. 9489. Mr. King; April 22, 1940 (Ways and Means). 


Applies the internal-revenue law provisions as to natural wines to papaw, papaya, and pineapple wines 
in the same manner as they now apply to citrus fruit wines under § 3045, I. R. C. and the following sec- 
tions: § 3031 (a) (tax on brandy or spirits used in fortification) ; § 3032 (c) (fortification) ; § 3036 (c) (wine 
spirits and pure sweet wine); § 2825 (exemption of distillers of fruit brandy from certain requirements) ; 
and § 3038 (a) (grape and like wines for industrial use). 


. 9490. Mr. Crowther; April 22, 1940 (Military Affairs). 


Directs the Secretary of War to lend supplies to the American Legion, Department of New York, for 
use during its twenty-second annual convention at Schenectady, from August 28 to 31, 1940. 


. 9491. Mr. McCormack; April 22, 1940 (Post Office and Post Roads). 


Former employees of the Railway Mail Service reinstated to stenographic positions prior to August 
14, 1937, may be promoted successively to their grade at the time of separation from the service, but 
not to a higher grade than grade 4. 


. 9492. Mr. Bland; April 22, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 


Provides that it shall be a misdemeanor to stow away or to aid or abet another to stow away on vessels 
in the interstate or foreign commerce of the United States. 


. 9506. Mr. Shanley; April 23, 1940 (Military Affairs). 


The provision for appointing cadets and midshipmen from among the sons of officers and enlisted men 
who were killed in action or have died prior to July 21, 1921, is extended to include sons of officers, nurses, 
and enlisted men who die of injuries or disease contracted or aggravated in line of duty during the World 
War; however, such vacancies in cadetships not filled by annual examination of candidates may be filled 
by additional appointments from among enlisted men of the Regular Army and National Guard between 
the ages of 19 and 22 years who have served as enlisted men for 1 year. 


. 9507. Mr. Alexander; April 23, 1940 (Labor). 


Exempts employees of office or loft buildings or apartment houses engaged in maintenance or service 


sor isc 7 the wage and hour provisions of the Fair Labor Standards Act [amending U. S. C., Sup. V, 
: a)]. 


. 9510. Mr. Peterson of Florida; April 23, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 


Extends marine-hospitalization benefits to persons engaged in sponge diving [amending U. S. C. 24: 1]. 
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. 9511. Mr. Peterson of Florida; April 23, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 

Prohibits the Interstate Commerce Commission from employing persons as motor-vehicle safety inspec- 
tors unless they have served 4 years as a machinist’s apprentice, 2 years as a journeyman machinist, and 2 
years in automobile maintenance. 


. 9512. Mr. Sumners of Texas; April 23, 1940 (Judiciary). 

The oath with respect to transshipment of cargo in port or on the high seas shall not be required of 
owners, etc., of vessels engaged in the coastwise trade, fisheries, or used solely for pleasure and shall not 
be required of masters of such vessels except in the event of transshipment. No oath shall be required in 
case of vessels navigating inland waters and the Great Lakes [amending U. S. C. 18: 34]. 


. 9513. Mr. Voorhis of California; April 23, 1940 (Ways and Means). 

War Excess-Profits Tax Act of 1940—Imposes upon corporations, the annual net income of which for 
income-tax purposes is more than $10,000, a graduated war excess-profits tax on income which exceeds a 
base net income. The base shall be the average annual net income for 3 income-tax years ending during 
the calendar years 1935 to 1938. 

Rates shall range from 10 percent on income that exceeds the base by 10 percent or less, to 75 percent 
on income that exceeds the base by 50 percent or more. 

Net income shall be the same as for income-tax purposes, minus taxes (income, war-profits, and excess- 
profits), dividends received, amortization for capital expansion, and a general credit of $10,000. 


. 9514. Mr. Kennedy of Maryland (by request); April 23, 1940 (Claims). 

Directs the Comptroller General to allow credit in the accounts of disbursing officers for payments made 
in good faith from appropriations available to the Civil Works and the Federal Emergency Relief Admin- 
istrations, if the Commissioner of Work Projects certifies that such payments appear to have been made 
without fraud or collusion by such officers. 


. 9524. Mr. Harrington; April 24, 1940 (Rivers and Harbors). 
Directs the War Department under the supervision of the Chief of Engineers to construct bank-pro- 
tection works on the north bank of the Missouri River in the vicinity of Sioux City, Iowa. 


. 9525. Mr. Kennedy of Maryland; April 24, 1940 (District of Columbia). 

Reorganizes the Government of the District of Columbia under the Commissioners into 11 departments, 
i. e., finance, law, engineering and public works, personnel, police, fire, health, insurance, licenses, public 
welfare, and vehicles and traffic. Establishes a civil service system for the District and consolidates the 
police and municipal courts into one court of nine judges, etc. 


. 9527. Mr. Alexander (by request); April 25, 1940 (Labor). 

Exempts employees of office or loft buildings or apartment houses engaged in maintenance or service 
activities from the wage and hour provisions of the Fair Labor Standards Act [amending U. 8S. C., Sup. V, 
29: 213 (a) }. 


. 9528. Mr. Elliott; April 25, 1940 (Agriculture). 

Authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture to give assistance to local public agencies providing public 
educational services to residents of migratory labor camps, out of funds appropriated for the construction 
of such camps. 


. 9529. Mr. Elston; April 25, 1940 (Ways and Means). 

Amends the Social Security Act to provide insurance benefits for husbands and widowers who are not 
entitled to receive primary insurance benefits, etc., as follows: (1) Husbands 65 years of age—one-half 
of the wife’s primary insurance benefit; (2) widowers 65 years of age—three-fourths of the deceased wife’s 
benefit; and (3) widowers with a child entitled to benefits—three-fourths of the deceased wife’s benefit 
{amending U. 8. C., Sup. V, 42: 402]. 


. 9530. Mr. Thomas F. Ford; April 25, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 

The authorization [U. 8. C. 12: 352a as amended] to Federal Reserve banks to make industrial loans in 
exceptional circumstances is amended: (1) To permit such loans for purposes other than working capital 
and for periods longer than 5 years; (2) to require financing institutions discounting such loans with 
Federal ee banks to obligate themselves for 20 (now 10) percent of any loss; (3) to limit the total of 
such loans, discounts, etc., outstanding at any one time to twice the amount paid to the Federal Reserve 
banks (amount paid by such banks for Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation stock) ; (4) to repeal the 
proviso creating industrial advisory committees to investigate and recommend loans; and (5) to provide for 
the payment to the United States of the amount received from the Secretary of the Treasury hereunder 
plus any net income derived from the use of such amount. 


. 9533. Mr. McKeough; April 25, 1940 (Civil Service). 

When a position in the classified civil service is to be filled the Civil Service Commission shall certify to 
the appointing officer the names of three persons who are willing to accept appointment, have the highest 
ratings on the register, and are eligible for appointment under the apportionment provisions. 


. 9534. Mr. Rankin; April 25, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Directs the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs to make no financial payments to any veteran or de- 
pendent of a veteran residing outside the United States or its possessions, except under regulations which 
guarantee receipt and freedom of expenditure of the full amount of the benefits. 


. 9535. Mr. Robinson of Utah; April 25, 1940 (Public Lands). 
Twenty-five percent of the revenues derived from areas under the jurisdiction of the National Park 
Service shall be remitted to the States wherein located. 
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. 9536. Mr. Weaver; April 25, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Veterans of the Regular Establishment who are eligible for domiciliary care at the National Home for 
Disabled Volunteer Soldiers [U. 8. C. 24: 131] or hospitalization under § 202 (10) of the World War 
Veterans Act [U. 8. C. 38: 484], shall be entitled to domiciliary care or hospitalization at any Veterans’ 
Administration facility under [U. S. C. 38: 706], in the same manner as veterans of any war. 


. 9537. Mr. White of Ohio; April 25, 1940 (Labor). 

Amends the Fair Labor Standards Act by exempting from the wage, hours, and learners provisions, 
students in recognized professional schools being given professional or clinical experience [amending 
U.S. C., Sup. V, 29: 206, 207, 214]. 


. 9538. Mr. Brewster; April 25, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 
The rate of interest charged on loans secured by Government insurance policies shall not exceed 3 
percent per annum notwithstanding the provisions of the act of July 19, 1939 [53 Stat. 1070]. 


. 9539. Mr. Randolph; April 25, 1940 (Labor). 

Amends the act of June 20, 1936, which provides added opportunities for the blind as follows: The 
exclusive privilege to sell merchandise in Federal buildings shall be granted to blind persons; if a State 
agency that licenses blind persons having vending stands ceases to exist or fails to comply with certain 
terms, the Commissioner of Education may make provisions for the supervision of the blind vending 
stands under its supervision until another agency is designated; changes the definition of a blind person 
and defines Federal buildings; authorizes allotments annually to the States on the basis of population for 
the establishment of blind persons in vending stands, such funds to be distributed to States having ap- 
proved plans and matching the Federal contribution dollar for dollar. 


. 9553. Mr. Bland; April 26, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 

Amends and clarifies certain provisions pertaining to the Coast Guard as follows: Deletes the author- 
ization for appointing the engineer in chief as a commander (engineering) upon the termination of his 
term, and provides, upon retirement, that the engineer in chief and the assistant commander shall have 
the rank of rear admiral and the retired pay of a rear admiral (lower half); permits any discontinued 
station, light, etc., to be reestablished when required by the public interest; repeals certain duties of the 
Secretary of Commerce pertaining to lighthouses; limits the provision for the retirement of the Lighthouse 
Service to former employees of the Lighthouse Service who met the requirments on June 30, 1939; defines 
the term ‘‘actual necessary expenses of operation’’ as applied to reserve vessels placed at the disposition 
of the Coast Guard; makes available to reserves the correspondence courses of the Coast Guard Institute; 
and allows a ration to enlisted men and civilians of lightships and tenders. 


. 9554. Mr. Carter (by request); April 26, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Authorizes Regular Army officers, who resigned since November 11, 1918, after 15 years’ service, to be 
placed upon the unlimited retired list, with retired pay equal to 2% percent of his active duty pay at time 
of resignation multiplied by the number of years of his active service not exceeding 30. 


. 9555. Mr. Keogh; April 26, 1940 (Public Lands). 
Authorizes $3,500,000 for the establishment of the Adirondack National Recreational Area, New York. 


. 9557. Mr. Walter; April 26, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Directs the Secretary of War to lend supplies to the Veterans of Foreign Wars, Department of Pennsy]l- 
vania, for use during the 1940 State convention at York, Pennsylvania. 


. 9558. Mr. Cooley; April 26, 1940 (Agriculture). 
Extends the application of the Federal Crop Insurance Act to tobacco and increases the annual appro- 
priation for administrative expenses from $6,000,000 to $12,000,000 [amending U.S. C., Sup. V, 7: ch. 36]. 


. 9559. Mr. Holmes; April 26, 1940 (Agriculture). 
The regulations of the Secretary of Agriculture under the Migratory Bird Treaty Act shall not prohibit 
the use by hunters of less than 15 live decoys, nor less than 10 of one species, when used 200 yards or 
more from the live decoys of another person. 


. 9560. Mr. Kerr; April 26, 1940 (Agriculture). 
Prohibits, under penalty of $2,000 fine and/or 1 year’s imprisonment, the exportation of tobacco seed 
or live plants, except for experimental purposes, and then only with consent of the Secretary of Agri- 
culture. 


. 9562. Mr. Kunkel; April 26, 1940 (Military Affairs). ‘ 
Directs the Secretary of War to lend supplies to the American Legion Convention Corporation for use 
during the 1940 State convention at Reading, Pennsylvania. 


. 9563. Mr. Harrington; April 26, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 
Provides that the Interstate Commerce Commission in approving consolidations, combinations, 
abandonments, etc., of railroads shall in its orders with respect thereto, include terms and conditions 
preventing displacement or unemployment of employees. 


. 9571. Mr. Dimond; April 29, 1940 (Territories). sind 
Authorizes the town of Sitka, Alaska, to purchase and enlarge certain light, power, and water utilities. 


. 9572. Mr. Dworshak; April 29, 1940 (Public Lands). 
Adds certain described lands to the Cache National Forest, Idaho. 
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. 9573. Mr. Fay; April 29, 1940 (River and Harbors). 

Where bulkhead lines are established along navigable waters under provisions of § 11 of the River and 
Harbor Act [U. 8. C. 33: 404], the Secretary of War may grant authority to the owners of shore lands and 
submerged lands in front thereof to fill and erect structures between the ordinary high-water line on the 
shore and the established bulkhead line, and such area shall be deemed to be exempt from any servitude 
for the benefit of navigation. 


. 9574. Mr. Plumley; April 29, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 

Extends to any port in Vermont designated by the State Legislature the benefits of the act of March 
4,1911 [U.S. C. 34: 1121], which authorizes the Secretary of the Navy to furnish a suitable naval vessel for 
the use of any nautical schools established at specifically named ports, upon the condition that the State 
maintain a nautical school. 


. 9575. Mr. Cartwright; April 29, 1940 (Roads). 

Federal Highway Act of 1940—Authorizes annual appropriations for 1942 and 1943 for roads under the 
various highway acts as follows: Rural post roads (39 Stat. 355), $125,000,000; secondary or feeder roads 
(49 Stat. 1521, § 7), $25,000,000; grade crossing elimination (42 Stat. 212), $50,000,000; forest roads (42 
Stat. 218, § 23), $14,000,000; roads through unappropriated or unreserved public lands (46 Stet. 805, 42 
Stat. 212, § 3), $2,500,000; roads in national parks, etc. (46 Stat. 1053) $7,500,000; parkways under the 
national parkway plan, $10,000,000; and Indian reservation roads (45 Stat. 750), $4,000,000. 


. 9576. Mr. Randolph; April 29, 1940 (District of Columbia). 

Authorizes the admission to Saint Elizabeths Hospital in the District of Columbia of insane persons 
who are permanent residents of the Virgin Islands and citizens of the United States and citizens who are 
not permanent residents but whose legal residence in one of the States cannot be determined. 


. 9577. Mr. mondaien: Apri] 29, 1940 (District of Columbia). 
Authorizes the D. C. Commissioners to furnish water free of charge to charitable institutions in the 
District which do not have inmates [amending D. C. Code 20: 1403}. 


. 9578. Mr. Rankin; April 29, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Limits to 50 percent the payments of pensions, compensation, or emergency officers’ retirement pay to 
any person residing outside the United States, and the payments to dependents residing outside the United 
States to citizens. Disallows medical care or treatment to veterans residing outside the United States. 


. 9579. Mr. Snyder; April 29, 1940 (Education). 

Authorizes an appropriation of $50,000,000 annually for the fiscal years 1941 and 1942 and of not to 
exceed $100,000,000 annually for the next 8 succeeding fiscal years to provide a 10-year program of Fed- 
eral aid to States in providing public-school buildings, ete. Ninety-eight percent of the 1941 and 1942 
appropriations and 99 percent of the remaining appropriations shall go to the Federal Works Agency to 


be used in making grants (which shal! not exceed 50 percent of the cost) for the construction of school 
buildings, ete., and shall be allotted to the States on the basis of their population. Two percent of the 
funds for 1941-42 and 1 percent of the annual funds thereafter shall be appropriated to the Office of 
Education for the purposes of this act. The Commissioner of Education may appoint a Technical 
Board of Review to advise him concerning policies, plans, etc. 


. 9580. Mr. Brewster; April 29, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Directs the Secretary of War to acquire a site and establish an Air Corps base in Maine. 


. 9581. Mr. O’Leary; April 29, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 

A new vessel! for the purposes of the construction-differential subsidy provisions of the Merchant Marine 
Act of 1936 is a vessel of not less than 2,000 gross tons, with a 12-knot speed, documented under the 
laws of the United States, and constructed in the United States after December 1, 1939, or financed under 
the act. 

Permits United States citizens operating vessels in foreign or domestic commerce, to establish con- 
struction reserve funds, in which earnings from operations, proceeds from sales, or receipts from losses 
may be deposited; earnings to be subject to normal income taxes only, and gains with respect to sales or 
indemnities for losses sha]l not be recognized as taxable income, but used to reduce the cost basis of a new 
vessel constructed with funds from such reserve [amending U. 8. C., Sup. V. 46: subch. V]. 


. 9582. Mr. Tenerowicz; April 29, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 

Makes it unlawful to transport motor fuel] in intersate commerce, or to transport persons or property by 
vehicle, boat, airplane, ete., if the motive power is supplied by an internal combustion engine, unless the 
motor fuel therefor contains alcohol (ranging from 2 percent in 1941 to 10 percent in 1945 and thereafter) 
manufactured from agricultural producis grown in the United States. 


. 9594. Mr. Fulmer; April 30, 1940 (Agriculture). 

Authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture in carrying out the purposes of the Soil Conservation and 
Domestic Allotment Act to transfer to the Federal Crop Insurance Corporation the funds estimated as 
necessary to cover advances for crop insurance [amending U. S. C., Sup. V. 16: 590 (1) (b)]. 


. 9595. Mr. Dempsey; April 30, 1940 (Foreign Affairs). 
Postpones for 1 year, i. e., from January 3, 1941, to January 3, 1942, the date of the transmission to 


Congress by the United States Coronado Exposition Commission of its statement of expenditures [amend- 
ing 53 Stat. 1048]. 


. 9596. Mr. Eberharter; April 30, 1940 (Ways and Means). 
Makes it unlawful to import any foreign-made flag or emblem of the United States. 
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. 9602. Mr. Gross; April 30, 1940 (Library). 
Creates the United States Board of Awards composed of seven members to submit to the President 


annually the names of six persons who merit the award of a medal because of some outstanding achieve- 
ment rendered in any field of human endeavor. 


. 9603. Mr. Bland; April 30, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 
Amends the Canal Zone Code with respect to chattel mortgages mainly as follows: Permits a true copy 
to be filed with the registrar in place of the original; sets up a filing system under the name of the mortgagee- 
mortgagor; provides for the filing of assignments; and requires the mortgagee upon satisfaction of the 


mortgage to execute a certificate of release at the request of the mortgagor [amending Canal Zone Code, 
Title 3: ch. 63, art. 2). 

Reduces the fine from $200 to $100 and the imprisonment from 3 months to 30 days for taking an auto- 
mobile, etc., without permission of the ownerfor temporary use, and punishes second and subsequent offenses 
by a $500 fine and/or 6 months’ imprisonment [amending Canal Zone Code, Title 5: § 784]. 


. 9604. Mr. Dirksen; April 30, 1940 (District of Columbia). 

Amends the District of Columbia Income Tax Act to provide that the tax shall apply to individuals 
domiciled in the District and those who maintain a place of abode therein for more than 6 months of the 
year; to exempt the salaries of the judges of the Supreme and inferior courts established under the Con- 
stitution and of all elective officers of the United States and their clerks and secretaries; and to allow 
credit to both residents and nonresidents for income taxes paid a State [amending D. C. Code, Sup. V, 
20: 980-980 pp]. 


. 9605. Mr. Ludlow; April 30, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 
Forbids deductions from the earnings of civilian officers and employers of the Veterans’ Administration 
for subsistence, quarters, laundry, and other facilities, unless such services are voluntarily accepted and 
used. Facilities furnished shall be at cost. 


. 9616. Mr. Boykin (by request); May 1, 1940 (Patents). 
In Federal Court and Patent Office proceedings applicants for patents, or patentees, shall be prohibited 
from establishing invention dates by reference to use or knowledge thereof in foreign countries. 


. 9619. Mr. McGehee; May 1, 1940 (District of Columbia). 

Amends the District of Columbia Unemployment Compensation Act mainly as follows: Reduces the 
employer’s pay-roll tax from 3 to 2.7 percent and applies it to the first $3,000 only; fixes weekly benefits 
at $6 for those who earn from $31.25 to $150 in the highest quarter of the base period to $16 for those who 
earn $375.01 or more; and permits benefits for as long as 18 weeks [amending D. C. Code 8: ch. 13]. 


. 9620. Mr. DeRouen; May 1, 1940 (Public Lands). 
Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to convey or lease to the States any recreational demonstration 
project upon the condition that they be used for park, recreational], and conservation purposes, and to 
transfer certain recreational demonstration projects to nearby national parks. 


. 9621. Mr. DeRouen; May 1, 1940 (Public Lands). 
Establishes the Saint John Island National Recreational Area, in the Virgin Islands. 


. 9622. Mr. Buckler of Minnesota; May 1, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 
Persons enlisted through the United States Shipping Board and who served 60 days in actual war 
zones during the World War are to be held as having performed naval service and shall be issued honorable 
discharges from the Navy. 


. 9623. Mr. Crosser; May 1, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 
Before a pipe-line company may undertake the extension of its line or the construction of a new one or 
engage in interstate commerce, it must secure a certificate of public convenience and necessity from the 
Interstate Commerce Commission [amending U. S. C. 49: 1]. 


. 9631. Mr. Ludlow (by request); May 2, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Authorizes $200,000 for the construction of an aviation school at Indianapolis, Ind., for the purpose of 
training Negro citizens to become aviators in the Army, Navy, and other governmental departments. 
Upon graduation they shall be duly admitted into the United States Aviation Corps and eligible for ad- 
mission into the Regular Aviation Corps. 


. 9632. Mr. Pagdn; May 2, 1940 (Insular Affairs). 

All the provisions of Act No. 121 of the Puerto Rico Legislature of 1939, authorizing the issuance of 
bonds, are ratified and validated, notwithstanding the act of March 2, 1917 [U. S. C. 48: 832], which pro- 
vides that if any subject is embraced in any act which is not expressed in the title the subject shall be void. 


. 9633. Mr. Randolph; May 2, 1940 (District of Columbia). 
Authorizes the Board of Education of the District of Columbia to accredit junior colleges with an entrance 
requirement of not less than high-school graduation, and with a 60 semester-hour curriculum. 


. 9634. Mr. Sparkman; May 2, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Authorizes the Tennessee Valley Authority to lease any property, or to transfer any property to any 
other department, including the transfer of munitions plants to the War Department, but no lease shall 
exceed 20 years without the approval of the President [amending U. 8S. C., Sup. V, 16: 831ce (k)]. 


. 9635. Mr. Tenerowicz; May 2, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Directs the President to organize a full regiment of colored combat troops, National Guard, Michigan. 
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. 9637. Mr. Curtis; May 2, 1940 (Agriculture). 

Authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture to make advances (without interest and for 20 years) to farmers 
in arid and semiarid areas to enable them to finance the digging of wells, the acquiring and installing of 
pumping equipment and water systems. 


. 9638. Mr. Gavagan; May 2, 1940 (Rivers and Harbors). 
Authorizes certain improvement work on the East River, N. Y., under supervision of the Chief of 
Engineers, in accordance with H. Doc. No. 554, Seventy-sixth Congress. 


. 9639. Mr. Maas; May 2, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 

Amends the Naval Reserve Act of 1938 [U. 8. C., Sup. V, 34: ch. 15A] to provide the same pay and 
allowances for Reserve chief warrant officers while on active duty as for Regular chief warrant officers; to 
reduce the number of years of service from 30 to 20 for the voluntary retirement of Reserve personnel; to 
provide that officers of the Reserve shall take precedence among themselves and with Regular officers in 
their respective ranks or grades according to the dates stated in their commissions; to allow officers pay 
and allowances upon advancement to a higher grade from the dates of their commissions; and to allow pay 
for drills performed on Sunday. 


. 9640. Mr. Whittington; May 2, 1940 (Flood Control). 

Authorizes $191,000,000 for improvements for navigation and for flood control over a 5-year period, on 
22 different river basins, and $6,000,000 for certain preliminary examinations and surveys for flood 
control, and for run-off and waterfiow retardation and soil-erosion prevention on the watersheds. Also 
authorizes the acceptance of advances of State funds for the prosecution of flood-control work. 


. 9654. Mr. Cummings; May 3, 1940 (Agriculture). 

Continues the Sugar Act of 1937 for 1 year, i. e., from December 31, 1940, to December 31, 1941, and 
imposes a tax for 1 more year; allows payments to the Philippine Islands for the purpose of economic 
adjustment for 1 more year [amending U. 8. C., Sup. V, 7: 1183, 1173; 26: 3508]. 


. 9655. Mr. McCormack; May 3, 1940 (Civil Service). 
Authorizes the President by Executive order to establish a 5-day workweek for all or any part of the 
year for all Federal and District employees, except members of the armed forces. 


. 9656. Mr. McGehee; May 3, 1940 (Public Lands). 
Authorizes the acceptance of donations of lands for the Vicksburg National Military Park, Miss. 


. 9657. Mr. Dempsey; May 3, 1940 (Appropriations). 

Public Works Administration Appropriation Act of 1940—Appropriates $150,000,000 to enable the 
Commissioner of Public Works to make loans or grants, not to exceed 45 percent of the cost, to States 
for non-Federal public-works projects. Workers on these projects shall be paid not less than the prevailing 
wage rates of the locality or the minimum wages under the Fair Labor Standards Act and shall not be 
worked in excess of the maximum hours provision of such act. Increases from $3,585,000 to $13,000,000 
the appropriation for administrative expenses of the Public Works Administration during the fiscal year 
1941. 


. 9658. Mr. Voorhis of California; May 3, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 

The average purchasing power of the dollar as ascertained by the Department of Labor in the wholesale 
commodity markets for the year 1926 shall be restored and maintained by the control of the volume of 
credit and currency. 


. 9663. Mr. Angell; May 6, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Authorizes $1,500,000 for the construction of a National Guard armory at Portland, Oreg. 


. 9664. Mr. Durham; May 6, 1940 (Civil Service). 
Provides for the reappointment and classification in the civil service of incumbent postmasters prior to 
the expiration of their terms as well as at the expiration of their terms. 


. 9665. Mr. Clason; May 6, 1940 (Patents). : 

The amount of damages recoverable for infringement of copyright of musical compositions played in 
hotels or restaurants not charging an entrance or cover fee is limited to $10 except where greater damages 
are shown. 


. 9666. Mr. Leonard W. Hall; May 6, 1940 (Ways and Means). 
Extends until January 1, 1941, the time within which payments made into State unemployment com- 
pensation funds may be permitted the Federal credit. 


. 9667. Mr. Kefauver; May 6, 1940 (Ways and Means). 

Beginning with the quarter commencing April 1, 1940, the Federal contribution for old-age assistance 
shall be three-fourths of the amount up to $12 plus two-thirds of the amount between $12.01 and $24 
plus one-half of the amount between $24.01 and $40 which may be paid by the States to recipients, and 
one-half of the administrative costs of the States, reduced by a sum equivalent to the pro rata share to 
which the United States shall be entitled from recoveries by the States in prior quarters. 
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H. R. 9668. Mr. Lemke; May 6, 1940 (Agriculture). 

Sugar Act Amendments of 1940—Amends the Sugar Act of 1937 [50 Stat. 903] mainly as follows: 
(1) Includes liquid sugar within the terms of the act; defines “parity” as the price for direct consumption 
sugar computed by multiplying the average retail price for the years 1909 to 1913 by the index number 
used in the Agricultural Adjustment Act of 1938 for determining parity of agricultural commodities; 
(3) requires the Secretary of Agriculture to increase or deciease the amount of sugar he determines to 
be needed by United States consumers so that the average retail prices thereof shall range between 76 
percent and 80 percent of parity; (4) makes allotments, when United States consumer needs amount to 
6,682,670 short tons, of (a) 4,015,353 tons for the calendar year 1941 increased by 5 percent in 1942 
and 1943, and 4 percent in 1944 and 1945 to domestic and foreign producing areas other than Cuba, (b) an 
amount equal to the duty-free quota now established by the Philippine Independence Act to the Philip- 
pine Islands, and (c) the remainder to Cuba; however, when consumer needs exceed 6,682,670 such 
excess shall be allotted to domestic and foreign areas other than Cuba, but when such needs are less 
than 6,682,670, an allotment of 60.086 percent thereof shall be made to domestic and foreign areas other 
than Cuba while the Philippine Islands receive the same duty-free quota and Cuba receives the remainder; 
(5) revises the quotas if the Secretary of Agriculture finds that any domestic area or Cuba is unable to 
market its current quota, by prorating the deficit to domestic areas able to supply it, but any portion 
of such sugar which cannot be supplied by domestic areas shall be prorated to foreign countries, ete.; 
(6) permits payments notwithstanding the child labor restrictions of the act if the employer had no 
actual knowledge that the child involved was under age; and (7) authorizes the assignment by producers, 
of their payments under the act as security for cash or advances to finance making a crop. 


. 9669. Mr. McCormack; May 6, 1940 (Judiciary). 
Extends the provisions of the National Stolen Property Act [U. 8. C. 18: 413-419] so as to include 
any property which has been seized in violation of international law, or which has been confiscated, by 
any foreign government. 


. 9670. Mr. Romjue; May 6, 1940 (Post Office and Post Roads). 
Dispatchers and mechanics-in-charge of the motor-vehicle service of the Postal Service shall be on an 
8-hour day and shall receive compensation for any overtime performed in an emergency. 


. 9671. Mr. Youngdahl (by request); May 6, 1940 (Agriculture). 
Authorizes $3,155,000 to enable the Secretary of Agriculture to purchase for national-forest purposes 
all privately owned lands within the Superior National Forest and the Kabetogama and Grant Portage 
Purchase Units. 


. 9677. Mr. Clason; May 7, 1940 (Agriculture). 
Amends subsection 15 of § 301 (b) of the Agricultural Adjustment Act of 1938 [U. S. C., Sup. V, 7: 
1301 (b) (15)], which defines tobacco by placing cigar-filler tobacco, type 41, on a par with cigar-filler, 
types 42-46. 


. 9679. Mr. Jennings; May 7, 1940 (Public Lands). 


Redefines the boundaries of the Great Smoky Mountains National Park. 


. 9680. Mr. McCormack; May 7, 1940 (Judiciary). 
Repeals the provision [U. 8. C., Sup. V, 28: 4v] which prohibits the filling of a vacancy in the office 
of district judge for the district of Massachusetts. 


. 9681. Mr. Miller; May 7, 1940 (Agriculture). 
Amends subsection 15 of § 301 (b) of the Agricultural Adjustment Act of 1938 [U. 8. C., Sup. V, 
7: 1801 (b) (15)], which defines tobacco by placing cigar-filler tobacco, type 41, on a par with cigar-filler, 
types 42-46. 


. 9684. Mr. Treadway; May 7, 1940 (Agriculture). 
Amends subsection 15 of § 301 (b) of the Agricultural Adjustment Act of 1938 [U. 8. C., Sup. V, 
7: 1301 (b) (15)], which defines tobacco by placing cigar-filler tobacco, type 41, on a par with cigar-filler 
types 42-46. 


. 9685. Mr. Vinson of Georgia; May 7, 1940 (Immigration and Naturalization). 
Prohibits the entry into the United States, after June 30, 1940, of quota immigrants. 


. 9686. Mr. Byrne of New York; May 7, 1940 (Ways and Means). 
Exempts from the provisions of the Railroad Retirement Act of 1937 any carrier owned and operated 
by any State or municipality or by any agency thereof if the employees of such carrier are subject to the 
srovisions of a compulsory State retirement plan, the benefits of which are determined upon an actuarial 
asis. 


. 9687. Mr. Steagall; May 7, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 

Authorizes the R. F. C. (upon approval of the Federal Loan Administrator) to purchase at par the 
stock of the Federal home-loan banks owned by the United States, and to make payments to the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury for the partial retirement of its capital stock at par or in payment of dividends; 
such retirement, notwithstanding the provisions of any other act, shall not affect the total amount of 
notes, debentures, etc., which the Corporation may have outstanding. The amount used for the fore- 
going purposes, not exceeding $300,000,000 shall be determined by the Secretary of the Treasury and the 

ortion devoted to these different purposes shall be determined by the R. F. C., with the approval of the 

ederal Loan Administrator. Increases from $350,000,000 to $500,000,000 the total commitments which 
the R. F. C. may have with railroads, and extends the final maturity date of loans and advances by the 
R. F. C. from January 31, 1945, to January 31, 1955. 

Authorizes national banks to make amortized real-estate loans which provide for repayment of 60 
{now 40] percent of the loan within 15 [now 10] years. 
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. 9688. Mr. Flaherty; May 7, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 
Any rear admiral of the Navy retired to maintain an average annual number of eight vacancies, or any 
general officer of the Marine Corps retired to maintain an average annual number of two vacancies, shall 
receive the retired pay of a rear admiral of the upper half. 


. 9700. Mr. Cooley; May 8, 1940 (Agriculture). 
Consolidates Mr. Cooley’s group of bills, H. R. 9412 through H. R. 9417, amending the regulations 
of tobacco under the Agricultural Adjustment Act of 1938. 


. 9701. Mr. Ellis; May 8, 1940 (Education). 

Authorizes $1,000,000 tor the first year and $5,000,000 for each year thereafter for allocation to the 
States, etc., for the maintenance of university extension work in the arts and sciences, in engineering 
and industry, in teacher education, in commerce and business, and in related fields, through the land-grant 
colleges and State universities. 


. 9702. Mr. Flannagan; May 8, 1940 (Agriculture). 

Extends the marketing quota provisions of the Agricultural Adjustment Act of 1938 to Connecticut 
Valley shade-grown tobacco; provides that the normal supply thereof shall be a normal year’s domestic 
consumption and exports plus 125 percent thereof; and levies a penalty of 25 cents per pound upon all 
such tobacco marketed in excess of the quota [amending U. 8. C., Sup. V, 7: 1301, 1312, 1314]. 


. 9703. Mr. McGranery; May 8, 1940 (Patents). 

1. Miscellaneous amendments to the copyright provisions (U. S. C., title 17), to make them conform 
more closely to the pending international convention for protection of literary and artistic works, and to 
protect more fully literary and artistic efforts disseminated by recent scientific inventions—motion pic- 
tures, radio, telegraphy, television, and other means of transmission. Some of the more important 
provisions to this end: 

(a) Protect dramatico-musical works, artistic models and designs, geographical charts, and architec- 
tural designs, as well as composite works or periodicals (as though each part or contribution were indi- 
vidually copyrighted in the author’s or owner’s name). 

(b) Extend the copyright protection now accorded nationals of the United States to authors within the 
jurisdiction of any country a party to the Convention for Protection of Literary and Artistic Works and 
to no other alien authors unless such persons are domiciled in the United States at the time their works 
are produced or unless they are nationals of a country granting reciprocal privileges to American authors. 

(c) Permit the author of unpublished writings, drawings, designs, etc., by depositing copies, models, 
or prints of such works to acquire copyright privileges. 

(d) Provide that copyrighted material in the English language, if distributed in the United States, 
shall be printed from type set, plates made, or process performed within the limits of the United States, 
except books with raised characters for the use of the blind. 

(e) Define what sha!l constitute adequate copyright notice. 

2. Requests President to take necessary steps to make the United States a member of the Union for 
Protection of Literary and Artistic Works. 


. 9704. Mr. O’Connor; May 8, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Officers of the Medical Reserve Corps, who have served 6 years on active duty with the Civilian Con- 
servation Corps or Regular Army, shall be commissioned in the grades of first lieutenant and captain in 
the Medical Corps of the Regular Army, and shall be entitled to full credit for such period of active duty 
for the purposes of pay, rank, and retirement. 


. 9706. Mr. Crosser; May 8, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 

Amends the Railroad Unemployment Insurance Act mainly as follows: Makes ineligible employees in 
the service of a local lodge or division of a railway labor organization; defines “registration period” 
“remuneration,” “‘subsidiary remuneration,” “benefit year,’’ and “base year’’; sets up an unemployment 
benefit rate schedule ranging from $1.75 to $4 based on annual compensation of $150 to $1,600 or over; 
increases from 80 to 100 the number of days unemployment benefits may be paid; provides a method of 
set-off to recover incorrect or over payments; revises the method of ascertaining a day of unemployment; 
provides a method of appeal when any claim has been denied upon the basis that the claimant is not a 
qualified employee; allows the Board to encumber the unemployment insurance fund and it shall be bind- 
ing upon the Comptroller General; establishes in the Treasury a permanent administrative revolving 
fund of $1,000,000 for the Railroad Retirement Board; provides a classified civil-service status for 
employees of the Board; and authorizes compensatory time to Board employees for overtime. 


. 9707. Mr. Murdock of Arizona; May 8, 1940 (Indian Affairs). 
The title and interest of the Indians in lands within the Fort Mohave and Chemehuevi Reservations, 
are granted to the United States for use in the Parker Dam project. 


. 9708. Mr. Dempsey; May 8, 1940 (Judiciary). 

Provides for judicial review, by a circuit court of appeals, of any order of the Secretary of the Interior 
relating to the disposition of any part of the public domain and involving proprietary rights adverse to 
those of the party aggrieved; appeal may be had to the Supreme Court. 


9709. Mr. Jones of Texas; May 8, 1940 (Agriculture). 

Amends the Agricultural Adjustment Act of 1938 with respect to cotton as follows: Increases from 3 
percent to 10 percent the amount of the allotment which the Secretary may apportion among the farms 
on the basis of fairness and equity (the basic apportionment of 5 acres or less shall be made first, the ap- 
portionment of 90 percent of the remainder next, and the apportionment of 10 percent of the Secretary 
last); extends the time within which refund of wrongfully collected penalties (on the sale of wheat, cotton, 
or rice) may be claimed, from 1 to 2 years; and provides that a person who has earned an agricultural 
adjustment or conservation payment, which was made to another, shall be entitled thereto notwith- 
standing he did not apply during the proper period. 

Redefines “‘normal yield” for wheat or cotton with respect to counties, to exclude the provisions for 
wheat [amending U. S. C., Sup. V, 7: 1301 (b) (13) (B), 1372 (c)]. 
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. 9718. Mr. Bland; May 9, 1940 (Public Lands). 
Authorizes $1,500,000 to enable the Secretary of the Interior to acquire lands along the Atlantic ocean 
eo of the Rehoboth-Assateague National Seashore in the States of Delaware, Maryland, 
and Virginia. 


. 9719. Mr. Dirksen; May 9, 1940 (District of Columbia). 
Prohibits the sale within the District of Columbia of any convict-made goods and the purchase by the 
District Government of such goods. 


. 9720. Mr. DeRouen; May 9, 1940 (Public Lands). 
Establishes the Tensas Swamp National Park in Madison Parish, Louisiana, to consist of not exceeding 
60,000 acres. 


. 9721. Mr. Kirwan; May 9, 1940 (Rivers and Harbors). 
Creates a Beaver-Mahoning Rivers Authority with power to issue $50,000,000 in 100-year first-mortgage 
bonds at 3% poveene interest, for the financing of a navigable toll canal from Beaver, Pa., to Struthers, 
Ohio. At debt maturity the project shall become toll free. 


. 9722. Mr. Randolph; May 9, 1940 (District of Columbia). 
Fire and Casualty Act—Regulates the business of fire, marine, and casualty insurance companies in the 
District of Columbia; requiring certificates of authority; providing receivership proceedings; authorizing 
examinations and limitation of risk; and licensing brokers and agents, etc. 


. 9733. Mr. Harrington; May 10, 1940 (Ways and Means). 
Provides that no tax shall be imposed upon spirits stolen from common or contract motor carriers [amend- 
ing U. 8S. C., Sup. V, 26: 2901 (ce)]. 


. 9735. Mr. Ramspeck; May 10, 1940 (Civil Service). 
Provides for the incorporation of the Association of Government Employees to encourage and promote 
the highest standards of service among officers and employees of the United States. 


. 9736. Mr. Sumners of Texas; May 10, 1940 (Judiciary). 

Repeals requirement that State Legislatures must consent before land may be purchased by the United 
States; allows the acceptance of low-value lands with infirmities of title, to be removed by condemnation, 
but places a limitation upon the construction of buildings on such lands; and authorizes the Attorney 
General to approve title to easements or rights-of-way acquired by the United States. 


. 9737. Mr. Gross; May 10, 1940 (Public Lands). 
Directs the Secretary of Interior to acquire two tracts of land consisting of 19 acres to be added to 
Gettysburg National Military Park. ~ 


. 9744. Mr. Bulwinkle; May 13, 1940 (Foreign Affairs). 

Amends the Johnson Act of 1934 and the Neutrality Act of 1939 by providing that they shall not 
prohibit the extension of credit to foreign governments, etc., with respect to the sale of articles other than 
arms, ammunition, and implements of war listed in the President’s proclamations under § 12 (i) of the 
Neutrality Act [amending U. 8. C., Sup. V, 22: 245j-6, 31: 804a). 


. 9746. Mr. Maas; May 13, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 
Retired pay of Navy and Marine Corps officers upon completion of recall to active duty shall be in- 
creased at the rate of 2% percent multiplied by the number of years of additional service. 


. 9747. Mrs. Norton; May 13, 1940 (Labor). 
Amends the term of enrollment with respect to the Civilian Conservation Corps to exempt Indians 
from the provisions limiting the total term to 2 years [amending U. S. C., Sup. V, 16: 584g]. 


. 9749. Mr. Sasscer; May 13, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 
Consolidates the master-at-arms force and the guard (watchmen) force at the Naval Academy into a 
force to be known as the “United States Naval Academy Police;” pay shall be at the rates provided for 
United States Park Police. 


. 9750. Mr. Voorhis of California; May 13, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 

Investment Loan Act of 1939—Directs the Secretary of the Treasury to make available $3,000,000,000 
by transfer of $1,500,000,000 from the stabilization fund under the Gold Reserve Act of 1934 and the 
issue of $1,500,000,000 in silver certificates under the Silver Purchase Act of 1934. Such sum shall be 
allocated as follows: $1,000,000,000 to the Federal Housing Administrator for housing loans (limited to 
$2,000 per family unit and not to exceed 45 percent of the cost of the property, to bear interest at 1 percent 
per annum); $1,000,000,000 to the Commissioner of Public Works for loans to public bodies, ete., for 
public works (limited to a period of 50 years or the anticipated period of usefulness of the project which- 
ever is less, to bear interest at 1 percent per annum); and $1,000,000,000 to the Secretary of Agriculture 
to make loans to farmers (i. e., $400,000,000 for construction and renovation of farm buildings, machinery, 
etc., $500,000,000 for the acquisition of farms under the Bankhead-Jones Farm Tenant Act [U. 8. C. 7: 
1000-1006}, and $100,000,000 to provide capital for settlers on public lands under Federal reclamation 
projects [Act of December 5, 1924, 43 Stat. 702). 

Continues permanently the Public Works Administration in the Federal Works Agency. 

Amends the Banking Act of 1935 by removing the maximum limit of reserves which the Federal Reserve 
Board may require the member banks, etc., to carry and by providing that when a member bank is in 
need of reserves as a result of an increase in the amount required by the Board, the Board may direct the 
district Reserve bank to discount or purchase the assets of such bank in order to increase its reserves. 
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Provides that when full employment has been attained and an actual general shortage of labor is 
imminent, the President may increase to not more than 2 percent per annum the interest rate charged 
for loans under any of the foregoing titles. 


. 9751. Mr. Rankin; May 13, 1940 (Library). 

Creates the U.S. De Soto Exposition Commission to commemorate (1) the four-hundredth anniversary 
of De Soto’s crossing of the Mississippi and visit to the Chickasaw Territory, and (2) the two hundred and 
fifth anniversary of the Battle of Ackia. The Commission is to assume the functions of the Ackia Battle 
Memorial Commission which is abolished. 


. 9762. Mr. Gathings; May 14, 1940 (Ways and Means). 

Amends the provisions of the Social Security Act with respect to old-age assistance by providing for an 
increased Federal contribution, $30 per month instead of one-half the total amount proposed to be ex- 
pended by the State but not exceeding $40 [amending U. S. C., Sup. V, 42: 303). 


. 9763. Mr. Voorhis of California; May 14, 1940 (Library). 

Establishes a Youth Reference Service in the Library of Congress to furnish bibliographical, research, 
and reference assistance with respect to the needs, problems, interests, activities, and attitudes of young 
people. 


. 9764. Mr. Whittington; May 14, 1940 (Agriculture). 

Amends the act of August 24, 1935 (which provides for an appropriation equal to 30 percent of the an- 
nual gross customs receipts to be used by the Secretary of Agriculture to encourage exportation, and do- 
mestic consumption of agricultural commodities, and to make adjustment in the quantity of agricultural 
commodities planted or produced for market) by making all of the annual gross customs receipts available 
to the Secretary to make payments to the Commodity Credit Corporation for the reduction or partial 
cancelation of loans made by it on agricultural commodities to an amount equal to the average world 
market price thereof during the previous 6 months plus 5 percent, and to make payments to exporters of 
such commodities at a rate per equivalent unit equal to the average reduction in loans [amending 49 
Stat. 774]. 


. 9765. Mr. Wallgren; May 14, 1940 (Ways and Means). 

Directs the Tariff Commission to investigate annually the quantities of red-cedar shingles shipped by 
United States producers and those imported for consumption during the 3 preceding years. If the Com- 
mission finds that in any year after 1938 the quantity of imported shingles was in excess of 30 percent of the 
combined total for such year of the quantities ascertained in the investigation it shall so report to the 
President. If the President approves the report he shall so proclaim, and thereafter as long as any trade 
agreement under § 350 of the Tariff Act of 1930 is effective, there shall be a duty of 25 cents per square 
upon such 30 percent excess. 


. 9772. Mr. Engel; May 15, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 
Authorizes the transfer to the State of Michigan, for public-park purposes, the lighthouse reservation 
at Old Mission Point, which is now surplus Federal property. 


. 9773. Mr. Keogh; May 15, 1940 (Revision of Laws). 
Repeals numerous obsolete sections and parts of sections of the Revised Statutes and Statutes at Large. 


. 9774. Mr. Poage; May 15, 1940 (Immigration and Naturalization). 
Any alien admitting in writing that he has engaged in, or attempted to engage in, espionage or sabotage 
for a foreign government since entry, or upon being convicted of a felony, shall be promptly deported. 


. 9775. Mr. Spence; May 15, 1940 (Rivers and Harbors). 

Grants consent of Congress to an interstate compact between Illinois, Indiana, Kentucky, New York, 
Ohio, Pennsylvania, Tennessee, and West Virginia to control and to reduce pollution in the Ohio River 
drainage basin. 


. 9777. Mr. Voorhis of California; May 15, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 

Tuberculosis Act of 1940—Authorizes an appropriation of $25,000,000 for 1941, $50,000,000 for 1942, 
and $100,000,000 annually for 10 years thereafter. The Surgeon General in consultation with the National 
Tuberculosis Council and with the approval of the Federal Security Administrator may make loans 
(payable within 50 years at 2 percent interest) to States for the erection and for 4 years’ maintenance of 
tuberculosis hospitals. 

Establishes a National Tuberculosis Center within the National Institute of Health composed of a 
director and 15 Public-Health Officers for the purpose of tuberculosis eradication, and a National Advisory 
Tuberculosis Council of 6 members and the Surgeon General to advise the Surgeon General in reviewing 
applications, formulating rules, and carrying out the provisions of the act. 

Authorizes an appropriation of $3,000,000 for 1941, $5,000,000 for 1942, and $10,000,000 annually for 
10 years thereafter, to the Surgeon General for grants-in-aid to States with plans approved by him for the 
control of tuberculosis. 


. 9778. Mr. Voorhis of California (by request); May 15, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Exempts benefits administered by the Veterans’ Administration, or property purchased out of such 
payments, from attachment, levy, or seizure, for payment of claims of the United States. Prohibits 
information in a veteran’s file being received in evidence in any suit for insurance between a veteran and 
any commercial insurance company; prohibits the placing of evidence on record until the Veterans’ 
Administration has determined the correctness of the same, 
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. 9786. Mr. Randolph; May 15, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 

The Civil Aeronautics Authority is authorized to issue to student-pilots or private-pilots two aviation- 
training certificates, each of which shall be redeemed by the United Btates by the payment of $50 to the 
holders. The certificates of student-pilots shall be redeemed upon completion of a solo flight and 10 
hours of solo flight time, and the certificates of private-pilots shall be redeemed upon completion of 
10 hours and 20 hours of solo flight time. 


. 9787. Mr. Celler; May 16, 1940 (Judiciary). 
Limits the subsistence allowances for Judges of the Claims, Customs and Patent Appeals, and Customs 
Courts to $10 per day, and for commissioners, counsel, and stenographers of such courts to $5 per day. 


. 9788. Mr. Keogh; May 16, 1940 (Revision of Laws). 
Repeals certain obsolete or superseded sections or parts of sections of the Revised Statutes of the 
District of Columbia, the Statutes at Large, etc. 


. 9789. Mr. May; May 16, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Authorizes $726,000,000 for the national defense. 


. 9790. Mr. Smith of Washington; May 16, 1940 (Ways and Means). 

Directs the Tariff Commission to investigate annually the quantities of red-cedar shingles shipped 
by United States producers and those imported for consumption during the 3 preceding years. ti the 
Commission finds that in any year after 1938 the quantity of imported shingles was in excess of 30 per- 
cent of the combined total for such year of the quantities ascertained in the investigation it shall so report 
to the President. If the President approves the reports he shall so proclaim, and thereafter as long as 
any trade agreement under § 350 of the Tariff Act of 1930 is effective, there shall be a duty of 25 cents 
per square upon such 30-percent excess. 


. 9791. Mr. McGehee; May 16, 1940 (District of Columbia). 

Amends the District of Columbia Unemployment Compensation Act mainly as follows; reduces the 
employer’s pay-roll tax from 3 to 2.7 percent and applies it to the first $3,000 only; fixes weekly benefits 
at $6 for those who earn from $37.50 to $138 in the highest quarter of the base period to $18 for those 
who earn $391.01 or more; and permits benefits for as long as 19 weeks [amending D. C. Code 8: ch. 13]. 


. 9797. Mr. Nichols; May 16, 1940 (District of Columbia). 
Provides for the construction, maintenance, and operation of a national stadium, parade field, and 
swimming pool in the District of Columbia. 


. 9798. Mr. Bland (by request); May 17, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 

Maritime Unemployment Insurance Act—FEstablishes a system of unemployment insurance for the 
maritime industry to be administered by the Railroad Retirement Board. Qualified unemployed mari- 
time workers are to receive benefits for each day of unemployment in excess of 2 for which they register 
at the same employment office during a period of 7 consecutive days. Such benefits are to range from 
$1.25 per day for those whose monthly compensation during the base year was $60 or less to $3.00 for 
those whose monthly compensation was more than $120. Benefits may be paid to an employee for a 
maximum of 80 days during a benefit year. Employer contributions are to equal 6 percent of their 
pay rolls from June 30 to December 31, 1940, and 3 percent thereafter. 


. 9799. Mr. Buck; May 17, 1940 (Agriculture). 
Extends the application of the Agricultural Adjustment Act of 1938 to lettuce and melons by pro- 
viding for quotas, allotments, referenda, etc. [amending U. 8. C., Sup. V, 7: ch. 35). 


. 9800. Mr. Guyer of Kansas; May 17, 1940 (Flood Control). 
Authorizes $1,400,000 to construct a cut-off at the Liberty Bend of the Missouri River, to be a charge 
against the construction cost as now authorized by the Flood Control Act of 1936. 


. 9801. Mr. Izac; May 17, 1940 (Agriculture). 
Extends the application of the Agricultural Adjustment Act of 1938 to lettuce and melons by providing 
for quotas, allotments, referenda, etc. [amending U. 8. C., Sup. V, 7: ch. 35]. 


. 9802. Mr. May; May 17, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Authorizes the Secretary of War to provide necessary construction for the manufacture, maintenance, 
and storage of military equipment, munitions, and supplies, out of moneys appropriated for national 
defense during 1941. Suspends the limitations on (1) expenditures on individual projects, (2) the number 
of flying cadets, (3) the number of Reserve Air Corps officers ordered to extended active duty, (4) the 
number of serviceable airplanes, airships, and balloons which may be equipped and maintained, (5) civil- 
service requirements of the War Department, and (6) the strength of any particular branch of the Army. 


. 9803. Mr. Randolph; May 17, 1940 (Judiciary). ; , 

Provides that Federal or District Government employees called upon to serve as witnesses in court on 
behalf of either Government shall not be paid witness fees, but such service shall be without loss of salary 
or leave. 


. 9804. Mr. Randolph; May 17, 1940 (District of Columbia). 
Specifically provides that the juvenile court’s jurisdiction with respect to compulsory school attendance 
and the employment of minors shall not be limited. 


. 9805. Mr. Smith of Washington; May 17, 1940 (Library). 

Authorizes an appropriation to assist in defraying the expenses of the Columbia River International 
Exposition, during 1942, celebrating the one-hundredth anniversary of the discovery of the Columbia 
River and the completion of the Bonneville and Grand Coulee hydroelectric projects. 
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. 9806. Mr. Keller; May 17, 1940 (Library). 
Permits the Smithsonian Gallery of Art Commission to purchase a model of the winning design for the 
proposed Smithsonian Gallery of Art, and to pay for services rendered by consultants in connection with 
the competition for the design. 


. 9807. Mr. Lea; May 17, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 
Increases from $100,000 to $1,000,000 the aggregate amount of an issue of securities offered to the public, 
which may be exempt from the provisions of the Securities Act of 1933 [amending U. 8. C. 15: 7c. 


. 9818. Mr. Case of South Dakota; May 20, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 
Authorizes the further development of the fish-cultural station at Spearfish, 8. Dak. 


. 9819. Mr. Jones of Texas; May 20, 1940 (Agriculture). 

Amends the Soil Conservation and Domestic Allotment Act and the Agricultural Adjustment Act of 
1938 mainly as follows: To dispense with the redetermination of normal yield per acre for any county, 
in the case of wheat or corn, if the actual average yield for the 10 years preceding does not differ by at 
least 5 percent from the present normal yield base [amending U.S. C., Sup. V, 16: 590 (c) (5); 7: 1301 
(b) (18) (A)]; to exclude, under the A. A. A. of 1938, the ‘‘normal yield provisions” for wheat [amending 
U.S. C., Sup. V, 7: 1301 (b) (13) (B)]; to increase from 3 percent to 10 percent the amount of the cotton 
allotment under the A. A. A. of 1838, which the Secretary of Agriculture may apportion among the farms 
on the basis of fairness and equity [amending U.S. C., Sup. V, 7: 1344 (d) (2)]; to extend from one to 2 
years the time under the A. A. A. of 1938, within w hich refund of w rongfully collected penalties (on the 
sale of wheat, cotton, or rice) may be claimed, {amending U.S. C., Sup. V, 7: 1372 (c)]; to provide that 
if a person entitled to a soil conservation payment, parity payment, etc., dies, disappears, or is succeeded 
by another who completes the required performance, the payment shall be made as the Secretary deems 
fair and reasonable [amending U. 8. C., on. V, 7: 1385]; to direct the Commodity Credit Corporation to 
lend funds to the Secretary of Agriculture for crop insurance premium advances, grants in aid under the 
Soil Conservation and Domestic Allotment Act, and to pay the administrative expenses of county agri- 
cultural associations [amending U. 8. C., Sup. V, 7: 1391]; and to provide that a person who has earned 
an agricultural adjustment or conservation payment, which was made to another, shall be entitled thereto 
notwithstanding he did not apply during the proper period. 


. 9821. Mr. Smith of Washington; May 20, 1940 (Public Buildings and Grounds). 


Directs the Secretary of the Treasury to construct a National Guard armory on a site to be donated in 
Kelso, Wash. 


. 9822. Mr. Vinson of Georgia; May 20, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 

During any national emergency declared by the President, the Secretary of the Navy is authorized (1) 
to make advances to contractors, not exceeding 30 percent of the contract price; (2) to contract for the 
acquisition, construction, etc., of naval vessels or aircraft without competition; (3) to decide as to the cost 
of special additional equipment required to facilitate the completion of any naval vessel or aircraft in 
private plants; (4) to reemploy retired employees of the Navy Department and the Naval Establishment; 
(5) to suspend certain limitations, with respect to naval contracts, which would be prejudicial to national 
defense; (6) to provide a 5-day week of 8 hours per day and 40 hours per week; and (7) to suspend certain 
employees’ vacations, and the civil-service rules in obtaining employees. 


. 9823. Mr. Alexander (by request); May 20, 1940 (World War Veteran’s Legislation). 

Requires the furnishing of sufficient industrial works under civil service rules to veterans (or their 
widows) who are not suffering an occupational disability of 10 percent; the proceeds from such industrial 
work shall be set aside as a contingent fund to compensate all disabled veterans (or their dependents) 
who have a 10 percent or more disability as follows: Single veteran or widow, $80; married veteran, $100; 
with $15 for each additional legal dependent. 


. 9824. Mr. McLeod; May 20, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 
Directs the Secretary of the Treasury to transfer the surplus decommissioned lighthouse tender May- 
flower to the Detroit Naval Post No. 233, Veterans of Foreign Wars. 


. 9825. Mr. May; May 20, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Authorizes the Secretary of War to provide necessary construction for the manufacture, maintenance, 
and storage of military equipment, munitions, and supplies, out of moneys appropriated for national 
defense during 1941. Suspends the limitatious on civil service requirements for the War Department, 
and the strength of any particular branch of the Army. Limits the expenditures on individual projects 
to $1,000,000, the number of fiying cadets enlisted for flying training to 6,000, the number of Reserve Air 
Corps officers ordered to extended active duty to 6,000, and the number of serviceable airplanes, airships, 
and balloons which may be equipped and maintained to 10,000. 


. 9826. Mr. Van Zandt; May 20, 1940 (Post Office and Post Roads). 
Authorizes the Postmaster General to continue, until June 30, 1941, the experimental autogiro shuttle 
air mail service between outlying airports and central city areas. 


. 9827. Mr. Boren; May 20, 1940 (Foreign Commerce). 

Civilian Pilot Training Act of 1940—Increases (1) the laboratory fees for ground-school training from 
$40 to $50 per student, (2) the percentage of noncollege students trained from 5 to 20 percent of the total 
trained, and (3) the authorizations therefor. 


. 9829. Mr. Izac; May 20, 1940 (Agriculture). 

Authorizes $20,000,000 (at $2,000,000 per year) for the purpose of providing the necessary control of 
fire, erosion, and water conservation, by reforestation and protection and improvement of the vegetative 
cover of lands lying within the Angeles, San Bernardino, Los Padres, and Cleveland National Forests, 
and lands adjacent thereto. 
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. 9830. Mr. Mahon; May 20, 1940 (Agriculture). 
Provides that in determining the cotton county acreage allotments to farms under the Agricultural 
Adjustment Act of 1938, nonproducing farms allowed a State acreage allotment under § 1344 (c) (2) shall 
be excluded. The acreage allowed to such farms shall be in addition to the county and State allotments 


and the production of such acreage shall be in addition to the national allotment [amending U. S. C., 
Sup. V, 7: 1344]. 


. 9843. Mr. Jones of Texas; May 21, 1940 (Agriculture). 

Farm Credit Act of 1940—Directs the Federal Farm Mortgage Corporation to surrender to the Land 
Bank Commissioner all farm loan bonds held by the Corporation and to receive in exchange consolidated 
farm loan bonds of an equal face amount, the yield on which shall not exceed one-fourth of 1 percent, the 
yield of similar bonds of the corporation sold on the open market [amending U. 8. C., Sup. V, 12: 1020d). 

Amends the Federal Farm Loan Act to prohibit the land banks from making a charge on farm loans 
greater than the average interest rate borne by all farm loan bonds upon which they were obligated dur- 
ing the preceding quarter [amending U. 8. C. 12: 771). 

Authorizes the Federal Reserve banks to make advances to Federal land banks on the security of 
notes and mortgages given by its borrowers [amending U. 8. C. 12: 348-352]. 


. 9844. Mr. Lea; May 21, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 
Provides for the administration of the Washington National Airport by the Civil Aeronautics Author- 
ity, and empowers the Administrator to lease space appropriate to the operation of the airport. 


. 9847. Mr. Sacks; May 21, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 

Reduces from 5 to 3 percent the interest rate on loans made under § 4 (d) of the Home Owners’ Loan 
Act [U. 8. C. 12: 1663 (d)]; prohibits the taking of personal or deficiency judgments by the corporation 
in foreclosure proceedings (except for actual costs of the proceeding) and abolishes judgments previously 
taken; and provides a 2-year moratorium on foreclosures provided the mortgagor pays interest, taxes, 
and other assessments. 


. 9848. Mr. Vinson of Georgia; May 21, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 

Authorizes (1) the construction and maintenance of 10,000 naval airplanes and 48 nonrigid airships, 
(2) the training of 16,000 naval aviators and enlisted pilots, and (3) the establishment, development, or 
increase of naval aviation facilities to a worth of $124,132,000. 


. 9849. Mr. Voorhis of California; May 21, 1940 (Judiciary). 

Requires all organizations (i. e., groups, clubs, leagues, societies, committees, associations, political 
parties, or combinations of individuals) subject to foreign control and engaged in political or civilian 
military activity, or the purpose of which is to overthrow the Government, etc., to register with the Sec- 
retary of State. 


. 9850. Mr. May; May 21, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Authorizes the Secretary of War to provide construction, etc., out of moneys appropriated for national 


defense during 1941, for the manufacture, maintenance, and storage of military equipment, munitions, 
and supplies. Suspends the limitations on (a) expenditures on individual projects, (b) the number of 
serviceable airplanes, airships, and balloons which may be equipped and maintained, (c) the civil-service 
requirements for the War Department, and (d) the strength of any particular branch of the Army. Limits 
the number of flying cadets enlisted for flying training to 8,500, and the number of Reserve Air Corps 
officers ordered to extended active duty to 6,000. Authorizes the President to use $132,000,000 for emer- 
gencies affecting the national security and defense. 


. 9851. Mr. Romjue; May 21, 1940 (Post Office and Post Roads). 

When required by the Postmaster General, any air carrier engaged in the transportation of mail in 
Alaska shall, in addition to air mail on which postage shall have been paid, transport other classes of 
mail bearing the appropriate postage for its respective class. 


. 9856. Mr. Culkin; May 22, 1940 (Rivers and Harbors). 


Authorizes the prosecution of navigation improvement in Cape Vincent Harbor, N. Y., in accordance 
with H. Doc. No. 363, 76th Cong. 


. 9857. Mr. Gregory; May 22, 1940 (Post Office and Post Roads). 
Changes the titles of ‘‘watchmen’”’ to “guard” and “‘laborer’” to “mail handler” in the Postal Service. 


. 9858. Mr. Dies; May 22, 1940 (Immigration and Naturalization). 

Prohibits ($10,000 fine, or 5 years’ imprisonment, or both) the entry or admittance into the United 
States of any alien who is a Nazi, a Fascist,or a Communist, or is associated with any such organization. 
Limits quota immigration to one-third of the present quota, with a minimum quota of 100. Prohibits 
the entry of nonquota immigrants born in contiguous countries, and sets up for them a quota. Finger- 
prints all aliens in transit through the United States. Provides for deporting aliens who become Nazi, 
Fascist, Communists, or undesirable for criminal or other corrupt reasons. Creates a Board of Deporta- 
tion Appeals consisting of three members. 


. 9859. Mr. Jones of Texas; May 22, 1940 (Agriculture). 

Places a statute of limitations of 6 years from the date of the last payment on loans to farmers under 
the Farm Credit Administration Act of January 29, 1937 [50 Stat. 5], and prior and subsequent Acts of 
the same character. 


. 9860. Mr. Randolph; May 22, 1940 (District of Columbia). 

District of Columbia Installment Contract Act—Regulates the making of chattel mortgages securing 
loans, conditional sales contracts, lease-purchase agreements, etc., in the District by requiring the inclu- 
sion of certain specific terms therein, limiting insurance charges, and prescribing the procedure upon 
default and repossession, etc. 
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. 9862. Mr. Harrington; May 22, 1940 (Expenditures in the Executive Departments). 

All purchases of supplies or services for the United States, any Government-owned corporation, or the 
District of Columbia (now limited to departments of the Government and purchases of Indian sup- 
plies) shall be made by advertising for proposals, except articles usually bought and sold, when the amount 
does not exceed $100, as well as, when required by the public exigency. Any procurement otherwise 
authorized shall be made in pursuance of a specific written advance authorization when the amount in- 
volved is in excess of $500. 


. 9863. Mr. Snyder; May 22, 1940 (Immigration and Naturalization). 

Directs the Attorney General to establish such number of observation posts as may be necessary to 
have the entire length of the Mexican border within clear view by day and by night to prevent illegal 
entry of aliens from Mexico by land or airplane. 


. 9864. Mr. McLaughlin; May 22, 1940 (Judiciary). 

Amends the Bankruptcy Act with respect to arrangements, corporate reorganizations, etc., by limiting 
the decrease in the basis of any particular property (other than money) for income tax adjustment pur- 
poses, to the fair market value of the property [amending U. 8. C., Sup. V, 11: 670, 796, 922]. 

Redefines “‘debtor”’ with respect to arrangements by excluding from such definition all corporations, 
any class of whose securities are owned by 100 or more persons [U. 8. C., Sup. V, 11: 706]. 


. 9873. Mr. Flaherty; May 23, 1940 (Rivers and Harbors). 
Directs the Secretary of War to construct a seaplane channel in Boston Harbor in accordance with 
H. Doc. No. 362, 76th Cong. 


. 9874. Mr. Sumners of Texas; May 23, 1940 (Judiciary). 

Extends the prohibitions of the Criminal Code against setting fire to timber, etc., on the public domain 
to timber, etc., on Indian lands or in national parks or forests and increases the imprisonment therefor 
from 2 to 5 years and extends the prohibitions against failure to extinguish fires, etc. to national parks 
and forests [amending U. 8. C. 18: 106, 107). 


. 9875. Mr. Shafer of Michigan; May 23, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Provides that payments made to States or Territories to aid in the maintenance of disabled veterans 
in State or Territorial homes shall be used solely for such purpose. 


. 9876. Mr. Kennedy of Maryland; May 23, 1940 (District of Columbia). 

Regulates motor vehicle liens in the District of Columbia by prescribing a new method of procedure 
for recording, releasing, and entering liens upon certificates of title through the offices of the Director of 
Vehicles and Traffic and the Recorder of Deeds and provides an order of priorities, etc. 


. 9877. Mr. Scrugham; May 23, 1940 (Irrigation and Reclamation). 

Boulder Canyon Project Adjustment Act—Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to charge for 
electrical energy generated at Boulder Dam in order to meet the cost of operation, maintenance, and 
replacements of the project during the period June 1, 1937, and May 1, 1987, and to repay construction 
cost with interest to the Treasury. 


. 9881. Mr. Hawks; May 24, 1940 (Judiciary). 
Prohibits aliens residing in the United States or its Territories from bearing, owning, leasing, conceal- 
ing, buying, or selling arms, ammunition, implements of war, etc. 


. 9882. Mr. Keogh; May 24, 1940 (Revision of Laws). 
Repeals numerous obsolete sections and parts of sections of the Revised Statutes and Statutes at Large. 


. 9883. Mr. Healey; May 24, 1940 (Agriculture). 

Requirement of disinfection as a condition of entry of cotton and cotton wrappings into the United 
States, other than via ports of entry on the Mexican or Canadian border, must be complied with before 
transportation over any railway or highway of the United States outside of the port of entry, but trans- 
portation shall be allowed of such material prior to disinfection from one port where the disinfection 
requirements can be met to another port for disinfection if such transportation between ports is by water 
carrier. 


. 9884. Mr. Randolph; May 24, 1940 (Labor). 
Provides that Civilian Conservation Corps enrollees shall receive instruction in military tactics and 
drill for eight hours during each week [amending 50 Stat. 319]. 


. 9885. Mr. Johnson of Oklahoma; May 24, 1940 (Labor). 
Authorizes Civilian Conservation Corps enrollees to receive instruction in military tactics and drill for 
not more than 6 hours each week [amending 50 Stat. 319]. 


. 9886. Mr. Patman; May 24, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 
Amends the Federal Credit Union Act to authorize an increase in the maximum amount of an unse- 
cured loan from $50 to $100 [amending 48 Stat. 1216]. 


. 9887. Mr. Rogers of Oklahoma (by departmental request); May 24, 1940 (Indian Affairs). 

When the holder of an Indian allotment of lands, or Indian homestead allotment on the public domain, 
dies intestate without heirs, the lands and profits therefrom may escheat to the tribe owning the land at 
the time of allotment or to the United States, or be held in trust for such Indians as the Secretary of the 
Interior may designate. 
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. 9888. Mr. Lea; May 24, 1940 (Interstute and Foreign Commerce). 
Amends the Motor Carrier Act of 1935 to extend to freight forwarders the application of its provisions 
with respect to rates, tariffs, bills of lading, unlawful operation, etc. [amending U.S. C., Sup. V, 49: ch. 8}. 


. 9889. Mr. Whelchel; May 24, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 
Authorizes the appropiration of $100,000 to construct a ‘‘Crawford W. Long Memorial Hospital” at 
Jefferson, Georgia, as a memorial to the first physician to perform an operation by the use of ether. 


. 9890. Mr. Mott; May 24, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 
Authorizes the Secretary of the Treasury to construct a Coast Guard air station in the vicinity of 
Astoria, Oreg. 


. 9891. Mr. Randolph; May 24, 1940 (Education). 

Authorizes $15,000,000 for 4 years to assist the States, ete., in the development of programs for adult 
civic education, removal of illiteracy, naturalization education, and public affairs forums. Federal funds 
shall be matched with 25 percent of State funds. 


. 9892. Mr. Connery; May 24, 1940 (Patents). 
Patents, owned or controlled by aliens, the products of which are not commercially available shall be 
open to the free use of the Army and Navy, etc. 


. 9896. Mr. May; May 27, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Authorizes $15,000,000 for the construction, rehabilitation, and installation of utilities and buildings 
at certain military posts. 


. 9897. Mr. May; May 27, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Authorizes $3,500,000 for the acquisition of additional land for the establishment, enlargement, and 
essential improvement of certain military reservations, posts, and facilities. 


. 9898. Mr. May; May 27, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Provides that 90 percent of the Air Corps officers and all commanders of flying units shall be qualified 
as pilots of service types of aircraft. Authorizes officers detailed for training and duty as aircraft observers 
to be designated as flying officers for pay purposes. 


. 9899. Mr. Lea; May 27, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 
Extends the jurisdiction of the Civil Aeronautics Authority over autogiro shuttle air-mail services; 
repeals the provision which authorizes the Postmaster General to provide such service. 


. 9900. Mr. Maas; May 27, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 

Abolishes the Naval Academy as an institution for the training of midshipmen. Provides for the 
commissioning of officers of the Navy and Marine Corps from among the graduates of Naval R. O. T. C. 
schools. Such appointments shall be on a competitive basis (including scholastic standing, adaptability, 
and aptitude for the naval service), and allocated to the States in portion to enrollment. Provides for 
increasing the number and size of Naval R. O. T. C. units. 


. 9902. Mr. Smith of Washington; May 27, 1940 (Public Buildings and Grounds). 
Authorizes $100,000 for the construction of a National Guard Armory at Longview, Washington. 


. 9903. Mr. Snyder; May 27, 1940 (Immigration and Naturalization). 

Directs the Secretary of War to establish such number of observation posts as may be necessary to have 
the entire length of the Mexican border within clear view by day and by night to prevent illegal entry 
of aliens from Mexico by land or airplane. 


. 9904. Mr. Vincent of Kentucky; May 27, 1940 (Public Lands). 
Authorizes the Secretary of Interior to accept donations of land for the purpose of developing an 
entrance road to the Mammoth Cave National Park. 


. 9905. Mr. O’Leary; May 27, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 

Provides emergency maintenance for essential vessels affected by the Neutrality Act of 1939 by au- 
thorizing lay-up of such vessels, postponement of the maturity date of installments on account of the 
principal obligations to the United States, extension of the 20-year life limitation, the temporary employ- 
ment of such vessels in lieu of lay-up, etc. Defines such vessels as those which are security for mortgage 
indebtedness to the United States, those constructed under the Merchant Marine Act, 1936, or under 
contract with the Maritime Commission to operate on essential foreign trade routes or those that are 
necessary for prompt use in the interest of commerce or the national defense. 


. 9906. Mr. Hoffman; May 27, 1940 (Ways and Means). 

Terminates the power of the President and the Secretary of the Treasury under the Silver Purchase Act 
of 1934, to acquire foreign silver. All crders, rules, etc., with respest to foreign silver pursuant to such 
power are also terminated. 

Section 1805 of the I. R. C., relating to the tax on transfers of any interest in silver bullion, is repealed. 


. 9907. Mr. Nichols; May 27, 1940 (District of Columbia). 

Regulates motor vehicle liens in the District of Columbia by prescribing a new method of procedure for 
recording, releasing, and entering liens upon certificates of title through the offices of the Director of Ve- 
hicles and Traffic and the Recorder of Deeds and provides an order of priorities, etc. 
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. 9908. Mr. Patrick; May 27, 1940 (Public Lands). 

Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to sell certain lands in Florida which were originally erroneously 
meandered and shown as water-covered areas upon the official plot of the original survey. Citizens or 
owners who have improved the land shall have a preferred right of purchase, with reservation to the 
United States of minerals. 


. 9909. Mr. Vincent of Kentucky; May 27, 1940 (Ways and Means). 

Authorizes the Commissioner of Internal Revenue to redeem strip or case stamps (for distilled spirits) 
by exchange or refund, in amounts of $5 or more [amending I. R. C. § 2803 (c), which now authorizes (a) 
exchange only in case of spoilage by fire or water, or by erroneous overprinting or cutting, and (b) refund, 
only in case stamps are useless because owner has discontinued business and adding § (e) to I. R. C. 2903]. 


. 9910. Mr. Voorhis of California; May 27, 1940 (Agriculture). 

Directs the Secretary of Agriculture to undertake a comprehensive supplementary program of useful 
projects for the conservation of soil, water, and forest resources, designed to give employment to un- 
employed persons in rural areas, villages, and towns. Appropriates $42,500,000 for the fiscal year 1941 
to meet the needs now definitely established and the projects that can be immediately organized. Directs 
the Secretary to report to Congress by January 31, 1941, as to the annual sums necessary to carry out the 
purposes of this act and authorizes the appropriation from time to time of such sums as Congress may 
deem necessary. 


. 9916. Mr. Rankin; May 28, 1940 (Rivers and Harbors). 
Autkorizes the construction of a waterway connecting the Tombigbee and Tennessee Rivers in ac- 


cordance with H. Doc. No. 269, 76th Cong., Ist sess. 


. 9917. Mr. Sasscer; May 28, 1940 (Judiciary). 

Exempts from the provisions of the Hatch Act all Federal employees residing in incorporated cities, 
town, or villages located more than 50 miles from the District of Columbia line, who hold or who are 
candidates for any office under such cities, etc., the compensation of which does not exceed $600 per annum 
{amending U. S. C., Sup. V, 18: 61h). 


. 9918. Mr. Bland; May 28, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 

Requires all officers, pilots and crews of (except for certain public and small craft) vessels documented 
under the laws of, or owned in the United States to be native-born or completely naturalized citizens; 
provided however that if qualified citizens are not available the Secretary of Commerce may permit 10 
percent of the crew to be declarants or persons admitted for permanent residence in the United States. 
On passenger vessels granted a construction or operation subsidy under the Merchant Marine Act of 1936, 
authorized noncitizen crew members may be employed only in the stewards’ department. 


. 9919. Mr. Burch; May 28, 1940 (Post Office and Post Roads). 

Any substitute postal employee required to report and to remain available for assignment to duty shall 
receive compensation for 2 hours for each day such employee so reports. Provides an 8-hour day for 
substitutes not extending over a period of 12 hours. Upon completion of 2,448 hours of service the 
compensation of such substitute shall be increased to the rate received by regular employees of the first 
grade. Appointees to regular positions shall receive 1 year’s credit for each 2,448 hours’ substitute 
service. 


. 9921. Mr. Leavy; May 28, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 
Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to maintain and operate the fish hatcheries built or to be built 
at the Grand Coulee Dam project or to contract therefor with State or other Federal agencies. 


. 9922. Mr. Smith of Washington; May 28, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Authorizes $2,500,000 for an Air Corps base and target range at Vancouver, Wash. 


. 9923. Mr. Burch; May 28, 1940 (Post Office and Post Roads). 
Places postmasters at fourth-class post offices on an annual-salary basis of from $72 to $1,100 based on 
gross postal receipts of less than $50 to less than $1,500. Provides allowances for rent, fuel, light, and 


equipment. 


. 9924. Mr. Flannery; May 28, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 
Extends the jurisdiction of the Civil Aeronautics Authority over autogiro shuttle air-mail services. 


. 9925. Mr. Mansfield; May 28, 1940 (Rivers and Harbors). 
Authorizes the prosecution of 19 specifically named river and harbor improvement projects in accordance 
with enumerated House Documents and reports on file in the Office of the Chief of Engineers. 


. 9926. Mr. Cooley; May 28, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 
Increases the aggregate amount of obligations which the Commodity Credit Corporation may incur 


from $900,000,000 to $1,400,000,000 [amending 53 Stat. 510). 


. 9928. Mr. Lanham; May 28, 1940 (Patents). 
The power of the Commissioner to withhold the publication of an invention affecting the national 


defense or safety during wartime is extended to permit such withholding at any time. 
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H. R. 9929. Mr. Brooks; May 28, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Authorizes a separate commission tor the Army Air Corps for the purpose of inducting on a commis- 
sioned status Reserve officers who are serving on extended active duty with the Air Corps, who are not 
eligible through age or physical waiver for a Regular commission, and who are graduates of the Air Corps 
Training Center. Such commission to comprise the grades of junior flight, flight, and senior flight officers, 
with the pay and allowances of second lieutenant, first lieutenant, and captain, Air Corps, respectively; 
but senior flight officers after 17 years’ service will receive the pay privileges of a major, Air Corps. All 
flight officers are given constructive credit toward retirement for all service in the Air Corps after gradua- 
tion from the Air Corps Training Center, and may be retired when they can no longer be reasonably 
expected to pass the physical examination for flight duty. 


. 9930. Mr. Steagall; May 28, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 
Provides that all land and buildings in the District of Columbia owned by the Home Owners’ Loan Cor- 
poration and used principally as an office building of the Corporation shall be exempt from any and all 
taxation heretofore and hereafter imposed [amending U. 8. C., Sup. V, 12: 1463 (c)]. 


. 9931. Mr. Steagall; May 28, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 
Increases the aggregate amount of obligations which the Commodity Credit Corporation may incur 
from $900,000,000 to $1,400,000,000 [amending 53 Stat. 510]. 


. 9944. Mr. Anderson of Missouri; May 29, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Establishes a National Home Defense Force as auxiliary troops for the national defense, composed of 
war veterans, C. C. C. enrollees, and male civilians between 17 and 21, and over 36. The force shall 
receive instruction in military tactics, etc., and be utilized in the construction, repair, and maintenance of 
buildings, fortifications, and equipment and perform other duties at military posts, etc. Enlistments shall 
be for 2 years, and allotments of pay to dependents shall be required. Insofar as practicable, veterans 
shall be instructors. 


. 9946. Mr. Creal; May 29, 1940 (Post Office and Post Roads). 
Notwithstanding any other law, all incumbent postmasters within military reservations, whose 4-year 
term has expired, are eligible for noncompetitive examinations and may be reappointed. 


. 9947. Mr. Keogh; May 29, 1940 (Revision of the Laws). 
Repeals numerous obsolete sections and parts of sections of the Revised Statutes and Statutes at Large. 


. 9948. Mrs. Clara G. McMillan; May 29, 1940 (Ways and Means). 
Requires every individual in making an income tax return to indicate under oath the location of his 
domicile and place of residence [amending I. R. C. 51 (a)]. 


. 9949. Mr. Smith of Washington; May 29, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 
Authorizes an appropriation of $1,000,000 for the establishment of a destroyer, submarine, seaplane, 
and airplane naval air base at Grays Harbor, Wash. 


. 9950. Mr. Smith of Washington; May 29, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 
Authorizes an appropriation of $1,000,000 for the establishment of a destroyer, submarine, seaplane, 
and airplane naval air base at Willapa Harbor, Wash. 


. 9951. Mr. Edelstein; May 29, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 

Interstate Motor Transportation Workers’ Compensation Act—establishes, under the administration 
of the United States Employees’ Compensation Commission, a system of workmens’ compensation for 
employees of interstate motor carriers. Compensation for disability shall not exceed $35 nor be less than 
$8 per week. Permanent or temporary total disability shall entitle the employee to 663% percent of 
his average weekly wages during the continuance thereof. Partial disability shall be compensated for 
according to the degree of the disability. Vocational rehabilitation and the payment of death benefits 
shall be provided, but limits the total compensation under the act for injury or death to $7,500 or less. 


. 9953. Mr. Celler; May 29, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

All available medical records pertaining to a veteran shall be made a part of the Veterans’ Administra- 
tion case file, and in determining service connection, consideration shall be given to place and type of 
service, medical records, and sworn testimony. Combat with the enemy or within the zone of advance 
shall be considered to have caused disability or aggravated disabilities by military service. 


. 9954. Mr. Celler; May 29, 1940 (Judiciary). 
Eliminates the power of the court to designate the types of institutions in which prisoners may be 
confined and provides that a term of 1 year or less shall not be served in a penitentiary except with the 
defendant’s consent [amending U. 8. C. 18: 753f]. 


. 9955. Mr. Lea; May 29, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 

Any individual engaged, by a carrier, in the mining of coal, the preparation of coal, the handling (other 
than movement by rail with standard railroad locomotives) of coal not beyond the mine tipple, or the 
loading of coal at the tipple shall receive the benefits of the Social Security Act (Title VIII) and Federal 
Insurance Contributions Act instead of the benefits of the Railroad Retirement and Railroad Unemploy- 
ment Insurance Acts. 


. 9956. Mr. Rogers of Oklahoma; May 29, 1940 (Ways and Means). 
Provides life pensions of $50 per month for all United States citizens who voluntarily withdraw from 
the field of competitive earnings if they are 50 or more years of age, have been citizens for 20 consecutive 
years, and do not receive income from other sources exceeding $1,200 per year. 
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H. R. 9957. Mr. Cooley; May 29, 1940 (Agriculture). 

Provides a procedure whereby the Commodity Credit Corporation will ultimately be required in recon- 
centrating cotton, to distribute such cotton between warehouses at ports and those not at ports so that 
the ratio of the amou nt stored at warehouses not at ports to the amount processed in the State during the 
period from August 1, 1938 to July 3, 1939, substantially equals the ratio of the amounts stored at ports 
to the amount expo rted. 

Requires that in storing cotton in warehouses not at ports, cotton shall be stored first in counties in 
which the highest loan rate applicable in the State on the latest cotton loan of the Corporation applied. 

Storage rates for eligible warehouses shall not exceed 12% cents a bale per month for compressed cotton 
and 15 cents a bale for uncompressed and a receiving charge not to exceed 20 cents per bale. 


. 9958. Mr. Steagall; May 29, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 

Authorizes the Reconstruction Finance Corporation to purchase at par any part of the stock of any 
Federal home-loan bank owned by the United States [amending U. 8. C., Sup. V, 12: 51d). 

Permits the R. F. C. to retire partially its capital stock and to pay dividends from earnings without 
decreasing its aggregate outstanding obligations. The purchase of Federal home-loan bank stock, and 
the retirement of capital stock, etc., shall not exceed an aggregate amount of $300,000,000. Increases 
from $350,000,000 to $500,000,000 the total amount of loans, etc., to railroads which the R. F. C. may 
have outstanding at any one time and extends the functions of the corporation from January 31, 1945 to 
January 31, 1955 [amending U. S. C., Sup. V, 16: 602, 605, 605m]. 

Directs the Federal Farm Mortgage Corporation to repay to the Treasury all amounts in excess of 
$100,000,000 subscribed for its capital stock, such repaid amounts to be available when subscriptions to 
its capital are necessary [amending U. 8. C. 12: 1020b]. 

Authorizes the R. F. C. to create corporations to assist in the national defense program and to make 
loans to corporations for acquiring strategic and critical materials, for plant construction and expansion, 
for working capital, etc. [amending U. 8. C., Sup. V, 15: 606b]. 


. 9959. Mr. Vincent of Kentucky; May 29, 1940 (Public Lands). 
Authorizes $250,000 to enable the Secretary of the Interior to acquire lands, etc., for the completion 
of the Mammoth Cave National Park, Kentucky. 


. 9964. Mr. Bradley of Michigan; May 30, 1940 (Ways and Means). 
Excerpts from the definition of emplyees for the purposes of the Social Security Act, officers of corpora- 
tions who receive no compensation for services rendered. 


. 9965. Mr. Fernandez; May 30, 1940 (Public Lands). 
. Provides for the acquisition of land for cemetery purposes adjoining the Chalmette National Historical 
ark. 


. 9966. Mr. Doughton; May 30, 1940 (Ways and Means). 

Revenue Act of 1940—Increases for the next 5 years by one-tenth the taxes on incomes, personal 
holding companies, excess profits, capital stock, estates, gifts, etc.; provides for a super-tax rate of various 
amounts on certain specifically enumerated articles such as box seats, safe-deposit boxes, matches, etc.; 
imposes a one-sixth increase upon tobacco, snuff, cigars, and cigarettes; provides an increase of 75 cents 
on each proof gallon of distilled spirits with a 25-percent increase on rectifying; and provides a 20-percent 
increase on wines and fermented liquors. 

Authorizes the Treasury to issue obligations aggregating $3,000,000,000 outstanding at any one time 
under the Second Liberty Bond Act. Such obligations are to be designated the National Defense series 
and shall be retired by the tax increases provided herein. 


. 9971. Mr. Cole of New York; May 31, 1940 (Agriculture). 

Directs the Commodity Credit Corporation and the Federal Surplus Commodities Corporation to 
deliver Government-owned commodities held by them to the American Red Cross for distribution to 
needy and distressed people of western Europe. Authorizes $25,000,000 to reimburse the corporations 
for the market value of such commodities. 


. 9972. Mr. DeRouen; May 31, 1940 (Rivers and Harbors). 
Authorizes the prosecution of certain works of improvement of rivers, harbors, and other waterways, 
and the modifications of certain projects at no cost to the United States. 


. 9973. Mr. Jones of Texas; May 31, 1940 (Agriculture). 

Transfers part of Arlington Farm, Virginia, to the Secretary of War for military purposes; authorizing 
$4,000,000 for the acquisition of adjacent lands. Transfers the balance of Arlington Farm to the Secre- 
tary of the Interior for highway and tourist camp purposes; authorizing $1,000,000 for the acquisition of 
adjacent lands. Authorizes $3,200,000 to reestablish the functions of the Arlington Farm elsewhere. 


. 9974. Mr. Larrabee; May 31, 1940 (Education). 

Establishes a Division of Aviation Education within the Office of Education of the Federal Security 
Agency, to conduct research in, furnish information about, cooperate with public institutions with respect 
to, stimulate interest in aviation education, ete. Authorizes the Commissioner to appoint an advisory 
committee of 15 members containing representatives of certain specifically named aviation organizations, 
to give advice with respect to developing programs of education. 


. 9975. Mr. Randolph; May 31, 1940 (District of Columbia). 
Prohibits the employment of females in the District of Columbia for more than an 8-hour 6-day week 
of 48 hours except those guaranteed a weekly wage of $35 or more, or employed in agricultural field occu- 
pations, or private homes or as graduate nurses or as resident managers of apartment houses. 
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9976. Mr. Randolph; May 31, 1940 (District of Columbia). 

Fixes the boundary line between the State of Virginia and the District of Columbia as the present 
mean high-water mark of the Potomac on the Virginia shore and provides that when the shore line is 
altered by artificial fills, erosion, etc., the boundary shall follow the new mean high-water mark. 


9977. Mr. Rich; May 31, 1940 (Judiciary). 

Requires United States citizenship as a prerequisite to owning, publishing, or editing any newspaper, 
periodical, or pamphlet, etc. Makes it unlawful for any person to sell or distribute any newspaper, peri- 
odical, ete., which is not controlled editorially, published, and edited by United States citizens. Foreign 
publishers may get distribution rights in the United States by sending the proofs of their publication to 
the Secretary of State who shall grant such rights if not detrimental to the national defense. 


9978. Mr. Hoffman; May 31, 1940 (Labor). 

Noninterference with National Defense Act of 1940—All persons engaged in employment in any place 
where anything is being produced for the national defense shall be required to enter into a contract with 
the United States fixing the hours of work, wage, and duration of employment. Such contract shall not 
be altered without the consent of the Federal Government in order to prevent unfair use of pickets, in- 
terference with right to work, delay or stoppage, breaches of the peace, and destruction of property, in 
preparations for national defense. 


9979. Mr. Cooley; May 31, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 

Amends the act of August 11, 1939 [53 Stat. 1407] by providing a procedure whereby the Commodity 
Credit Corporation will ultimately be required, in reconcentrating cotton, to distribute such cotton between 
warehouses at ports and those not at ports so that the ratio of the amount stored at warehouses not at 
ports to the amount processed in the States during the period from August 1, 1938, to July 3, 1939, sub- 
stantially equals the ratio of the amounts stored at ports to the amount exported. 

Requires that in storing cotton in warehouses not at ports, cotton shall be stored first in counties in 
which the highest loan rate applicable in the State on the latest cotton loan of the Corporation applied. 

Storage rates for eligible warehouses shall not exceed 12% cents a bale per month for compressed cotton 
and 15 cents a bale for uncompressed and a receiving charge not to exceed 20 cents per bale. 


9980, Mr. Dickstein; June 3, 1940 (Immigration and Naturalization). 
Nationality Act—Revises and codifies the nationality laws into a comprehensive nationality code. 


9981. Mr. May; June 3, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Authorizes the Federal Works Administrator to construct a nine Station on a tract of land in 
Tampa, Fla., to replace the Quarantine Station at MacDill Field, Fla., which is transferred to the Secretary 
of War for military purposes. 

. 9982. Mr. Bland; June 3, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 

Authorizes the President during an emergency to require shipping articles under U. 8S. C. 46: 564, 565 
to be signed before a shipping commissioner by the master and crew of all self-propelled vessels of 200 
or more gross tons (except pleasure craft) when on voyages between the United States and British North 
America, the West Indies, Mexico, and other ports in the United States (including Great Lakes traffic 
but excepting inland voyages exclusively.) Such articles shall not be required to contain a scale of 
provisions to be furnished each seaman or stipulations with reference to advance and allotment of wages, 
etc., however wages must be paid under U. 8. C. 46: 596 within 2 days of the termination of the articles 
or at the time of discharge whichever happens first. 


. 9984. Mr. Tolan; June 3, 1940 (Immigration and Naturalization). 
Removes the $3,000 limitation on the amount of naturalization fees permitted to be retained by clerks 
of courts exercising naturalization jurisdiction. 


. 9988. Mr. Casey of Massachusetts; June 4, 1940 (Agriculture). 
Authorizes the transfer of tools and equipment on the New England hurricane damage project to the 
various New. England States for continuance of said work and for forest-fire protection. 


. 9990. Mr. Durham; June 4, 1940 (Post Office and Post Roads). 
The transportation of the mail between the United States and any foreign port, etc. shall be by such 
means as in the judgment of the Postmaster General may promote the efficiency of the foreign-mail 
service instead of by steamships and sailing vessels {amending U. 8. C. 39: 653). 


. 9991. Mr. Gregory; June 4, 1940 (Post Office and Post Roads). 

Authorizes the Postmaster General to establish postal agencies at such foreign seaports or airports 
as in his judgment will best promote the efficiency of the foreign mail service |amending U. 8. C. 39: 
672 which specifically names certain ports]. 

Repeals U. 8. C. 39: 674 which provides for establishment of postal agencies in China and Japan. 


. 9992. Mr. Romjue; June 4, 1940 (Post Office and Post Roads). 
Authorizes the Postmaster General to contract for the carriage of all classes of mail by aircraft between 
places in Alaska. The rate of postage shall be the regular rate. 


. 9993. Mr. Scrugham; June 4, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 

Authorizes the R. F. C. to make loans to individuals, ete. engaged in the development of ledges, veins, 
ete. containing any stragetic or critical minerals which would be of value in time of war (the present 
authorization, U. 8S. C., Sup. V, 15: 606d, is limited to gold, silver, and tin).

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. 9994. Mr. McKeough; June 4, 1940 (Civil Service). 

Requires the Civil Service Commission in the filling of a vacancy in the classified civil service from an 
open competitive eligible register to certify the names of three persons of the specified sex who are willing 
to accept such appointment, have the highest standing on the register, and are eligible for appointment 
under the apportionment provisions of the civil service law. Prohibits the Commission from refusing 
to certify a person because of a prior rejection unless such rejection was for reasons specified in § 3 of 
Rule 5 of the Civil Service rules and the rejection was sustained by the Commission. 


. 9995. Mr. Bland; June 4, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 
Authorizes the Secretary of the Treasury to exchange the existing Coast Guard site located at Fort 
Lauderdale, Fla., for another site determined suitable for Coast Guard purposes. 


. 9996. Mr. Murdock of Arizona; June 4, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 
Authorizes the R. F. C. to make loans to individuals, etc. engaged in the development of ledges, veins, 
etc. containing any strategic or critical minerals which would be of value in time of war (the present 
authorization, U. S. C., Sup. V, 15: 606d, is limited to gold, silver, and tin). 


. 9997. Mr. Murdock of Arizona; June 4, 1940 (Public Lands). 
Permits mining within the Organ Pipe Cactus National Monument in Arizona. 


. 9998. Mr. Nichols; June 4, 1940 (Appropriations). 

Appropriates an additional $3,500,000 to the Federal Bureau of Investigation for the fiscal year 1941 
to permit the employment of not to exceed 500 additional special agents for work with respect to espionage, 
counter-espionage, and violations of the neutrality laws. 


. 10000. Mr. Hendricks; June 5, 1940 (Ways and Means). 

Permits credit against the employment tax under I. R. C. 1600 et seq. for the taxable year 1939 for 
contributions to a State unemployment fund if such contributions are paid prior to January 31, 1941, 
but if paid after the last day for filing a return under the act (January 31, 1940) the credit shall not 
exceed 90 percent. 


. 10004. Mrs. Clara G. MeMillan; June 5, 1940 (Library). 

Directs the librarian to transfer books from the duplicate files of the Library of Congress, to the Beaufort 
Library, S. C., equal in value to those taken from the Beaufort Library Society in 1862 by the order of an 
officer of the United States and subsequently destroyed by a fire in the Smithsonian Institution. 


. 10009. Mr. Bates of Kentucky; June 6, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 

Provides that the Social Security Board shall not begin to withhold certification of unemployment 
compensation administration payments to States until July 1, 1942, because of failure to transfer account 
in the Unemployment Trust Fund to the railroad unemployment insurance account, if such failure is due 
to a constitutional limitation of the State [amending U. 8. C., supp. V, 45: 363 (d)]. 


. 10010. Mr. Brooks; June 6, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Increases the authorized enlisted strength of the Regular Army from 280,000 to 375,000. 


. 10011. Mr. Dirksen; June 6, 1940 (District of Columbia). 
Prohibits the sale within the District of Columbia of any convict-made goods, and exempts the District 
of Columbia and Federal Governments. 


. 10012. Mr. Ramspeck (by request); June 6, 1940 (Civil Service). 
Provides for the appointment of postmasters who are not residents of the delivery zone of the post 
office, but who reside in the surrounding or adjacent area. 


. 10013. Mr. Lea; June 6, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 

Amends the Securities Act of 1933 and the National Bankruptcy Act mainly as follows: (1) Securities 
Act of 1933—eliminates from the definition of ‘“‘sale’”’ or ‘‘sell’”’ all attempts or offers to sell or otherwise 
dispose of, or solicitations to buy, any securities; defines “qualified issuer’’ as corporations which among 
other qualifications, have securities registered under this act and the Securities Exchange Act of 1934; 
authorizes the Commission to require registration statements to be brought up to date where the securities 
proposed to be sold thereunder have not been so sold within 12 months of its effective date; provides 
procedural changes with respect to the effective date of incomplete or amended registration statements; 
permits damages to be recovered, in suits on false registration statements knowingly made, to the extent 
of the difference between the price at which the securities were offered to the public and their worth at 
the time of such offering; (2) National Bankruptcy Act—exempts securities issued by receivers, etc., 
authorized by the court under § 516 (2) hereof and securities issued pursuant to a plan in exchange for 
securities of, or claims against the debtor, from the prohibitions relating to interstate commerce and the 
mails under § 5 of the Securities Act of 1933 [amending U. 8S. C. 15: ch. 2A; U. S. C., supp. V, 11: 665). 


. 10014. Mr. Lea; June 6, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 

Authorizes the disposal of any bonds, notes, or other securities acquired by the United States under 
the Transportation Act, 1920 [41 Stat. 457], on such terms and conditions as the President may deem 
advisable and in the public interest. 


. 10015. Mr. Bloom; June 6, 1940 (Foreign Affairs). 

Provides that it shall be the duty of diplomatic officers as well as consular officers to take possession 
and dispose of the personal estate left by any citizen of the United States at time of his death within 
the officer’s jurisdiction, and to become conservator thereof, insofar as the laws of the foreign country 
permit, 
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. 10026. Mr. Elliott; June 7, 1940 (Disposition of Executive Papers). 

Authorizes the head of an agency, with the approval of the Archivist, after photographed copies are 
preserved, etc., to dispose of the originals according to law. Such photographed, ete., copies shall have 
the same force and effect and be admissible into evidence in the same manner as the originals. 


. 10027. Mr. McLean; June 7, 1940 (Patents). 


Applicants for patents or the registration of trade marks hindered by the war in Europe shall have 
until 9 months after such war to file applications, pay fees, or take official action with respect to such 
patents, or trade marks, provided they are citizens of countries reciprocating with the United States. 
Grants relief from all defaults occurring from the same cause between September 1, 1939, and January 
1, 1945. 


. 10028. Mr. O'Neal; June 7, 1940 (Military Affairs). 


Any officer of the Army who served 15 years and was entitled under § 5, act of July 31, 1935, to retire, 
and who has applied for retirement and resigned from the service, shall be retired on the date of his 
resignation. 


. 10029. Mr. Randolph; June 7, 1940 (District of Columbia). 


Provides educational opportunities for children (in the District of Columbia) of soldiers, sailors, and 
marines who have died since, or may hereafter die as a result of World War service, as well as for those 
who lost their lives during the World War [48 Stat. 1125]. The authority to appropriate funds, which 
expires in 1943, is made permanent. 


. 10030. Mr. Vinson of Georgia, June 7, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 


Authorizes the President to appoint in the line of the Regular Navy and Marine Corps as many naval 
aviators as he may deem necessary from Naval and Marine Corps Reserve officers who have completed 
2 years active service and are less than 26 years of age (age limit waived during the first 6 months). 
Repeals §§ 6 and 8 of the Naval Aviation Reserve Act [U. 8. C., supp. V, 34: 849, 849 f]. 


. 10031. Mr. John L. MeMillan; June 7, 1940 (Ways and Means). 


Workers 65 years of age who have failed to qualify for old-age security shall have the right to complete 
the 6 quarters required and then either retire or continue working. Those earning more than $15 monthly 
shall not be eligible for old-age insurance so long as they continue in covered employment. 


. 10039. Mr. Doughton; June 10, 1940 (Ways and Means). 


Revenue Act of 1940—Provides for permanent and temporary tax increases mainly as follows: Per- 
manent—personal exemptions under the income tax law are reduced from $2,500 to $2,000 for married 
persons and from $1,000 to $800 for single persons; surtaxes are increased, ranging from $1 on surtax net 
incomes of $6,100 to $6,780 on surtax net incomes of $100,000 or more; corporation income taxes are 
increased by 1 percent: Temporary—incréases tax rates for the next 5 years by imposing a supertax 
amounting to 10 percent on incomes, personal holding companies, excess profits, capital stock, estates, 
gifts, ete.; provides for a supertax rate of various amounts on certain specifically enumerated articles 
such as gasoline, automobiles, stock transfers, etc.; imposes a one-sixth increase upon tobacco, snuff, 
cigars, and cigarettes; provides an increase of 75 cents on each proof gallon of distilled spirits; and provides 
a 20 percent increase on wines and fermented liquors. 

Authorizes the Treasury to issue obligations aggregating $4,000,000,000 outstanding at any one time 
under the Second Liberty Bond Act. Such obligations are to be designated the National Defense series 
and shall be retired by the tax increases provided herein. 


. 10040. Mr. Byrns of Tennessee; June 10, 1940 (Military Affairs). 


Increases the size of the Regular Army from 280,000 to 750,000. 


. 10041. Mr. Delaney; June 10, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 


Authorizes acquisition of Floyd Bennett Airport by the Secretary of the Navy. 


. 10043. Mrs. Clara G. McMillan; June 10, 1940 (Post Office and Post Roads). 


Authorizes members of the armed forces of the United States, postal employees, etc., to send firearms 
through the mails to manufacturers or dealers for repairs or replacement of parts [amending U. S. C., 
sup. V, 18: 361). 


. 10044. Mr. Pace; June 10, 1940 (Rivers and Harbors). 


Authorizes the prosecution of river and harbor improvements on the Apalachicola, Chattahoochee, 
and Flint Rivers in Georgia and Florida in accordance with H. Doc. No. 342, Seventy-sixth Cong. 


. 10045. Mr. Pace; June 10, 1940 (Agriculture). 


Peanut Adjustment Act of 1940—Amends the Agricultural Adjustment Act of 1938 [U. S. C., sup. V, 
7: ch. 35] by extending its application to peanuts and providing for the issuance of peanut marketing 
certificates, the determination of the certificate allotment and the price per pound, the stabilization of 
supply and price, ete. 


. 10047. Mr. Thomas of New Jersey; June 10, 1940 (Labor). 


Provides military training for all enrollees in the Civilian Conservation Corps. 


. 10048. Mr. Wood; June 10, 1940 (Military Affairs). 


Directs the Secretary of War to loan cots, mattresses, and blankets to the American Legion, Depart- 
ment of Missouri, for use during the State Convention to be held September 1, 2, and 3, 1940. 
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. 10049. Mr. Bell; June 10, 1940 (Expenditures in the Executive Departments). 

Creates a Department of Aeronautics under a Secretary appointed by the President with the advice 
of the Senate, and transfers thereto the following bureaus, offices, ete.: The Army Air Corps, the Aero- 
nautical Board, the Naval Flying Corps, the Bureau of Aeronautics in the Navy Department, the Office 
of the Administrator of Civil Aeronautics in the Commerce Department, the Civil Aeronautics Board, 
and the Weather Bureau in the same Department, all agencies of the Government connected with the 
production and procurement of aircraft and supplies, the National Advisory Committee for Aeronautics, 
and the Langley Memorial Aeronautical Laboratory and its branches. 


. 10051. Mr. Colmer; June 10, 1940 (Agriculture). 
Provides for the transfer of certain lands in the DeSoto National Forest to Camp Shelby State Military 
Reservation, Miss., upon request of the Secretary of War. 


. 10055. Mr. Taylor; June 11, 1940 (Appropriations). 
First Supplemental National Defense Appropriation Act, 1941. 


. 10056. Mr. Coffee of Washington; June 11, 1940 (Ways and Means). 

War Excess-Profits Tax Act of 1940—Imposes upon corporations, the annual net income of which 
for income-tax purposes is more than $10,000, a graduated war excess-profits tax on income which exceeds 
a base netincome. The base shall be the average annual net income for 3 income-tax years ending during 
the calendar vears 1935 to 1938. 

Rates shall range from 10 percent on income that exceeds the base by 10 percent or less, to 75 percent 
on income that exceeds the base by 50 percent or more. 

Net income shall be the same as for income-tax purposes, minus taxes (income, war-profits, and excess- 
profits), dividends received, amortization for capital expansian, and a general credit of $10,000. 


. 10057. Mr. Geyer of California; June 11, 1940 (Ways and Means). 

War Excess-Profits Tax Act of 1940—Imposes upon corporation, the annual net income of which for 
income-tax purposes is more than $10,000, a graduated war excess-profits tax on income which exceeds a 
base net income. The base shall be the average annual net income for 3 income-tax years ending during 
the calendar years 1935 to 1938. 

Rates shall range from 10 percent on income that exceeds the base by 10 percent or less, to 75 percent 
on income that exceeds the base by 50 percent or more. 

Net income shall be the same as for income-tax purposes, minus taxes (income, war-profits, and excess- 
profits), dividends received, amortization for capital expansion, and a general credit of $10,000. 


. 10058. Mr. Lanham; June 11, 1940 (Patents). 
The power of the Commissioner to withhold the publication of an invention affecting the national 
defense or safety during war-time is extended to permit such withholding at any time. 


. 10059. Mr. Whelchel; June 11, 1940 (Ways and Means). 
Prohibits the exportation of iron or steel scrap from the United States. 


. 10060. Mr. Dingell; June 11, 1940 (Foreign Affairs). 
Repeals the act of April 13, 1934 [48 Stat. 574] which prohibits the purchase or sale of the obligations 
of foreign governments in default on their obligations to the United States. 


. 10061. Mr. Keogh; June 11, 1940 (Expenditures in the Executive Departments). 
Provides for the consolidation of exceptions to R. 8. 3709 [U. 8. C. 41: 5) which requires advertising for 
the purchase of government supplies and the repeal of certain specifically enumerated Statutes at Large. 


. 10064. Mr. Dimond; June 11, 1940 (Roads). 
Authorizes $25,000,000 for the construction of a highway from the United States through Canada to 
connect with the Richardson Highway of Alaska. 


. 10065. Mr. Cole of Maryland; June 11, 1940 (Ways and Means). 

Investment Company Act of 1940—Provides for the registration and regulation of investment com- 
panies: defined as issuers engaged primarily in the business of investing, reinvesting, owning, holding, or 
trading in securities; classified as face-amount certificate companies, unit investment companies, and 
management investment companies, the latter further subclassified as open-end and closed-end manage- 
ment investment companies and divided according to character of assets into diversified and nondiversified 
companies. Exempts companies organized in foreign countries and possessions of the United States, 
companies in receivership or bankruptcy, wholly owned subsidiaries of registered face-amount certificate 
companies, and companies within rules established by the Commission, ete. Persons convicted of any 
crime involving the sale or purchase of securities or persons enjoined by any court from acting as an 
underwriter, broker, etc., shall not act as an officer, director, investment adviser, etc., of any registered 
investment company, nor shall any company act in such capacities for a registered investment company, 
if any affiliated person would be ineligible under the foregoing. Limits the minimum size of investment 
companies, the compensation of the management, transactions with affiliated personnel and under- 
writers, the sale of stock to common stock, dividend distributions to net income from interest and divi- 
dends, unless notice is given of other source. Prohibits payment of dividends which undermine senior 
securities, the use of proxies and voting trusts, cross-ownership (ownership of more than 1 percent of the 
voting stock of each other) or circular ownership (between 2 companies within a group of 3 or more com- 
panies each owning | or more percent of the voting stock of the others), and loans to natural persons. 
Restricts loans to companies, distribution and repurchase of securities, periodic payment plans to cases 
where sales load does not exceed 9 percent. Subjects registered companies to reasonable examination, 
and to the authorized rules and regulations promulgated by the Commission. Hearings before Commis- 
sion are reviewable by the courts. 

Investment Advisers Act of 1940—Requires registration of investment advisers using the mails or 
instrumentalities of interstate commerce. The applicant’s registration shall contain a list of his per- 
sonnel, his educational qualifications and experience, a statement of the scope of the business, and copies 
of the contracts, etc., he intends to use. 
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. 10066. Mr. Lea; June 12, 1940 (Roads). 

Permits State and municipal toll bridges to be constructed or reconstructed under the provisions of 
the Federal Highway Act; all toll received less maintenance costs, shall be applied to a sinking fund to 
amortize construction costs after which the bridges shall be free. 


. 10067. Mr. Lea; June 12, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 
Civil Airport Act of 1940—Provides for a $25,000,000 annual appropriation to aid State and local 
governments in the construction and development of civil airports. 


. 10068. Mr. O’Brien; June 12, 1940 (Agriculture). 

Authorizes $500,000,000 to enable the Secretary of Agriculture to purchase surplus domestic agricultural 
food products for the purpose of granting, upon request, to foreign nations purchasing such products in 
So — States for export, an amount of such products equal in market value to the amount so pur- 
chased. 


. 10070. Mr. Cellar; June 12, 1940 (Judiciary). 

Repeals §§ 9 and 10 of the Act of March 4, 1909, which prohibit United States citizens from accepting 
commissions or enlisting in the service of a foreign country against another foreign country with whom the 
United States is at peace [U. 8. C. 18: 21, 22). 


. 10071. Mr. Costello; June 12, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Creates as a reserve component of the Regular Army a Home Defense Organized Reserve to be volun- 
tarily composed of men over 35 years of age. The Reserve shall be limited in size to 1,000,000 men and 
shall be called to active service only in times of national emergency. Enlistment shall not exempt mem- 
bers from conscription in any other branch of the Regular Army. 


. 10072. Mr. Anderson of California; June 12, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Creates as a reserve component of the Regular Army a Home Defense Organized Reserve to be volun- 
tarily composed of men over 35 years of age. The Reserve shall be limited in size to 1,000,000 men and 
shall be called to active service only in times of national emergency. Enlistment shall not exempt mem- 
bers from conscription in any other branch of the Regular Army. 


. 10074. Mr. Ferguson; June 13, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Authorizes the Secretary of War to establish and maintain citizen military training schools. Enroll- 
ment shall be voluntary and limited to males between 16 and 25, who may receive further military instruc- 
tion, if they desire it. Enrollees shall not be deemed in the military service and shall not acquire any 
rights to service remuneration. 


. 10075. Mr. Hill; June 13, 1940 (Ways and Means). 


War Excess-Profits Tax Act of 1940-—Imposes upon corporations, the annual net income of which for 
income-tax purposes is more than $10,000, a graduated war excess-profits tax on income which exceeds 
a base net income. The base shall be the average annual net income for 3 income-tax years ending 
during the calendar years 1935 to 1938. 

Rates shall range from 10 percent on income that exceeds the base by 10 percent or less, to 75 percent 
on income that exceeds the base by 50 percent or more. 

Net income shall be the same as for income-tax purposes, minus taxes (income, a and excess- 
profits), dividends received, amortization for capital expansion, and a general credit of $10,000. 


. 10076. Mr. Izac; June 13, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Number of cadets at Military Academy incréased to allow 6 cadets for each Representative in Congress. 


. 10077. Mr. Izac; June 13, 1940 (Naval Affairs). , 
Number of midshipmen at Naval Academy increased to allow 6 midshipmen for each Representative 
in Congress. 


. 10078. Mr. Voorhis of California; June 3, 1940 (Judiciary). 

Every foreign-controlled organization engaged in political activity or civilian military activity, every 
organization engaged in civilian military activity and political activity, and every organization engaged 
in the advocation, etc., of the overthrow of the government shall register with the Secretary of State, 
within 30 days, and 6 months thereafter, giving the name, address, and purpose of the organization; 
names, addresses, and nationalities of members; qualifications for membership; financial statements; etc. 


. 10079. Mr. Dirksen; June 13, 1940 (Ways and Means). 

Amends the Bituminous Coal Act of 1937 by declaring open cut or strip mining an unfair method of 
competition unless the producer fills the holes caused thereby with soil so that the contour of the land is 
approximately the same as before the mining operation [amending U. 8. C., supp. V, 15: 833). 


. 10080. Mr. Buck; June 13, 1940 (Agriculture). 

Authorizes the Commissioner of Internal Revenue to refund taxes on exported sugar to the manu- 
facturer thereof, if the consignor waives all his claims thereto and extends from 1 to 2 years the time for 
making claims for refund of such taxes [amending I. R. C. § 3493, 3494]. 


. 10081. Mr. Burdick; June 13, 1940 (Civil Service). : z 
Provides for a 5-day, 40-hour work week for civilian employees in the War Department. 
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. 10082. Mr. Reece of Tennessee (by request); June 13, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 
Amends the Railroad Unemployment Insurance Act mainly as follows: defines “registration period,”’ 
“remuneration,” “‘base year,’’ and “‘benefit year’; sets up an unemployment benefit rate schedule ranging 
from $1.75 to $4 based on annual compensation of $150 to $1,600 or over; provides benefits after 7 days 
of unemployment; revises the method of ascertaining a day of unemployment; reduces the contribution 
rate from 3 to 2 percent when the insurance assets have reached $100,000,000, and to 1 percent when the 
insurance assets have reached $125,000,000; authorizes appropriations from the fund for administrative 
expenses, instead of allowing the fund to be continuously available for such expenses; and transfers 
annually the balance of the unemployment insurance fund in excess of $6,000,000 to the account. 


. 10083. Mr. Sandager; June 13, 1940 (Immigration and Naturalization). 

Admits as nonquota immigrants, for the duration of the war, all British, French, Belgian, and Dutch 
children under 14 years of age, guaranteed maintenance by a United States citizen or domestic corpora- 
tion. Individuals so admitted may remain until 1 year after cessation of hostilities. 


. 10084. Mr. Snyder; June 13, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Authorizes $2,125,000 for the establishment of observation stations along the Mexican and Canadian 


borders. 


. 10085. Mr. Martin J. Kennedy (by request); June 13, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 

Amends the Railroad Unemployment Insurance Act by providing for both employer and employee 
contributions equal to 1% percent each of the monthly compensation not in excess of $300 [amending 
U.S. C., supp. V, 45: 358). 


. 10090. Mr. Fish; June 14, 1940 (Ways and Means). 
Relieves Finland of making further war debt payments to the United States. 


. 10091. Mr. Hendricks; June 14, 1940 (Post Office and Post Roads). 

Provides a simplified method for the settlement of accounts in all cases where the United States is re- 
quired by the Civil Aeronautics Act of 1938 [U. S. C., supp. V, 49: 401] to collect compensation, on 
account of air carriers, from foreign countries for the carriage of their mails by air, by authorizing the 
Postmaster General to set off balances due, etc. 


. 10092. Mr. Kee; June 14, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 

Directs the Maritime Commission to recondition the vessels of its laid-up fleet as rapidly as possible 
and to operate all such vessels, not sold thereafter, in carrying commodities produced in the United States 
to foreign ports [amending Pub. Res. No. 74, 76th Cong.]. 


. 10093. Mr. Tolan; June 14, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 
Directs the Secretary of the Navy to proceed with the building of a fleet naval supply depot at Oakland, 
Calif., at a cost not to exceed $8,500,000. 


. 10094. Mr. Voorhis of California; June 14, 1940 (Judiciary). 

Every foreign controlled organization engaged in political activity or civilian military activity, every 
organization engaged in civilian military activity and political activity, and every organization engaged 
in the advocation, etc., of the overthrow of the government shall register with the Attorney General 
within 30 days, and every 6 months thereafter, giving the name, address, and purpose of the organization; 
names, addresses, and nationalities of members; qualifications for membership; financial statements; etc. 


. 10097. Mr. Collins; June 17, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Provides that the interest rate on loans secured by liens on United States Government life insurance 
shall not exceed 3 percent per annum. This act shall be retroactive to June 7, 1924; excess interest to 
be refunded. 


. 10098. Mr. Lea; June 17, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 

Amends the act terminating Federal control of railroads by defining ‘deficit in its railway operating 
income” as the deficiency in such income for that portion of the period of Federal control during which 
it operated its own railroad as compared with such income for the corresponding portion of the test 
period as held in ‘“‘Construction of the Word ‘Deficit’ (66 I. C. C. 765, 774).”’ Provides for the reopening 
of claims hereunder but limits recoveries to a rate not in excess of 5% percent per annum of the value 
- — property as determined by the Interstate Commerce Commission [amending U. S. C. 


. 10099. Mr. Randolph; June 17, 1940 (District of Columbia). 

Extends the jurisdiction of the District of Columbia Alley Dwelling Authority to include substandard 
housing conditions in the District generally. Authorizes the Authority to borrow money and pledge its 
assets provided such debts are not to be obligations of the United States or the District of Columbia 
{amending D. C. Code, supp. V, 25: ch. 3). 


. 10100. Mr. Vinson of Georgia; June 17, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 

Increases by 399,600 tons the authorized composition of the Navy in under-age vessels as established 
by the acts of May 17, 1938 [52 Stat. 401] and June 15, 1940 [Public, No. 629, 76th Cong.], making the 
increase in category as follows: Aircraft carriers, 79,500 tons; cruisers, 198,000 tons; destroyers, 80,100 
tons; and submarines, 42,000 tons. 

_ Authorizes an appropriation of not to exceed $50,000,000 for essential equipment and facilities at 
either private or naval establishments for building or equipping any ships authorized. 
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. 10101. Mr. Sumners of Texas; June 17, 1940 (Judiciary). 

Makes it unlawful ($1,000 fine or imprisonment for 1 year or both) to transport knowingly or cause to 
be transported in interstate or foreign commerce any goods, etc., manufactured, produced, or mined in 
part by convicts except commodities manufactured in State and Federal institutions for the use of their 
respective governments, parts for the repair of farm machinery, and agricultural commodities. 


10102. Mr. Sutphin; June 17, 1940 (Ways and Means). 

Creates a Russian Claims Commission within the Treasury Department and requires every person in 
the United States who holds money, property, rights, and claims of any character and description for 
or on account of the Imperial Russian Government to convey title thereto to the Commission, which 
shall pro rate the property among United States citizens, ete., having claims against such Government. 


. 10104. Mr. Taylor; June 18, 1940 (Appropriations). 
Second deficiency appropriation bill, 1940. 


10105. Mr. Keller; June 18, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Authorizes the President to call annually 21,850 volunteers for enlistment in the American school 
army (hereby created) to serve actively for 3 years, and for a further period of 20 years as-reservists. 
Cadets shall be apportioned in equal number to congressional districts. The Secretary of War shall 
provide for proper school camps, assignment of cadets to military units, oaths of allegiance, and issuance 
of rules for the regulation of the school. Each year, 9 months shall be devoted to the school term and 3 
months to military maneuvers. Cadets excelling in military efficiency, upon graduation, shall be per- 
mitted to enter the Military Academy. Creates an Educational Board which shall advise the: Secretary 
of War with respect to education and with his consent, employ teachers, etc. Provides for the payment 


of $20 monthly to each cadet. 


10106. Mr. Randolph; June 18, 1940 (District of Columbia). 
Amends the inheritance and estate tax provisions of the District of Columbia Revenue Act [D. C. 


Code, supp. V, 20: 969-969aa] by providing that the situs for tax purposes of intangible property within 
the District not used for business shall be deemed to be the domicile of the owner. Such property held 
in trust shall not be deemed located in the District solely because the trustee is domiciled therein. The 


property of alien decedents is excepted herefrom. 


10107. Mr. Voorhis of California; June 18, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 

Provides for United States ownership of the Federal Reserve Banks. Constitutes the Board of Gov- 
ernors thereof the fiscal agent of the Government and the monetary agent of Congress with the sole 
power to issue money, to regulate the exchange value thereof and to control the volume of demand bank 
deposits; directs the Board to set up in the reserve banks for the military and naval establishments credits 
equal to the excess of appropriations over anticipated tax revenues; to pay the direct and fully guaranteed 
obligations of the United States as they come due, and if these are insufficient to promote production, 
distribution, and consumption to approximately the full capacity of the Nation’s industries, to pay to 
all citizens a social dividend in monthly installments. The Board shall continue such policies until 


practically full employment of men and productive equipment in the United States is restored or until 
the buying power of the dollar is restored to the average level of 1926. 

Amends the Banking Act of 1935 [U. 8S. C., supp. V, 12: 462b] by removing the maximum limit of reserves 
which the Board may require member banks to carry and by providing that when a member bank is in 
need of reserves as a result of an increase in the amount required by the Board, the Board may direct 
the district reserve bank to discount or purchase the asset of such bank in order to increase its reserves. 


. 10112. Mr. Dickstein; June 19, 1940 (Immigration and Naturalization). ; 
Amends the Immigration Act [U. S. C. 8: 215] so as to require resident foreign governmental officials 


to maintain their status as such or to depart. 


. 10113. Mr. Alexander; June 19, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Creates as a reserve component of the Regular Army a Home Defense Organized Reserve to be vol- 


untarily composed of men over 36 years of age. The Reserve shall be limited in size to 1,000,000 men 
and shall be called to active service only in times of national emergency. 


. 10114. Mr. Doxey; June 19, 1940 (Agriculture). , es 
Authorizes the Secretary of Agriculture to make analyses of fiber properties, ee tests, etc., of the 
quality of cotton samples submitted by cotton breeders and others [amending U. 8. C., supp. V, 7: ch. 19). 


. 10115. Mr. Gore; June 19, 1940 (Military Affairs). : 
Retired Army lieutenants and captains under 45 years of age if found physically fit may be restored to 


active service with rank, pay, etc., equal to their total active-duty service. 


. 10116. Mr. May; June 19, 1940 (Military Affairs). j 
Authorizes the Secretary of War to accept donations of land for military or other public purposes. 


. 10117. Mr. Voorhis of California; June 19, 1940 (Agriculture). ; 

Directs the Secretary of the Treasury to make $1,000,000,000 available to the Secretary of Agriculture 
by the issue of silver certificates under the Silver Purchase Act of 1934, for loans to farm tenants, laborers, 
and sharecroppers for the acquisition of farms under the Bankhead-Jones Farm Tenant Act of 1937 [U. 8. 
C. 7: 1000). Where individual family-sized farms are not available in any county the Secretary may pur- 


chase and subdivide large tracts. 


. 10118. Mr. Fernandez; June 19, 1940 (Agriculture). ; 
Creates a White-Fringe Beetle Board to conduct a survey of all losses sustained by growers, farmers, and 


beekeepers in the State of Louisiana resulting from the campaign to eradicate the white-fringe beetle. 
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. 10121. Mr. Barry; June 20, 1940 (Expenditures in the Executive Departments). 

Creates a Department of Aeronautics under a Secretary appointed by the President with the advice of 
the Senate, and transfers thereto the following bureaus, offices, etc.: The Army Air Corps, the Aero- 
nautical Board, the Naval Flying Corps, the Bureau of Aeronautics in the Navy Department, the Office 
of the Administrator of Civil Aeronautics in the Commerce Department, the Civil Aeronautics Board, and 
the Weather Bureau in the same Department, all agencies of the Government connected with the produc- 
tion and procurement of aircraft and supplies, the National Advisory Committee for Aeronautics, and the 
Langley Memorial Aeronautical Laboratory and its branches. 


. 10122. Mr. Case of South Dakota; June 20, 1940 (Irrigation and Reclamation). 

Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to construct water conservation and utilization projects in the 
Great Plains and arid areas of the United States. Construction costs shall be limited to $1,600,000 per 
unit; amounts charged to irrigation shall be met through payments by water users on contracts which shall 
not exceed 40 annual installments. The Secretary of Agriculture is authorized to cooperate with the 
Secretary of the Interior in effective rehabilitation and stabilization programs in connection with these 
projects. 


. 10123. Mr. Keogh; June 20, 1940 (Revision of Laws). 
Repeals certain specifically enumerated sections, etc., of the Statutes at Large. 


. 10125. Mr. Vinson of Georgia; June 20, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 
Provides for the construction of a graving drydock, large enough for the largest naval ships built or 
building, in New York Harbor in cooperation with the Port of New York Authority. 


. 10127. Mr. Steagall; June 20, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 

Authorizes the Federal Reserve banks to open accounts for foreign banks or states for the purposes of 
open-market operations [amending U. 8. C. 12: 358). 

Provides that when war or insurrection exists in a foreign state, or when the United States restricts 
trading in the property or credits of a foreign state, the Federal Reserve banks shall be discharged from all 
liability for the credits or property of such states held by them upon the payment, delivery, etc., thereof 
to the person certified for receipt by the duly accredited representative of such state [amending U.S. C. 12: 
632]. 


. 10129. Mr. Creal; June 20, 1940 (Agriculture). 

Directs the Secretary of the Treasury annually during the years 1941 to 1945 to ascertain the total 
amount of internal-revenue taxes collected on tobacco and tobacco byproducts and to make 10 percent 
thereof available to the Secretary of Agriculture to be distributed by him annually to tobacco growers, 
in proportion to the total amount each grower received for his crop not in excess of quota as such crop 
bears to the total amount received by the Secretary of Agriculture. 


. 10131. Mr. Keogh; June 21, 1940 (Revision of Laws). 


Repeals certain specifically enumerated obsolete sections, etc., of the Statutes at Large. 


. 10132. Mr. Wadsworth; June 31, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Selective Training and Service Act of 1940—Requires all male citizens and aliens between 18 and 65 
to register for military and naval service with the Selective Training Service. Those between 21 and 45 
not within an exempted class, shall be liable for service in the military and naval force; those between 18 
and 21 and 45 and 65 shall be liable for service in home-defense units. Those selected by lot for military 
service, during peacetime, shall serve for 8 consecutive months after which they shall become members 
of the Enlisted Reserve Corps; those seeking exemption must appear before local boards for the determi- 
nation of requests. Individuals violating or aiding in the violation of this act shall be subject to imprison- 
ment not to exceed 5 years and/or to a fine not to exceed $10,000, or if subject to military law to court 
martial. 


. 10133. Mr. Englebright; June 21, 1940 (Public Lands). 
Authorizes an appropriation of not to exceed $250,000 to enable the Secretary of the Interior to acquire 
lands within the boundaries of the Lassen Volcanic National Park. 


. 10134. Mr. Geen; June 21, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 

Persons eligible for insurance under section 300 of the Veterans’ Act of 1924 and who failed to file appli- 
cations within the time prescribed therefor, are permitted to file within 120 days after enactment of this 
act. 


. 10136. Mr. Keogh; June 21, 1940 (Ways and Means). 

Amends the Internal Revenue Code to exempt the exchange of securities, the making of conveyances, 
etc., pursuant to plans of corporate reorganization under chapter X of the National Bankruptcy Act 
[U. 8. C., supp. V, 11: 501 et sec.] from the documentary and transfer taxes therein [amending U. 8. C., 
supp. V, 26: 1808f]. 


. 10138. Mr. Elliott; June 21, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 

Extends to the port of Santa Barbara, Calif. the benefits of the act of March 4, 1911 (U.S. C. 34: 
1121] authorizing the Secretary of the Navy to furnish a suitable naval vessel for the use of any nautical 
school established at specifically named ports. 


. 10142. Mr. Hare; June 22, 1940 (Judiciary). 

Amends the Federal Employees’ Compensation Act [U. 8. C., supp. V, 5: 756] by requiring the Employ- 
ees’ Compensation Commission in addition to the monthly compensation for total or partial disability to 
pay lump sums to employees suffering loss of limbs, etc., ranging from $1,500 for the loss of one foot to 
$5,000 for the loss of both eyes, 
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. 10148. Mr. McCormack; June 22, 1940 (Immigration and Naturalization). 

Provides that, with respect to the deportation of aliens who admit the commission, prior to entry, of a 
crime, ete., involving moral turpitude, the determination of whether a crime, etc., was committed shall 
be based on whether the facts admitted constitute a crime at the time of commission under Federal law 
or the State law where the port of arrival is located [amending U. 8. C. 8: 155). 


. 10144. Mr. Maciejewski; June 22, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Former officers of the Regular Army who have served at least 3 years, may be reappointed to the active 
list if physically fit. Officers failing to pass the physical examination may be assigned to such duties as 
they are physically able to perform. 


. 10145. Mr. Rich; June 22, 1940 (Judiciary). 

Requires every person employed in the manufacture, delivery, ete., of machines, tools, instruments of 
war, foodstuffs, ete., for the use of the Government to be formally registered, fingerprinted, photographed, 
and permanently identified by the Department of Justice, ete. 


. 10146. Mr. Weaver; June 22, 1940 (Ways and Means). 

Authorizes the President, notwithstanding the Tariff Act of 1930 or the terms of any foreign trade 
agreement, to impose quotas upon the importation of any articles bound on the free list by such agree- 
ments. The President shall impose such quotas when substantial evidence is presented that such articles 
have been imported or are likely to be imported to an extent to injure seriously producers in the United 
States. 


. 10147. Mr. Voorhis of California; June 22, 1940 (Judiciary). 

Requires all foreign-controlled organizations engaged in political activity, civilian military activity, or 
in the advocation, etc., of the overthrow of the Government to register with the Secretary of State within 
30 days, and every 6 months thereafter: giving the name, address, and purpose of the organization; names, 
addresses, and nationalities of members; qualifications for membership; financial stafements; etc. 


. 10150. Mrs. O’Day; July 1, 1940 (Immigration and Naturalization). 
Authorizes the issuance of 30,000 immigration visas for the admission of British, French, Dutch, Bel- 
gian, Norwegian, Finnish, Danish, and Polish children, and waives the $8 alien tax as to these children. 


. 10159. Mr. Dimond; “ar 2, 1940 (Labor). 
Exempts Indian C. C. C. enrollees from the provision that reenrollments shall not exceed a total term 
of 2 years. 


. 10160. Mr. Jeffries; July 2, 1940 (Judiciary). 
Amends the Bankruptcy Act with respect to compositions of indebtedness of local taxing units so as to 
permit the issuing of an injunction or restraining order pending the perfection of petitions for composition. 


. 10162. Mr. Randolph; July 2, 1940 (District of Columbia). 
Increases the punishment for the crime of prostitution in the District of Columbia by subjecting vio- 
lators to fines up to $100 and/or imprisonment up to 90 days [49 Stat. 651). 


. 10163. Mr. Cole of New York; July 2, 1940 (Flood Control). 
Authorizes the construction of flood-control works on the Oswego watershed, New York. 


. 10166. Mr. Brooks; July 3, 1940 (Judiciary). 

Complaints or indictments charging a crime of disloyalty to the United States or its institutions, or an 
illegal connection with a foreign power, shall be tried prior to other cases, not less than 5 nor more than 15 
days from date of arrest. Appeals in said cases shall be returnable in not less than 20 days. 


. 10167. Mr. Harrington; July 3, 1940 (Public Buildings and Grounds), 

Authorizes the American Legion to use a former Works Progress Administration transient camp at 
Milford, Iowa, (now listed as surplus) for the accommodation of its members attending its convention, 
from August 23 to 31, 1940. 


. 10168. Mr. Mott; July 3, 1940 (Post Office and Post Roads). 
Provides for the display of the American flag on every post office in the United States, 


. 10174. Mr. Hill (by request); July 8, 1940 (Ways and Means). 

Intangibles Tax Act—Levies a tax of one-half of 1 percent per annum of the value over $50,000 of 
holdings of intangible property. Returns are to be filed with income-tax returns, penalties are imposed 
for failure to file, ete. 


. 10175. Mr. Lanham; July 8, 1940 (Public Buildings and Grounds). 
Authorizes the Secretary of the Treasury to lease, for periods up to 10 years, certain buildings in foreign 
countries necessary for use by Treasury attachés. 


. 10179. Mr. D’Alesandro; July 9, 1940 (District of Columbia). 
The Board of Public Welfare of the District of Columbia is increased from 9 to 11 members and provision 
is made that 2 of such members shall be representatives of labor [amending D. C. Code, supp. 5, 8: 3]. 


. 10180. Mr. Eberharter; July 9, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 

Amends U.S. C., supp. V, 49: 304 (1) and (2) to cover specifically all employees of common and contract 
carriers by motor vehicles in the regulations of the Interstate Commerce Commission with respect to 
qualifications and maximum hours of service, 
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. 10181. Mr. McCormack; July 9, 1940 (Ways and Means). 
Excepts from the 90 percent ad valorem tax on laces, ete., articles made wholly or in chief of cocoa 
fiber or rattan [amending U.S. C., supp. V, 19: 1001, par. 1529 (a)]. 


. 10182. Mr. Sasscer; July 9, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 

Consolidates the master-at-arms force and the guard (watchman) force at the Naval Academy into a 
force to be known as the “United States Naval Academy Police,” which force shall have authority to 
make arrests for violations of Federal laws or violations of the Academy regulations within the reservation. 


. 10184. Mr. Whelchel; July 9, 1940 (Post Office and Post Roads). 
Authorizes a commemorative stamp in honor of Miss Moina Michael in recognition of her origination 


of Poppy Day. 


. 10185. Mr. Brewster; July 9, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Requires the same survey of the uses of beryllium in alloys that has been made in the uses of tin and 


other metals. 


. 10195. Mr. Edelstein; July 10, 1940 (Judiciary). 
Exempts from jury duty persons who have taken 2 or more consecutive weeks of Federal military or 
naval training during the previous year. 


. 10199. Mr. Johns; July 11, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 

Authorizes $936,747 for the 1941 fiscal year and such necessary sums thereafter for use by the Adminis- 
trator of Civil Aeronautics to defray such portions of the costs of air-marking projects that are not assumed 
by local sponsors. 


. 10200. Mr. Vinson of Georgia; July 11, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 
Authorizes¢he Secretary of the Navy to proceed with the construction of various naval public works. 


. 10201. Mr. Whelchel; July 11, 1940 (Ways and Means). 

Requests the President in time of war to take a census of the net wealth of the Nation, and makes the 
net wealth of each individual subject to the borrowing power of United States roughly as follows: $1,000- 
$100,000, 5-10 percent; $100,000—$1,000,000, 15-25 percent; $1,000,000-—$100,000,000, 30-70 percent; 
above $100,000,000, 75 percent. Sums borrowed shall be represented by bonds payable in 50 years and 
bearing 1 percent interest (neither principal nor mterest are tax exempt). 

Authorizes the President (1) to accept property or services valuable for the prosecution of war in pay- 
ment for bonds; (2) to accept notes or other obligations bearing 6 percent interest and secured by liens 
upon specified property; and (3)to issue currency or notes upon the security of such property or notes. 


. 10202. Mr. Gearhart; July 11, 1940 (Immigration and Naturalization). 

Permits certain lawfully admitted aliens over 18 who were admitted for permanent residence to acquire 
a status as “noncitizen nationals of the United States” upon compliance with certain requirements. 
“Noncitizen nationals” shall not, after certification, be subject to deportation as aliens, except on grounds 
of fraud in securing certification. They shall be recognized by all courts and departments of government 
and shall be entitled to all privileges and immunities of citizens, except that they shall not be permitted 
to vote, hold office, or receive pecuniary benefits which are limited by law to citizens. 


. 10203. Mr. McCormack; July 11, 1940 (Ways and Means). 
Permits the packing of cigarettes and cigars weighing not more than three pounds per thousand in packs 


of eighteen and nineteen [amending U. 8. C. 26: 811 (a) (2)]. 


. 10204. Mr. Summers of Texas; July 11, 1940 (Judiciary). 
Extends the term of office for the district judge, district attorney, and marshall of the Canal Zone 


from 4 to 8 years [amending C. Z. C., title 7, § 42]. 


. 10205. Mr. Bland; July 11, 1940. 
Amends § 4 (f) of the Communications Act of 1934 so as to provide overtime compensation for inspectors 


in charge and radio inspectors of the Field Division of the Engineering Department of the Federal Com- 
munication Commission. 


. 10206. Mr. Whelchel; July 11, 1940 (Labor). 
Amends § 3 (e) of the Fair Labor Standards Act so as to permit employees to make vocational training 
available to their employers outside of regular working hours on a voluntary basis. 


. 10212. Mr. Steagall; July 22, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 

Authorizes the Export-Import Bank of Washington, upon written request of the Federal Loan Adminis- 
trator with the approval of the President and subject to such conditions and limitations set forth in the 
request or approval, to make loans to any country of the Western Hemisphere or its agencies or nationals. 

The Reconstruction Finance Corporation is authorized to supply not exceeding $500,000,000 to such 
bank for these loans. The authorized outstanding obligations of the Reconstruction Finance Corporation 
and of the Export-Import Bank are both increased to permit the foregoing financing. 

The life of the Export-Import Bank is extended from June 30, 1941, to January 22, 1947. 


. 10213. Mr. Hennings; July 22, 1940 (Foreign Affairs). 

Authorizes the transportation of refugee children under 16 years of age in American vessels proceeding 
under safe conduct granted by all the States named in the proclamations issued under § 1 (a) of the 
Neutrality Act of 1939. Such vessels must be in ballast, unarmed, and not under convoy [amending 


U.S. C., supp. V, 22: 245j-31]. 
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. 10214. Mr. Celler; July 22, 1940 (Foreign Affairs). 

Authorizes the transportation of refugee children not over 12 years of age in American vessels proceeding 
under safe conduct granted by all States named in the proclamations issued under § 1 (a) of the Neutrality 
Act of 1939. Such vessels must be in ballast, unarmed, not under convoy, and properly marked as 
refugee-child rescue ships of the United States [amending U.S. C., supp. V, 22: 245) 3 


. 10220. Mr. Cox, July 25, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Creates a National Defense Administration under an Administrator assisted by 7 deputies. Sets up 
bureaus within the Administration as follows: Planning and Statistics, Transportation, Communications, 
Mobilization, Production, Distribution, and Natural Resources. The Administration shall provide for 
the creation of new national defense facilities, convert existing facilities, provide for scientific, commercial 
and industrial economies, furnish advice with respect to prices, determine priorities, etc. Abolishes the 
Council of National Defense and the Advisory Commission to the Council of National Defense. 


. 10222. Mr. Pierce; July 25, 1940 (Flood Control). 
Authorizes the prosecution of flood-protection works on the Walla Walla River and tributaries in Oregon 
and Washington in accordance with House Document No. 719, Seventy-sixth Congress, third session. 


. 10223. Mr. Vinson of Georgia; July 25, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 
Authorizes the Secretary of the Navy to establish naval hospitals at the naval air station at Jacksonville, 
Fla., and San Juan, P. R., the submarine base, Coco Solo, C. Z., the naval station, Guantanamo Bay, 
Cuba, and the Marine Barracks, Quantico, Va. 


. 10224. Mr. Vinson of Georgia; July 25, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 
Provides that the authorized enlisted strength of the active list of the Marine Corps shall be perma- 
nently established at a minimum of 50,000, and shall be at all times not less than 20 percent of the total 
authorized enlisted strength of the active list of the Navy. 


. 10225. Mr. Whelchel; July 25, 1940 (Education). 

Title I. Public, Elementary, and Secondary Schools—Authorizes an appropriation of $40,000,000 for 
1940, to be increased by $20,000,000 annually until 1945 (reaching $140,000,000 in that year), for expend- 
iture by the States for current operating and maintenance expenses, ete. Further authorizes the appro- 
priation of the following sums for allocation according to financial needs: (1) $2,000,000 for 1940, $4,000,000 
for 1941, and $6,000,000 annually through 1945 for improved teacher preparation; (2) $20,000,000 
for 1940 and $30,000,000 annually through 1945 for school buildings (States to match Federal funds) ; 
(3) $1,000,000 for 1940, $1,500,000 for 1941, and $2,000,000 annually through 1945 ($5,000 to be appor- 
tioned to each State annually and the remainder on the basis of financial need), for the improvement of 
State departments of education. 

Titles Il and III. Adult Education, Rural Library Service—Under requirements generally similar to 
those of title I an appropriation is authorized: (1) of $4,000,000 for 1940, $10,000,000 for 1941, and 
$15,000,000 annually through 1945 for adult,educational services; (2) of $2,000,000 for 1940, $4,000,000 
for 1941, and $6,000,000 annually through 1945 for Rural Library Service. 

Title IV. Cooperative Educational Research, Demonstrations, and Administration—Authorizes an 
appropriation of $2,000,000 for 1940 and $3,000,000 annually through 1945 for cooperative research, 
planning, and demonstration projects. 

Title V. Education of Children of Federal Wards and Employees Residing on Federal Reservations— 
Authorizes an appropriation of $3,000,000 annually, beginning with 1940, for the education of children 
of Federal wards and employees residing on Federal Reservations and at foreign stations. 

Title VI. General Provisions—In case funds appropriated by this act are used for training for specific 
occupations in the fields [U. 8. C., 20: 18] and June 8, 1936 [U. 8. C., supp. V, 20: 15], such training shall 
be under these acts except that the funds need not be matched by the States. 


. 10236. Mr. Landis; July 29, 1940 (Pensions). 
Amends the Veterans Regulation 1 (a), part II, paragraph 1 (a) so as to include officers and enlisted 
men of the National Guard and the Reserves within the pension laws governing peacetime service when 
on training duty. 


. 10237. Mr. White of Idaho; July 29, 1940 (Irrigation and Reclamation). 
Directs the Secretary of the Interior to demonstrate known, and to investigate new methods and means 
of preventing or reducing the seepage of water from irrigation canals. Authorizes an annual appro- 
priation of $1,500,000 for the 10 fiscal years commencing with 1941. 


. 10248. Mr. Peterson of Florida; July 30, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 
Requires the Navy rations to include canned fruit juices. 


. 10249. Mrs. Rogers of Massachusetts; July 30, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 
Provides that members of the National Guard when called into service for training shall be eligible 
for Government life insurance as provided under §§ 300 and 311 of the World War Veterans’ Act. 


. 10250. Mr. Walter; July 30, 1940 (Flood Control). 
Authorizes the prosecution of flood control works at Bethlehem, Pa., in accordance with plans on file 


in the Office of the Chief of Engineers. 


. 10251. Mr. Kocialkowski (by request); July 30, 1940 (Insular Affairs). 

Provides that the Virgin Islands may share in the benefits of the act of February 23, 1917 [39 Stat. 
929] dealing with Federal aid to the States, for vocational education by authorizing an appropriation of 
$40,000 to be allotted to the Islands for the fiscal year 1941. The Islands shall be required to match 50 
percent of the allotment until June 30, 1945, with an annual increase of 10 percent, reaching 100 percent 
in 1950. 

The Act of June 2, 1920 [41 Stat. 735] providing for the vocational rehabilitation of persons disabled in 
industry is also extended to the Islands by authorizing an annual appropriation of $10,000 for a period 
of five years commencing July 1, 1940, 
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. 10263. Mr. Taylor; July 31, 1940 (Appropriations). 

Carries the supplemental appropriation for the national defense for 1941. This appropriation allots 
$1,662,205,417 in cash and $2,249,730,000 in contractual authorizations to the Army and $572,926,540 in 
eash and $483,230,000 in contract authorizations to the Navy, totaling in cash and authorizations 
$4,963, 151,957. 


. 10264. Mr. Secrest; July 31, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Provides for one-year enlistment periods for enlisted men in the Army, Navy, and Marine Corps and 
increases the monthly base pay in these services from $21 to $30. 


. 10266. Mr. Landis; July 31, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Provides that enlistment in the Regular Army shall be for 1 year periods and that the lowest monthly 
base pay for enlisted men shall be $30 [now $21]. 


. 10268. Mr. Church; July 31, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 

Amends the National Defense Act of June 28, 1940 [Public, No. 671, 76th Cong., 3d sess.] by elimi- 
nating the power of the Secretary of the Navy, under the general direction of the President, to take over 
and operate existing manufaturing plants for national defense in the event he is unable to arrive at an 
agreement with the owner for its use or operation. 


. 10271. Mr. Vinson of Georgia; July 31, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 
Authorizes the appointment of commissioned warrant, warrant officers, and enlisted men of the Regular 
Army and enlisted men of the Fleet Reserve as commissioned or warrant officers in the Naval Reserve. 


. 10272. Mr. Vinson of Georgia; July 31, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 

Amends the Naval Appropriation Act, 1941 [Public, No. 588, 76th Cong., 3d sess.] by repealing the 
limitation upon the use of the appropriation for the expenses of a naval district containing an active 
navy yard, training station or operating base unless the commandant of the district is also the commandant 
of one of such establishments. 


. 10276. Mr. Lea; August 1, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 

Permits the Securities and Exchange Commission to advance the effective date of registration certifi- 
cates of any security, having due regard to the public interest and the protection of investors and deletes 
the special provision with respect to refunding obligations of foreign public authorities [amending U. 8. C. 


15: 77 H]. 


. 10277. Mr. May; August 1, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Authorizes the President, while the United States is at peace, to assign retired personnel of the Regular 
Army to active duty with their consent and while the United States is at war, to assign such personnel to 
active duty without their consent. 


. 10278. Mr. May; August 1, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
In time of war or a national emergency declared by Congress, examinations (except physical) for the 
promotion of officers of the Medical, Dental, and Veterinary Corps in the Regular Army may be waived. 


. 10279. Mr. May; August 1, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Authorizes the appointment of an officer of the Regular Army to a higher temporary grade, in a national 
emergency determined by the President, without vacating his permanent appointment [amending 48 Stat. 
161, § 20]. 


. 10280. Mr. McDowell; August 1, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 

Amends § 203 of the National Housing Act so as to permit the payment, out of the National 
Mortgage Insurance Fund, of installments owed by mortgagors called into military or naval service during 
a national emergency, upon agreements by mortgagor to reimburse the fund. 


. 10281. Mr. Green; August 1, 1940 (Appropriations). 
Appropriates $5,000 for the protection of the sponge fisheries during the 1941 fiscal year. 


. 10287. Mr. Fay; August 5, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Increases the number of cadets from 3 to 4 which each Senator, Representative, etc., may appoint to 
the United States Military Academy [amending U. 8. C., supp. V, 10: 1091 b]. Provides that the class 
which shall graduate from the Academy in 1941 shall graduate during February 1941. 

Increases the number of citizens of American Republics from 1 to 2 which the President may appoint 
to the United States Military and Naval Academies [amending U. 8. C., supp. V, 20: 221]. 


. 10288. Mr. Fay; August 5, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 
Increases to 6 the number of midshipmen allowed to each Member of Congress. 


. 10289. Mr. Sabath; August 5, 1940 (Judiciary). 

Whoever (1) engages in fifth-column activities or un-Americanism, (2) willfully attempts to justify 
such, (3) prints, edits, displays, etc., matter containing such, or (4) organizes or becomes a member of a 
group engaged in such, shall be subject to a fine not to exceed $5,000 and/or imprisonment of not more 
than 21 years. ‘“Fifth-column activities’? and “‘un-Americanism” are defined as the advocating or 
abetting (1) the overthrow of constitutional government, (2) of crime as a means of effecting governmental 
change, (3) riot or inciting racial or religious prejudice, (4) aid or comfort to any foreign country to the 
detriment of the United States, (5) the promotion of internal discord within the United States by causing 
others to commit acts injurious to the Government of the United States, and (6) military activities not 
sanctioned by the Governments of the United States, the various States, or their local subdivisions. 
“Sabotage”’ is defined as any willful and malicious physical damage or injury to physical property. 
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. 10290. Mr. Secrest; August 5, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Provides for 1-year enlistment periods in the Army, Navy, and Marine Corps and increases the monthly 
base pay in these services from $21 to $30. The President is empowered to refuse enlistment to those 
employed in certain occupations found necessary to the maintenance of the national health, safety, or 
interest. 


. 10291. Mr. Vinson of Georgia; August 5, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 
Authorizes $70,000,000 to the Secretary of the Navy in order that he may proceed with the construction 
of 20,000 housing units on or near Naval Establishments or industrial plants engaged in naval activities. 


. 10292. Mr. Vinson of Georgia, August 5, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 

Authorizes the President until September 1, 1940, to appoint to the Naval Academy those competitive 
and alternate candidates designated for admission during 1940 who were mentally qualified but were 
not accepted for reasons other than physical disqualification. 


. 10294. Mr. Sacks, August 5, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 

Permits the payment, out of the National Mortgage Emergency Fund, of installments owed by a mort- 
gagor called into military or naval service during a national emergency, upon agreement by mortgagor 
to reimburse the fund. 


. 10295. Mr. Maas; August 5, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 

Makes various amendments to the Act of June 23, 1940 [52 Stat. 944] (providing for a merit system for 
promotion in the line of the Navy), the most important of which are: a change in the composition of the 
selection boards for commanders, elimination of boards for lieutenant commanders and lieutenants, and 
retirement as of June 30 of the year of failure of selection in the case of lieutenant commanders with such 
rank prior to June 23, 1938, and of lieutenants who on that date were additional numbers in their grades. 


. 10308. Mr. Flannagan; August 6, 1940 (Agriculture). 

Provides that the base period for tobacco under loan, parity, and quota provisions of the Agricuitural 
Adjustment Act of 1938 [U. 8. C., supp. V, 7: 1801 (a) (1)] shall be the period from August 1934 to July 
1939 rather than the present period from August 1919 to July 1929. 


. 10315. Mr. Bland; August 7, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 

Authorizes the United States Maritime Commission to furnish one suitable vessel (vessels to be supplied 
by the Navy and the Coast Guard) each to the States of New York, Massachusetts, Pennsylvania, and 
California, for the benefit of their respective nautical schools. The Commission is further authorized 
to construct 4 vessels to replace the vessels supplied hereunder. Increases the maximum Federal annual 
contribution to State nautical schools from $25,000 to $50,000 [amending U. S. C. 34: 1122]. Provides 
that as a condition to such aid the school must conform to standards prescribed by the Commission, and, 
to receive more than $25,000 must admit residents of other States. 


. 10316. Mr. Bradley of Michigan; August 7, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 

Provides that Shipping Commissioners’ duties shall include the procuring of suitable space where 
masters may choose their crews and seamen may congregate to await engagements, and the insuring of 
compliance with law with respect to United States citizenship in the signing of crews for domestic vessels 
{amending U.S. C. 46 :545]. Prohibits any person from hindering or obstructing a master in his authority 
to select the members of his crew but safeguards the right of employees to bargain collectively with 
employers. 


. 10317. Mr. Flannagan; August 7, 1940 (Agriculture). 

Changes the base period for Burley and flue-cured tobacco with respect to loans, parity, and quotas 
under the Agricultural Adjustment Act of 1938 from August 1919-July 1929 to August 1934-July 1939 
[amending U. 8. C., Supg. V, 7: 1301 (a) (1)]. 


. 10318. Mr. Smith of Connecticut; August 7, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Amends § 61 of the National Defense Act so as to permit States to organize military units not a part 


of the National Guard [U. 8. C. 32: 194]. ' 


. 10319. Mr. Cooley; August 7, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 

Amends the act of August 11, 1939 [53 Stat. 1407] by providing a procedure whereby the Commodity 
Credit Corporation will ultimately be required in reconcentrating cotton, to distribute such cotton between 
warehouses at ports and those not at ports so that the ratio of the amount stored at warehouses not at 
ports to the amount processed in the States during the period from August 1, 1938, to July 3, 1939, sub- 
stantially equals the ratio of the amounts stored at ports to the amount exported. 


. 10320. Mr. Fay; August 7, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Authorizes the President to admit 2 students of the Latin-American republics into the School for Flying 
Cadets at San Antonio, Texas. 


. 10322. Mr. Randolph; August 7, 1940 (District of Columbia). 

Limits the exemption from the District of Columbia Unemployment Compensation Act granted Federal 
instrumentalities, to those wholly owned or those exempt from the tax imposed by § 1600 of the Internal 
Revenue Code. 


. 10323. Mr. Schulte; August 7, 1940 (Immigration and Naturalization). 

Authorizes the temporary admission into the United States of child war refugees notwithstanding that 
they are under 16 and unaccompanied, that their tickets are paid for and that they are assisted by others, 
if assurances are given that they will not become public charges. 
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. 10332. Mr. Lesinski; August 8, 1940 (Invalid Pensions). ; 
Provides disability and death pensions for officers and enlisted men of the Coast Guard and their 
dependents when such disability or death resulted from service in the Coast Guard before July 2, 1930. 


. 10334. Mr. Elliott; August 12, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 
Appropriates $1,000,000, for use in assisting States and local subdivisions in establishing and main- 
taining adequate measures for the prevention, treatment, and control of tuberculosis among migrants. 


. 10336. Mr. Smith of Washington; August 12, 1940 (Agriculture). 

Directs the Secretary of Agriculture to develop new uses and markets for hemlock pulpwood and 
Sitka spruce barks for the production of tanning materials in the manufacture of leather from skins 
and hides. 


. 10337. Mr. Bland; August 12, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 

Authorizes the Secretary of the Treasury to order retired commissioned and warrant officers of the 
Coast Guard to active duty during a national emergency under U. 8. C. 14: 164 and 34: 423. Such 
retired personnel may at any time be so ordered with their consent. 


. 10338. Mr. May; August 12, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Soldiers and Sailors Civil Relief Act of 1940—Reenacts most of the provisions of the 1918 act of the 
same name. Among other things it: insures adequate legal representation for defendants absent in mili- 
tary service; authorizes opening of judgments entered against persons in military service so as to allow 
meritorious defenses; provides for stay of actions or proceedings where either conduct or defense is mate- 
rially affected by absence in military service; restricts eviction during period of military service, if rent is 
not over $80 per month; prohibits the rescinding of installment contracts except by court action; prevents 
the lapse of insurance (to a total of $5,000) for nonpayment of premiums during military service; and 
restricts tax sales of property occupied by dependents of persons in military service. 


. 10339. Mr. Faddis; August 12, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Authorizes the President in the interest of national defense to requisition military equipment, muni- 
tions, supplies, etc., request for the exportation of which has been denied under the provisions of the act 
of July 2, 1940, Public, No. 703 (to expedite the national defense). The owner of such articles shall be 
paid such sums as the President shall deem fair and just, and, if unwilling to accept such amount, he shall 
be paid 50 percent thereof and shall be entitled to sue the United States for an additional amount. 


. 10340. Mr. Barnes; August 12, 1940 (Civil Service). 

Amends the Civil Service Retirement Act [U. 8. C. 5: 725] to provide that “annuitant” shall include 
an employee who has met the requirements of the act and filed a claim, notwithstanding the Commission 
had not taken final administrative action thereon prior to his death. 


. 10341. Mr. Youngdahl; August 12, 1940 (Judiciary). 

Permits the assignment to banks and trust companies of claims under contracts with the United States, 
although made prior to allowance of such claims, the ascertainment of the amount due, and the issuance 
of a warrant for the payment thereof. 


. 10347. Mr. Jones of Texas; August 13, 1940 (Agriculture). 

Amends the Agriculture Adjustment Act of 1938 [U. 8. C., Sup. V, 7: 1301 (b) (13) (E), so as to require 
the determination of farm normal yields for corn, wheat, and cotton on the basis of the same period of 
years used in the determination of county normal yields of such commodities. 


. 10349. Mr. Kennedy of Maryland; August 13, 1940 (Claims). 
Directs the Comptroller General to allow credit in the accounts of disbursing officers for payments 
in behalf of the Federal Subsistence Homesteads Corporation. 


. 10351. Mr. Maas; August 13, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 
Authorizes the Secretary of the Navy to acquire sites and construct buildings for Naval and Marine 
Corps Reserve Armories, subject to appropriation of funds by Congress. 


. 10359. Mr. Darden of Virginia; August 14, 1940 (Judiciary). 
Provides that in condemnation proceedings by the United States, fixtures and other objects on land 
may be excluded from the taking by stipulation. 


. 10360. Mr. Murdock of Arizona; August 14, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 
Appropriates $1,000,000, to be used in assisting States and local subdivisions in establishing and main- 
taining adequate measures for the prevention, treatment, and contro) of tuberculosis among migrants. 


. 10361. Mr. Steagall; August 14, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 

Authorizes the Export-Import Bank of Washington, upon written request of the Federal Loan Admin- 
istrator with the approval of the President and subject to such conditions and limitations set forth in the 
request or approval, to make loans to any country of the Western Hemisphere or its agencies or nationals. 

The Reconstruction Finance Corporation is authorized to supply not exceeding $500,000,000 to such 
bank for these loans. The authorized outstanding obligations of the Reconstruction Finance Corporation 
and of the Export-Import Bank are both increased to permit the foregoing financing. 

The life of the Export-Import Bank is extended from June 30, 1941, to January 22, 1947. 


. 10363. Mr. Nichols; August 15, 1940 (District of Columbia). 

Provides that the District of Columbia, with the exception of the Capitol, White House, the Mall, 
and other territory necessary for the use of the Federal Government, be offered to the State of Maryland. 
If the offer be accepted by the State, the people of the District of Columbia shall then be authorized to 
vote upon the proposition of accepting annexation to Maryland. 
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. 10364. Mr. Randolph; August 15, 1940 (Expenditures in the Executive Departments). 


National Defense Reorganization Act—Establishes a Department of National Defense by transfer of 
the War and Navy Departments, and creates new offices of Secretary of National Defense, and Under 
Secretaries of the Navy, War, and Air Force. Establishes the Air Force as a separate branch. All 
orders, rules, regulations, and other privileges made or issued in the War and Navy Departments shall 
continue in effect until modified, superseded, or repealed. All unexpended appropriations in War and 
Navy Departments shall be treated as if the National Defense Department had been named in the laws 
making the appropriations.

. 10365. Mr. Sumners of Texas; August 15, 1940 (Judiciary). 


Claims of $10,000 or more against the United States, based upon contracts with the War or Navy 
Departments or the Procurement Division of the Treasury Department, may be assigned to banks or 
lending agencies as security for loans, without compliance with the formalities required by § 3477 of the 
Revised Statutes. [This section requires execution before two attesting witnesses, after allowance of 
claims and issuance of warrant.] 


. 10366. Mr. Osmers; August 15, 1940 (Expenditures in the Executive Departments). 


National Defense Reorganization Act—FEstablishes a Department of National Defense by transfer of 
the War and Navy Departments, and creates new offices of Secretary of National Defense, and Under 
Secretaries of the Navy, War, and Air Force. Establishes the Air Force as a separate branch. All 
orders, rules, regulations, and other privileges made or issued in the War and Navy Departments shall 
continue in effect until modified, superseded, or repealed. All unexpended appropriations in War and 
Navy Departments shall be treated as if the National Defense Department had been named in the laws 
making the appropriations. Act to take effect when Secretary of National Defense has taken office. 


. 10371. Mr. Patton (by request); August 19, 1940 (Military Affairs). 


Authorizes an appropriation of $20,000,000 for the construction of a munitions plant near Rusk, Tex. 


. 10372. Mr. Dirksen; August 19, 1940 (District of Columbia). 


Provides that February 12, known as Lincoln’s Birthday shall be a legal public holiday in the District 
of Columbia [amending D. C. Code 22: 126). 


. 10373. Mr. Larrabee; August 19, 1940 (Civil Service). 


Persons honorably discharged from the armed forces may apply to the Civil Service Commission for 
a special examination and if successful in such examination may have their names placed on registers 
ahead of all other names for appointment to positions the duties of which consist of carrying out the 
national defense. 


. 10374. Mr. Sumners of Texas; August 19, 1940 (Judiciary). 


Authorizes the appointment of one additidnal district judge for the eastern district of Missouri. 


. 10375. Mr. Sumners of Texas; August 19, 1940 (Judiciary). 


Authorizes the appointment of one additional district judge for the northern district of Ohio. 


. 10376. Mr. Vinson of Georgia; August 19, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 


Increases the authorized strength of the Naval Reserve Officers’ Training Corps from 2,400 to 7,200 
[amending U. 8. C., Supp. V, 34: 821]. 


. 10380. Mr. Bland; August 20, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 


Suspends, during the national emergency declared by the President on September 8, 1939, or until 
June 30, 1942, unless otherwise provided by Congress, all laws prohibiting more than 8 hours labor per 
day for persons engaged upon work covered by United States Maritime Commission contracts for the 
construction, repair, or alteration of vessels. Authorizes the Commission to modify existing contracts 
to expedite the national defense. 


. 10381. Mr. Bland; August 20, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 


Repeals the provisions of law [U. 8S. C. 46: 686, 687] providing for the issuance of citizenship certificates 
to American seamen, and voids all such certificates heretofore issued. 


. 10382. Mr. Boykin; August 20, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). 


Ex-servicemen with a tuberculosis disease of compensable degree who have been hospitalized for 2 
years and who, in the judgment of the Director, will not reach a condition of arrest by further hospitaliza- 
tion may be discharged from hospitalization and rated as permanently totally disabled. 


. 10383. Mr. Peterson; August 20, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 


Increases the authorized strength of the Naval Reserve Officers’ Training Corps from 2,400 to 7,200 
{amending U. 8. C., Supp. V, 34: 821]. 


. 10384. Mr. McCormack; August 20, 1940 (Ways and Means). 


Provides that the old-age and survivors’ insurance provision of the Social Security Act shall be extended 
to all agricultural and domestic workers, State employees, non-civil-service employees of the Federal 
Government and employees of nonprofit, religious, charitable, and educational institutions except ordained 
ministers and members of religious orders performing duties in such order. 

Extends the coverage for the unemployment compensation provision to non-civil-service employees 
of the Federal Government, nonprofit institutions, and enterprises employing fewer than 8 employees. 

Increases the amount of Federal aid for old-age assistance payments to poorer States by changing from 
a flat to a variable basis predicated upon the ratio of the per capita income of the United States to the 
per capita of the State, but in no event in excess of three-fourths of the total expended by the State. 
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. 10385. Mr. Murdock of Utah; August 20, 1940 (Judiciary). 
Provides automatic retirement of the judges of the District of Columbia courts on half pay on reaching 
70 years of age after 12 years’ continuous service, and voluntary retirement on one-third pay, for dis- 
ability after 12 years’ service, regardless of age. 


. 10390. Mr. May; August 21, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Officers of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, and Coast Guard detailed as aides to the President, or at 
the White House, or to the Chief of Naval Operations, or to the Chief of Staff of the Army, shall receive 
$300 per year additional pay. 


. 10391. Mr. May; August 21, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Provides that for each Army mine planter in service or under construction there shall be one master, 
one first mate, one second mate, one chief engineer, one assistant engineer, and one second assistant 
engineer, all of whom shall be warrant officers. 


. 10392. Mr. Lea; August 21, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 

Amends the Motor Carrier Act of 1935 to extend to freight forwarders the application of its provisions 
until August 1, 1941, with respect to rates, tariffs, bills of lading, unlawful operation, and specifically 
denies right of freight forwarders to establish joint rates with common carriers [amending U. 8. C., Supp. 
V, 49: ch. 8). 


. 10398. Mr. Lea; August 22, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 

Amends the Motor Carrier Act of 1935 to extend to freight forwarders the application of its provisions 
until August 1, 1941, with respect to rates, tariffs, bills of lading, unlawful operation, and specifically 
denies right of freight forwarders to establish joint rates with common carriers [amending U. 8. C., Supp. 
V, 49: ch. 8]. 


. 10399. Mr. Magnuson; August 22, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 

Provides for pay at one and one-half times regular rate to per annum employees of the Navy Depart- 
ment and Coast Guard for work in excess of 40 hours per week. Prohibits such payments except in 
cases where additional employees cannot be secured and after June 30, 1942, unless extended by Congress. 


. 10401. Mr. Cole of New York; August 26, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 
Increases the maximum age for admission to the Naval Academy from 20 to 21 years [amending U.S. C. 
34: 1045]. 


. 10402. Mr. Horton; August 26, 1940 (Public Lands). 

In the case of lands not within any known geological structure of a productive oil or gas field, the 
Secretary of the Interior shall waive the rentals in oil and gas leases issued subsequent to August 21, 
1935, for the first and second [now second and third] lease years [amending Pub., No. 726 of the 76th 
Congress]. 


. 10403. Mr. Sumners of Texas; August 26, 1940 (Judiciary). 

Claims of $10,000 or more against the United States, based upon contracts with the United States 
may be assigned to banks or lending agencies as security for loans, without compliance with the formalities 
required by R. 8. 3477. [This section requires execution before two attesting witnesses, after allowance 
of claims and issuance of warrant.] 


. 10404. Mr. Sumners of Texas; August 26, 1940 (Judiciary). 

Extends the application of the Antisabotage Act of April 20, 1918 [40 Stat. 533], to national-defense 
material, premises, and utilities. Makes it an offense to injure or destroy any national-defense material, 
premises, and utilities, or to manufacture any defective material with intent to obstruct the United States 
in strengthening its national defense, during a period of national emergency declared by the President. 


. 10405. Mr. Vinson of Georgia; August 26, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 

Allocates master at arms and guards at navy yards and stations to grades 5 to ¥O in the custodial service 
under the Classification Act of 1923, now carried under group IV (b) in the Schedule of Wages for Civil 
Employees, Naval Establishment. 


. 10406. Mr. Vinson of Georgia; August 26, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 

Naval Reserve Officers, Training Corps graduates commissioned in the Naval Reserve shall be eligible 
for appointment to commissioned rank in the line of the Regular Navy in such numbers as deemed necessary 
by the President. Such appointees shall be less than 26 years of age and shall have completed at least 1 
year’s continuous active duty on ship board before appointment. 


. 10410. Mr. Ellis; August 27, 1940 (Flood Control). 

Authorizes the construction of dams and reservoirs at Bull Shoals and Table Rock, on the White River, 
Arkansas and Missouri, respectively, in accordance with the report of the Chief of Engineers on August 7, 
1940, to the House Flood Control Committee. 


. 10411. Mr. Keogh; August 27, 1940 (Revision of Laws). 
Repeals certain specifically enumerated obsolete sections and parts of sections of the Statutes at Large 
of the United States. 


. 10412. Mr. Lanham; August 27, 1940 (Public Buildings and Grounds). 

Authorizes the Federal Works Administration to provide housing for persons and their families engaged 
in national-defense activities; i. e., enlisted personnel, employees of the War and Navy Departments, and 
workers engaged or to be engaged in industries connected with and essential to the national defense, in any 
locality in which the President finds that an acute shortage exists or impends. 
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H. R. 10413. Mr. Doughton; August 27, 1940 (Ways and Means). 

Corporations are permitted to elect the basis upon which their tax is to be computed. There are two 
bases: (1) The average earnings for taxable years beginning after December 31, 1935, and before January 
1, 1940, and (2) the invested capital. There are also two schedules of rates. If the earnings basis is used 
the rate ranges from 25 to 50 percent of excess profits plus 4.1 percent of normal income, while if the invested 
capital basis is used, the rate ranges from 20 to 45 percent of excess profits. 

Amortization of emergency facilities (i. e., land, building, machinery, or equipment, or any part thereof 
which was completed after July 10, 1940), on the basis of a 60 months’ life is permitted. 

The profit limitations contained in the Vinson-Trammell Act are suspended. 


10414. Mr. Disney; August 27, 1940 (Ways and Means). 

The manufacturers’ excise tax on lubricating oils [I. R. C. § 3413] is extended to persons cleaning, reno- 
vating, or refining waste or used oil for sale or hire, except oil which, having been extracted from the 
journal-box packing of railroad equipment, is cleaned and thereafter used to impregnate packing for use 
in the journal boxes of railroad rolling stock. 

Sales of gasoline and lubricating oil to the United States or the States are made tax free for the first four 
months after enactment, and thereafter only sales to the States are tax free [amending I. R. C. §§ 3442, 
3443]. 

Authorizes a credit or refund of tax on the sale of gasoline or lubricating oil resold to another producer 
or actually exported or shipped to a United States possession. 

Provision is made for the shifting of the excise tax from the vendor to the vendee in case of a sale, 
under a bona fide contract, of articles taxed by any amendment of the revenue laws, after the effective date 
of such amendment. 


. 10415. Mr. McGehee; August 27, 1940 (District of Columbia). 
Proprietors or licensees of cigarette- or tobacco-vending machines in the District of Columbia shall pay 
a license fee of $150 annually for each machine and a license fee of $300 for each pin-ball machine [amend- 
ing D. C. Code 20: 1719]. 


. 10416. Mr. O’Neal; August 27, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 

In any contract for a loan and annual contributions, the United States Housing Authority may retain 
such rights and remedies, including the withholding or postponing of payments; may define the conditions 
upon which it will exercise any right or remedy reserved; may make covenants necessary to assure fulfill- 
ment of the purposes of the act; may require the public-housing agency to sell to it at a prescribed price; 
and may assume outstanding obligations and make annual contributions for the project. 


. 10417. Mr. O’Neal; August 27, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 
Authorizes National Banking Associations to deal in or purchase obligations of public-housing agencies 
(as defined by the United States Housing Act) if they are secured by a pledge of payments under an annual 
contributions contract between such agency and the United States Housing Authority [amending U. 8. C., 
supp. V, 12: 24). 


. 10422. Mr. Case of South Dakota; Ant 28, 1940 (District of Columbia). 


Provides that, when the Secretary of War proclaims that by reason of invasion or threatened invasion 
of the United States, the gas tanks containing gas in the District of Columbia are a potential danger to the 
people or property thereof, the persons owning such tanks shall empty them of gas, and keep them empty 
until the Secretary proclaims the danger no longer exists. Makes it unlawful to erect or replace any gas 
tank in the District after enactment of this act. 


. 10428. Mr. Elston; August 29, 1940 (Judiciary). : s . 
Directs the Secretary of the Treasury through the Secret Service Division to provide police protection 
for any nominee of either of the two major political parties to the office of President. 


. 10430. Mr. Voorhis of California; August 29, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Provides that, commencing with the year 1941, all male citizens and aliens between the ages of 18 and 
24 shall present themselves for registration to serve for 12 months between those ages, in a national service 
agency, i. e., Civilian Conservation Corps, Civil Aeronautics Authority, National Youth Administration, 
Public Health Service, Soil Conservation Service, Army, Army Corps of Engineers, Coast Guard, Coast 
and Geodetic Survey, Forest Service, Marine Corps, Navy. Such persons may indicate three preferences 
with respect to the agency in which they shall serve. Authorizes the President to appoint an American 
National Service Commission of from 7 to 15 qualified citizens to make selections in connection with 
preferences, establish quotas, etc. Provides for the payment of $25 per month and maintenance to persons 
serving in the agencies except that those serving in the armed forces shall receive $30 per month. Con- 
scientious objectors shall be entirely exempt. The Commission may, after negotiation with the nations 
involved, set up service camps in South or Central American Nations to aid in the national policy of friend- 
ship and good will to neighboring nations. 


10431. Mr. Whelchel; August 29, 1940 (Agriculture). f 
Requires the Secretary of Agriculture to furnish envelopes to, and to pay compensation to persons 
required to file reports with him. 


10438. Mr. Cole of New York; August 30, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 

Increases the minimum and maximum ages for admission to the Naval Academy from 16 to 17 and 
from 20 to 21 years respectively [amending U. 8. C. 34: 1045]. 
266668—40——16 
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. 10446. Mr. Izac; September 3, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 

Amends the Communications Act of 1934 [48 Stat. 1064], by prohibiting the issuance of radio licenses 
to operators of any station on any ship of the United States who are or have been members of the Com- 
munist Party, the German-American Bund, or an organization subject to foreign control which engages in 
political activity, i. e., its aim is the establishment, control, conduct, seizure, or overthrow of the Gov- 
ernment, its membership is limited to noncitizens or a majority thereof, it accepts financial support 
directly or indirectly from a foreign government, and its policies are determined by or in collaboration 
with a foreign Government. 


. 10456. Mr. Voorhis of California; September 4, 1940 (Ways and Means). 

Establishes a national defense fund of $25,000,000,000 from which all defense payments in excess of tax 
revenues shall be paid. All defense payments shall be in noninterest bearing bonds or notes, which, when 
deposited in banks, shall not become the property of the bank but shall remain the property of the deposi- 
tor. However such money shall be legal tender for all debts, public and private. Persons receiving such 
money shall keep a record thereof and shall be subject to a recapture tax equal to all income in excess of 
$10,000 per annum. 


. 10457. Mr. Byrns of Tennessee; September 4, 1940 (Pensions). 

Provides that on the death of a United States law enforcement officer in line of duty, the sum of $2,500 
shall be paid to his dependents for burial and immediate expenses and thereafter the sum of $100 per 
month shall be paid to his dependents in the following order: Wife, children under 18 years of age, lineal 
heirs, and collateral heirs (not beyond grandparents and in-laws). In the case of injury, the officer shall 
receive full pay for temporary disability and half pay for permanent disability. 


. 10458. Mr. Flannery; September 4, 1940 (Immigration and Naturalization). 

Amends the act of March 2, 1907 [34 Stat. 1228], to provide that where the petition of alien parents for 
naturalization or resumption is filed during the minority of a child born outside the United States, such 
child shall be deemed a citizen by virtue of such naturalization or resumption. 

Provides further than an alien whose father or mother was naturalized or resumed citizenship prior to 
enactment of this act and who reached his majority between the filing and the granting of the petition for 
naturalization or resumption, may be naturalized by complying with the naturalization laws except that 
no certificate of arrival or declaration of intention shall be required. 


. 10459. Mr. Moser; September 4, 1940 (Judiciary). 

A person in the United States, its Territories, or insular possessions, who shall advocate any change in 
the Government of the United States (except as provided by the Constitution), who shall hold member- 
ship in, pay assessments, dues, or make contributions to any organization advocating any such change, 
or who shall knowingly and willfully conceal evidence of the foregoing, shall be fined not less than $10,000 
and imprisoned not less than 5 years, and in addition if an alien, he shall be deported and if a Government 
employee he shall be dismissed immediately and forever barred from holding a position of trust or honor 
under the Government. 


. 10460. Mr. Sutphin; September 4, 1940 (Invalid Pensions). 

The benefits of the act of July 2, 1930 [46 Stat. 847], providing pensions for Coast Guardsmen and their 
dependents killed or injured in the line of duty, are extended to the dependents of enlisted men of the 
Coast Guard so killed or injured prior to the enactment of such act. 


. 10464. Mr. Sumners of Texas; September 5, 1940 (Judiciary). 
Amends the provisions of ees the assignment of claims against the Government or interests 
in Government contracts [U. 8. C. 31: 203 and 41: 15], to permit assignments to a bank, trust company, or 


a financing institution in cases where moneys are due under a contract providing for payments aggregating 
$3,000 or more. 


. 10465. Mr. Sumners of Texas; September 5, 1940 (Judiciary). 

Extends the application of the Antisabotage Act of April 20, 1918 [40 Stat. 533], to national defense 
material, premises, and utilities; makes it an offense to injure or destroy any national defense material, 
premises, and utilities, or to manufacture any defective material with intent to obstruct the United States 
in strengthening its national defense. 


. 10466. Mr. Costello; September 5, 1940 (Labor). 

Actions to recover unpaid minimum wages and unpaid overtime compensation under the Fair Labor 
Standards Act [U. 8S. C., supp. V, 29: 216 (b)] must be filed within 6 months of the first day upon which 
such unpaid wages or overtime is claimed to have accrued. 


. 10475. Mr. Flaherty; September 6, 1940 (Immigration and Naturalization). ; 
Provides that petitions for citizenship filed within 6 months of enactment of this act shall not be denied 
on the ground that such filing was more than 7 years after the declaration of intention. 


. 10483. Mr. Moser; September 7, 1940 (Judiciary). 

A person in the United States, its Territories, or insular possessions, who shall advocate any change in 
the Government of the United States (except as provided by the Constitution of the United States, such 
Territories, or insular possessions), who shall hold membership in, pay assessments, dues, or make contri- 
butions to any organizations advocating any such change, who shall distribute by any means subversive 
matter, or who shall knowingly and willfully conceal evidence of the foregoing, shall be fined not less 
than $10,000 and imprisoned not less than 5 years, and in addition if an alien, he shall be deported, and if 
a Government employee he shall dismissed immediately and forever barred from holding a position of 
trust or honor under the Government. 


. 10484. Mr. McCormack; September 7, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Provides that a person licensed to practice medicine under the laws of a State, Territory, or the District 
of Columbia shall not be ineligible for appointment as a medical officer in the active or Reserve armed 
forces solely because of the rating or classification of the medical school from which he graduated, 
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. 10489. Mr. Lewis of Ohio; September 10, 1940 (Ways and Means). 


Places import duties of $1 a ton — coal, coke, and briquets, and 3 cents a gallon on fuel oil to be used 
for heat or power [amending U. 8. C. 19: 1001). 


. 10492. Mr. Izac; September 10, 1940 (Foreign Affairs). 


Limits the total number of diplomatic or consular officers of a foreign country in the United States to 
the number of such officers maintained by the United States in such foreign country. 


. 10495. Mr. Andrews; September 11, 1940 (Military Affairs). 


Authorizes the States to maintain forces other than the National Guard while any part of the National 
Guard is in active Federal service or during a national emergency declared by the President or Congress. 
Members of such forces shall not, by reason of such membership be exempt from military service under 


any Federal law. Authorizes the Secretary of War to supply such forces with arms and equipment 
{amending U. 8. C. 32: 194]. 


. 10496. Mr. Harrington; September 11, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Directs the Civil Aeronautics Authority to provide facilities for the housing and maintenance of the 


personnel, property, and equipment of the District of Columbia National Guard Air Corps Squadron at 
the Washington National Airport. 


. 10501. Mr. Bates of Massachusetts; September 12, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 


Authorizes the U. S. Maritime Commission to make construction loans on fishing vessels without regard 


to tonnage or speed on payment by the applicant of 12% per centum of the cost |amending U. 8. C., supp. 
V, 46: 1159). 


. 10502. Mr. Case of South Dakota; September 12, 1940 (Military Affairs). 


Increases the number of cadets and midshipmen to be appointed to the Military and Naval Academies 


by 24 each, to be selected from among the sons of the officers and men of the Army, Navy, and Marine 
orps. 


. 10503. Mr. Vinson of Georgia; September 12, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 


Authorizes the Secretary of the Navy to appoint naval agents to assist the civilian authorities in the 


enforcement of the laws with respect to espionage, counterespionage, sabotage, and other matters affecting 
the national defense and the naval service. 


. 10508. Mr. Connery; September 13, 1940 (Post Office and Post Roads). 


The classification of “charman’”’ in the Postal Service is abolished and persons so employed shall be 
classified as laborers. 


. 10509. Mr. Kefauver; September 13, 1940 (Military Affairs). 


Restores retired Army personnel ordered to active duty under the act of August 27, 1940, Public Res. 
No. 96, Seventh-sixth Congress, to active duty with the same rank which they had on the retired list. 


. 10510. Mr. Tolan; September 13, 1940 (Naval Affairs). 


Authorizes $10,000,000 for the purchase of a site in the San Francisco Bay area and for the construction 
of a naval academy thereon. 


. 10515. Mr. Smith of Washington; September 14, 1940 (Agriculture). 


Prohibits the manufacture, importation, interstate transportation, possession, offer to sell, or sale of: 
(1) any oleomargarine, margarine, butterine, or other substitute, for butter, manufactured wholly or in 
part from fat other than that of milk or cream, or (2) any milk or cream or substitute containing any fat 


or oil other than that of milk. Violations shall be punished by imprisonment for not exceeding one year 
and by fine of $1,000 or both. 


. 10516. Mr. Smith of Washington; September 14, 1940 (Agriculture). 


The tax imposed upon manufacturers of oleomargarine is extended to manufacturers of all butter sub- 


stitutes at the same time that the rate thereof is increased from one-fourth of 1 cent per pound to six cents 
per pound. 


. 10517. Mr. Brown of Ohio; September 19, 1940 (Post Office and Post Roads). 


Permits the franking of the absentee ballots of officers and enlisted men in the armed forces of the 
United States. 


. 10520. Mr. Izac; September 19, 1940 (Immigration and Naturalization). 


Provides for the cancellation of citizenship of naturalized citizens who within 25 years of their admit- 
tance advocate or affiliate with any organization which advocates the substitution of the totalitarian 
form of government for the constitutional democratie form. 


. 10521. Mr. King; September 19, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 


Authorizes an appropriation of not to exceed $50,000 during the fiscal year 1941 to enable the United 
States Fish and Wildlife Service to establish a fishery research laboratory in Hawaii. 


. 10522. Mr. Mundt; September 19, 1940 (Public Lands). 


Directs the Secretary of the Interior to establish, on the site of old Fort Sisseton in Marshall County, 
South Dakota, the Fort Sisseton National Historical Park. 


- 10523. Mr. Secrest; September 19, 1940 (Roads). 


Provides that Federal gas and oil taxes shall be deposited in a “Road-Aid Fund” which shall be appor- 


i according to ratio used under § 21 of the Federal Highway Act, to States for highway improve- 
ments. 
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H. R. 10524. Mr. Voorhis of California; September 19, 1940 (Education). 

Authorizes an appropriation of $1,000,000 annually to promote the interchange of students between 
the United States and other American Republics. A board known as the trustees of the inter-American 
scholarship fund, shall award scholarships to qualified students in other American Republics to study in 
the United States and to United States students to study in such Republics. 


. 10525. Mr. Hill; September 19, 1940 (Agriculture). 
Prohibits the export standards for apples and pears set by the Secretary of Agriculture from being 
higher than the standard set by the foreign country upon imports from its own possessions or other nations. 


. 10526. Mr. May; September 19, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Army Aviation Cadet Act—Substitutes an enlisted grade of aviation cadet in the Air Corps, Regular 
Army, for the grade of flying cadet created by the act of July 11, 1919 [41 Stat. 104]. Authorizes the 
establishment of one or more schools to train such cadets, and the appointment of cadets from the enlisted 
personnel of the Army and male citizens of the United States who agree to accept a commission as second 
lieutenants and to serve for a continuous period of 3 years. Provides for compensation of $75 per month 
base pay, and extra flying pay, $1 per day subsistence; quarters, hospitalization, clothing and equipment, 
and $10,000 worth of Government life insurance. On being commissioned in the Reserve, they may 
continue the policies at their own expense, and shall, at that time, be paid a uniform allowance of $150. 
Air Corps Reserve Officers when relieved from active duty shall receive a lump-sum payment in an amount 
equal to $500 for each complete year of active service as a Reserve Officer, in substitution for the payments 
under § 11 of the act of April 3, 1939 [53 Stat. 555). 


. 10527. Mr. May; September 19, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Provides that Army enlisted men of the first, second, or third grade in the active service having depend- 
ents shall receive, for any period during which quarters are not provided for their dependents, the money 
allowance for quarters authorized to be granted to enlisted men not furnished quarters in kind. 


. 10529. Mr. Sumners of Texas; September 19, 1940 (Judiciary). ; 
The President may prohibit, under the provisions of the National Stolen Property Act, the importation 


of property (in its original form or when commingled with other property) which has been confiscated by 
a foreign government. 


. 10539. Mr. Taylor; September 23, 1940 (Appropriations). 
Provides supplemental appropriations for civil functions of the Government. 


. 10542. Mr. May; September 23, 1940 (Military Affairs). 


Authorizes the President to appoint, with the advice of the Senate, an Under Secretary of War to serve 
during any national emergency. 


. 10544. Mr. Thorkelson; September 23, 1940 (Military Affairs). 

Prohibits the President from selecting and inducting any person into the Armed Forces under the 
Proclamation of September 16, 1940, until certain discriminations have been eliminated. Makes it the 
duty of every employer to report within 10 days, the name, address, and citizenship of every substitute 
employee for a draftee. Such reports shall be open for public inspection. 


. 10545. Mr. Thorkelson; September 23, 1940 (Military Affairs). 
Conscientious objectors under the Selective Traiing and Service Act of 1940 shall ipso facto forfeit 
eligibility for Federal office and voting rights. Their names shall be published in alphabetical order by 
the Government Printing Office, as a public document. 


. 10558. Mr. Boykin; September 24, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 

A citizen operating in foreign trade a vessel documented by the United States, upon entering a binding 
agreement with the Maritime Commission for the construction or acquisition of new vessels, may establish 
in a depository a reserve fund for use in such construction or acquisition of vessels approved by the Com- 
mission as to type, size, and speed. Into this fund may be deposited the proceeds from the sale of vessels, 
the proceeds from insurance and such portion of the earnings as the Commission approves; from this fund 
may be withdrawn the costs of construction or acquisition of new vessels in accordance with operator’s 
agreement. 

Earnings so deposited in the fund shall be exempt from all Federal taxes but earnings withdrawn from 
the fund for purposes other than the construction or acquisition of vessels shall be taxable as earnings of 
the year in which withdrawn. 


. 10559. Mr. Dimond; September 24, 1940 (Territories). 
Authorizes Alaska to create an authority to undertake slum clearance and to provide dwelling accommo- 
dations for families of low income. 
The Legislature of Puerto Rico shall have the same powers with regard to projects for persons (and 
their families) engaged in national-defense activities that it has under 52 Stat. 1203, ch. 703, for projects 
to provide low-rent dwelling accommodations for families of low income. 


. 10560. Mr. Voorhis of California; September 24, 1940 (World War Veterans’ Legislation). __ 
_ Directs the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs to include more liberal policies in the regulations govern- 
ing proofs and evidence pertaining to service connected disabilities. 


. 10561. Mr. Clason; September 24, 1940 (Civil Service). 

Authorizes time and one-half for hours in excess of 40 per week worked by employees of the War Depart- 
ment, its field services, and the Panama Canal, whose wages are set by wage boards or other wage fixing 
authorities and other employees as shall be designated by the Secretary of War and the Governor of the 
Panama Canal. This act shall be effective during the emergency declared by the President on September 
8, 1939, and shall terminate June 30, 1942, unless otherwise provided by Congress. 
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. 10566. Mr. Harter of New York; September 25, 1940 (Education). 


Schools receiving Federal funds, either directly or indirectly, shall conduct the pledge of allegiance to 
the flag at least 1 day of each week the school is in session. 


. 10567. Mr. O’Leary; September 25, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 

Persons 19 years of age and upward who have had at least 12 months of service on deck at sea or on the 
bays and sounds connected directly with the sea, may be rated as able seamen for the purpose of serving 
on seagoing barges [amending U. 8. C., supp. V, 46: 672b]. 


. 10572. Mr. Taylor; September 26, 1940 (Appropriations). 


Third Supplemental National Defense Appropriation Act, 1941 provides $1,250,013,082 plus reappro- 
priations of $17,790,292 and $150,000,000 of contractual authority for the national defense and military 
activities of the War Department, $779,554 for cemeterial expenses in 1941 of the Quartermaster Corps, 
and $60,701,000 and contractual authority for $8,500,000 for the Navy Department. The total of all 
ores anon. being $1,311,493,636, plus $17,790,292 of reappropriations and contractual authority for 

09,0 ’ . 


. 10573. Mr. Spence; September 26, 1940 (Banking and Currency). 


Amends the National Housing Act by increasing the maximum insurance on individual deposits in 
savings and loan institutions from $5,000 to $10,000 and by reducing the premium therefor from an 
amount equal to one-eighth of 1 per centum to one-fourteenth of 1 per centum of all accounts of insured 
members. 


. 10574. Mr. Wallgren; September 26, 1940 (Interstate and Foreign Commerce). 


Directs the Public Health Service to provide for the care and relief of sick and disabled persons employed 
on board any registered, enrolled or licensed vessel of the United States performing duties of a workshop 
character or employed in commercial fishing on board any such vessel. Such care and relief shall be of 
the same character as that provided for sick and disabled seamen under R. 8. 4803. 


. 10576. Mr. O’Leary; September 26, 1940 (Merchant Marine and Fisheries). 


“Shipyard Workers’ Training Program Act of 1940’ Directs the U. 8. Maritime Commission to provide 
marine training centers with a view to building up a source of skilled civilian personnel that may be em- 
ployed in supplying the needs of plants engaged in shipbuilding and ship maintenance which are essential 
to the national defense. Training shall be limited to young men, 18 or over, who are citizens, Trainees 
shall receive compensation and the benefits of the Employees Compensation Act. 


. 10577. Mr. McDowell; September 26, 1940 (Judiciary). 


Makes it unlawful for members of the Communist Party, the German-American Bund, or of any organi- 
zation subject to foreign control which engages in political activities, or one who associates or sympathizes 
with the members or purposes of such organizations, to be employed in the performance of Federal national 
defense. Violations shall be punishable by a $5,000 fine and/or 1 year’s imprisonment. 


. 10578. Mr. Romjue; September 26, 1940 (Post Offices and Post Roads). 


Provides that special clerks of the first grade in first-class post offices shall be promoted after 1 year’s 
satisfactory service to special clerks of the second grade. 


. 10579. Mr. Ramspeck; September 26, 1940 (Civil Service). 


When a postmaster is called to military duty the Postmaster General is authorized to grant leave of 
absence without pay and to fill the vacancy by a substitute. The postmaster on release from service 
may be reinstated [amending U. 8. C., supp. V, 39: 39a]. 


. 10584. Mr. Hill; September 30, 1940 (Rivers and Harbors). 


Establishes a Columbia Power Administration within the Department of the Interior with an admin- 
istrator appointed by the Secretary. The Administration shall integrate and coordinate the electric 
facilities of the Bonneville and Grand Coulee Dam projects and be a permanent agency for the distribu- 
tion and marketing of the electric energy they make available. Reserves 50 percent of the energy avail- 
able for sale to public bodies and cooperatives until July 1, 19438. Authorizes the Administrator to issue 
obligations, not exceeding $200,000,000 outstanding at any one time, for the purpose of acquiring the 
electric facilities necessary for the operation of this act. 


. 10585. Mr. Michael J. Kennedy; September 30, 1940 (Military Affairs). 


Amends the Selective Service Act so as to pay drafted Federal, territorial, and District of Columbia 
employees their civilian service compensation during their tenure in the armed forces. 


. 10586. Mr. Leavy; September 30, 1940 (Rivers and Harbors). 


Establishes a Columbia Power Administration within the Department of the Interior with an adminis- 
trator appointed by the Secretary. The Administration shall integrate and coordinate the electric facil- 
ities of the Bonneville and Grand Coulee Dam projects and be a permanent agency for the distribution 
and marketing of the electric energy they make available. Reserves 50 percent of the energy available, 
for sale to public bodies and cooperatives until July 1, 1943. Authorizes the Administrator to issue obliga- 
tions, not exceeding $200,000,000 outstanding at any one time, for the purpose of acquiring the electric 
facilities necessary for the operation of this act. 


. 10587. Mr. McCormack (by request); September 30, 1940 (Military Affairs). 


Amends the Selective Service Act so as to commission as officers, recognized dentists and medical 
doctors who would otherwise be drafted into the armed forces. Exempts from the draft, medical and 
dental students at recognized medical and dental schools, and resident physicians, dentists, and internes 
at recognized hospitals.

Res. 384. Mr. Taylor of Colorado; September 25, 1939 (Appropriations). 
Appropriation for mileage, pages, etc., special session, Seventy-sixth Congress. 


. Res. 385. Mr. Jones of Ohio; September 28, 1939 (Library). 


Establishes a Greenville Memorial Commission, composed of three members appointed by the President 
and three members of each House, to formulate plans for constructing a permanent memorial building at 
Greenville, Ohio, in commemoration of the Treaty of Greene Ville negotiated in 1795 between General 
“Mad Anthony” Wayne and the Indians. 


. Res. 386. Mr. Rankin; September 28, 1939 (Appropriations). 


Appropriates an additional $20,000,000 for making loans, grants, etc., to distressed farmers in recent 
flood-stricken areas of northeastern Mississippi and northwestern Alabama. 


. Res. 387. Mr. Rees of Kansas; October 2, 1939 (Rules). 


Creates a joint congressional committee of 10 members to consult and advise with the President respect- 
ing the present European situation with the view to obtaining information, to inform the Congress of 
developments, and to assist in formulating legislative policy. 


. Res. 388. Mr. Chandler; October 5, 1939 (Rules). 


Establishes a joint committee of five members each from the House and Senate Judiciary Committees 
to revise and recodify the Judicial Code. 


. Res. 389. Mr. Havenner; October 9, 1939 (Foreign Affairs). 


Authorizes negotiations for the acquisition of the peninsula of Lower California from Mexico to 
strengthen the military and naval defenses of the United States. 


. Res. 390. Mr. Shanley; October 12, 1939 (Foreign Affairs). 


Requests the President to appoint a committee (five members of each House and five others) to prepare 
suitable ceremonies and celebration for the 450th anniversary on October 12, 1942, of the discovery of 
America by Christopher Columbus. The committee may act in conjunction with the Conference of 
Pan American States. 


. Res. 391. Mr. Voorhis of California; October 13, 1939 (Banking and Currency). 


Operation of national banks and Federal Reserve System is declared without constitutional authority, 
and each is prohibited from issuing money or controlling credits; neither shall be granted credit by United 
States except on terms granted to other institutions and individuals. A joint committee to formulate a 
plan for the future regulation of money is provided. 


- Res. 392. Mr. Rankin; October 19, 1939 (Appropriations). 


Appropriates an additional $50,000,000 for making loans, grants, etc., to distressed farmers in recent 
flood-stricken areas. (From the title of this bill it appears that the loans are intended to be made in 
flood-stricken areas of Mississippi and Alabama.) 


- Res. 393. Mr. Havenner; October 26, 1939 (Foreign Affairs). 


Authorizes the Secretary of State to negotiate with those European States in default on their World 
War debts for the acquisition by the United States of territory in the Western Hemisphere as considera- 
tion for the cancelation, in whole or in part, of such debts. 


- Res. 394. Mr. Hendricks; October 27, 1939 (Rules). 


Establishes a joint congressional committee (five members of each House) to investigate ways in which 
the United States may contribute to the improvement of the economic, commercial, and cultural relations 
between the various American republics. The expenses of the committee shall not exceed $100,000. 


Res. 395. Mr. Hancock; October 27, 1939 (Judiciary). 
Constitutional amendment (to be ratified by State Legislatures within 7 years)—Congress shall have 
power to provide by law for convening in extra or special] session. 


Res. 396. Mr. Bates of Massachusetts; October 31, 1939 (Naval Affairs). 
Directs the Secretary of the Navy to appoint a board of five officers to investigate and report upon the 


need of increasing naval] defenses.

Appropriates $60,000,000 to be spent at the discretion of the Secretary of Agriculture or the President 
in providing loaus, grants, and relief for needy farmers in distressed farm areas declared emergency areas 
by the Secretary of Agriculture because of destructive rains, floods, and drought. 


. Res. 399. Mr. Lesinski; January 3, 1940 (Judiciary). 


Directs the President to invite by proclamation observance of October 11, 1940, as General Pulaski’s 
Memorial Day. 


. Res. 400. Mr. McLaughlin; January 3, 1940 (Judiciary). 


Authorizes the President to invite by proclamation the observance of October 11, 1940, as General 
Pulaski’s Memorial Day. 


. Res. 401. Mr. Monkiewicz; January 3, 1940 (Judiciary). 


Directs the President to invite by proclamation observance of October 11, 1940, as General Pulaski’s 
Memorial Day. 


. Res. 402. Mr. Engel; January 3, 1940 (Judiciary). 


Authorizes the President to invite by proclamation the observance of October 11, 1940, as General 
Pulaski’s Memorial Day. 


. Res. 403. Mr. Douglas; January 4, 1940 (Judiciary). 


Authorizes the President to invite by proclamation the observance of October 11, 1940, as General

Authorizes the President to invite by proclamation the observance of October 11, 1940, as General 
Pulaski’s Memorial Day. 


. Res. 411. Mr. Tenerowicz; January 9, 1940 (Judiciary). 


Authorizes the President to invite by proclamation the observance of October 11, 1940, as General 
Pulaski’s Memorial Day. 


. Res. 412. Mr. Fish; January 9, 1940 (Foreign Affairs). 


Authorizes $10,000,000 to the President for the purchase, in the United States, of foodstuffs and clothing 
for the relief of Polish women and children. 


. Res. 413. Mr. Woodruff of Michigan; January 9, 1940 (Judiciary). 


Authorizes the President to invite by proclamation the observance of October 11, 1940, as General 
Pulaski’s Memorial Day. 


J. Res. 414. Mr. McCormack; January 9, 1940 (Judiciary). 
Authorizes the President to invite by proclamation the observance of October 11, 1940, as General 
Pulaski’s Memorial Day. 
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H. J. Res. 415. Mr. Fish; January 10, 1940 (Foreign Affairs). 
Authorizes $20,000,000 to the President for the purchase, in the United States, of foodstuffs, clothing, 
etc. (except armaments) for the relief of the people of Finland. 


H. J. Res. 416. Mr. Leland M. Ford; January 10, 1940 (Appropriations). 
Provides for amending the Work Relief and Public Works Appropriation Act of 1938 [52 Stat. 809] so 
as to extend the construction time on certain projects authorized or now in process until January 1, 1941. 


H. J. Res. 417. Mr. Van Zandt; January 10, 1940 (Rules). 

Creates a National Defense Commission (composed of five Representatives; five Senators; the Secre- 
taries of State, Treasury, War, Navy, and Commerce; Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs; one member 
each to represent the interests of agriculture, labor, business, industry, and finance; two Army officers; 
two naval officers; and two aviators) to conduct a comprehensive survey and study of national defense for 
the purpose of obtaining information necessary for the Congress to legislate. Such survey shall include 
the advisability of revising the National Defense Act, of establishing a Department of National Defense

Extends from 3 to 6 months the period, after the close of the Golden Gate International Exposition, in 
which articles imported free for display, etc., at such exhibition may be sold within the area of the exposi- 
tion under regulations prescribed by the Secretary of the Treasury. 


. Res. 420. Mr. Healey; January 12, 1940 (Judiciary). 
Authorizes the President to invite by proclamation the observance of October 11, 1940, as General 
Pulaski’s Memorial Day. 


. Res. 421. Mr. Jenks of New Hampshire; January 15, 1940 (Judiciary). 
Authorizes the President to invite by proclamation the observance of March 4th annually as General 
Pulaski’s birthday. 


. Res. 422. Mr. Ludlow; January 15, 1940 (Rules). 


Creates a Committee on Fiscal Planning (composed of the chairman and ranking majority and minority 


Members of the House Committee on Appropriations and Ways and Means, and the Director of the 
Budget) to study Government finances with a view to coordination and reduction, and the elimination of 
the gap between revenue and expenditure. 


- Res. 423. Mr. Casey of Massachusetts; January 15, 1940 (Judiciary). 
Authorizes the President to invite by proclamation the observance of October 11 annually as General 
Pulaski’s Memorial Day. 


. Res. 425. Mr. Peterson of Florida; January 15, 1940 (Rules). 
Extends the life of the Joint Committee to Investigate the Adequacy and Use of Phosphate Resources 
of the United States and the time for making its final report to Congress until January 15, 1941. 


. Res. 426. Mr. Alexander; January 16, 1940 (Judiciary). 
Authorizes the President to invite by proclamation the observance of October 11, as General Pulaski’s 
Memorial Day. 


. Res. 427. Mr. Cannon of Florida; January 16, 1940 (Agriculture). 
Directs the Secretary of Agriculture to suspend the sugar quota allotment given to Czechoslovakia under 
the Sugar Act of 1937 [50 Stat. 903] and to allot such quota to the area in the continental United States 
which has the highest wages and living conditions and the lowest cost of production. 


- Res. 428. Mr. Welch; January 16, 1940 (Foreign Affairs). 

Extends the act of July 9, 1937 [50 Stat. 488] to provide for the continued participation of the United 
States in the Golden Gate International Exposition at San Francisco for the year 1940. Authorizes a fur- 
thur appropriation of $250,000 therefor. Repeals the act of June 15, 1938 [52 Stat. 684] authorizing the 
sale of etchings, souvenir books, etc. 


- Res. 429. Mr. Havenner; January 16, 1940 (Foreign Affairs). .

Authorizes an appropriation of $5,000 for the expenses of the fiftieth anniversary of the Legion of Valor 
to be commemorated in the District of Columbia in 1940. 


. Res. 483. Mr. Havenner; January 17, 1940 (Patents). 


Directs the Librarian of Congress and the Commissioner of Patents to establish branch offices at the 
1940 Golden Gate International Exposition for the purpose of protecting the copyrights and patents of 
foreign exhibitors. 


. Res. 434. Mr. Cannon of Missouri; January 18, 1940 (Appropriations). 


Makes not exceeding $11,000,000 of the funds appropriated for parity payments under the Department 
of Agriculture Appropriation Act of 1940 [53 Stat. 974] available for payments under the Price Adjustment 
Act of 1938 [52 Stat. 819]. 


. Res. 435. Mr. Thill; January 18, 1940 (Judiciary). 


Authorizes the President to invite by proclamation the observance of October 11, 1940, as General 
Pulaski’s Memorial Day. 


. Res. 436. Mr. Alexander; January 23, 1940 (Foreign Affairs). 


Authorizes $10,000,000 for the purchase of foodstuffs and clothing in the United States for the relief of 
the distressed people of Poland. 


. Res. 437. Mr. Johns; January 23, 1940 (Judiciary). : - 
Requests the President to set aside annually the last Sunday in May as Citizenship Recognition Day. 


. Res. 438. Mr. Voorhis of California; January 23, 1940 (Appropriations). 


Amends the Work Relief and Public Works Appropriation Act of 1938 [52 Stat. 809] so as to extend the 
construction time on certain projects authorized or now in process until January 1, 1941.

. Res. 446. Mr. Angell; February 5, 1940 (Military Affairs). 


Authorizes the Secretary of War to establish and maintain a national cemetery at Portland, Oreg. 


J. Res. 447. Mr. Schwert; February 6, 1940 (Judiciary). 


Authorizes the President to invite by proclamation the observance of October 11, 1940, as General 
Pulaski’s Memorial Day. 


. Res. 449. Mr. Boland; February 7, 1940 (Foreign Affairs). 


Authorizes $15,000,000 to the President for the purchase, in the United States, of foodstuffs and clothing 
for the relief of Polish women and children. 


. Res. 450. Mr. Tinkham; February 8, 1940 (Foreign Affairs). 


Authorizes the President to withdraw the membership of the Government of the United States in the 
International Labor Organization. 


. Res. 451. Mr. White of Ohio; February 8, 1940 (Judiciary). 


Provides for the annual observance of February 11 as National Inventors’ Day and of the week of 
February 11 as National,Advancement Week. . —? 
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H. J. Res. 452. Mr. Fish; February 8, 1940 (Ways and Means). 

Creates the International Trade and Credit Commission which is directed to organize (in conjunction 
with other nations of the Western Hemisphere) the International Trade and Credit Market, to serve as a 
market for credits between nation members. The Market shall have a procedure of open auction some- 
what similar to that of Lloyd’s of London. It shall be initially capitalized at $1,000,000,000 of which the 
United States shall subscribe $450,000,000. The subscriptions (none to exceed 45 percent of total capitali- 
zation) of the United States and the other nations shall be secured by gold deposits in the vaults of the 
Market in the continental United States, against which there shall be issued gold certificates (redeemable 
at the end of twenty-five years) for use as a new form of international money.

Creates a Marketing Laws Division in the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce to continue the 
Marketing Laws Survey in compiling, analyzing, and preparing for publication all Federal, State, and 
municipal laws in the field of marketing. The records, files, etc., of the Marketing Laws Survey shall be 
transferred to the Division. 


. Res. 458. Mr. Voorhis of California; February 13, 1940 (Judiciary). 
Authorizes the President annually to designate the third Sunday in May as National Citizenship Day. 


. Res. 459. Mr. Cannon of Missouri; February 15, 1940 (Appropriations).

§ 381; cotton pool participation trust certificates, title IV; and crop insurance, title V) under the terms and 
conditions specified in the Department of Agriculture Appropriation Act of 1940 [53 Stat. 939]. 


. Res. 460. Mr. Jensen; February 15, 1940 (Ways and Means). 
Prohibits the importation of used cotton rugs and cotton rugs not made of new cotton, except as a part 
of the household effects of a person entering the United States [adding to U. 8. C. 19: 1307].

Authorizes the Secretary of the Interior to allocate space in public buildings under his supervision for 
the purpose of quartering troops participating in the inaugural ceremonies January 1941. 


. Res. 469. Mr. Shafer of Michigan; February 23, 1940 (Military Affairs). 


Creates a Commission of civilians to determine a definite national defense objective for the United 
States and make recommendations to Congress in respect thereto. The Commission shall investigate the 
feasibility of combining all defense organizations in the United States into a Department of National De- 
fense under a Secretary with Assistant Secretaries of Army, Navy, Marine Corps, and Air Corps. 


. Res. 470. Mr. Merritt; February 23, 1940 (Foreign Affairs).

Unless expressly permitted by Congress, the United States Customhouse at Detroit, Michigan, shall 
not be sold or disposed of. 


. Res. 473. Mr. Kee; February 26, 1940 (Foreign Affairs). 


Authorizes $15,000,000 for the purchase of medical supplies, foodstuffs, and clothing in the United 
States for the relief of the distressed people of Poland. 


. Res. 474. Mr. Grant of Indiana; February 27, 1940 (Judiciary). 


Authorizes the President to invite, by proclamation, the observance of October 11, 1940, as General 
Pulaski’s Memorial Day. 


. Res. 475. Mr. White of Ohio; February 27, 1940 (Rules). 


Creates a Commission on Old-Age Pensions (composed of four members of each House and three persons 
appointed by the President) to investigate the payment by the Federal Government of old-age pensions, 
with a view to formulating a national policy with respect thereto, based on a pay-as-you-go basis and a 
comfortable standard of living for the beneficiaries. 


. Res. 476. Mr. Garrett; February 29, 1940 (Agriculture). 


The Secretary of the Treasury shall redeem, upon application within 1 year, tax-exemption or ginning 
certificates held by a producer (issued under the Bankhead Cotton Control Act of 1934 [48 Stat.

Constitutional amendment (to be ratified within 7 years)—No person twice elected to the office of 
President shall again be eligible to be elected or to serve for the whole or any part of another term. 


. Res. 482. Mr. Randolph; March 4, 1940 (Foreign Affairs). 


Requests the President to negotiate with Great Britain for the acquisition of British islands in the Carib- 
bean and of British Honduras in part payment for British indebtedness to the United States.

Authorizes the President to accept the invitation extended by Italy to the United States to participate 
in the Rome Universal Exhibition, in 1942; provides for the erection of buildings, etc., to house Federal 
and private exhibits; authorizes $2,000,000 for participation; permits the acceptance of contributions to 
aid in carrying out the purposes; and makes the New York World’s Fair’s and the Golden Gate Inter- 
national Exposition’s exhibits and materials available for exhibit purposes.

- Res. 490. Mr. Bloom; March 13, 1940 (Foreign Affairs). 
Provides for an annual appropriation to meet the share of the United States toward the expenses of the 
International Technical Committee of Aerial Legal Experts, by repealing § 2 of the act of August 7, 
1935 [49 Stat. 540], which authorizes appropriations until June 30, 1941. 


. Res. 491. Mr. Shanley; March 14, 1940 (Ways and Means). 
Provides for the reciprocal exchange of scholars from American and Finnish schools and colleges, 
areneee from payments made by Finland on and after December 15, 1939 on its debt to the United 
tates. 


. Res. 493. Mr. Faddis; March 19, 1940 (Coinage, Weights, and Measures). 

Appropriates $500,000,000 from the stabilization fund under the Gold Reserve Act of 1934 [48 Stat. 
337] for the purchase abroad during a period of 5 years (under the supervision of the Army and Navy 
Munitions Board) of strategic and critical materials essential for national defense, etc., which are not 
produced in adequate quantities in the United States. 


. Res. 494. Mr. Healey; March 19, 1940 (Foreign Affairs). 

Authorizes the President to accept the invitation extended by Italy to the United States to participate 
in the Rome Universal Exhibition, in 1942; provides for the erection of buildings, etc., to house Federal 
and private exhibits; authorizes $2,000,000 for participation; permits the acceptance of contributions to 
aid in carrying out the purposes; and makes the New York World’s Fair’s and the Golden Gate Inter- 
national Exposition’s exhibits and materials available for exhibit purposes. 


. Res. 495. Mr. Bloom; March 21, 1940 (Foreign Affairs). 
Continues Federal participation in the New York World’s Fair during 1940 by authorizing an addi-

. Res. 507. Mr. Church; April 8, 1940 (Library). 
Authorizes $150,000 for the purchase by the Librarian of Congress of the William H. Herndon collection 
of original papers of Abraham Lincoln. 


. Res. 508. Mr. Treadway; April 8, 1940 (Ways and Means). 
Creates a Temporary Committee on Tariff and Foreign Trade Policy (composed of 5 Representatives, 
5 Senators, and 5 others) to study domestic and foreign trade, including a permanent tariff and foreign- 
trade policy, the creation of a nonpartisan independent agency, the promotion of the exchange of surpluses 
for foreign products, etc.
